President's Message 


Fathers and Brethren: Grace and peace be unto you in the name of our Lord 
and Savior, Jesus Christ! Amen. : 

During the two years that have passed since the last General Convention 
many changes have taken place in the world, in our country, and in the church. 
In Europe, in some countries, the place of the Christian Church in the nation is 
subject to much discussion and struggle. In Germany, a tremendous strugele 
is on as to the place of the Church and her confessions. No one can as yet predict 
the outcome of the contest. Many true and faithful witnesses among our brethren 
in the faith are insisting on a Scriptural and confessional basis for the relations 
between Church and State. ‘ 

In our own beloved land a change of administration has taken place since 
our last meeting. This has brought about many changes in the economic and 
social plans of the country. State and Federal Governments have attempted to 
alleviate the lack of employment by making use of public money for temporary 
relief work. Attempts are also being made to relieve the difficult situation in 
which agriculture finds itself. Disturbances and clashes have taken place in 
certain agricultural areas, which are symptoms of unrest and dissatisfaction with 
present conditions. 

When it is kept in mind that our Church constituency is found mainly in the 
Middle West and has the larger part of its membership in agricultural and rural 
communities, we realize how intimately our own Church is affected by many of 
these things. 

In looking back upon the year 1933, it appears to be the most difficult year 
that we have passed through during the last decades. As to the future economic 
and social development, it is difficult to venture a prophecy or guess. Many 
factors enter in so that one can only assume an attitude of watchful waiting, 
hopefulness and cooperation. Such a spirit of hopefulness, however, should not 
cause us to indulge in any unwarranted optimism as to expansion of work or 
reduction of the economies that have been effected within our own Church 
organization. 

The year 1933 has been difficult for our workers in all fields of activity. 
Salaries, which in many cases were barely adequate, had to be reduced, and 
shrinking income from other sources brought added hardship, yes, even suffering 
to some. Yet we dare not and cannot make promises and commitments that we 
are not reasonably sure can be carried out. 

The many men and women who in the work of the Church are giving their 
full time, whether on mission fields, at home or abroad, in the work of charity, 
or in our schools, are entitled to gratitude and understanding from their Church. 
These men and women have loved the Church and have been willing to make 
continual sacrifices in order that it might be able to carry on. It should be our 
endeavor to lighten the burdens we have laid upon them as soon as it possibly 
can be done. 

Above all, are we humbly and deeply grateful to our God and Father in Jesus 
Christ, who has permitted us to carry on His work during the biennium that now 
is past. His benediction has been over us, and all that we have accomplished, 
whether through the sacrifices of the individual worker or the giving in the con- 
gregations, has been brought about through the strength and grace that He has 
given us for labor in His vineyard. Remembering this, we can meet even during 
hard and difficult times with confidence and the assurance that He will bless and 
continue our work. His promise holds, that though we sow with weeping, we 
shall reap with rejoicing. What we are and what we hope to accomplish must 
come through His Spirit and His grace. The statement of our Lord and Savior 
is still true: “Without Me ye can do nothing.” 

This brings to us the solemn and serious thought that where we have failed, 
and come short, we have done so because we have attempted to accomplish 
things without His strength and Spirit. It calls us to a confession, in deep 
humility and repentance, of our sins and not the least the sin of forgetting that 
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we should ever turn to Him for strength and power in all of our work. The 
conditions that we have passed through are a mighty call to each one of us to 
turn to the Lord, to seek forgiveness for our many sins against Him and against 
our fellowmen. May the assurance of such renewed forgiveness and grace move 
us to serve Him with more sincerity and earnestness. The time of labor for 
each of us is short. A few passing days and others will take our places. God 
grant that during the time that is left for each one of us to labor there might be 
a deep concern for the salvation of our people and the building of His Kingdom. 

Our pastors and congregations have been deeply concerned about the needs 
of the Church during the past year. The work that Dr. Bergsaker has carried 
on has received encouraging and loyal cooperation from officials, members of 
Boards, pastors and congregations. Let us in our prayers remember him and the 
work that we have entrusted to him. 

General participation in the quarterly offerings and careful economies have 
made it possible to close the year, 1933, with the payment of $60,000.00 on deficits 
that had been incurred the year before. This is a remarkable performance. I 
doubt if it has been duplicated in many of the other church bodies, or even in 
many business organizations the past year. With it has come new hope, new 
courage and new determination in our Church. Letters and expressions from 
pastors and members of congregations give evidence of a new spirit. We are 
deeply thankful to Almighty God that this was made possible. We are grateful 
to those who have contributed to make it possible to close the year without deficit. 

There is a danger in the present concern for economic and material matters 
that the things of the Spirit and our citizenship in the Heavenly Kingdom may 
be forgotten. The daily material needs are so pressing that our spiritual needs 
are forgotten. To our Church comes the call to emphasize to our people at all 
times, that we are but strangers and pilgrims here. Let us not be misunderstood; 
we must at all times, as true and loyal citizens of our nation, cooperate in all 
efforts that tend to alleviate human suffering and need. We must, however, never 
become so engrossed in the solution of our material difficulties that our thoughts 
do not return to the things that are above, seeking those things which are with 
Christ. In order to maintain this spirit and attitude during these times, it will 
require of every true child of God a constant, watchful meditation, the use of 
prayer, the Word of God and the Holy Communion. The means of grace will 
ever bring back to us the memory of Him who taught us that to find our lives 
we must lose them. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


While we rejoice that the Church has been able to balance its budget during 
the past year, this very thing has brought hardship and difficulties to our educa- 
tional institutions. Teachers and administrators in our schools have sought to 
carry on under many handicaps the programs assigned to them. We remember 
these men and women with thankful hearts today, because of the spirit, sympathy 
and understanding with which they have entered into the problems of their 
Church and our Church. A detailed statement in regard to education is omitted 
here as it will be presented through the report of the Board of Education. 

It must be evident to every one of us that our Church faces a crisis in its 
educational program. Time and consideration must be given to what shall be 
the future program for our Church in Christian Education. 


Luther Theological Seminary 


During the past two years the number of students has been reduced, because of 
lack of calls for the graduating classes. Unless there can be a re-arrangement 
of many calls and a great increase in home mission contributions, there is no 
prospect for increasing the enrolment at our Seminary. If parishes that now con- 
tain three or four congregations could be induced to enter into a re-arrangement, 
it might be possible to set up new parishes where young men might be called. 
It is difficult to broach these matters at a time like this and yet we should have 
it constantly before us. Where there are larger congregations the ideal is one, or 
at the most, two congregations for each pastor. 

The Faculty, Church Council and Board of Education have given serious 
consideration to the proposal that at the end of a student’s second year he be 
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assigned for a year to a congregation, under a pastor’s guidance, for practical 
experience in Church work. At the end of such a year he is to return to the Sem- 
inary and complete his senior year. This will constitute an internship that ought 
to increase the student’s practical knowledge of the work and possibly also test 
him as to the particular work that he is best fitted for. In keeping with this 
thought, the following resolution from the Seminary Faculty was approved by 
the Board of Education and the Church Council and is submitted to the General 
Convention for its consideration: 

“Whereas, during the regular Seminary course it is increasingly difficult to 
obtain the requisite experience in preaching and in Christian work; 

“Be It Resolved: That the Seminary students shall, after completing the 
middler year, spend-a year in church work as assistants to designated pastors.” 

The three ,bodies charged with the care of the Seminary also appointed a 
special committee to take up the question of the preparation of future teachers 
for the Seminary. This is a problem which requires earnest and serious consider- 
ation, as we do not know when we shall be called upon to select one or more 
men as teachers in this our most important and responsible institution. 

The students at our Seminary are entitled to our gratitude for the spirit in 
which they have accepted the entire elimination of college tuition refunds, which 
had been paid until last year. It was a hardship for many of them, but they loved 
their Church and without murmuring accepted the decision. 


ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


In connection with Education, it is necessary to call attention to the fact that 
Dr. J. C. K. Preus has, during the past year, acted as secretary also for the 
Board of Elementary Christian Education. He has been very active in this work. 
He has for a number of years been pastor both in city and country congregations 
and knows from practical experience the needs in this department. He has given 
a great deal of energy and time to the carrying on of this work and has sought 
to establish contacts and arrange for continuing the work which was so well 
begun under Dr. J. N. Andersen. It has been an additional burden upon him but 
it has been a task which he has gladly and willingly accepted, because of its great 


importance to the Church. 
HOME MISSIONS 


Our District Presidents report an intense and loyal cooperation by mission 
pastors in the work of the Church. The incomes of our mission pastors have been 
greatly reduced, but it has not diminished their zeal and earnestness. 

There are mission opportunities in city and country today. Men need the 
Church and they need Christ, and woe be unto us, if we preach not His Gospel. 


CHARITIES 


Times of depression make themselves felt in the work of Charities. There is 
a greater call for family welfare work. A greater number of children, aged and 
dependent need care. While State and Federal departments seek to lighten the 
burden, the Church must ever fill its place in caring for those who are unfortu- 
nate. The call of our Lord to be merciful, even as our Heavenly Father is merci- 
ful, should move us to have compassion with all who suffer. 

Our Sunset Homes are facing the need of additional income. The support 
which they receive from the Church and other agencies must be supplemented 
with additional gifts from those who are especially interested in the work of 
caring for the aged. 

The most important item in the report of the Department of Charities is the 
recommendation from the special committee that was appointed at the last Gen- 
eral Convention, with regard to the future of Wild Rice and Lake Park Children’s 
Homes. The committee has given a great deal of attention to this matter and 
presents its report, which is submitted in connection with the report of the 
Department of Charities. 


THE DEACONESS CAUSE 
Last year and also this year a Sunday was set aside for the special consid- 
eration of the deaconess cause. It is, indeed, essential that our people receive 
more knowledge and understanding of this important branch of our work. There 
is a place in the Church for the type of Christian service that is represented 
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in the Sisterhood. Owing to the lack of income, the work at the Deaconess 
Institute has been limited. It has been carried on for a limited number of women 
under the direction of Sister Superior, Ingeborg Sponland. 

The Women’s Missionary Federation, under the direction of Mrs. O. R. 
Sletten of Lake Mills, lowa, has cooperated with the Sisters in keeping the cause 
and its opportunities before our people. 

It is again recommended that a week be set aside during the church year 
as specifically Deaconess Week and that sermons, addresses and programs 
bearing upon this work be given during that time. 

May God bless Mother Ingeborg and the consecrated group of Sisters that 
surround her and are seeking to carry on this work for us. 


EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


In keeping with the mandate of the last General Convention, the executive 
offices of the Board of Charities and the Board of Home Missions have been 
consolidated. On April lst, Rev. H. B. Kildahl became Superintendent of the 
Coeur d’Alene Sunset Home. He closed at that time an activity of fifteen years 
as Executive Secretary of the Department of Charities. The foundation work 
which he laid in this new and uncharted field is an evidence of his love, interest 
and understanding of the needs of the unfortunate. 

Dr. C. S. B. Hoel, who had been Secretary of the Board of Home Missions 
for a similar period, became Superintendent of the Seamen’s Mission at Seattle 
on January 1. In his particular field he has given impetus and inspiration to the 
work of Home Missions. 

Because of the limited funds voted for the budget of these activities at the 
present time, the two Boards requested the President of the Church to direct the 
work from his office, in order to release funds that otherwise would be needed 
for the secretary’s office. Because of the understanding and generous cooperation 
of District Home Mission committees and local boards and managers of insti- 
tutions in the Department of Charities, the burden has not been as great as might 
appear. To all who have cooperated in effecting this saving for our home mis- 
sionaries and charity workers, I wish to express my deep gratitude. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


According to resolution by the last General Convention, the work of the 
Foreign Mission Department has been carried on with one secretary during the 
past year. Rev. Helge Héverstad discontinued his work as mission secretary 
April 1, 1933. From the beginning of his ministry he has been an earnest and 
warm supporter of the cause of Foreign Missions. He has at all times been a 
vigorous champion of the cause of Foreign Missions. 

From all our fields come encouraging messages, that there are many who are 
eager to hear the Word of God. The problem of how to use in the best way 
native workers and native talents is ever before the missionary. With a growing 
sense of nationalism, our missionaries realize the constant need of attention and 
adjustment. It requires wisdom, patience and insight to meet situations as they 
now arise on the different fields. We thank God for the many faithful, earnest 
and able workers that have gone out in the name of the Church. To the mission- 
aries who are returning to their fields, we wish God’s speed in His holy name. 
To the home-coming workers, we express our welcome and rejoice that they are 
with us again. 

The most important question coming before us with regard to Foreign Mis- 
sions this year is the proposition to separate the gathering of money for Foreign 
Mission purposes from the regular allocated budgets of the Church. The sugggs- 
tion is to substitute for regularly budgeted amounts voluntary contributions from 
our congregations. This implies a re-arrangement, not only of the work of For- 
eign Missions but of the financial arrangements in relation to the other activities 
of the church. This recommendation of the Committee on Organization, based 
on the request of the Foreign Mission Board, calls for prayerful and serious 
consideration. We must seek to arrive at a conclusion that will be best, for the 
work of Foreign Missions as well as for the Church as a whole. May God 
through His Holy Spirit guide us so that the final decision may be to His glory 
and the building of His Kingdom. 
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MINISTERIAL PENSIONS 


One of the saddest situations confronting our Church today is the fact that 
our aged pastors and families have during the past year been receiving only about 
$135. 00 from the Pension Fund. Repeated appeals and requests seem to fall on 
deaf ears. Even a small offering, a collection, or a gift from some organization 
within each congregation, would make possible adding to the sum that is so 
inadequate. We must not in all our difficulties and cares today forget those who 
at one time were the active laborers in the vineyard and upon whose work we 
are building today. 

The Board of Trustees and the Church Council are of the opinion that the 
time is not yet opportune for launching the new pension plan as it was adopted 


by the 1932 convention. 
AUXILIARIES 


The Young People’s Luther League, the Women’s Missionary Federation, the 
Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation and Lutheran Students’ Unions have 
all continued their work vigorously during the past biennium. In the young 
people’s work as well as in the women’s work in the Church, we note a deep and 
earnest loyalty to our Church and a sincere attempt to strengthen and inspire 
their members to greater devotion in serving Christ and His Kingdom. 

The Lutheran Brotherhood, or men’s organization, is getting under way. One 
of the projects that it is taking up for encouragement and emphasis is the raising 
of the budgets in the individual congregations. 

The Norwegian young people’s society, called “Norsk Landsforbund” has 
also had meetings, where the work of the Church and the spiritual interests of 
the Kingdom have been emphasized. 

We are deeply grateful to these organizations for their untiring efforts to 
promote the interests of the Church. 


PUBLICATIONS 


Augsburg Publishing House 


A complete report is presented by the manager and Board of Publication 
ay to the work of our Publishiny House. While our Publishing House at present 
is not able to show great financial returns in profits, it should give us consider- 
able encouragement that it has been conducted without loss during the past 
years. In every department there has been practiced the most careful economy. 
The Church owes to the manager and the workers at the Augsburg Publishing 
House an expression of its appreciation for their faithful stewardship and service. 


Church Papers 


The importance of our church papers must not be overlooked. They assist: 
the pastor in his work. These messengers enter the home every week with 
their gospel message and information about the Church. Public opinion today 
is greatly influenced by the public press, the movies and the radio. These agencies 
are shaping the destiny of our nation. Certainly the religious press is one of 
the major enterprises of the Christian Church which should be given a greater 
emphasis than ever. It can serve as an inspiring and motivating force in dealing 
with social and economic problems and instruct the people to see the definite 
relation of the religious life to their duty as citizens. In this national crisis the 
church paper has an opportunity for a unique and far-reaching influence. 

Book Mission 

The Book Mission is reprinting this year Luther’s Catechism in English to 
the number of 10,000 copies. From time to time requests are made for these 
pamphlets, as well as for others. In some cases the Book Mission is not able 
to furnish them because the supply has been exhausted and no money has been 
received to help print new editions. Pastors and congregations, who make use 
of this valuable mission, are urged to support it with contributions, offerings 


and collections. 
THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


The American Bible Society has again completed a year of distribution of 
the Scriptures. During the year 1933 7,800,766 Bibles, Testaments, and Portions 
of the Bible in 155 languages and dialects were distributed. In Japan the circw 
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lation was greater than in any year since the organization of the agency in 1876. 
In China more complete Bibles have been circulated than in any year since the 
beginning of migsions in that field. In the United States there was a larger 
circulation of Bibles by more than 50% than in 1932. A worker of the Society 
found in a western state a family which admitted that for four generations its 
family had been without a Bible. The latest statistics show that the Bible, or 
some part of it, has now been translated into 941 languages and dialects. The 
demand for the penny portions of the Scripture is so great that a million or 
more must be printed at a time. At the special rate of 25 cents a volume, 2,969 
volumes were distributed to the blind during the past year. These are just 
a few of the figures that make our hearts thrill at the thought that the ‘“‘seed 
is the Word of God.” Our Church has sought to take a small part by an annual 
appropriation to this work. 

This year the American Bible Society is making the 400th anniversary of 
Martin Luther’s translation of the Bible the background for its Bible Sunday. 
We owe it to the Society, as well as to ourselves, to make this year’s celebration 
ei ae Sunday an event that will emphasize the need of the use of the Word 
of God. 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES AND FINANCIAL SECRETARY 


Through the leadership of the Board of Trustees the past year, adjustments 
were made, with the cooperation of the different boards, so that the budget 
was kept within the cash income for the year. It became necessary to pay at 
least $60,000.00 on the deficit which was accumulated in the form of bank loans 
from the year before. Through gerious and strict attention to it by the Board 
of Trustees, this was made possible. Through the economies thus effected and 
the adjustments made by the Board of Trustees and the other Boards, the num- 
ber of full time officials and workers has been reduced. This reduction has been 
necessary as we had no other place to economize than in the man power that 
was used. It does not mean that the work of these men was not necessary 
and important, but it had come to a point where we had to get along with 
the smallest possible number necessary to carry on the work during the present 
emergency. The strictest scrutiny of all expenses has been carried on by every 
board and committee. Last year there was no meeting called of the Church 
Council, because of the comparatively large expense involved in such a meeting. 

The work of the Transportation Bureau has been taken over by the Presi- 
dent’s office and is carried on with the help of office secretaries. 

The Board of Trustees refrained from filling vacancies during the past year, 
in order to reduce traveling expenses of the Board, as well as to give the Church 
free hands in selecting those whom it might wish as members on the Board. 

It should be borne in mind that in many instances where there have been 
eliminations it has brought hardships upon individuals. We should seek to be 
considerate of these men when there is a possibility to use them for other work 
and in other positions. 

It is my firm conviction that the work of the Church, because of the policies 
carried out by the Board of Trustees, has been as economically and carefully 
conducted as is humanly possible. Our many workers, both in the general office 
and Augsburg Publishing House, as well as those who are in the field, have 
given wholehearted cooperation. 

That the budget was balanced for 1933 and there was a larger cash income 
than the year before is, undoubtedly, due in a large measure to the inauguration 
of quarterly offerings for the budgets of the Church. Pastors and congregations 
have responded in a remarkable way to this suggestion, so that last year when 
we went through a bank holiday and many other discouragements during the 
first attempt, nearly $40,000.00 more was gathered during the first part of the 
year than in the year before. The secret of success in budget ingathering lies 
in every congregation seeking to send in at least quarterly its share of the amount 
asked for. It means the elimination of a great deal of current interest and 
reduces the amount that has to be sent in at the close of the year. Brethren, 
let us give the Field Superintendent our hearty support and encouragement in 
hig quarterly offering plan. Let us, when we leave this convention, do all in 
our power, by the grace of God, so that at least $300,000.00 shall have been 
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raised by the first of July. These figures are not simply a question of dollars 
and cents. Back of these dollars is the work of the Church of the living God. 
In its figures is represented the great foreign mission fields of our Church; the 
wide stretches of mission country in our own land; the little children and the 
aged, who have to look to our Church as a protector and benefactor; and last 
but not least, the teachers in our schools, with the great number of young 
people who are to become the spiritual leaders of our people in the years to 
come. This figure iy not cold cash. It involves the eternal weal or woe of 
thousands, yes, tens of thousands of people. Brethren, let us pledge God that 
we will not be negligent in bringing the offering into His temple. 


THE COMMITTEE ON ORGANIZATION 


The above mentioned committee presents a large and varied report in regard 
to different branches of our work. It has had many meetings during the past two 
years and has given a great deal of serious thought to questions that have been 
discussed in the Church from time to time. The most important parts of the 
report that should be taken up and considered at length are the recommendations 
with regard to district organizations and the relation of foreign missions to the 
general budgets of the Church. Whether or not there will be time to consider 
the other matters proposed is difficult to determine, but these two questions 
should be thoroughly considered and definitely decided at this convention. It is 
of importance to the Church and its work that a definite decision be given with 
regard to these two much discussed questions, so that then time and opportunity 
can be given to the consideration of the work itself. 


NORWEGIAN LUTHERAN CHURCH CENTENNIAL 


As noted two years ago, in 1943 our Church will celebrate the centennial 
of the founding of our Church in this country. That year two men were ordained 
for service among our people here, namely C. L. Clausen and Elling Eielsen. It 
marks the sending of a formal call by the Muskego congregation to C. L. Clausen 
to become its pastor. This is the first official call of record and the first organiza- 
tion of a congregation in this country among Norwegian Lutherans. Of all 
the anniversaries, none can have greater significance and import than this for 
our people. If the Church had not been established in our midst and the means 
of grace brought to our people, other earthly and material blessings would 
have been of very little avail. It is, therefore, fitting that we prepare for this 
celebration in a spirit of reverence and gratitude to God who led the early 
pioneers to seek first the Kingdom of God when they came to a strange and 
new country. 

The question arises as to the most fitting way in which to celebrate the 
passing of the first hundred years of our Church history in America. There can 
be no more fitting way than to unite in an ingathering of the funds needed to 
pay the indebtedness of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. In addi- 
tion we should seek to take care of the indebtedness contracted through advances 
made to institutions, as well as the indebtedness of the subsidiary corporations 
and institutions that have carried on the work of our Church and our people. 
Our goal should be to gather at Muskego in 1943 to celebrate this centennial 
in grateful reverence, with the indebtedness of our Church full paid. 


In addition to the ingathering for indebtedness, there should be an effort 
made to increase the original pension fund, so as to make possible a reasonable 
pension for those who were among the early pastors in our Church. 


It may seem that this project would be rather large and may strike some as 
unattainable. With the help of God and if sufficient time is taken for planning 
and carrying out this program, it will be possible to reach it. It contemplates 
presenting to the General Convention of 1936 a complete plan for such an in- 
gathering, payments to be apportioned over five years and careful study made 
ag to the best methods of presenting it to our Church. It should especially appeal 
to those of us whose years of service are soon finished, that we seek to turn 
over to the next generation the work of the Church and its institutions un- 
encumbered by debt and deficits. Our people are inherently honest and wish 
to discharge their obligations both to God and man. 

Brethren, let us consider already at this time a preliminary resolution, en-

dorsing such a plan and requesting the commission, which you authorized your 
president to appoint, to give consideration to this plan and to present details 
for the convention of 1936. 


THE ZION SOCIETY FOR ISRAEL 


This organization has met great difficulties during the past two years because 
of decreased support in offerings, collections, and gifts. While we seek to carry 
on the specific work of missions, that our Church has undertaken as an official 
responsibility, the work of bringing Christ to His own people should not be 
forgotten. The Gospel must be preached to the Jews, and the Zion Society is 
the agent of all the Lutheran groups charged with this responsibility. It is my 
plea that they receive sympathetic cooperation when they appeal to us for help. 


THE SANTAL MISSION 


Another missionary society which has been established through the joint 
efforts on the part of Lutherans is the Santal Mission Society, which took its 
beginnings with the devoted service of missionaries Skrefsrud and B¢grreson. 
This organization carries on work among the Santali in India and has always 
had a place in the hearts of many of our people. May God bless them and may 


He also open the minds and hearts of our people to give to this work according 
as the Lord leads them. 


THE AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The American Lutheran Conference held its biennial meeting in Milwaukee 
last fall. The next Conference will be held in Des Moines in the fall of 1934. 
The Conference has attempted to confine itself strictly to the limitations that 
have been set upon it in its constitution, to seek only to act in an advisory 
capacity in such matters as pertain to the individual synods. 

Commissions on different activities have been appointed to study the questions 
of inter-relations and some of them have taken a great deal of time and effort 
to analyze our existing conditions. 

Throughout the territory, joint pastoral conferences have been held and also 
joint public meetings. Papers and addresses have been given on questions relating 
to Home Missions, altar and pulpit fellowship, and other vital topics. The Con- 
ference and its Executive Committee have as yet refrained from adopting resolu- 
tions bearing on some of these subjects, but the Executive Committee will, 
undoubtedly, present to the next meeting of the Conference some of these matters 
when they crystallize. 


NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


The National Lutheran Council serves the purpose of representing us before 
our country at large. Through Dr. Long, the Executive Director, we have a 
creditable representative whenever he is called on to champion the cause of the 
Lutheran Church. There are constantly recurring situations that require someone 
to represent our Church in many of these matters. The question of chaplaincy 
in army, navy and in camp work; questions relating to the census: proper recog- 
nition of our Church in distribution of government grants for alleviation of suffer- 
ing, and many other similar projects require the constant attention of our Execu- 
tive Director. In all of this he has shown himself to be wide awake and energetic 
and at the same time a man with conservative sympathies and understandings 
whenever essential principles are involved. The Council merits our whole-hearted 
support and interest, not only for its own sake, but also for the sake of the work 
that it does for us and for the other synods individually. 


LUTHERAN WORLD CONVENTION 


The Lutheran World Convention Executive Committee seeks to care for as 
many of our needy and suffering brethren in the faith in other parts of the 
world as they can reach. These are times when we need to keep these world 
contacts with our brethren, in order that our own hearts may be warmed by 
sympathy and love and that they may be encouraged to hold fast to that which 
they have received. Russia, with its million or more of Lutheran constituency 
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and only seventy or eighty pastors, most of them approaching old age, and with 
the attempt to continue the theological seminary, merits our prayers, our gifts 
and our heartfelt cooperation. 


At the beginning of the revolution there were in all 191 Lutheran pastors 
in Russia. Of these there are now fourteen remaining in the ministry; four are 
in prison; 173 have been either banished, immigrated or died. The Lutheran Sem- 
inary at Leningrad has trained 78 new pastors. Of these 29 are in the ministry; 
five in military service and five in prison; 39 have either immigrated, been ban- 
ished or have died. There should be at present 43 Lutheran pastors in service 
in Russia. 

Dr. Olaf Moe states that he has received word that during the past winter 
nineteen Lutheran pastors have either been imprisoned or banished. Several 
pastors did not receive permission to continue living where they were so they 
had to leave their congregations, which amounts to banishment. 


On Saturday, April 28, Dr. John A. Morehead received a telegram from Mrs. 
Eugenie Meyer of Moscow, stating: “Bishop Meyer died today.” He was elected 
bishop at the First Svnodical Convention of the Lutheran Churches of Russia 
in July, 1924. For many years before he became bishop, he was pastor in Moscow 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church of St. Peter and St. Paul. Dr. Morehead 
says: “He was a strong and heroic figure in the suffering Church of Russia 
and belongs to the Lutherans of every country. Now that one of the great 
leaders in that Church has fallen, Russia needs the intercessory prayers of the 
Church at large.” 


The Committee was able to take charge of and carry to completion the trans- 
portation of a great number of families from Harbin, who were fugitives from 
Russian Siberia, and to bring these people safely over and settle them in a colony 
in Brazil, under Lutheran auspices. 

The situation in Germany invites the prayers and interest of Lutherans the 
world over. We have no better contact today than the Luheran World Conven- 
tion Executive Committee, in case there is any possibility of rendering any aid 
to our brethren in Germnay and other lands. 


Often the question may arise as to whether it is worthwhile to give of our 
interest and funds to these larger and wider projects. It is essential that we 
maintain this contact and have this wider vision of the field and of our brethren, 
if we are not going to sink into provincialism, as far as the Kingdom of Christ 
is concerned. They are of our own household of faith. 


ORGANIC UNITY 


As we are considering our relations to the other Lutheran churches both in 
this country and in the world, it may be well to touch upon a question that is 
often discussed. Many are concerned about the possibilities of our church body 
entering into organic unity with other Lutheran bodies. Last year the following 
statement was: embodied in the President's message to the districts: 

“There seems to be some fear that the American Lutheran Conference is 
simply an entering wedge in an attempt to bring about organic union between 
the respective bodies interested in this Conference. I know of no such attempt 
being made by those who are charged with responsibility in their respective 
synods. On the contrary, I think that the respective synods feel that they have 
problems of their own that no one else can assist them in solving but which must 
be their own responsibility. Speaking of our own church body, I can assure our 
members that those who have been entrusted by you with official responsibility 
have had no thought or plan of organic union with any other church body. 
This is said in order to set at rest a great deal of questioning that has come 
from some quarters. God has given to our church body work to do and in my 
humble estimation that work can be done best within our own organization at 
this time, without attempting to add further problems and difficulties that would 
come to us in attempts at corporate union with other groups. This should not 
mean, however, that we should not seek to cooperate in brotherly sympathy 
and understanding with our fellow Lutherans in furthering the Kingdom of God, 
where it is evident that such procedure is to the best interest of His Church and 
His Kingdom, 
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“Let us remember the American Lutheran Conference in our prayers, as 
well as the whole Lutheran Church, and pray that God Himself will guide and 
lead us, not in our own way but in His way—He who doeth all things well.” 


WORLD’S SUNDAY SCHOOL CONGRESS 


During the summer of 1936 a World Congress of Sunday school workers 
will be held in Oslo, Norway, at the invitation of that country. Bishop Lunde 
is president and Rey. Sverre Norborg is secretary of the Church Sunday School 
organization in Norway. They are deeply interested in having our Church rep- 
regented in some way at this meeting. Personally, I feel that it is an oppor- 
tunity for our Church to make plain the position of the Lutheran Church as to 
the place of the child in the Kingdom. It is clear that our Church, because of 
its fundamental difference in view on baptism, does not have a common basis 
with those of the Reformed churches for the Christian instruction of the child. 
This does not necessarily imply that we can not take such part as our position 
and our confessions will permit, in order to strengthen the position of our Lu- 
theran Church in this so important work. 

Our Church can not afford to appropriate money for such representation, 
but there have always been men of our Church who have been specially inter- 
ested in the work of the Sunday school, and who have been present at many 
of these conventions in the years past. It is suggested, therefore, if it meets with 
the approval of the Convention, that the president be authorized to appoint such 
men as delegates as would be in a position to go and that they be authorized 
to take such part as our principles and confessional loyalty will permit. 


RESIGNATIONS 


At the last meeting of the Iowa District, Dr. H. C. Holm, who had been 
district president since the year of union in 1917, retired. His fatherly and 
Christian attitude toward all members of our Church, as well as his warm and 
generous sympathy for all the activities of the Church, have endeared him to 
all as a brother and a father in the Church. We shall miss his commanding 
figure and striking personality at our conventions. May God bless him with 
His grace and Spirit in the years that still remain for him here on earth. 

At the last convention of the Canada District, the Rev. J. J. Akre announced 
his resignation as district president. He was prevailed upon to continue until 
this year. When this Church convenes in convention in two years, Pres. Akre 
does not expect to be at the head of the district. Permit me to express to him 
our appreciation and gratitude for what he has given to our Church during the 
years that he has served as district president. Blessed with a clear understanding 
of the principles of our Church, combined with a deep sense of humility and 
faithfulness in the conduct of its office, he has in many ways been an example 
and an encouragement to his brethren. May God bless him and. his family 
with rich grace in the years to come.

IN MEMORIAM 


It is fitting that we pause for a moment before we begin the actual work 
of our convention, to remember those who have gone on before. Such a re- 
membrance will come to us who are here, both as an inspiration and an admoni- 
tion. The great number of fathers and brothers that have passed from the 
Church militant to the Church triumphant calls to mind that we are surrounded 
by a cloud of witnesses. No more will their names be found on the rosters 
of our clergy list. Their voices will no longer be heard in our conventions and 
conferences. Their day’s work is ended. During the past biennium death has 
come suddenly to some of our beloved brethren. It came not at the eventide 
of life but in the very noon-day of their busy lives. Two years ago some of them 
were busy and hard working men in our convention. Today, others are in their 
places and they are resting from their labors. Their names will scarcely be men- 
tioned again in an official capacity among us, but many there will be, in church 
and congregation, who will remember them as men who were faithful and loyal 
to their tasks. To some were given more important positions; to others places 
that did not bring them as much before the public; yet, after all, it is not a ques- 
tion of honor or public acclaim. Our Lord says: ‘Moreover, it is required of 
stewards that they be found faithful.’ We can pronounce no greater praise 
over them than this, that we have found them faithful, as we judged their acts 
and deeds—faithful to God and His Son, Jesus Christ, faithful to Church and 
faithful in their duties: as citizens and as members of their families. 

Four of these men, although many others could be included, should be men- 
tioned because of their official positions: The Rev. Dr. N. J. Lghre, who served 
as secretary of our Church since the days of the union in 1917; he was the last 
one of the general officers of our Church from that time; the Rev. Dr. M. E. 
Waldeland, who since the time of the union served as transportation secretary 
of our Church and as manager of the Publicity Bureau; Mr. O. O. Erling, 
chairman of the Board of Trustees until the time of his death last March; and 
Mr. P. B. Hong, who for a brief time became chairman after the death of 
Mr. Erling, and who departed this life during the first week in July, 1933. 

In addition to the above mentioned two members of the Board of Trustees, 
the Hon. Andrew Grindeland of Warren, Minnesota, and Gilbert Knudson of 
Jewell, Iowa, have also passed away. The last two have for more than a gene- 
ration been leaders in the work of the Church, both before and after the union.

QUR CONGREGATIONS 


In the 2,717 congregations affiliated with our church body the work of preach- 
ing the Gospel of Jesus Christ and the administration of the blessed sacraments 
has gone on during this biennium. While we think of the work of the Church 
as a wole as important and necessary, the fundamental work will ever be that 
which is carried on in the individual congregation. Making disciples by means 
of baptism and teaching is the work of every Christian congregation. 

From many of our fields come the encouraging messages that these times 
of hardship and difficulty have brought not only increased church attendance 
and greater interest in the work of the Church, but that many are finding their 
way back to their Lord and their Savior. When other things fail, as they have 
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for so many of our people during the past years, the great question should be: 
“Lord, to whom shall we go but to Thee?” 

This is a time to press the Gospel invitation: “Come unto me, all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” 

May God bless the work of our many faithful and earnest pastors, who have 
labored, in season and out of season, to bring the message of God’s Word to 
the flocks entrusted to them. Dear brethren, when you are discouraged and 
disheartened, may the promise of old again become living for you: “Lo, I am 
with you.” It is my sincere prayer that the presence of the living Christ may 
give courage, strength, and faithfulness to every servant in the ministry, who 
is a true and humble follower of Him. 

Many members of our congregations have gone through the past year 
bearing their burdens with trust in God, and to them I wish to say that His 
arm is not shortened and His mercy is ever new. God grant that these years 
of visitation in a material way may become days of opportunity for the saving 
of our people. God grant that every pastor and every true and faithful member 
may bear witness of Him to their fellowmen. He has set an open door before 
us, brethren. In these times the doors are opened possibly wider than in many 
a year. May these tribulations bring His true followers to self-examination and 
penitence but also to a growth in sanctification and holy living. There must 
be growth and increase in Christian life. Jf we ask the Lord, humbly and 
earnestly, with the confession on our lips that “by grace I am what I am,” He 
will make true for us the words of the old hymn: “And sanctify to them their 
deepest distress.” 

May God bless the work in our congregations for the little children, the 
Sunday school, the vacation Bible school work, as well as the confirmation 
classes. May His benediction rest upon every sermon that is preached so that 
it will become indeed, through His Holy Spirit, a word of power. God grant 
that when comfort by our pastors is brought to the sick and dying it may be 
that word and that message that gives assurance and living faith, so that when 
life is over we shall be safe in the arms of Jesus. 

The work of the congregation is to guide and direct man from birth to 
the grave. Where this is done under the guidance of the Holy Spirit, through 
the means of grace, rich fruits will abound in God’s own time. 


CONCLUSION 


This message can not close, dear brethren, without an expression of deep 
and heartfelt gratitude for the kind sympathy and understanding that has been 
so generously shown me by all the members of the Church. I realize all too 
well that in many things I have failed to accomplish that which I should have 
and all too often have erred in judgment, in act, and in word. For that which 
has been done amiss. I ask forgiveness and brotherly sympathy. That which 
may be of use of my labors, may the dear Lord take it in His hands and bless 
it in such a way that it can become a blessing. To the many pastors and congre- 
gationy who have expressed to me their unfailing support and sympathy, I wish 
to say that it has been an encouragement and a help during these trying months. 
The willingness with which the district meetings expressed their approval of a 
six weeks’ vacation trip for me last summer, is remembered with thanks at this 
time. The trip was made possible through the thoughtfulness of one of our 
outstanding laymen in New York, Mr. Peter Berge, the managing director of 
the Norwegian America Line. The brief trip made it possible to attend the 
Bishops’ Conference in Finland of our Lutheran brethren and strengthened me 
in soul and body for the tasks that were before me. For all kindness, love, and 
goodness received from my brethren, I can only express my humble gratitude 
and thanks and say that I am not worthy of the least of these things. 

May God with His Holy Spirit, Creator blest, come with His sanctifying 
and creating power over this convention and into the hearts of each one of us 
so that our hearts may burn within us, as we realize the nearness of the risen 
Christ and the compelling power of the Holy Ghost. Then, whatever will be 
the result of our deliberations, the resolutions enacted and the things left un- 
done, it will all be to the glory of the Triune God, Father, Son and Holy Spirit, 
whom be eternally praised, forever and ever.

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APPENDIX I 


As an Appendix to this message are added the resolutions adopted by the 
Church Council at its srecent meeting. These resolutions were given a great 
deal of serious attention and are worthy of consideration and action by this 
Convention. 

During the years that I have been permitted to preside as President of the 
Church Council, I have been impressed with the harmony and unity of heart 
and spirit of the District Presidents and the lay members as it has been evi- 
denced in all its meetings. I have considered the District Presidents, together 
with the lay members of the Council, as a great unifying force in our new church 
body. Whether the number of District Presidents remains the same, is increased 
or decreased, they have rendered a great service to our Church during these 
years by their attitude toward one another and to the different parts of the 
Church that they have represented. It has been a bond of unity, in spite of many 
differences in other quarters. The District Presidents, during this biennium, have 
taken a reduction in salary, have had no allowance for house rent and have prob- 
ably worked harder than ever on their mission fields and in assisting in the rais- 
ing of the budget. 

I believe that the convention should express that it is the wish of the Church 
that the District Presidents shall assist the Field Superintendent in the presenta- 
tion of the budget in their respective territories. This will make it clear that the 
work is a part of the responsibilities of the District Presidents and that they may 
freely take time for such work. 

The Board of Elementary Christian Education suggests that the District 
Presidents be appointed advisory members of the Board. It seems very fitting 
that they should have a part in Elementary Christian Education. Whatever the 
decision of the Convention may be in regard to district organization for the 
future, it is my prayer to God and my wish, that He may bless the work that 
has been carried on by the District Presidents in our behalf in the years which 
they have labored. 


RESOLUTIONS BY THE CHURCH COUNCIL 


The Church Council of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, in 
regular sessions assembled from April 24th to 29th, 1934, adopted the following 
resolutions for the consideration of the General Convention: 


Social Trends 


Under the stress of the economic and social conditions that have burdened 
the people of our land and of the world in the last few years, many thoughtful 
persons have been moved to closely examine the moral principles and concep- 
tions that in practice have so deeply touched our lives. Such testing has found 
much to deplore and correct. Many have looked to the Church for action, 
through organized and direct application of its influence and social power, 
to reform the evil conditions in our national life. Lately, representations have 
come to us from non-Lutheran sources, to the effect that unofficial agencies 
should be provided within the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, manned 
by ministers, to be a cooperating force in these reformatory efforts. 

In full sympathy with the moral and humanitarian aim and purpose that has 
produced these activities for a better order, the Church Council resolves: 

1. The Church Council of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
acknowledges a lively interest in the moral aspects of the social and economic 
trends of our times, deplores such immoral and evil conditions as prevail, and 
sympathizes with the want and suffering that has naturally followed in the 
wake of moral transgression. It urges pastors and teachers to give diligent 
study to the conditions of present day life, that they may properly and forcefully 
apply the teachings of the Law and the Gospel to the lives of those that hear 
them. A true citizen of the Kingdom of God should not be unconcerned about 
the morality of his fellow-citizens as it crystallizes in conditions that affect the 
whole community. 

2. Since the National Lutheran Council has long been recognized by the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America as the spokesman of the bodies therein

represented on many matters of a nonecclesiastical nature, and since this body 
has a commission whose specific purpose it is to study social conditions and 
trends and report the results, it is not advisable that other and new agencies 
be created for the purpose of guidance in these matters. 


3. While we heartily endorse every proper effort of Government to restrain 
and suppress evil conditions and practices, and the efforts of citizens by word 
and by vote, to provide laws that curb selfishness and greed, licentiousness 
and the exercise of perverted conceptions of right and wrong, and while we 
commend every lawful effort to destroy such institutions as produce immoral 
and destructive conditions of life, we feel constrained to again point out the 
fundamental truth that genuine morality issues from the heart of man, and is 
there created by the power of God’s Holy Spirit, when “by His grace we believe 
His holy Word, and live godly here in time.” In a true application of the Word 
of God to the individual, lies the opportunity of the Church of Christ to be a 
most powerfully recreating and restraining agency in the field of moral living, 
in the social, economic and political world. 

4. Immoral conditions, that is conditions that transgress the Ten Command- 
ments, result from the weakness or absence of moral conviction and its natural 
fruit, which is a degenerate character. The gradual breaking down of the moral 
fibre in recent years is cause for a serious testing of the character of the work 
that the Church and its Sunday schools have been conducting in our land. 
For the Church and its members must be the salt that preserves, if morality 
shall prevail. We urge a careful self-examination on these points, to discover 
wherein we have failed, in order that we, by God’s grace, may be moved to more 
effectively perform our God-given task. 

5. We call the attention of pastors and teachers to the excellent presentation 
of Christian motive and duty in Dr. Luther’s Small Catechism; we point out 
the “Table of Duties,” and urgently request that this part of the Catechism 
receives much attention in the instruction. To instill in the mind and heart of 
the child respect for the authority of God, and for all rightful authority, and in 
relation to fellow men, loving obedience to the Divine Law, is the Church’s 
most fruitful way to combat the evils of the world and to maintain justice and 
morality in the land. This is the purpose of the ‘‘Table of Duties.” The State 
depends on the Church to build in the citizenship of our land a sound moral 
structure, by thus training the children in the Christian principles that are neces- 
sary for morality and good-«government. 


LUTHER THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


The following resolution adopted by the Church Council, Board of Educa- 
tion and the Seminary Faculty is hereby referred to the General Convention for 
action: 

Whereas, during the regular Seminary course it is increasingly difficult to 
obtain the requisite experience in preaching and in Christian work; 

Be It Resolved: That the Seminary students shall, after completing the mid- 
dler year, spend a year in Church work as assistants to designated pastors, and’ 
upon completion of the year of internship shall return to the Seminary for com- 
pletion of the prescribed course. This new arrangement shall take effect with 
the class entering the Seminary this fall. 

Be It Further Resolved: That the Theological Faculty, Board of Education 
and Church Council shall work out the details of the plan, draw up rules and 
regulations under which the plan shall operate and put the plan into effect. 


ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The Church Council commends the work of Dr. J. C. K. Preus for the cause 
of Elementary Christian Education. The indoctrination of the children of the 
Church is of the greatest importance for the individual child as well as for the 
future welfare and existence of the Church. The district presidents realize that 
this cause demands their serious attention. 
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CHARITIES AND HOME MISSIONS 


The supervision of the Department of Charities as well as that of Home Mis- 
sions has, since January Ist this year, been entirely in the hands of the President 
of the Church. The Council is of the opinion that the work has been well taken 
care of and that a saving of funds has been effected, thus: making more funds 
available for-the work out in the field. 

The Council recommends that this arrangement be continued during the pres- 
ent emergency. 


AUXILIARIES 


The Church Gouncil is deeply grateful to the Young People’s Luther 
League, the Women’s Missionary Federation and the Lutheran Daughters of 
the Reformation for the splendid work they are doing among their members 
to strengthen and inspire them in the service of our Lord. The Council also 
recognizes the work of the Lutheran Brotherhood and its loyal service to our 
Church. 

May God bless these organizations to the end that they may inspire and 
strengthen their members to a greater devotion and service to Christ and His 
Kingdom and win new souls for Christ. 


PENSIONS 


In regard to the mandate given the Board of Trustees and the Church Coun- 
cil by the 1932 Convention in the matter of Pensions, the following resolutions 
were adopted: 

1. Resolved, that the Church Council is much concerned about the distress 
in which many of our pensioners find themselves at this time and urges upon 
the congregations to remember them by contributing to the Pension Fund at 
least the amounts apportioned to them. 

2. Resolved, the Church Council is of the opinion that the time is not yet 
opportune for the launching of the new pension plan adopted by the 1932 Con- 
vention. 

3. The Church Council feels concerned about the question of securing a 
Home for aged pastors and their families, and expresses its interest in it and 
recommends the appointment of a special committee to take the whole matter 
under consideration and report to the Convention in June. 

The chair appointed Mr. R. E. Haugan, Mr. E. M. Langemo and Mr. J. G. 
Norby, all of Minneapolis, as such a committee. 


AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The Church Council thanks God for the great forward step which was taken 
when the American Lutheran Conference became a reality and trusts that the 
Conference may be the means of strengthening the whole Lutheran Church of 
our country and eventually bringing about more cooperation for the further- 
ance of the cause of Christ in our midst. 


NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


The Church Council takes cognizance of and endorses the expressions con- 
tained in the report of the Council, as well as to the Convention, in regard to 
the National Lutheran Council. 


LUTHERAN WORLD CONVENTION 


The Church Council endorses the President’s statements in regard to the Lu- 
theran World Convention Executive Committee and earnestly urges upon our 
congregations not to forget, but to support in prayer and by gifts, the various 
activities carried on by the said Lutheran World Convention Executive Com- 
mittee. 
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ABSOLUTION IN CONNECTION WITH HOLY COMMUNION 


The Church Council has considered the letter from a certain congregation, 
asking for information, if it is permissible for a congregation belonging to the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America to practice communion without pre- 
ceding absolution, and whether a congregation establishing such a practice 
thereby severs its connection with our Church body. : 

Resolved: While the Church Council does not contend that communion cele- 
brated without preceding absolution is invalid, it does hold that the confessional 
service with absolution, as practiced in our Church (whether with laying on of 
hands or not) is in keeping with the Scriptural injunction to “let a man prove 
himself, and so eat of the bread and drink of the wine,” and the warning against 
eating and drinking in an unworthy manner. 

While not ready to declare that a congregation which practices communion 

without preceding absolution has thereby automatically severed its connection 
with our Church body, the Church Council feels that a congregation, which 
breaks with this age-long practice of the Church, sins against the law of love, 
and should be admonished in love, and for the sake of propriety and order, to 
conform to our accepted Lutheran practice. 
_ The Church Council is further of the opinion that where there are objec- 
tions to the practice of absolution in connection with communion, the objec- 
tions are due to a misunderstanding of the real meaning of the absolution. The 
Council desires to point out that it is not Lutheran teaching that the absolu- 
tion pronounced is a magic formula whereby sin is forgiven, regardless of re- 
pentance and faith, but, on the contrary, the proclamation of the promise of the 
Gospel to souls who have confessed their sins, and that forgiveness proclaimed 
can be appropriated only by hearts that are sincere in their confession and lay 
hold on the promise in. faith. 

The Church Council does not hold that under no circumstances may excep- 
tions be made in the case of congregations where there are conscientious ob- 
jections to the established practice of the Church, but in cases where pastors 
or congregations are of the opinion that exceptions should be made, said con- 
gregations and pastors are urged to consult the district president and the gen- 
eral president of the Church, and 

It is further urged that no change in practice be put into effect without their 
approval and instruction from them as to the proper procedure in the case. 


THE RITE OF CONFIRMATION 


In regard to the question of confirmation without the ordinary confirmation 
vow, the Church Council goes on record, as follows: 

Resolved: All our congregations are admonished to follow the universally 
accepted practice of our Church and not to introduce a so-called confirmaton 
without the confirmation vow, for the reason that confirmation without renewal 
of the baptismal vow in effect ceases to be confirmation, becomes a mere public 
testimonial that the boy or girl in question has completed a prescribed course 
of study, and not a rite whereby the confirmand makes public confession of his 
faith and is admitted to communicant membership in the Church. 

(N. B.—Reference to this matter is made because of isolated instances which 
have come to the attention of the Council, and not because there is evidence 
of the practice being at all common in our congregations.) 

The Church Council also desires to warn our pastors and congregations 
against the loose and careless practice whereby boys and girls are admitted to 
confirmation, of whom there is no reason to believe that they sincerely desire 
to be loyal to Christ and follow Him. 

The Church Council is, furthermore, of the opinion that where there are ob- 
jections to the confirmation vow, these objections arise out of misunderstanding, 
as if the confirmation vow were a promise to perform the impossible and never 
to commit any sin. Manifestly, to exact such a promise would be un-Christian. 
The confirmation vow, however, is not such a promise, but a promise on the 
part of the confirmand, by the grace of God, to be loyal to Christ and follow 
Him. 
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The Church Council would, therefore, urge those individuals or congrega- 
tions among us who may have scruples about the confirmation vow, to re-study 
the whole matter in the light of God’s Word. The Council would in particular 
urge upon our district presidents and others called to assist them in their duties 
of visitation, wherever they find evidence of a misunderstanding of the Church’s 
practice of confirmation, to guide to a fuller and clearer understanding of the 
whole matter. 

CHANGE OF CONSTITUTION 


The President also makes mention of the possibility of congregations, after 
having been received into membership in our Church body, changing their consti- 
tutions in a manner-in conflict with the doctrinal basis and accepted practice of 
the Church. In order to minimize the possibility of such action in the future. 

Resolved, that the President be requested to bring this matter to the atten- 
tion of the coming general convention, with a recommendation that action be 
taken to exact of congregations hereafter applying for membership in the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America a promise that in matters affecting the doc- 
trinal position of our Church and its accepted practices, no changes shall be made 
without the consent of the district to which the congregation belongs, and also 
requiring of congregations now belonging to the Church that a similar procedure 
be followed, if constitutional changes of the nature above described are con- 
templated. 

HOME MISSIONS 


1. The Church Council notes with deep satisfaction the loyal and efficient 
service of our Home Mission pastors. We thank God for these consecrated pas- 
tors out on the frontiers of our Church. During the past few years the economic 
stress has resulted in the reduction of salaries of our Home Mission pastors to 
such an extent as to work severe hardship in many cases. Despite the increased 
burden of salary cuts, the work has gone forward, complaints have been few 
and the morale of the highest order. 

2. The various Government projects now being put under way give oppor- 
tunity to bring the Gospel into these camps and towns, and these movements 
of the laboring classes must be watched so as to follow these people with the 
Word of God. We are happy indeed that steps have been taken to place a 
pastor at Ft. Peck Dam, Montana. 

3. The Church Council is of the opinion that the consolidation of the de- 
partments of Home Missions and Charities in one executive office was a wise 
move, particularly under the trying economic conditions of the times. We com- 
mend the efficient work of our President in handling the affairs of these two de- 
partments and the Church Council is of the opinion that this arrangement is 
both workable and wise for the time being. 

4. The fact that institutions which are not strictly home missionary in char- 
acter have received partial support from the Home Mission funds, has been a 
heavy drain on the funds of that department. It is the opinion of the Church 
Council that a larger share of the monies received for Home Missions should 
be used out in the field, as such, with the end in view of developing self-sus- 
taining congregations. 


EDUCATION 


Luther Seminary 


One of the major problems confronting the Church today is the carrying 
out of an intense Home Mission program in the territory of the parishes. The 
day is long since past, when it is possible, in an intensive way, to gather the un- 
churched of the community and conduct efficient Sunday schools and other 
activities on an irregular or indefinite schedule. Several parishes are of such size 
and strength that they should be divided so as to permit a more intensive work 
in the community. Many parishes, if divided, are fully capable of supporting 
two or more pastors, in separate calls, and which now employ but one pastor 
in a field too large for efficient work. 

The Church Council goes on record as favoring the dividing of such parishes . 
as are too large to allow for the most efficient work. 
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The Council is of the opinion that the best interests of our Church and min- 
istry demand that such steps be taken as will tend to create a public opinion in 
favor of such dividing of large parishes and recommends to the circuits and dis- 
tricts that a study of cases be made, with the end in view of forming new par- 
ishes wherever conditions warrant. 


Summer Vacation Work for Theological Students 


The Church Council has seriously considered the matter of how Seminay 
students can best spend the summer months. There are many congregations in 
our Church where such students could be placed during their vacations and act 
as student assistants. The work which they could do teaching in parochial 
schools, Luther League work, visiting members and visiting the sick, and occa- 
sional preaching, would be of distinct value to the congregation and to the pas- 
tor. The student would also gain some practical experience which would tend 
to make his remaining years in the seminary more valuable. These students 
also need money to help finance their seminary course and it is probable that 
most congregations receiving such students would reimburse them to some ex- 
tent. 


Be It Therefore Resolved, that the Church Council recommends to our con- 
gregations that they assist the theological seminary faculty in placing their stu- 
dents during summer vacations. 


Our Colleges 


Our colleges have operated under great financial difficulties. The administra- 
tion of the respective institutions have, by reduction in the teaching force and 
by reduction of salaries, tried to make up reduced appropriations) by the Church 
and reduced income from endowment funds. All things considered, the col- 
lege administrations have done very well in this respect and deserve our com- 
mendation. 

We also wish to commend the members of the respective faculties for the 
splendid spirit in which they have accepted those reductions in salaries, and for 
their willingness to assume additional hours of teaching. 


Secondary Schools 


What has been said of the Colleges can be said also of the Secondary Schools, 
perhaps with even greater emphasis. To the administrations and teachers at 
these institutions we also express our sincere commendation. 

The Church Council is very happy to note that Dr. Tingelstad, who has 
passed through a long and serious illness, is well on the road to restored health. 
We thank God that he thus will be able to continue in his important and re- 
sponsible position, and pray that God will bless him and the institution of 
which he is the president. 


AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


The year 1934 marks the 400th anniversary of the publication of Luther’s 
translation of the Bible. The American Bible Society has appropriately arranged 
for a special commemoration of this significant event. We heartily approve this 
and commend the Society for its action. 

We urge that pastors and congregations in our Church take advantage of 
the opportunity afforded by this anniversary observance, to again give expres- 
sion to our sincere thanks to God for the heritage that, by His grace, has come 
to us through His servant, Martin Luther, and with renewed zeal and fervor 
to emphasize the need of diligent use of the Word of God in public teaching 
and preaching, in private meditation and devotion. 

The Church Council takes note of the splendid service performed by the 
American Bible Society in distributing the Scriptures in more than forty coun- 
tries and in upwards of 175 languages and recommends that the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America continues its moral and financial support. 
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FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY OF PASTORS 


It must be self-evident that Christian pastors, whose duty it is to be an in- 
fluence for Christian conduct, should themselves be blameless in business and 
financial matters. Nevertheless, we are sorry to say, several complaints have 
come to our attention against pastors who are accused of financial irregularities 
and in some cases it is evident that there is an intention to repudiate just debts. 
The Church Council strongly condemns such acts and attitudes on the part of 
pastors, and holds that pastors who are found guilty of such delinquency should 
be disciplined, without unnecessary delay. 


REPORTING CONFIRMED MEMBERSHIP 


A great deal of confusion and misunderstanding exists throughout the Church 
in the matter of reporting confirmed membership. It seems that the rule, 
formerly followed, of basing the allocation on confirmed membership, has led 
to a reduction in many cases, of the number reported as confirmed members 
below the figure as found in the congregation’s record. The constitution of 
the congregation is the only rule which determines who are to be listed as 
confirmed members of the congregation. Accurate statistics demand a full and 
correct report. The Church Council emphatically declares that the full con- 
firmed membership of each and every congrgeation of the Synod must annually 
be included in the parochial report. No congregation or pastor has a right to 
report only contributing members as comprising the entire confirmed member- 
ship of the congregation. 


DR. A. J. BERGSAKER 


The Church Council commends the untiring and unselfish work for the 
finances of our Church by our Field Superintendent, Dr. A. J. Bergsaker. In 
particular does the Church Council appreciate the manner in which Dr. Bergs- 
aker has placed the whole matter of the Church’s finances upon the spiritual basis 
of Christian stewardship. 


The Council desires to emphasize the importance, as urged so strongly by 
Dr. Bergsaker, of placing the whole matter of the ingathering for the Church’s 
activities upon a systematic basis and thus making it possible for us to “pay 
as we go.” 

The Council would especially urge upon all our congregations that this the 
second quarter of the year, when we observe the festivals of Easter, the Ascen- 
sion, and Pentecost, and when we are in a special way reminded of the blessings 
of the Gospel, is a season in which our hearts should be deeply stirred with 
gratitude to God and moved to a special effort to raise in full at least the 
amount needed for this quarter. 


The Council would also remind our congregations that the amounts paid 
out in interest by the Church, because contributions in so many cases come in 
during the last weeks of each fiscal year, would, if saved, make possible the 
placing of a large number of home missionary pastors in fields where their 
services are much needed. 


THE BUDGET 


It is a source of great satisfaction that during a year as difficult as 1933 the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America was able to balance its budget and 
pay $60,000.00 on deficits of former years. In order that this practice may be 
continued, the Church Council urges the General Convention again to adopt 
a resolution similar to one which was adopted two years ago, namely to authorize 
empower and direct the Board of Trustees to reduce and adjust expenditures 
with estimated income as it may be found necessary, in order to balance the 
budget for the next biennium, namely 1935 and 1936. 
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MESSAGES AND REPORTS TO CONVENTION 


Resolved, that the district presidents present a report covering two years’ 
work to the conventions of their districts, which are held in the year when 
there is no General Convention, and that the president of the Church and all 
general boards and officials present reports covering the work of the biennium 
only to the General Convention.

APPENDIX II i 


RULES FOR THE EQUALIZATION OF PASTORS’ 
FARES TO OUR GENERAL CHURCH CONVENTION 


I. 


All pastors serving congregations belonging to the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America; the President of the Church; the Vice President; the Gen- 
eral Secretary; the General Treasurer; the General Field Secretary; the fulltime 
Secretaries of the various departments of the Church; the District Presidents; 
Editors of “Lutheraneren” and “The Lutheran Herald”; members of the Theo- 
logical Faculty; the Presidents of our major colleges; attending the Church con- 
vention are to be included in determining the equalization rate. 

Presidents or Superintendents of Institutions, others than the above men- 
tioned, who report to the convention on behalf of the institutions they represent, 
are asked to participate in the equalization. 


II, 


The prevailing clergy fare or excursion rate, whichever is the least, shall be 
the basis for determining the equalization of pastors’ fares, regardless of mode 
of transportation to and from the convention. 

a) When a pastor presents himself for registration, he will fill out an equali- 
zation report blank as a part of the procedure of registration. The Equalization 
Report Blank will show the mode of transportation and the mileage. No creden- 
tialy are to be given until this information has been provided. 

b) Those driving their own cars shall report shortest one-way mileage at the 
rate of 5 cents a mile; this sum not to exceed the prevailing round-trip railroad 
clergy fare. 

c) Thosé traveling by bus shall report actual bus fare, which must not exceed 
the prevailing railroad clergy fare. 

d) Pastors who ride with others report actual expense, not to exceed pre- 
vailing clergy railroad fare from their place of residence. 

e) Pastors who receive trangportation, whether through the Transportation 
Bureau or other agency, shall report no expense, and pay the equalization fare. 

f) Presidents and Superintendents of Institutions of our Church, who are not 
pastors, but asked to participate in this equalization, shall have their fares deter- 
mined on the same basis as that governing pastors’ fares. 
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III. 


The Equalization Committee shall consist of five members, to be appointed 
by the President of the Church, For the 1934 convention this committee shall 
be appointed by the President. At the close of this and following conventions the 
committee shall be appointed for the coming convention. 

a) The Equalization Committee shall elect a chairman and secretary who 
shall have charge of allocating the fares of pastors and others participating. 


IV. 


The Assistant Treasurer of the Church shall function as the Treasurer of the 
Committee. 

a) The Treasurer of the Committee shall be provided with a complete index 
showing all clergy fares or prevailing excursion fares, whichever used, from 
every point served by those participating in the equalization. This index shall 
be compiled by the chairman of the Transportation Bureau, or by one appointed 
by the President of the Church. 

b) The treasurer of the Committee shall notify in writing all who leave the 
convention without having made settlement of the equalized fare. 


V. 


At the conclusion of the convention, the chairman and secretary are to submit 
an audited report, giving itemized receipts from each, and the amounts refunded 
on the traveling expense differences. This audited report is to be printed as an 
addendum to the Regular Convention Report. 

a) The chairman and secretary of this Committee shall be remunerated for 
their work at the convention and for the completion of their records. This 
amount to be designated by the Equalization Committee and paid out of the 
Equalization funds. 


Vi. 


The Equalization Committee shall make proper arrangements for printed 
forms and material necessary to the execution of their official duties at the next 
General Convention, the cost of which shall be defrayed from the Equalization 
Fund.

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Report of the Organization Committee 


To the General Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America: 


The Committee on Organization was elected pursuant to the following resolution, 
adopted by the General Convention of 1932: “That a Committee of Seven be elected 
at this Convention to study the matter of the organizations and regulations and rules 
of the Church, and to come with recommendations at the next biennial Convention.” 
Succeeding resolutions referred other more specific matters to the committee for 
consideration. 

The Committee consists of the following members: Dr. L. W. Boe, Northfield, 
Minn.; Dr. T. F. Gullixson, St. Paul, Minn; Dr. G. M. Bruce, St. Paul, Minn. ; 
Dr. J. R. Lavik, Bricelyn, Minn.; Rev. J. O. Tweten, DeForest, Wis.; Mr. A. E. 
Anderson, Cottonwood, Minn., and Mr. J. N. Jacobson, Hills, Minn. The Committee 
organized itself by electing Dr. L. W. Boe, chairman, and Dr. J. R. Lavik, secretary. 

The Committee has held eight meetings, most of them of two days’ duration. 
Besides the meetings of the whole Committee there have been numerous meetings of 
sub-committees, to which specific assignments had been given. Previous to the 
meeting of the Committee held on August 2nd and 3rd, 1933, public announcement 
was made in the Church papers to the effect that those who had matters they wished 
to place before the Committee would have opportunity to do so at this meeting, the 
purpose being to draw as largely as possible upon the wisdom and experience of 
those throughout the Church who have given serious thought to the problems before 
the Committee. Numerous. conferences have also been held with Church officials and 
departmental boards or their representatives. 

The Committee has conscientiously tried to canvass as thoroughly as time per- 
mitted the entire range of our organization problems, not with a view to submitting 
at this time plans for a complete reorganization of the Church, but rather with the 
purpose of gaining as clear and complete a perspective of these problems as possible, 
in order that their relative importance might be seen the better, and reasonably 
sound conclusions arrived at as to what recommendations should be submitted to 
this Convention. 

In submitting its report the Committee wishes to direct the attention of the Church 
to certain facts and principles which should be kept in mind during the consideration 
of the problems here dealt with: 


1. The first and most essential fact is that what the Church supremely needs is 
not so much a renovating of organization as a renewing of the spirit. It is our 
conviction that the Church—and by the Church we mean both our ministry and the 
lay members of our congregations—has been more deeply influenced by the un- 
Christian tendencies of our day than is generally realized. In this connection we 
would warn against two dangerous fallacies, the one, that of permitting the examina- 
tion of our form of organization to take the place of that penitential searching of 
hearts which the Lord desires to find in us, and the second, that of expecting too 
much of such changes in our form of organization as may be found desirable. 

2. A second fact which needs to be kept in mind is that there is no sufficient 
reason for assuming that the conclusions arrived at in these matters in 1917 were 
necessarily final. If we bear in mind that the deliberations leading up to the union 
consummated that year centered mainly upon the doctrinal basis of the union and 
that relatively much less thought was given to principles and details of organization, 
we will realize that it is only reasonable to expect that time and experience will 
indicate the wisdom of making various changes. Besides, matters of organization do 
not belong to the fundamentals of Christian doctrine but to the adiaphora, the non- 
essentials, and it should be possible, therefore, to discuss them frankly and thoroughly 
without undue excitement or in any way disturbing the peace of the Church. 

3. The Committee is agreed, however, that this is not the time for radical or 
complete reorganization of our Church. While recognizing that there is room for 
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improvement, both in details of organization and mode of operation, the Committee 
has not found anything radically wrong in our form of organization which calls for 
radical action at this time. Such improvements as in the judgment of the Committee 
should and can be made at this Convention, are herewith submitted for your con- 
sideration. The Committee has confined its recommendations to such matters as do 
not require constitutional changes or amendments to the Articles of Incorporation, 
excepting one item, that of changing the name of the Church. In its survey of the 
entire field coming under its purview, the Committee has, however, found that a 
number of desirable changes in our form of polity and mode of operation do involve 
the revision of our Constitution and Articles of Incorporation. The Committee, 
therefore, does not consider the task assigned completed and respectfully recommends 
the continuation of this work either through the present body or a new commission 
with authority to undertake such revision of the Constitution and Articles of Incor- 
poration as may be deemed advisable, and submit the proposed amendments to the 
next General Convention. 


4. Finally, the Committee would emphasize that regardless of what proposals 
in regard to these matters may be accepted or rejected, it is essential that we all 
give to our Church that loyal and generous support which is so sorely needed during 
these trying times. Nothing would be gained by ignoring or belittling the fact that 
our Church is facing very serious economic difficulties. There is little consolation in 
the observation that these difficulties are but such as have come to most of the other 
church bodies and secular institutions in the land. It remains none the less a fact 
that because of these difficulties the working effectiveness of our Church is being 
seriously impaired and the very existence of several of its, institutions thre t- 
ened. There is need. of serious, honest and courageous thinking on these things. 
-Some rather painful adjustments may have to be made. But through it all there 
comes to us an urgent call not to be too much influenced by personal preferences 
and secondary loyalties, but unitedly to give our fundamental loyalty to Christ and 
to His Church. 


ORDER AND RULES OF BUSINESS PROCEDURE 

Since the order and rules of business procedure, adopted in 1917 (See Report of 
1917, p. 539 sq.) have not been translated into English, have been modified in some 
respects from time to time without being codified, and in several respects have 
proved themselves to be inadequate to meet the present requirements of our General 
Conventions on account of the increased volume of business to be transacted at 
these meetings, 

BE IT RESOLVED: That the following order and rules of business procedure 
be and are hereby approved for the governing of the proceedings of the General and 
Special Conventions of The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, the same to 
become effective at the present Convention to the extent found feasible by the Con- 
vention Committee ; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That all rules and regulations as to procedure 
hitherto in force be and are hereby repealed and declared of none effect from and 
after the day and date of the adoption of these resolutions: 


I. Tue ConveNTION COMMITTEE 


1. The Convention Committee shall consist of the President, the first Vice- 
President, the Secretary and two members elected by the previous convention. 
_ 2. It shall be the duty of the Convention Committee, unless the previous Con- 
vention shall otherwise decide, to fix the day and place of the next General or 
Special Convention, prepare and publish at least sixty days before the opening date 
of a Convention the agenda of the Convention, as hereinafter provided, and designate 
the Convention preacher and liturgist and all speakers on doctrinal and practical 
topics appointed for consideration at the Convention. 

3. The Convention agenda shall set forth, subject to the approval or modification 
of the Convention: us 

a) The time for opening and closing of the regular sessions. 

b) ‘The day and hour for transacting the various items of business expected to 
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come before the Convention, each of the major activities (Education, Home 
Missions, Foreign Missions, and Charities) to be assigned at least a one-half 
day session for the presentation and consideration of matters pertaining thereto, 
the other activities to be assigned such time as the Convention Committee may 
deem necessary. 

c) The day and hour, with speakers, for the opening services, devotional meetings 

and addresses on doctrinal and practical topics appointed for consideration. 

d) The day and hour at which public hearings will be held on the various official 

reports presented to the Convention. 

4. It shall also be the duty of the Convention Committee to appoint, subject to 
the approval of the Convention, a Committee on Nominations consisting of nine 
members. 

II. THE OPENING AND ORGANIZATION OF THE CONVENTION 


1. Divine service. 

Note: The Committee is of the opinion that the specific character and purpose of 
the Lord’s Supper are such that the administration thereof should be strictly congre- 
gational. Therefore, the Committee recommends that the practice of having a Com- 
munion service in connection with the opening session of the Conventions of the 
Church be discontinued, and that the Convention Committee henceforth arrange 
with two congregations and their respective pastors at such place as the Convention 
is to be held to hold two Communion services, one in Norwegian and one in English, 
on the Sunday morning during the Convention. 

2. Calling of Convention to order by the President. 

3. Report of Credential Committee. 

4. Submission and fixing of Convention agenda. 

5. Appointment of the following committees by the President: 

a) A Committee on Credentials consisting of nine members. (This Committee 
shall be appointed at least thirty days prior to the opening of the Convention, 
in order that it may organize and be ready to function on the day of the 
opening of the Convention, but the personnel of the Committee shall be publicly 
announced at this time.) 


b) A Committee of Tellers. 
c) A Committee on Resolutions of three members. 
d) A convention chaplain. 
e) A convention organist. 
f) A Sergeant-at- -arms,_ 
6. Appointment of assistants by the Secretary. 
7. Adjournment. 
III. Srconp SEssion 
1. Devotion. 
2. Report of Convention Committee on appointment of Committee on Nomina- 
tions. 
3. President’s Message. 
4. Election of general officers whose terms of office expire during the current 
year. 
5. Other incidental business. (At the 1934 Convention, Rules of Order.) 
6. Adjournment. 
IV. Orper oF GENERAL SESSIONS 
1. Devotion, 
2. Reading and approval of Minutes (at morning sessions only). 
3. Report of Credential Committee. 
4. Other reports. 
5. Order of the day according to the agenda. 
6. Announcements. 
7. Adjournment. 


V. Reports AND THEIR CONSIDERATION 
1. All official boards, standing committees, and such convention committees as 
the President may appoint or the Convention elect to consider and report on matters 
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referred to them, shall publicly present their reports either by reading or by reference. 

2. All reports presented to the Convention shall be in printed or mimeographed 
form, unless otherwise provided. : 

3. Annual reports covering their respective fields of service shall be presented 
by the President, the Secretary, and the Treasurer. The recommendations of the 
President and Secretary shall be formulated into parliamentary resolutions by the 
Church Council, and those of the Treasurer by the Board of Trustees. 

4. Each official Board shall submit a report which presents a general survey 
of the transactions of the Board during the past biennium, or interim between 
General Conventions, with such recommendations as the Board may see fit to submit. 
All recommendations. shall be stated in regular parliamentary form and constitute 
formal motions before the-Convention for action. Public hearings by the respective 
Boards shall be provided for before the time set in the agenda for action on the 
respective reports. 

5. All committee reports shall state the findings or conclusions of the committee 
concerned and set forth the recommendations submitted in regular parliamentary 
form which shall constitute formal motions before the Convention for action. 

6. Any question at issue raised by the proposals of Boards and committees may 
upon motion be referred to a special Convention Committee. 

7. The Board of Trustees shall constitute the Budget Committee of the Church. 
Every Board shall submit a proposed budget to the Budget Committee at least sixty 
days before the date set for the Convention. The Budget Committee shall canvass 
all budgets submitted and report its findings and recommendations for a total 
adjusted budget to the Convention in regular parliamentary form, noting exceptions 
and deviations from budgets recommended by the various Boards. If any Board, 
after duly considering the findings and adjusted budget of the Budget Committee, 
disagrees with the recommendations of said Committee, it shall submit to the Con- 
vention what in its judgment is the lowest workable budget consistent with the 
effective operation of its department. Otherwise it shall submit the budget approved 
by the Budget Committee in its report. In case of differences between the budget 
as proposed by the Budget Committee and a Board, which cannot be adjusted at a 
regular hearing, the matter shall be referred to a special conference committee for 
consideration and report, both parties to be given an opportunity to present their 
case before the Committee. 

8. All motions from the floor involving appropriations of money shall, before 
being voted on, be referred to the Budget Committee for- consideration and report, 
except in the event that the motion in question pertains to Foreign Missions, in 
which case it shall be referred to the Board of Foreign Missions. 


VI. ELectTIons 


1. Candidates for the office of President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer, shall be proposed by a preliminary or primary ballot. These ballots shall be 
canvassed by the tellers and the tabulated results reported to the Convention. The 
Convention shall then proceed to the formal election. If no election results from 
the first or second ballot, the vote on the third ballot shall be confined to the two 
persons having the highest number of votes in the second balloting. A majority of 
all votes cast shall be necessary to choice, only the votes cast for the two persons 
specified being counted on the third ballot. 

2. The Committee on Nominations shall propose candidates for board and com- 
mittee memberships, editors of the Church papers, presidents of educational and 
other institutions under the control of the Church, and for such special offices and 
commissions as may from time to time be established. In each case a number equal 
to the number of vacancies or positions to be filled, shall be nominated. In the 
case of candidates for board memberships, each Board may also nominate candidates 
equal to the number of vacancies to be filled. If a Board fails to make such nomina- 
tions then the Committee on Nominations shall nominate twice as many candidates 
as shall be elected on that Board. 

3. No member of any board elected by the General Convention of the Church 
shall be eligible for election for more than two successive terms. 
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4. No person shall be a member of more than two boards or standing committees 
at the same time. 

5. No person who is past the age of seventy years shall be eligible to election 
to any office, board membership, editorial, or executive position. 


REDISTRICTING AND DISTRICT PRESIDENTS 


The questions pertaining to redistricting and salaried District Presidents have 
been constant and recurring issues under discussion in the press and General and 
District Conventions for many years. One District has even gone so far as to set 
up a temporary arrangement of its own that is contrary to the provisions of both 
general and district constitutions. In the very nature of the case, these issues there- 
fore had to be made a part of the agenda of the Committee. It goes without saying 
that the problems involved have been among the most difficult and perplexing of 
the questions considered by the Committee. The Committee has endeavored, objec- 
tively and impartially, to consider every conceivable angle involved in these questions 
of polity and policy with a view to arrive at some solution which in the judgment 
of the Committee would seem the wisest and be in the best interests of the Church 
and at the same time put at rest the present dissatisfaction and consequent agitation 
for change which have hampered the harmonious and effective functioning of the 
Church in no small measure and been a source of discouragement and uncertainty 
to many of the faithful and conscientious servants of the Church. 

The Committee is of the opinion that the best interests of the Church are served 
by the retention of the district organization and salaried District Presidents. It 
recognizes, however, that the insistent demands for a reduction in the overhead 
expenses of the Church, either by reducing the number of Districts or doing away 
with the full-time District President’s office, especially in times like these, are 
entitled to due consideration. It appears to the Committee that there are two possible 
alternatives, viz: either retain the present number of Districts, or perhaps even 
increase them, with un-salaried District Presidents, or reduce the number of Districts 
as far as possible, consistent with a workable program, and retain the office of 
District President as a full-time service. In the judgment of the Committee, the 
latter alternative is to be preferred, as the dual position of pastor and District 
President has not proved satisfactory either to the parish served or to the general 
Church body in the past where that system has been tried. As to the number of 
Districts, the Committee is of the opinion, that with proper adjustments, the territory 
within the United States may be effectively divided into four Districts, the Canada 
District being considered as a problem by itself. For your consideration, a minority 
report by Dr. Lavik, setting forth a third alternative, is also submitted. 

In order that this important matter may be considered with the fullest degree of 
deliberation and the action thereon taken in such a manner that the Convention itself 
may pass upon every major point involved, the Committee has arranged the resolu- 
tions proposed for adoption progressively, so that each succeeding resolution depends 
on those that precede. It is recommended that the questions involved be considered 
and the vote on the resolutions be taken in the order stated. 


I. WHEREAS, repeated expressions of opinion, public and private, have coin- 
cided in the judgment that division of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
into nine Districts with a salaried President in each of the nine Districts is not a 
satisfactory arrangement today; and 

WHEREAS, the Constitution of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
in Chapter III, Par. 9 carries this provision: “The Church shall be divided into as 
many Districts as may from time to time be deemed necessary”; and 

WHEREAS, the Constitution of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
in Chapter III, Par. 10 carries this provision: “The Constitution and the boundaries 
of the Districts shall be determined by the Church,” 


BE IT RESOLVED: 

1. That it is the sense of the Convention that the division of the Norwegian 
“Lutheran Church of America into nine Districts with a salaried President in each 
he discontinued. 
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2. That it is the sense of the Convention that if there be Districts, the Presidents. 
thereof shall give their full time to the office. 
3. That it is the sense of the Convention that District organization be retained. 


II. On the basis of general acceptance of the above (Resolutions 1-3) the Com- 
mittee recommends the following resolution for adoption: 


BE IT RESOLVED: 

1. That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America hereby divides its field 
within the borders of the United States of America into four Districts. 

2. In case the Convention adopts the above (Sec. II, Par. 1) resolution in its. 
present form, or in a modified form as to number of Districts, the Committee recom- 
mends the following resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED: That the Committee on Organization, or a special Com- 
mission elected for that purpose, be instructed to hold public hearings on the question. 
of the territorial division of the Church within the borders of the United States 
into the number of Districts determined and report the findings and recommenda- 
tions to the present Convention. 

3. BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the new districting plan become 
effective on January 1, 1935, and that the terms of all officers of the present Districts 
terminate on that date. 

III. WHEREAS, the transition to the new plan presents an emergency which 
cannot be -satisfactorily met except by the General Convention, 


BE IT RESOLVED: 

1. That the election of each of the four District Presidents be an election at 
large by the Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America for a term 
concluding December 31, 1937; 

2. That this election being the order of the day the President shall cause to be 
distributed to voting members of the Convention special nominating ballots whereon 
may be written the names of not more than four candidates eligible for election; and 


3. That these ballots shall be canvassed by the tellers and the tabulated results. 
pray to the Convention. The Convention shall then proceed to the election as. 
follows: 


a) On the first ballot any candidate receiving a majority of all votes cast shall 

be declared elected. 

b) The names of the twelve candidates receiving the highest number of votes. 

shall be printed on the second ballot. 

c) On the second ballot any candidate receiving a majority of all votes cast shall 

be declared elected. 

d) The names of the eight candidates receiving the highest number of votes shall 

be printed on the third ballot. 

e) On the third ballot any candidate receiving a majority of all votes cast shall 

be declared elected. 

f) The names of the five candidates receiving the highest number of votes cast 

shall be printed on the fourth ballot. 

g) On the fourth ballot any candidate receiving a majority of all votes cast shall 

be declared elected. 

h) On the fifth and succeeding ballots two names for each place still unfilled 

shall be printed. These shall be selected in order from the candidates having 
the highest number of votes. . 

i) On the sixth and succeeding ballots a two-thirds majority of all votes cast 

shall be required for election. 

IV. Following the completed elections of four District Presidents, the Committee 
recommends that the Convention call for the report of Committee provided for in 
Sec. II, Par. 2, and proceed to determine the boundaries of and the Constitution for 
each of the four Districts established, in accordance with the Constitution of the 
Church, Chapter III, Par. 9 and 10, and assign to each District President-elect his. 
field of labor in the following manner: 
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The Committee on Nominations shall name sixteen members of the Convention 
as its nominees. On the basis of these, and additional nominations from the floor if 
desired, the Convention shall elect a Committee of eight members to make such 
assignments, which assignments shall be submitted to the Convention for approval. 

V. Each of the Districts having been properly constituted, the delegates from 
within the boundaries of each of the four Districts shall convene at a time and a 
place designated for their respective District meetings to elect the several other 
officers and the Committees required under the rules of the Church. These officers- 
elect together with the four District Presidents shall enter on the duties of their 
respective offices January 1, 1935. Each District shall, as soon as possible, designate 
the location of its District headquarters. 


MINORITY REPORT BY J. O. TWETEN 


Covering Sec. IJ, Par. 3, and Sec. III, IV, and V of the report on Re-districting 
and District Presidents: 


WHEREAS, Chap. V, Par. 26 of the Constitution of the Church provides that 
the Districts shall have power to elect the Presidents of the Districts; and 


WHEREAS, in the opinion of the undersigned, the interests of the Districts are 
best served when important matters like the. election of officers are decided at 
conventions held within the Districts, he recommends: 

That Sec. II, Par. 3, Sec. III, IV, and V of the report covering Re-districting and 
District Presidents be stricken, and that the following resolutions be adopted and 
designated as Sec. III, Par. 1, 2 and 3: 


Ill. BE IT RESOLVED: 

1. That the resolutions adopted concerning Re-districting become effective at the 
time of the District Conventions in 1935; 

2. That the General Convention Committee make the necessary arrangements. 
for the convention of each new District in 1935, the Convention to be held as nearly 
as practicable in the numerical center of the District, and 

3. That the President of the Church, or his representative, act as temporary 
chairman.

CONTINGENCY RESOLUTION 

In the event that both resolutions 2 and 3, Section I, of the Committee report on 
“Re-districting and District Presidents” are rejected by the Convention, the follow- 
ing resolutions are submitted for adoption: 

1. RESOLVED, That the Committee on Organization, or a special Committee 
elected for the purpose, be instructed to prepare and submit to this Convention the 
Constitutional Amendments required to eliminate the District form of organization. 

2. RESOLVED, That a General Convention be held in 1935 in order that this. 
change of policy may be put into effect without unnecessary delay. 


MINORITY REPORT BY J. R. LAVIK 
in the matter of Re-districting and District Presidents. 


The submission of a minority report in this matter calls for a brief statement’ of 
the reasons motivating it. 

Ever since the union in 1917 two proposals have repeatedly been advanced in 
the interest of a simplified and more economical Church organization: the one, to 
reduce the number of Districts; the other, to discontinue the office of District 
President as a full time position; each involving its own series of implications as to 
principles of Church polity and details of organization. Both of these proposals 
have received strong support whenever they have come up for consideration, and in 
at least two General Conventions the second received a larger vote than the first. 
Sentiment in favor of some such change as these proposals involve has apparently been 
growing year by year, so much so that many who heretofore were opposed to both 
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plans have come to the conclusion that the time for merely negative opposition to 
proposed changes is past, and that the peace and working effectiveness of the Church 
require that the whole problem be taken up and considered carefully upon its merits, 
with a view to arrive at a positive and constructive solution. For this purpose it is 
essential that both proposals, in the form of specific resolutions, be placed before the 
Convention. Since the Committee has decided to submit only the one, it becomes 
necessary to submit the other as a minority report. 

A further reason for this report is to be found in the serious objections which 
may be raised to the Re-districting plan embodied in the Committee’s proposal, be- 
cause of which the undersigned finds himself unable to subscribe to it. For the 
purpose of this report, however, it is unnecessary to enter upon a discussion of these 
objections. 

The plan embodied in the minority report arises largely from the conviction that 
our Church is over-organized. By this is meant that our Church is really not so 
large as our present form of organization implies. We have constituted three units 
of administration: the General Body, the District, and the Circuit. This involves 
unnecessary complexity of organization, and consequently also unnecessary expenses. 
A long step in the direction of simplification was taken when the General Conven- 
tion in 1926 adopted the following amendment to the synodical Constitution: “No 
legislation for the general Church Body shall be adopted at District conventions.” 
(Par. 18.) The next logical step in the same direction would be to transfer admin- 
istrative functions of the Church now vested in the Districts in part to the Circuits 
and in part to the General Body. To increase the administrative functions of the 
Circuit seems wise because it is the most active working unit in the Church and is 
closest to the congregations and the pastors. This would make it unnecessary to 
retain the District as an administrative unit in the Church. Whether or not it 
should for other reasons be retained is a question which should be decided upon its 
own merits. 

The essential purpose of this minority report is to set forth in detail the transfers 
of administrative functions which are involved in the proposal to discontinue the 
office of District President as a full time position, in order that the implications of 
the plan may be clearly seen and that action can be taken intelligently. 


RESOLUTIONS 
In the event that Resolution No. 2, Section I, of the Committee report on “Re- 
districting and District Presidents” is rejected, and Resolution No. 3 of the same 
Section is approved by the Convention, the following resolutions are submitted for 
adoption in lieu of Sections II, III, IV, and V of the Committee report: 


BE IT RESOLVED: 


1. That the Circuit Presidents be and are hereby authorized and instructed to 
provide for the dedication of churches and the installation of pastors within their 
respective Circuits, and to report all such acts to the President of the Church; 

2. That the Church shall elect a Visitor in each Circuit, whose duty it shall 
be to conduct visitations in the parishes of the Circuit in accordance with method 
of procedure prescribed by the Church Council, as a rule once in four years. Their 
term of office to be four years, except that at the first election approximately one-half 
of their number shall be elected for a term of two years. Necessary expenses 
incidental to each visitation shall be defrayed by the congregation concerned. 

3. That there be constituted in each Circuit a Committee on Adjudication, con- 
' sisting of the Circuit Visitor, and two pastors and two laymen elected by the Circuit. 
Their duty shall be to take action in disputes and disciplinary cases within the 
Circuit, in accordance with rules of procedure and limitations of authority prescribed 
by the Church. 

4. That the following words be and are hereby deleted from Chapter III, Par. 
8 a, of the District Constitution: “The District President is salaried as such and 
gives all his time to the work.” 

5. That the following words in the District Constitution, Chapter III, Par. 10, 
be and are hereby deleted: “supervise the work within the District, provide for the 
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‘dedication of churches and ordination and installation of candidates into the pastoral 
office ; provide for visitation in the parishes of the District, as a rule once every three 
years; mediate in disputes, when requested; serve as general superintendent of the 
Home Mission work within the District; report to the Board of Home Missions of 
the Church.” 

6. That the President of the Church shall provide for the ordination of candi- 
dates to the Holy Office of the Ministry. 

7. That the President of the Church shall provide for the visitation of the par- 
ishes of the Circuit Visitors, as a rule once in four years. 

8. That the Executive Secretary’ of the Home Mission Board shall serve as 
‘General Superintendent of Home Missions under the direction of the Board. 

9. That the detailed field work in the department of Home Missions shall be 
done by Field Missionaries. Their duty shall be, in the capacity of temporary 
‘mission pastors doing actual pastoral work, to survey new fields and to organize 
and serve, until a permanent pastor can be installed, those that give sufficient promise 
of developing into self-supporting parishes; also to survey, reorganize and serve old 
mission fields and do such other field work as may be required. 

10. That there be constituted in each Circuit a Mission Committee of three 
members, one to be appointed by the Board of Home Missions and two to be 
elected by the Circuit, each for a term of two years. It shall be the duty of the 
Committee to study the Home Mission problems of the Circuit, both with respect 
to the ingathering of the un-churched that can be reached by already established 
congregations, concerning which it shall report to the Circuit, and the need of 
Deginning work in new fields, concerning which it shall report to the Board of Home 
Missions. The member appointed by the Board shall be its contact man in the Circuit. 

11. That all resolutions or parts of resolutions previously enacted by the Church 
which are in conflict with these resolutions are hereby repealed. 

12. That the foregoing resolutions shall become effective on the first day of 
January, 1935. Respectfully submitted,

CANADA DISTRICT 

WHEREAS, it is necessary if the work in this field is to develop as it 
should that Canada District begin as soon as possible to function in fact as the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada, facing in a fully responsible way its 
own peculiar problems and seeking such solutions as a truly Canadian Church 
will require; and 

WHEREAS, this objective can best be attained by adopting a clearly de- 
fined plan devised for this specific purpose, therefore, BE IT RESOLVED: 

1. That in the course of a ten-year period the status of Canada District 
shall be changed from that of a District within the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America to that of an independent synod, exercising in its own right all the 
administrative functions of a general Church body; 

2. That before the end of the designated period the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of Canada shall, and is hereby authorized to change its Constitution 
and its Articles of Incorporation so as to effectuate this change; 

3. That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America shall contribute to 
the budget of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada $20,000.00 the first 
year and thereafter an amount decreasing by $2,000.00 each year until the end 
of the designated period, when all subsidies shall be discontinued; 

4. That all sums raised by the congregations of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of Canada, except contributions to foreign missions, shall be used for 
the work in Canada, in addition to the sums received from the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America; 

5. That contributions made to foreign missions shall be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Foreign Mission Board of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America until such time as the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada, if it 
so desires, shall make other arrangements for the carrying on of its foreign 
mission work; 
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6. That since the training of its future ministry will be of immediate and 
urgent concern under this plan, the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada 
is authorized to adopt such course as may be deemed best in co-operation with 
other Lutheran bodies in Canada to secure an indigenous ministry; however, 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada shall be at liberty to make use of 
the Seminary and colleges of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 

7. That in view of the common interest and responsibility of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America and the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada 
in initiating this change, the first President of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of Canada to serve under this plan shall be elected jointly by the two bodies, 
the candidate to be nominated by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
at its present Convention, and formally elected by the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of Canada, the election to be for a term of six years, after which time 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada shall have unrestricted right to 
elect its President; 

8. That such other matters as may require adjustment between the two 
bodies shall be negotiated on behalf of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America by its Church Council and submitted to the Church for action; and 

9. That so long as financial aid is granted, the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America, through its Church Council, shall exercise its right of 
approval of all ordinations and of the acceptance of pastors into the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of Canada; no other supervision shall be exercised by the 
Boards or other administrative agencies of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America, provided however, that the General President shall during this period 
exercise the same supervision as in other parts of the Church. 


THE ENGLISH DISTRICT 


In view of the fact that English has now become the language most gener- 
ally used in our congregations and the language commonly used in the reports. 
submitted to general and district conventions as well as in the deliberation and 
proceedings of such conventions, the Committee is of the opinion that the 
so-called English District, also known as “The American Lutheran Conference,” 
has outlived its usefulness, and should cease to exist as a separate part and 
entity in our Church organization. Therefore, the following resolution is rec- 
ommended for adoption: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the English District, also known as “The Ameri- 
can Lutheran Conference,” be and hereby is dissolved, said dissolution to be 
effective from and after January 1, 1935. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


Ever since the adoption of a general budget system providing for the financ- 
ing of the various activities of the Church, there has been a growing conviction 
on the part of members of the Foreign Mission Board, missionaries, and a 
large and influential section of the membership of the Church, that the support 
of foreign missions should be detached from the general budget and that the 
Foreign Mission work should be established on a free and voluntary basis. This 
matter has from time to time received careful consideration by special commis- 
sions, convention committees, administrative officers, as well as by the Board 
of Foreign Missions and its executive officers. It has therefore repeatedly been 
presented to the General Conventions of the Church for consideration and 
action. 

In 1922, the Committee on Efficiency and Economy after duly considering 
this question, made the following observations and recommendations, (See 
Report 1922, pages 122-123): 

“The Foreign Missions having established a special interest in certain 
localities, ‘expenses should not be assessed nor apportioned pro rata 
according to confirmed membership, but left more to the local and indiv- 
idual mission interests, so as not to check the spiritual life but rather 
foster and develop it congenially wherever it finds the proper soil. It will 
therefore be left to the Foreign Mission Board by the help of its returned 
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workers and the press and a Foreign Mission Committee to be elected in 
each District to develop and nourish the mission interests among our 
people wherever they can find entrance, and thus create the proper spirit, 
which may also react on our institutions at home for the education of 
the proper workers in school and church. Hence, we recommend that the 
Foreign Mission Department be not retained in the general budget.” 


Four years later another fact finding committee elected by the Church, re- 
ported as follows (See Report 1926, page 104): ° 
“The ‘Committee of Nine,’ after careful consideration, recommends to 
the Church that the departments of Home and Foreign Missions be taken 
from the general budget and that the funds of these two departments be 
collected independently of the general budget of the Church.” 


In 1930 this matter was brought to the attention of the Church again, and 
the following resolution was adopted (See Report 1930, page 387, No. 10): 

“Whereas Foreign Missions holds a place in the hearts of our Church 
constituency that may be termed all its own. 

“And Whereas, there has been an insistent demand from many mis- 
sionaries and Board members that this branch of our work be removed 
from the General Budget. 

“BE IT RESOLVED, That such a proposition be carefully considered 
by the Foreign Mission Board and definite action be taken to adopt or 
silence such a plan at the General Convention in 1932.” 


Owing to the financial situation in 1932, the Board recommended that no 
change be effected at that time. This recommendation was approved by the 
Convention and final action ordered at the General Convention of 1934 by the 
adoption of the following resolution (See Report 1932, Pages 283, 286, 139): 

“Whereas, the economic conditions both in the Church and in the 
world are in a state of upheaval, the Board finds after due consideration 
that it would be extremely unwise at this time to propose a definite plan 
for the future status of Foreign Missions in the Church; 

“Be it, therefore, RESOLVED that the Board of Foreign Missions 
together with the Finance Committee of the Church take up the question 
for further consideration and present a final report to the General Con- 
vention in 1934.” 

In the meantime, the Committee on Organization was created with a very 
general mandate, and in the very nature of the case this question was made a 
part of the agenda of this Committee. In dealing with this problem, the Com- 
mittee has sought and received the wholehearted and much valued co-operation 
of the Board of Foreign Missions. The Committee has had several joint sessions 
with representatives of the Board of Foreign Missions through a sub-com- 
mittee and also met in joint sessions with the whole Board. After duly con- 
sidering the best interests of the Church as a whole and the future well-being 
and success of the work of Foreign Missions, the Committee recommends the 
adoption of the following resolutions, thereby detaching the financing of the 
work of Foreign Missions from the General Budget of the Church, establishing 
it on a free and voluntary basis of support, and vesting in the Board of Foreign 
Missions the necessary powers to carry on the work in an efficient and effective 
manner under the direct control of the Church, with all its corporate interests 
fully safeguarded: 


BE IT RESOLVED: 

1. The management and operation of the Foreign Mission work of The 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America shall be vested in a Board of Foreign 
Missions consisting of nine members elected at large at the General Conventions 
of the Church for a term of six years. 

2. The Board shall have power, under such rules and regulations as the 
Church may from time to time enact, 

a) to call missionaries, determine their field of labor, provide for the effec- 
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tive administration of missions on the respective fields, pass upon acts. 

and resolutions of mission conferences, with veto power, and take such 

other action as may be deemed necessary or advisable for the best inter- 
ests of Foreign Missions at home and abroad; ; 

b) to raise the funds necessary for carrying on the work entrusted to its. 
care in such manner and by such means as it may deem best and most 
effective, and to disburse such funds for the purpose of promoting, main- 
taining, and administering the work of Foreign Missions, provided, how- 
ever, that not to exceed 10% of the proposed budget for any one year 
shall be expended for administrative purposes and field work at home, 
exclusive of salaries and allowances paid to missionaries at home on 
- furlough; 

c) to administer all funds, legacies, and bequests now belonging to, or which 
hereafter may accrue to or be received by, the Church for the purpose 
of Foreign Missions, provided that until the Church shall otherwise 
determine, the Board shall employ the present investment agency of the 
Church for the placing of its permanent funds; and 

d) to elect its own officers and employ such assistants as may be deemed 
necessary. 

3. The officers of said Board shall be a chairman, a vice-chairman, a re- 
cording secretary, an executive committee of five members, a mission secretary, 
and a mission treasurer. The mission secretary and mission treasurer shall not 
be members of the Board. The term of office of the chairman, vice-chairman, 
recording secretary and executive committee shall be two years. The term of 
offices of the mission secretary and mission treasurer shall be determined by 
the Board. 

4. The terms of office of the members of the Board shall be fixed in such 
a manner that the terms of one-third of the membership expire biennially in 
rotation. At the present convention, three shall be elected for six years, one 
for four years, and one for two years. 

5. The Board shall present to the Biennial Convention of the Church a 
detailed report of its activities with such recommendations and proposals as in 
the judgment of the Board the requirements of the work indicate. The Board 
shall also submit a budget for the next biennium for the approval of the 
Church. Such approval shall not, however, operate to give the approved budget 
the standing of appropriations guaranteed by the Church. 

6. In view of the fact that the Church has accumulated a considerable deficit 
during the past years, under the operation of a general guaranteed budget, con- 
tingent upon the adoption of a general liquidating plan in which all the activi- 
ties of the Church shall share, the Board shall turn over out of its receipts 
under the provisions of such plan, its fair share, as determined by the Church, 
for the purpose of liquidating this indebtedness. 

In order to enable the Board of Foreign Missions to carry out the pro- 
visions of Section 2c of these resolutions, without being invested with corpor- 
ate powers, BE IT RESOLVED by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America: The Board of Trustees is hereby authorized and directed to handle 
the investment of such funds as may be turned over to it by the said Mission 
Board, subject to the advice and consent of said Mission Board as to the type 
and disposition of such investments, and to cause to be paid into the treasury 
of said Mission Board all proceeds accruing from such investments, less only 
the actual expenses of handling the investments so made. 

8. The Foreign Mission Board may from time to time appoint such com- 
mittees in the Districts and Circuits for the promotion of the work as it finds 
advisable. 

9. The provisions of these resolutions shall take effect January 1, 1935. 

10. All resolutions or parts of resolutions in conflict with the provisions of 
these resolutions are hereby repealed. 

(The Committee notes that Rev. J. O. Tweten, J. N. Jacobson, and A. E. 
Anderson voted in the negative on the approval of this report.) 
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GENERAL CHURCH FUND 


After duly considering the present system of pro-rating the amount neces- 
sary for administrative and incidental expenses among the four principal depart- 
ments of the Church, the Committee is of the opinion that it would be advisable 
to discontinue this practice and establish a General Church Fund to take care 
of the administrative and incidental expenses, special appropriations, and pay- 
ments on interest and principal of the Church indebtedness. In the event that 
the Convention decides to adopt the recommendations of the Committee with 
respect to the Department of Foreign Missions, it appears that such a step 
would be imperative. It furthermore appears to the Committee that it would 
be advisable to merge the present “General Fund,” which was re-established 
by resolution passed at the General Convention in 1930 (see Rep. pp. 450, 461, 
and 464), with the proposed General Church Fund. The Committee therefore 
recommends the adoption of the following resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED: 


1. The present system of “pro-rated amounts” shall be discontinued and a 
General Church Fund established, effective January 1, 1935, to take care of 
administrative and incidental expenses, special appropriations, and the payments 
on interest and principal of the indebtedness of the Church; and 

The present “General Fund” shall be merged with and become a part of 
the General Church Fund and all monies so designated received on and after January 
1, 1935 shall be credited to the General Church Fund and disbursed in accordance 
with the purpose of the Fund. 


THE OFFICE OF VICE-PRESIDENT 

The Committee has carefully considered the matter referred to it as embodied 
in a certain resolution submitted to the General Convention of 1932 pertaining to 
the office of vice-president (see Report, p. 26). The Committee is of the opinion 
that the office of vice- president i is the most orderly and dignified manner of providing 
for the filling of a vacancy in the office of General or District President, due to 
disability, absence, resignation, or death of the incumbent, wherefore no change in 
the Church and District Constitutions on this point is recommended. 

(The Committee notes that L. W. Boe voted in the negative on the above resolu- 
tion. ) 


BOARD OF EDUCATION AND BOARD OF ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 


WHEREAS, Convention Resolution No. 12, page 390, Report for 1932, reading 
as follows: “In order to reduce expenses and harmonize the work, be it resolved 
that the work of the Department of Elementary Christian Education be assumed by 
the Department of Education,” is not sufficiently clear in the light of later approval 
of a budget for Elementary Christian Education, 


BE IT RESOLVED: 


1. The Board of Elementary Christian Education shall continue to function as 
a separate Board of the Church; 

2. A budget allowance for this Board shall be made available year by year; 

3. Until the Church shall otherwise order the Secretary of the Board of Educa- 
tion shall act as the Secretary of the Board of Elementary Christian Education. 


BOARD OF CHARITIES AND BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS 

WHEREAS, at the final session of the 1932 Convention the following resolution 
was adopted: “That the Board of Home Missions and Charities be consolidated,” 
without, however, rescinding a resolution adopted at a previous session as follows: 
“The Board of Home Missions shall continue as heretofore, provided however, that 
but one general meeting of the Board shall be held each year’; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Home Missions and the Board of Charities each super- 
vises a field of responsibility differing from the other and both of vital importance 
to the Church, 
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BE IT RESOLVED: 

1. Each of the two Boards shall retain its identity as heretofore. 

2. Until otherwise ordered by the Church the Board of Home Missions and the 
Board of Charities shall be served by one secretary, jointly elected. 


THE OFFICE OF SECRETARY AND STATISTICIAN 


The Committee is of the opinion that the office of general secretary and church 
statistician should be divided in order to obviate the necessity of electing a person 
on full time for this office. By separating the functions of statistician from the office 
of general secretary, it will be possible for a pastor with the necessary qualifications 
to take care of the duties of the office of secretary on a part time basis. Therefore 
the Committee recommends the adoption of the following resolutions: 


BE IT RESOLVED: 

1. That the functions of statistician be removed from the office of general secre- 
tary and transferred to a separate office, which is hereby created, said office to be 
known as “Church Satistician”; and 

2. That the Church Council be and hereby is authorized and directed to appoint 
on a part time basis a man with the proper qualifications for the office of church 
statistician and to fix salary to be paid the general secretary and the church statisti- 
cian. The church statistician shall be appointed for a term of two years. 


THE NAME OF THE CHURCH 


WHEREAS, the name adopted by the Church at its organization no longer is 
well suited to our present setting and to the future effectiveness of our missionary 
endeavor in America; and 

WHEREAS, desire for a change of name is emphatically of record in the last 
official action of the Church on this issue (see Report 1928, p. 83, p. 84, p. 187) ; and 

WHEREAS, it must be deemed unwise to retain an official name the use of 
which is avoided in many public gatherings and the uaa roe of which on official 
publications tends to hinder their distribution; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: That Art. ip Par. I of the Constitution 
be and is hereby amended and changed so as to read: “The name of this organization 
shall be The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of America.” 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the resolution incorporating the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America be and is hereby amended by striking out the 
name “The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America” in all places where the same 
occurs in the said resolution and by inserting in each place where the name is so 
stricken out, the name “The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of America.’’* 


(*Or such other name as the Convention may determine.) 


(The Committee notes the vote of J. O. Tweten and L. W. Boe for the name 
“The Northern Lutheran Church.’’) 

In concluding its report the Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
President of the Church and to members of official Boards who have appeared before 
the Committee and supplied it with valuable information. The Committee is also 
grateful to other members of the Church who have, either in writing or by appearing 
in person before the Committee, contributed helpfully to its deliberations. If matters 
which have been called to the attention of the Committee are not dealt with here, it 
is not necessarily because of a lack of appreciation of their importance, but rather 
because of the limitations to which the Committee has found it necessary to subject 
this report. 

May the Lord Brads and bless the deliberations of the Convention.

BOARD OF EDUCATION 


“Hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” 

These words of the prophet Samuel are expressive of our deepest feelings as 
we again review the work of our Christian schools. Hampered by financial dif- 
ficulties, harassed by the spirit of secularism and blind hostile forces, they have 
nevertheless carried on in the spirit of the Lord and by His power. 

Needless to say, the presidents of our schools have shouldered a crushing re- 
sponsibility. The Lord has been their strength. The teachers have borne the 
hardships that are the inevitable results of much reduced incomes. By the grace 
of God they have generally done so uncomplainingly and in the spirit of true 
Christian optimism. The strain, however, has been very great. It is essential 
that it be relieved if the morale at our schools is to be maintained. 

According to reports submitted by the presidents of our several schools and 
according to information gathered by representatives of the Board visiting the 
various institutions, the situation in general is perhaps better than might be 
expected in these trying times. The attendance in the aggregate is only slightly 
lower than a year ago. A small gain in enrolment at some institutions has al- 
most balanced the loss at others. 

The reports in general indicate a seriousness of purpose on the part of the 
students as a whole, which in previous years has often been lacking. It is most 
encouraging to note the determined effort that is being put forth, not only by 
the administrations and faculties of the various schools, but within the student 
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bodies themselves, to make the institutions, what the Church above all wants 
them to be, truly Christian schools. Much thought and effort has been given 
to the problem of developing the spiritual life of the students. Progress is being 
made, though it is recognized that conditions are not and never will be ideal 
in this respect. 

We would like to believe that 1933 will go down in the history of our Church 
as the most difficult and critical year from the economic and financial point of 
view. This is confidently expected in the case of our Christian schools. In 1933 
the appropriations to our schools reached the lowest point since the year of the 
union, 1917. The theological seminary was granted an approriation of $6,000.00 
less than the preceding year. The four senior colleges were allowed $31,616.68 
less than in 1932; while the secondary schools, with the exception of Pacific Lu- 
theran College, received no subsidy whatever. Add to this the fact that the 
income from endowments was near the minimum and no further facts need be 
adduced to show the unequaled difficulties of the year 1933. 

The reason for these reduced appropriations to the schools lies not in a 
smaller income for Christian Education from the congregations, for they were 
actually larger in 1933 than in 1932, but in the fact that the distribution of funds 
to the schools was kept within the income of the Church for this purpose. 
There was no deficit in the educational budget in 1933. When this statement is 
made, it must be borne in mind that in order to make possible the balancing of 
the educational budget, it was necessary to reduce on an average by approximate- 
ly 30% the appropriations the convention voted our schools. Let it not be forgot- 
ten that this again meant further drastic reductions in salaries and wages of 
teachers and other workers connected with the department of Christian Educa- 
tion. 

Looking forward to the biennium 1935 and 1936, the Board of Education is 
not prepared to propose and recommend a definite program of Christian higher 
education. In 1932 the Board presented a program about as follows: Luther 
Theological Seminary, Luther and St. Olaf Colleges, owned and controlled by 
the Church, Augustana and Concordia Colleges, owned and controlled by sub- 
sidiary corporations within certain districts, but subsidized by the General Church 
body; Pacific Lutheran College and five other Academies and Junior Colleges. 

The Board still believes that this program would serve well the best interests 
of the Church, and for the present offer a fairly adequate system of Christian 
higher education for our Church. However, after long and earnest considera- 
tion, the Board has come to the conclusion and is of the conviction that we 
shall not be able even approximately to carry this program through the next 
year or two unless definite steps are taken to increase greatly the income for 
Christian education. Following shortly upon the last general convention the 
above program was limited. Only one of the secondary schools included in 
the program has received an appropriation during the last two years. 

The situation has not improved. The sum of $36,000.00 is required annually 
to cover the interest charges on advances made by the Church and deficits 
accumulated in the department of education since 1917. This does not include 
interest on debts and deficits accumulated by the individual educational institu- 
tions and for which they are responsible. The teachers’ salaries at our schools 
have been reduced below the minimum where men with families can meet their 
most reasonable expenses. Improvements, eauipment, repairs, even those strict- 
ly necessary are being put off from year to year. The morale of faculties is 
approaching the breaking point. Their disintecration is only a matter of time. 

In the opinion of the Board of Education the time has come that the Church 
must face this crisis. To walk away from the problem will spell inevitable and 
in some instances speedy ruin to several of our schools and a tragic wrecking 
of our program of Christian higher education. 

Two alternatives present themselves. 

1. The Church pledges itself to raise annually approximately $50,000. 00 + more 
for Christian Higher Education than it did in 1933, regardless of the income of 
other departments of the Church. 

2. The Church takes steps to reorganize its educational system by elimina- 
tion or consolidation of institutions. 
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In a matter of such far reaching consequences the Church should, in the 
opinion of the Board, give a special mandate to an extraordinary commission or 
to the Board of Education to submit to this convention definite plans and pro- 
posals for the solution of this problem. 

It is true there was no deficit in the department of Education in 1933. This, 
however, does not mean that all is well in the department of Education. While 
it is true that the department as such shows no deficit, the fact nevertheless re- 
mains that the four senior colleges and Pacific Lutheran College, the only 
schools outside the Theological Seminary receiving support the past year, have 
accumulated a joint operating deficit of $27,366.83. The schools can not reduce 
expenses further and continue to function properly. If the Church believes that 
these schools are necessary in order that it may carry out most effectively its 
God-given mission, and if it has in mind relieving at least in a measure the 
present financial burden of the teachers, then there must be made available for 
distribution among our schools $51,201.09 more than in 1933, or a total sum of 
$175,000.00. 

An effective program of Christian Higher Education would be: 

1. The Church maintains Luther Theological Seminary, St. Paul, Minn. 

2. The Church supports with annual appropriations four senior colleges, to- 
ee Luther College, St. Olaf College, Augustana College and Concordia Col- 
ege. 

3. The Church will assist Pacific Lutheran College of Parkland, Wash., as a 
Junior College. 

4. The Church will also, if means permit, assist Camrose College, Outlook 
College, Clifton College, Gale College, Pleasant View Luther College and Wal- 
dorf College and Luther Academy. 

If such a program is to be maintained in a modest, but at the same time fairly 
effective manner, the Board of Education respectfully submits that the sum of 
$175,000.00 be appropriated for allocation by the Board for the purposes of edu- 
cation, 

In addition to this, the Board asks the sum of $6,424.00 for general Board 
expenses and $1000.00 for student work at State Institutions. 

Should the Church decide that the Board of Education shall undertake the 
care of closed educational institutions and carry the advances made for these and 
some other schools, this must be provided for as follows: 


Insurance and care of closed institutions, etc... $ 4,800.00 
Interest on advances to Education E215 52 
Interest on advances to Seminary.....2..22222.-cceeteteeeeeee 4,036.81 





In view of the suggestion of the Board of Education that it be authorized to 
allocate according to its best judgment the voted funds to the schools, the fol- 
lowing information is offered: 

1. It is possible that the total sum voted will not be available. New allo- 
cations and readjustments may have to be made, ay has been the case in 1933 
and 1934. The Board of Education has in the nature of the case made these ad- 
justments. 

2. The Board has made a careful and thorough study of the needs and con- 
ditions at each school, such as size of plant and consequent cost of main- 
tenance, especially items of heat, wages, etc.; income from students, income 
from endowments, interest on indebtedness: with this information before it, 
and on the basis of past experience, the Board believes it is in a position to 
make an equitable distribution and fair adjustment of the funds appropriated. 

3. A study of the accumulated deficits and balances of the last fiscal year 
also indicate how extremely difficult it is to make an altogether equitable dis- 
tribution of the funds. On the other hand, they make it perfectly clear that the 
Board has made every effort not to discriminate in favor of or against any indi- 
vidual institution. 


LUTHER THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


As indicated by the president’s report, the attendance at Luther Seminary 
has continued at a very satisfactory point. A well prepared group of students 
has carried on in a spirit of wholesome earnestness and industry. 
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The theological faculty submitted to the Board of Education on March 2, 
1934, the following resolution: 


“Whereas, during the regular Seminary course it is increasingly difficult to 
obtain the requisite experience in preaching and in Christian work; 


_ “Be It Resolved: That the Seminary students shall, as a rule, after complet- 
ing the middler year, spend a year in church work as assistants to designated 
pastors.” 


This proposal has the endorsement of the Board of Education and is hereby 
submitted to the general convention with the recommendation that it be ap- 
proved. 3 
Proposed Resolution 

Whereas the following proposed resolution has the unanimous approval of 
the theological faculty, the Church Council and the Board of Education, and 

Whereas, during the regular Seminary course it is increasingly difficult to 
obtain the requisite experience in preaching and in Christian work; 

Be It Resolved, that the Seminary students shall as a rule, after completing 
the middler year, spend a year in church work as assistants to designated pas- 
tors, and upon completion of the year of internship return to the Seminary 
for completion of the prescribed course. This new arrangement shall take effect 
with the class entering the Seminary this fall. 

Be It Further Resolved, that the Theological Faculty, Board of Education 
and Church Council shall work out the details of the plan, draw up rules and 
regulations under which the plan shall operate and put the plan into effect. 


OUR SENIOR COLLEGES 


The four Senior Colleges of our Church have submitted individual reports, 
which appear in this volume. It is true, their tone is courageous and hopeful. 
Nevertheless, those who are in close touch with the situation know that there is 
much distress within the personnel of each one of these institutions; they also 
know that the physical plants are depreciating, because not only desirable but 
highly necessary repairs and improvements are being put off indefinitely for 
lack of funds. Under these trying circumstances, it is remarkable that the mor- 
ale has not broken down within the faculties. It becomes a sober question, ever 
more acute, how long any or all of these institutions will be able to carry on 
in the face of mounting difficulties. May God give us courage and wisdom 
to face and to solve this perplexing problem! 


ST. OLAF COLLEGE 


St. Olaf College proposes hereafter to elect the members of its Board of 
Trustees at large, instead of continuing the present interlocking system by 
which this Board is composed of members of the Board of Trustees of the 
Church and of the general Board of Education. The proper resolution is. of- 
fered in Dr. L. W. Boe’s annual report of St. Olaf College. 


On June 3-5 St. Olaf College celebrates the sixtieth anniversary of its found- 
ing. Throughout these years there have been graduated from the college 
approximatly 3,500 young men and women. It is an achievement worthy of 
special mention that of the young men who have graduated from St. Olaf 485 
have become missionaries and ministers. Twenty-three men and women are 
engaged in other religious work; in educational work 1,163; in other professions 
309; in other occupations 1,410. Hundreds of others who have attended St. Olaf 
College have served the Church in many capacities. The establishment and 
maintenance of Christian homes by thousands of those nurtured by this school 
is one of its richest contributions to the spiritual growth and development of 
our Church. 

The Board of Education extends sincere felicitations on the occasion and 
bespeaks for St. Olaf College a future rich in Christian service in our Church 
and in our country. May the name of our Blessed Redeemer always be glorified 
in its work and in its graduates! 
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CO-EDUCATION AT LUTHER COLLEGE 


At the general convention in 1932 a proposal to introduce co-education at 
Luther College was submitted. After some discussion the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

“4. Whereas the entire background and tradition of Luther College for a 
period of seventy years is in question; 

“Whereas a new president will take office this fall; 

“Whereas the Board of Education has expressed the opinion that co-edu- 
cation will not solve the financial gituation at Luther College as an emergency 
financial measure; 

“Be it resolved that this question of co-education at Luther College be re- 
ae to the Board of Education and the Board of Trustees for Luther Col- 
Coens 

At a subsequent meeting, the Board of Trustees of Luther College passed 
a resolution approving the admission of girls. 

“After careful consideration of the needs of Luther College in view of pres- 
ent economic conditions and after consultation with and the solicitation of 
local representatives and other friends of the institution, believing it to be to the 
best interests of the college at the present time and under present circum- 
stances to act in harmony with the above resolution in Minneapolis on June 7, 
1932, the Board of Trustees of Luther College does resolve, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board of Education of the Church, that the College receive a 
limited number of girls for credit at the beginning of the coming school year.” 

The Board of Education at a meeting on July 6, 1932, disapproved of the 
proposal by passing this resolution: 

“Not withstanding the approval of co-education by the president and the 
Board of Trustees of Luther College, the Board of Education, having pre- 
viously given the whole problem serious study, still holds to its program as laid 
before the convention, including Luther College as a college for men. It be- 
lieves that as such the school may expect to hold permanently its position 
among the educational institutions of our Church and render its greatest service. 

“Furthermore, the Board is firmly convinced that the admission of girls 
will prove of but slight temporary advantage and will not permanently solve 
the financial problem of the institution. For this reason and in the presence of 
the limitation placed upon us by the Articles of Incorporation and the By-Laws 
of Luther College, which were not altered by action of the convention, we find 
ourselves unable to concur in the resolution presented by the Board of Trustees 
of Luther College, calling for the establishment of co-education at Luther Col- 
lesen. 

The president of the college, who together with the two boards, was to make 
the final decision, came to the conclusion that the situation at the college de- 
manded the admission of girls, there being no other source from which increased 
income could be derived, income which in his opinion was imperative if the in- 
stitution was to continue to operate. 

The legality, or perhaps rather the constitutionality of this action has been 
questioned. In order to remove this objection, steps have been taken to amend 
the constitution of Luther College so as to put the admission of young women 
on the same basis as the admission of young men. 

In conformity with the constitution of the College, the Board of Trustees 
passed the proposed amendment and submitted it to the Board of Education. 
which in turn ratified it. The proposed amendment has been published in the 
church papers, and it may now properly come before the convention for fina! 
action. 

The proposed amendment with preamble, as adopted by the Board of Edu- 
cation, on February 1, 1934, is as follows: 

“Whereas, the proposed amendment to the Articles of Incorporation, en- 
dorsing co-education at Luther College, has been before the Board of Education 
for two years of study and consideration; and 

“Whereas, the Board of Education by drastic reorganization and concentra- 
tion of the work at Luther College has tried in vain to decrease expenses and 
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increase income sufficiently to enable the school to balance its budget and thus 
continue its work as a college for men; and 

“Whereas, the president, board of trustees, and nearly the entire faculty of 
the College are of the unanimous opinion that this action is essential to the fu- 
ture welfare of the institution; and 


“Whereas, it is the consensus of opinion of a large body of our church 
people in Iowa that the school as a co-educational institution would be enabled 
to serve adequately its natural constituency in that State, therefore, 

“Be it resolved by the Board of Trustees of Luther College of Decorah, 
Iowa, and the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Amer- 
ica: That Article II of the Articles of Incorporation of Luther College, of 
Decorah, Iowa, be amended to read as follows: 


PURPOSE 


“The purpose of this Corporation is to establish and maintain a Lutheran 
educational institution of collegiate rank at Decorah, Iowa, that shall give young 
men and young women a good Christian college education, and, in particular, 
prepare young men for the study of theology with a view to subsequent service 
in the Christian ministry; provide suitable grounds and buildings therefor; 
engage teachers; provide libraries, apparatus, and equipment; grant academic 
degrees, both honorary and in course; and do all things necessary for the suc- 
cessful conduct of the institution; also to establish and maintain a museum 
in which to collect, preserve, and exhibit articles of present or future historical 
interest or value to the public, especially to people in the United States of 
Norwegian birth or descent.” 


In order that the attitude and action of the Board of Education may be prop- 
erly understood, it should be stated that when this Board decided to reverse its 
original action on this question at its meeting on February 1, 1934, it was not 
that its fundamental conviction in the matter had changed. It had, however, 
in view of the persistent demand for such change at Luther College, come to 
the conclusion that in fairness to all concerned, technical approval should be 
given by the Board to this constitutional change in order that it might properly 
come before the next convention for decision. The Board’s endorsement of this 
proposed amendment, therefore, is not to be looked upon as an expression of 
the conviction on ity part that this change will be to the best interests of Luther 
College and of the Church at large, but rather as a simple enabling act, giving 
the advocates of the change an opportunity to bring the matter before the 
Church for final decision, 


OUR SECONDARY SCHOOLS 


Our secondary schools have carried on courageously in spite of the fact 
that they have received no financial support directly from the Church for nearly 
two years. Their services have continued to be of real value to the Church. 
_ Each one of them is a spiritual powerhouse in its community. 


By means of collections, offerings and special gifts from congregations, so- 
cieties and individuals in their respective territories, they have been able to con- 
tinue to operate throughout the past year. Nevertheless, the mounting indebted- 
ness of these institutions not only handicaps them in their work and develop- 
ment, but becomes a serious problem, viewed in the light of the general finan- 
cial situation in the Church. 


The Board of Education believes it would be the part of wisdom for the 
Church to authorize the Board to make a careful audit of the accounts and finan- 
cial standing of all educational institutions and cause to be printed for distribu- 
tion to pastors and lay members of our Church a statement showing the indi- 
vidual and collective assets, obligations and debts of all kinds resting upon these 
institutions. The Board has no-desire to publish to the world discouraging fig- 
ures about our Church and its schools. Nevertheless, it believes that the mem- 
bership of our Church should know the actual situation, face the facts, and so be 
in a position to take wise action. 
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Proposed Resolutions 
Resolved, that the Church authorizes the Board of Education to obtain in- 
formation from all schools on their indebtedness and general financial status 
and have this printed (not published) in a separate report for distribution within 
the membership of our own Church. 


LUTHERAN NORMAL SCHOOL, MADISON, MINN. 


The Board of Education acknowledges with appreciation the attitude of un- 
derstanding cooperation evidenced by the pastors and congregations of the Lac 
qui Parle Circuit in regard to the future of the Lutheran Normal School at 
Madison. The Board in its recommendation to the Church, has taken cognizance 
of the following resolution: 

“The Lac qui Parle Circuit has considered the matter of the Lutheran Nor- 
mal School, and desires to submit the following suggestions: 

“We still believe that it was the part of wisdom to suspend operation of the 
school in 1932. As things were tending at that time, and have since continued, 
it would undoubtedly have meant running more deeply into debt to have kept 
the school going. 

“Local, as well as general economic conditions have not improved sufficiently, 
we believe, to warrant re-opening the school at present. In fact, the crop failure 
in these parts last year, together with other circumstances, has caused a greater 
money stringency than this territory has known in a very long time. 

“But in spite of the inability at present to re-open and maintain the school, 
there is still a good deal of interest in the possibility of a school at Madison. 
We believe, too, that the Church should not too soon, or too easily give up the 
thought of operating a secondary school in this territory. 

“Therefore we would respectfully suggest that no final decision be made at 
present, or at the coming general meeting of the Church, regarding the future of 
Madison Normal School. In a year or two we might expect that economic con- 
ditions would be more stable, and also that tendencies in the educational field 
generally, and the school policy of our Church in particular might be more 
definitely established, and that it should, therefore, be easier to arrive at an in- 
telligent decision.” 

This institution was temporarily cloged in 1932 by the Board of Education, 
after consultation with the pastors in the immediate territory. The school has 
not been reopened. The Board is not prepared at this time to make recommen- 
dation as to the final disposition of this problem. 

It is self-evident that should the economic conditions of the country in gen- 
eral improve and the drought conditions of western Minnesota cease, then it 
would be very desirable for the Church to have this Academy in operation. 
However, the ownership and care of a considerable number of closed schools 
is fast becoming a burden to the Church. It is, therefore, the judgment of the 
Board that this problem should not be laid over to the next general convention 
for final disposition, but rather be referred to the Board of Education and the 
Board of Trustees of the Church with full power to act. 


Proposed Resolution . 


Whereay Lutheran Normal School has been closed for two years; and 

Whereas, the difficult economic conditions and especially the severe drought 
conditions of western Minnesota make it increasingly improbable that the 
school may reopen; and 

Whereas, the ownership and care of an increasing number of closed schools 
over an indefinite period of time becomes financially burdensome to the Church; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved: That the Board of Trustees of the Church, on 
the recommendation of the Board of Education, be and hereby ig authorized to 
reopen the school if and when it finds such action advisable, or in case this ap- 
pears impossible, then to dispose of the property when and to whom it can ad- 
vantageously do so. 

Resolved: That the Church expresses its appreciation to Prof. A. K. Feroe 
for his long, capable and faithful services as teacher and principal of Lutheran 
Normal School. 
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PACIFIC LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


After an illness which brought him very close to death’s door, Pres. O. A. 
Tingelstad is again in good health and with his usual vigor is taking charge of 
the administration of P. L. C. The Church has reason for deep gratitude to our 
Heavenly Father for sparing the life and restoring to health this faithful serv- 
ant and capable educator within our Church. 

The annual report of the president of P. L. C. indicates that in spite of the 
very difficult times through which the institution has been passing, it has, never- 
theless, made progress toward a permanent solution of its problem. Three cir- 
cumstances would seem to justify this optimistic view: First, the continued good 
attendance at the institution; second, the increased interest and active coopera- 
tion of the Northwest District of the American Lutheran Church and the Colum- 
bia Conference of the Augustana Synod. The officers of these district organiza- 
tions have indicated that there is a growing interest and willingness on the part 
of their respective constituencies to support the work of P. L. C. with greater 
vigor. The general Church bodies referred to are continuing to give regular 
and substantial financial support to the school. Third, the Board of Directors of 
P. L. C. has settled on the policy of cultivating intensely the constituency of the 
school on the Pacific Coast in the interest of student and financial support. 


Resolutions Proposed 


“Resolved: That the convention gives thanks to Almighty God for His mercy 
in restoring to health and to his place of service in the Church, President O. A. 
Tingelstad. May the Lord give him strength and wisdom to carry on his dif- 
ficult and important work. 

“Resolved: That the Church expresses its appreciation to the American Lu- 
theran Church and the Augustana Synod for their interest and generous cooper- 
ation in the maintenance of Pacific Lutheran College.” 


ADJUSTMENTS AND ACTIVITIES 


In conformity with a resolution passed by the general convention in 1932, 
the executive secretary of the Board of Education at the beginning of 1933 also 
took over the duties of the executive secretary of the Board of Elementary 
Christian Education. The secretary has endeavored to divide his time equitably 
between the two boards, according as the work has demanded his services. 

During the year the secretary has traveled a great deal, visiting most of the 
schools of the Church and speaking in numerous places and upon many occa- 
sions in the interest of Christian education, both elementary and higher. He 
hag endeavored to keep before the people of the Church the interests of our 
schools, through the church papers as well as by means of special literature, such 
as folders, pamphlets, posters, and the like. 

The Women’s Missionary Federation has been active in its support of our 
educational work. The thankoffering of this organization has annually been ap- 
propriated for the support of the educational work of the Church. The last 
three years the W. M. F. has cooperated with the Board of Education in a 
church-wide campaign of student solicitation for our schools. Their coopera- 
tion has been of much value and is greatly appreciated by the Board as well as 
by our schools. 


CONTROL OF INDEBTEDNESS ON SCHOOLS 


The indebtedness resting upon the educational institutions of the Church 
as well as the subsidized schools is considerable. There are instances where 
schools that have been compelled to close, have been unable to liquidate the ac- 
cumulated indebtedness. There are schools today where the indebtedness is so 
great that were they to close they would be unable to pay their creditors in full. 

The responsibility for this condition is at times laid at the door of the Board 
of Education. The Board calls the attention of the Church to the fact that 
under the present rules of the Church it does not have adequate power to deal 
decisively with this problem. At present it can only withdraw financial support 
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from subsidized schools and give advice. In case the Church should in any 
sense expect the Board of Education to control or curb the rising tide of in- 
debtedness at our schools, both Church-owned and subsidized, it would of ne- 
cessity have to give to the Board corresponding broad discretionary powers. 

It should be understood that the Board is not seeking added responsibility, 
nor is it asking greater powers. It is merely calling attention to certain condi- 
tions relative to our schools and its relations to them. 


CARE OF CLOSED INSTITUTIONS 


The Board of Trustees of the Church has raised the question ag to how the 
closed institutions of the Church, school property and other institutions are 
to be cared for. There are today a number of such institutions. Their care in- 
volves the repair and maintenance of the buildings and grounds, insurance, the 
Paying of interest on indebtedness as well as liquidation of debt and possible 
disposition of property. 

The Board of Education is of the opinion that its responsibility for any edu- 
cational institution belonging to the Church ceases when the institution is no 
longer in operation as a school. From that time on it becomes a responsibility 
of the Board of Trustees who have charge of the Church’s property. In other 
words, the Board of Education is responsible for the living schools only. 

However, as the insurance and care of these institutions costs the Church 
approximately $5,000.00, and the interest on the debts resting upon them 
amounts to about $4,570.00 annually, the Church should determine how these ex- 
penses are to be met, and budget for them in the proper way. 


THE COMMISSION ON HIGHER EDUCATION 


The Board of Education has taken an active interest in the work of the 
Commission on Higher Education of the American Lutheran Conference. The 
Board believes its work is significant in the educational work of the entire Lu- 
theran Church. Dr. O. H. Pannkoke has assisted the Commission in many ways. 
With characteristic energy and discernment, he has given freely of his time and 
services to the promotion of projects that would advance the cause of Chris- 
tian higher education. 

Through the services of Dr. Pannkoke the Commission was able in the 
spring of 1933 to carry out an intensive publicity campaign in the interest of 
Christian Education throughout the American Lutheran Conference. Through 
his efforts a Lutheran Seminar, representing the schools of our American Lu- 
theran Conference, was organized for study at the University of Chicago last 
summer. The work of this Lutheran group is embodied in a monograph, “Stud- 
ies in Lutheran Higher Education,” and has received much favorable comment 
also outside of the Lutheran Church. 

The Executive Committee of the American Lutheran Conference, as well 
as the presidents of the colleges within the conference, has endorsed this type 
of work and expressed a desire that it may continue. At the present writing, 
Dr. Pannkoke is endeavoring to organize a similar seminar for the coming sum- 
mer to continue at the University of Chicago, the work which has had such 
an auspicious beginning. 

The Board acknowledges with appreciation and gratitude the services ren- 
dered to the cause of Christian Education by Dr. Pannkoke and the men work- 
ing with him. It lends its unqualified support and encouragement to the effort. 


Resolution Recommended 

Whereas, the Commission on Higher Education of the American Lutheran 
Conference, through the services of Dr. O. H. Pannkoke, has been enabled to 
promote a unique method of studying problems pertaining to Lutheran Higher 
Education, and 

Whereas, it has been demonstrated that Dr. Pannkoke possesses the ability 
to organize and the scholarship requisite to properly direct such studies, and 

Whereas, it is deemed highly desirable that these problems should be studied 
and dealt with by Lutheran scholars, therefore 
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Be It Resolved, That the convention expresses its appreciation to the Com- 
mission on Higher Education, and especially to Dr. O. H. Pannkoke, for their 
efforts to solve problems and promote the interests of Christian higher educa- 
tion in the Lutheran Church, and 


Be It Further Resolved, That the Church lends ity endorsement and support 
to a continuation of this type of work and encourages its colleges and other 
schools, as far as possible, to participate in the proposed Lutheran Seminar. 


STUDENT WORK AT STATE SCHOOLS 


Two years ago the Board of Education assumed responsibility for the super- 
vision of religious work among Lutheran students at state schools in this sec- 
tion of the country. Owing to the lack of an appropriation with which to cover ex- 
penses, the Board has been able to do very little in this field. The work that 
has been done has been carried on almost altogether by the local student pas- 
tors. Of these there are between 25 and 30 in the five states: Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Minnesota, North and South Dakota. 


The Church can ill afford longer to neglect this fruitful field of labor among 
her young people. At the state schools located in the states mentioned above, 
it has been estimated that there are more than 4000 Lutheran students of whom 
at least half are from homes of members of our Church, our own flesh and blood. 

The Board of Education is asking the modest appropriation of $1,000.00 to 
carry on Christian work among these 2000 young people of our Church who are 
ieee by problems and temptations inevitable to the youth attending state 
schools. 


EXPIRATION OF BOARD MEMBERSHIP 


The terms of Mr. Joseph G. Norby and Mr. Wm. Ingvoldstad expire at 
this time. The attention of the Committee on Nominations is called to this fact.

Luther Theological Seminary 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

Esteemed Sirs: 

The year which concluded with graduation services on May 27 and May 28, 
again attests God’s mercy and goodness. The Faculty has been at work in full 
force and without interruption save as caused by minor illness. Quick recovery 
has followed all cases of sickness among students; also those requiring surgical 
intervention. 

Dr. Herman Preus of Minneapolis has again directed the Seniors in the re- 
quired one-semester course in practical liturgics. Mr. Alvin Rogness was again 
in charge of speech work until he left at Easter time for his pastorate in Duluth. 
Dr. Bruce, and Dr. Wee again, in addition to regular assignments, have during 
the ‘hi assumed charge of preparatory courses in Greek and Hebrew, respec- 
tively. 

The Student Boarding Club with their matron, Mrs. Sophie Romstad, are 
to be commended for efficient and economical administration in the matter of 
living costs. 

During the last biennium, expenditures for repairs and improvements have 
been held to an extreme minimum. Proper care of the Seminary building and 
residences will not warrant this as a permanent policy. 

A complete catalog and rearrangement of all the books of the Seminary 
library according to an adequate system, is needed badly. So obvious an en- 
couragement to scholarship must not be long neglected.

A policy of far-reaching import was submitted by the Faculty to your Board 
in a resolution of March 1, 1934: 

WHEREAS, during the regular Seminary course it is increasingly difficult 
to obtain the requisite experience in preaching and in Christian work; 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Seminary students shall, as a rule, after 
completing the Middler year, spend a year in church work as assistants to 
designated pastors. 

This resolution to be forwarded to the Church Council and Board of Educa- 
tion and thereupon, if approved, submitted to the General Convention in 1934. 

The approval of your Board has been reported to us. The joint committee 
constituted by a meeting of the Executive Committee of your Board, with the 
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Church Council and the Theological Seminary Faculty, will doubtless report to 
this Convention the findings of our joint meeting, as well as the details of 
that plan, approved by the groups then in joint session. 

Election of Seminary president and of vice-president also occur at this 
Convention.

Luther College 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


The school year 1933-34 has, in general, been a good year at Luther. Con- 
sidering the general conditions in the world, we have so much to be thankful 
for that any expression of gloom would be out of place. 

The faculty has remained intact and has rendered faithful service. This is 
worthy of note in view of the fact that the salary schedule adopted by the 
Church a few years ago is now but a dream. Salaries have been cut and 
adjusted to meet needs and not according to any fixed scale. Teachers with a 
full teaching load have also taken on work in addition to teaching which has 
formerly been done by others. Prof. H. W. Sheel has become Professor Emeri- 
tus and Prof. C. R. Waldeland (B.A., St. Olaf; Ph.D., Wisconsin) has taken 
the place as head of the chemistry department. Prof. Sheel has continued to 
teach one class. Luther and the Church owe Prof. Sheel a deep debt of grati- 
tude for his 45 years of faithful service. To Dr. Waldeland we extend a hearty 
welcome into our circle. Sherman Hoslett and Dean Rollins have been gradu- 
ate assistants in the biology and chemistry departments respectively, and Fris- 
bie Young, a graduate of our Seminary, has assisted in the Christianity 
department and in field work. Dr. O. M. Norlie has returned to the college 
after an absence of five years and has been acting head of the department of 
Christianity, to which he has devoted his full time as teacher. We are happy to 
have him with us again. 

Dr. Knut Gjerset has during the last half of the school year been unable to 
teach. He has been critically ill with pneumonia. Aside from this, his heart 
has not been functioning normally for several years. Upon the advice of the 
doctor, he has asked to be relieved of the responsibility of a regular professor- 
ship. At the end of this school year he will, accordingly, retire to become 
Professor Emeritus. He will. we hope, be able to continue his seminar for the 
more advanced students and to have general supervision of the Museum. Prof. 
Eittreim will assist in the work of the Museum. Dr. Gjerset’s outstanding 
achievements are too many and well known to recite in this brief report. He 
has given his all to Luther.

While this is below normal, it represents a very large increase above the 
attendance in 1917. An attendance of 500 would, no doubt, be financially much 
more profitable 


The health of the students has been uniformly good. We have had a number 
of cases of flu, measles and mumps, one case of inflammatory rheumatism, and 
several operations for appendicitis, but all have made good recoveries. At the 
close of last school year Casimir Benac, a very fine boy from Riverside, Illinois, 
passed away after an operation for appendicitis, bringing sorrow to all who 
knew him. 


We have a splendid student body. With few exceptions, the students have 
conducted themselves well. But more and more we miss the influence of the 
academies. And more and more it is becoming difficult to enforce regulations 
regarding conduct that go beyond the requirements of the home. 
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The musical organizations have had a very good year. Last summer the 
male chorus—Schola Cantorum—made a tour to the west coast, and the Luther 
College Concert Band went by way of La Crosse and Milwaukee to the Century 
of Progress Exposition in Chicago. Splendid reports came back reflecting great 
credit upon the respective directors as well as the students. The good work in 
the field of music has continued throughout the school vear. Tours may mean 
additional expense to the parents but they are no doubt in themselves of great 
educational value to the students as well as an incentive to do good work in 
other fields. 

A number of this year’s graduates stand ready to enter the Seminary in the 
fall. A number of others expect to teach. A placement bureau endeavors to 
place them. While an unusual number of school vacancies have been reported, 
the number of applicants for each position is somewhat discouraging. It is 
gratifying to see the number of graduates who go into the ministry or into 
teaching. Four hundred seventy-nine graduates have become ministers and 
missionaries. Our hope is that whatever professions our graduates may enter 
they will always be workers in and supporters of the Church. 

Through drastic cuts in salaries and wages and strict economy in general, 
an earnest attempt has been made to balance the budget of the college. It 
seems almost impossible to reach this goal. The income from endowment has 
been only $4,437.33. The Church appropriation for the year is $23,000.00. The 
net income from girls of the Decorah Girls’ College is $5,638.75, exceeding the 
net income from endowment by $1,201.42. The income from students is $89,- 
884.14, which is also less than anticipated. The interest on the indebtedness of 
$140,000.00 takes a large part of the available income. If this interest burden 
were taken away, it would seem nearer a possibility to balance our budget. 
Under present circumstances. a larger enrollment has seemed to he the most 
likely avenue of increasing income. Since it has cost us about $21 per new 
student for canvassing, literature, scholarships, etc., and a considerable number 
of girls of this neighborhood are clamoring for admission and would come to 
Luther without any canvassing; it seems logical to admit them as students. 

Co-education is said to have saved other institutions financially and it may 
help Luther. Whether this is to be established or not, it would seem possible to 
eo as far as other schools for men have gone, accommodating the girls particu- 
larlv of the immediate neighborhood. allowine them to take the courses for 
credit without becoming recular members of the student body. To do this it 
has been thought necessary to amend the constitution. The proposed changes 
will be presented to the Church convention for final action. 


LUTHER COLLEGE INDEBTEDNESS 


The creditor banks of Luther College have for some time been pressing for 
a settlement of the loans granted. Unfortunately, there has been no income 
from which to pay these and other loans. Of late the banks have become very 
insistent in their demands for a settlement and the college is comnelled to find 
some way of meeting these obligations. After prolonged consideration, the 
Board of Trustees of Luther College, at a meeting in Minneapolis on the first 
and second of February, 1934, passed the following resolution. which is hereby 
submitted for favorable consideration by the Luther College Corporation: 

Resolved, that the following resolution be presented to the Luther College 
Corporation, at the next Church Convention for its adoption: 

“Whereas, Luther College has certain pressing financial obligations to various 
creditors, and 

“Whereas, due to the economic emergency existing at the present time, it 
has been impossible to refund or refinance the said indebtedness, either through 
banks or by means of private loans, and 

“Whereas, the 1926 endowment fund of Luther College amounts to the sum 
of $343,000.00, of which the sum of $250,000.00 was raised for the specific pur- 
pose of preserving the accredited standing of the College with the North Cen- 
tral Association of Colleges, and the balance of $93,000.00 of said fund is a 
surplus which was raised in addition to the said requirement of $250,000.00, 
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“Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Investment Committee of the 
College is hereby authorized and. directed to deliver to the Board of Trustees 
of Luther College cash, mortgages, or other securities or property in an amount 
not exceeding the surplus portion of the said endowment fund, and that the 
Board of Trustees of Luther College be authorized and directed to use the 
same or so much of it as may be necessary for the purpose of liquidating the 
indebtedness of the College. 

“Be It Further Resolved, That the funds so withdrawn shall be considered a 
loan from said endowment fund to the College, and that the same shall be re- 
paid by Luther College at the earliest possible opportunity.” 

The aim of Luther College is to serve the Church by giving to our students 
a higher education under the influence of the Word of God and Christian teach-. 
ers in the hope that the students will dedicate their lives to the service of God 
and their fellow men, either as pastors or as Christian lay leaders. 

May the Lord grant us grace to be faithful in carrving out of the work 


given us to do.

To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

St. Olaf completes at commencement time in June this year its sixtieth col- 
lege year. Space will permit only a very brief reference to its history. Founded 
by men of the old Synod it later became the College and Seminary of the Anti- 
Missourian Brotherhood. By virtue of the union of 1890 it became the school 
of the Augustana Synod and the Conference as well. In 1900 the College 
Department of the United Church Seminary, the part of Augsburg Seminary 
retained by the United Church, was merged with St. Olaf. In 1917 it became 
one of the colleges of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. The Col- 
lege Department of Red Wing Seminary of Hauges Synod was merged with 
St. Olaf, and in 1932 the Academy and Junior College Departments of Red 
Wing Seminary were transferred, thus completing the merger. Under the name 
of St. Olaf, Norway’s sainted king, has been gathered these sixty years all 
the tendencies and groups that have had a part in the life of the Norwegian 
people in America. Graduates of St. Olaf, now numbering about 3,500, and 
former students are found in every field and activity in which the Church is 
interested. They have gone into the world to serve in the spirit of King Olav’s 
battlecry: 


FRAM, FRAM, CRISTMENN, CROSSMENN. 


All honor to the pioneers who founded and maintained the institutions that 
now are merged in the present St. Olaf. St. Olaf’s history shows that its genius 
has been to unite more or less divergent elements into an effective whole. 


REPORT COVERING THE SCHOOL YEAR 1933-34 


There are sixty-nine members on the faculty, of whom forty-five devote full 
time to teaching, six are part time or emeritus, eight are absent on leave, three 
are departmental assistants, and seven are members of the administration. Of 
those absent on leave three will return the coming year, i.e., Miss Ella Hjertaas 
of the Department of Voice, who has spent the second semester in further study 
in Germany and Norway; Mr. Theodore Jorgenson of the Department of 
Norwegian, who has spent the last three years in graduate study, two years at 
the University of Minnesota and the last year at the University of Oslo; and 
Miss Mabel Shirley of the Department of Physical Education for Women, who 
has spent the past year in graduate study at the University of Iowa. Dr. L. P. 
Qualben of the Department of Religion, who has been a member of the faculty 
since 1918, accepted a call in New York City at the end of the first semester. 
Until further notice he will be carried as absent on leave, as we hope that some 
day he may be able to return to St. Olaf. Mr. Allen L. Meyer of the Depart- 
ment of Economics and Business Administration, Mr. Arthur Solum of the 
Department of Mathematics, who have spent the last year in graduate work 
at the University of Minnesota, and Mr. J. A. Bergh of the Department of 
Music, who has spent the year in further study of theory and piano, will most 
likely continue their graduate studies another year or teach elsewhere. 

The attendance has reached a total of 751, 386 men and 365 women, 722 the 
first semester and 734 the second semester. It is the first time in the history of 
the school that the attendance the second semester has exceeded that of the 
first. The total enrollment is about 25% less than the maximum and is a 
decrease of 7% from that of last year. The smaller attendance is due in the 
main to lack of funds on the part of students. Had it not been for the aid 
extended by the Federal Government and the State of Minnesota the second 
semester, it would have been impossible for at least a hundred students now 
attending to finish the year. The total aid extended in this manner will amount 
to about $7,500 and covers the period from January up to and including the 
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month of June. This method of helping students has succeeded far better than 
many other governmental projects in helping to remedy the unemployment 
situation. It has not only lifted the students out of the ranks of the unemployed, 
but ‘has made it possible for thém to spend their time educating themselves 
along lines that should make them useful members both of Church and State. 
We owe to the government an expression of our appreciation of its willingness 
to help in a difficult time. It is our hope that in the coming year it will assist 
in a still larger way both to relieve the unemployed and to help the young 
people who are ready for college to use their time with profit to themselves and 
others. As the times have become hard there has been an increasing improve- 
ment both in scholarship and conduct. Better results are obtained from the 
educational work of the institutions of the Church at this time than has been the 
case for many years. 

The financial situation has affected not only the students but has brought 
increasing problems to the members of the faculty. In the first place there has 
been a reduction in the number of people employed both on the faculty and 
otherwise. In the second place salaries have been reduced from 15 to 30%. 
St. Olaf was one of the first institutions to take steps along this line. First came 
a reduction of 10%, then a second of 10 to 15%, and in August of last year the 
faculty was informed that no salaries would be guaranteed for the year 1933-34. 
Instead monthly advances would be made as conditions permitted. The highest 
monthly advance so far paid this year has been $150, with one exception of 
$160. Toward the end of the year when we will know the total receipts and 
fixed expenditures an adjustment will have to be made either in increase or 
decrease of the advances made so far. The appropriation from the Church has 
been materially reduced. The income on the endowment has been at a minimum, 
- because the major portion is invested in farm mortgages. The result is that the 
college has to carry a heavier amount of bills receivable than it should. 

The St. Olaf Corporation has carried on its activities, the farms, boarding 
clubs, Book Store, and heating plant successfully and has been able to reduce 
the indebtedness, which rests on the Corpcration mainly because of the building 
of the heating plant some years ago. When the heating plant was built at a 
total cost of $192,000, the understanding was that all the activities in The St. 
Olaf Corporation were to contribute toward paying off the money borrowed. 
It will still take some years before this task is completed, but it is well to know 
that no funds either from the Church or College have been put into the power 
plant and that its ultimate payment will come from the activities now in- 
corporated in The St. Olaf Corporation. 

The Thorson Fund has been administered by Mr. P. O. Holland. The last 
year has been exceedingly difficult because of the almost total failure of crops, 
due to drought and grasshoppers, and the banking situation. So far the fund 
has operated successfully. It is our hope that with a general improvement in 
the financial situation conditions will also improve for the Thorson Fund. It is 
hardly necessary to state that during times like these it has beeen impossible 
to liquidate any of the assets. 

Ever since 1922 the College has conducted the radio station, WCAL, now 
one of the oldest in the country. Its financing is not a part of the college state- 
ment, as we have regarded it as a separate activity maintained by the College for 
the Church. It still carries an indebtedness of approximately $4,000 because of 
the rebuilding of the station some years ago. During the last year a sufficient 
amount of money came in, together with the appropriation of $2,500 from the 
Church, to pay current expenses. Dr. M. Hegland has been very successful this 
year in interesting many of our congregations, ladies’ aids, and individuals in 
contributing to the maintenance of the station. But the indebtedness should alse 
be paid and enough ‘be raised for current expenses so as to eliminate the need of 
an appropriation from the Church. 

A class of approximately 165 will be graduated in June, increasing the total 
number of graduates to approximately 3,500. It has increasingly become diffi- 
cult for the graduates to find positions. The major portion of them in the past 
has gone into teaching and it is our hope that the many friends of the College 
will do what they can to help secure openings for them, whether it be in 
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teaching or along other lines. One of the major purposes of the College is to 
prepare men for the study of theology. Not counting those who ‘have taken 
only a part of their college course at St. Olaf, there have been over 500 of the 
graduates of the College who have taken up the study of theology and are now 
serving either as pastors, missionaries, or teachers in our church schools. Since 
1917 253 graduates from St. Olaf have graduated from or are studying at 
Luther Seminary in St. Paul. Of the class graduating last year the usual 
number took up the study of theology. Practically half of the total number at 
the Seminary comes from St. Olaf. 

A surprising amount of work is being done along religious lines. All students 
in order to graduate must have taken at least 14 credits in Religion, covering 
Bible, Church History, and some advanced courses. In addition there are a 
great number and variety of organizations with religious objectives. Through 
the Student Chest the students make their full contribution to the Lutheran 
Students’ Union for the support of foreign missions and the budget of the 
Church. Contributions for other purposes are made by different organizations. 
Special religious meetings were conducted before the Christmas holidays by 
Rev. A. S. Johnson, Rev. Fredrik Schiotz, Dr. B. M. Christensen and Rev. L. 
M. Stavig. The meetings were well attended by both teachers and students. 

Dr. M. Hegland took part last summer in the Seminar at the University of 
Chicago on the objectives of our Lutheran church colleges. It is our expectation 
that this course will be continued this summer also and that Prof. J. M. Bly will 
represent the College this year. 

The serious problem now confronting the College is that of getting students 
for the coming year. Increasingly we have to face the competition from schools 
belonging to other church bodies and the public institutions. The scholarship 
question has troubled for many years. In reality all scholarships should be 
eliminated, because they constitute a real burden for the schools granting them. 
But it is not possible for any school to act alone. It will have to go with the 
group as a whole. Due to the lack of means it is no longer possible to spend 
as much money in advertising or in sending representatives into the field. More 
and more we shall have to depend on the pastors, graduates, former students 
and friends to get for the college the students it ought to have, those from our 
own church group, students of good character and high scholastic ability. 
Adequate funds are of great importance in a time like this, but securing the 
right type of students from our own congregations is a still more serious 
problem. 


St. Olaf is asking for the coming year for as large an appropriation from 
the Church as it finds it possible to give. It also hopes that the time will soon 
come when a fixed educational policy will make it possible for each of the 
church colleges to settle down to a real program of service. The uncertainties 
surrounding our work today make it very hard to plan in such a way as to 
economize and at the same time give maximum service. We have every reason 
to feel that the Christian colleges have a specific work to do. Never in the 
history of humanity has positive, Christian education been needed as much as 
now. For its own sake the Church must support Christian education. 

The Choir has this year made a tour in the mid-western states and judging 
by the reports that have come, the tour has been very successful. Dr. F. M. 
Christiansen has this year also conducted the band, which was his special work 
when he was called to St. Olaf over thirty years ago. In connection with the 
work along musical lines it is also worthwhile mentioning the beginning of the 
Art Department established a little over a year ago. The Carnegie Corporation 
of New York gave to the College $5,000 for the building of an art studio and 
to help out on the salary of the instructor the first year. 

As a result of the interest in art, Mrs. Inga Remmen of Chicago gave to the 
College a collection of paintings and a bust in memory of her husband, Dr. 
Nils Remmen. The paintings, fifteen in number, have been hung in a room on 
the first floor of the Administration Building and ‘are called the Remmen 
Memorial Collection. The room is used as a study-room by the students and 
the collection adds a great deal to the beauty of the surroundings. The College 
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wishes to express its appreciation of this fine gift. Dr. Remmen was born and 
raised in Goodhue County, Minnesota. He studied a while at St. Olaf and later 
was graduated from Luther College. He had a long and successful career as a 
physician in Chicago. : 

In addition to its initial gift to the Art Department the Carnegie Corporation 
also gave this year a music study equipment set valued at about $2,500 and 
has also given promise of an art teaching set of about the same value. These 
gifts are a real contribution to the work of the College. 

On the 12th and 13th of May the College will have its annual Music Festival. 
Saturday will be devoted to work of especial interest to choir directors. Sunday 
will be a festive day beginning with services at nine in the morning when Rey. 
Philip Dybvig of Stevens Point, Wisconsin, will preach. 

At commencement, June 2 to 5, the College celebrates the completion of its 
sixtieth school year. A program beginning Saturday evening, June 2, and 
closing with commencement exercises on Tuesday, June 5, has been arranged. 
Many of those who expect to attend the annual meeting of the Church will find 
it possible to stop at St. Olaf for the anniversary and commencement exercises. 

Since the last meeting of the Corporation two of the men who have served 
as Trustees of St. Olaf have died. Mr. O. O. Erling, who was member and 
President of the Board for many years, died March 7, 1933. Mr. P. B. Hong, 
who had served only a few years, died on July 4, 1933. We wish to express 
our appreciation of the services these men have given to St. Olaf and the cause 
of higher education. Their positions on the Board of Trustees of St. Olaf were 
only incidental to their work as Trustees of the Church. They gave of their 
time and means and God has blessed their work. In the election of Trustees 
one member should be elected to complete the term of Mr. P. B. Hong which 
expires in 1938. Then there are three whose terms expire this year, those of 
Messrs. Erling, Nasby and Norby. Unless the motion submitted later in this 


report is adopted, election will have to take place to fill the terms expiring in 
1940. 


The Board of Trustees of St. Olaf College, with the approval of the Boards 
of Trustees and Education of the Church, recommends that a change be made 
in the Articles of Incorporation of St. Olaf College. The present Articles call 
for an election of five members of the Board of Trustees of the Church and 
four members of the Board of Education as Trustees of St. Olaf College. This 
interlocking of Boards has made it almost impossible for the Board of Trustees 
of St. Olaf College to function properly. The Board of Trustees of St. Olaf 
College, therefore, submits the following resolution for adoption at the meeting 
of the Corporation known as St. Olaf College and also submits the resignations 
of its respective members so that election may take place in accord with the 
proposed amendment: 


“Be It Resolved, That the Articles of Incorporation of St. Olaf College as 
now in force and effect be amended as follows: By striking out the first five 
sentences of Article V, entitled ‘Management,’ and by inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: 


“The management of the business and affairs of the corporation and the 
supervision of the curriculum and instruction of the College shall be vested in 
a Board of Trustees. The Board shall consist of not less than nine nor more 
than fifteen members, including the President and the Director of Finances of 
the College, who shall be ex-officio members. The number of Trustees shall be 
determined from time to time by resolution adopted by the members of the 
Corporation at a biennial meeting. The members of the Board of Trustees 
shall be pastors of The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America or members of 
congregations belonging to The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and 
shall be elected by the members of the Corporation for a term of six years. 
Each Trustee shall hold office until his successor Trustee has been duly elected 
and has qualified. Not less than three nor more than five Trustees shall be 
elected every even numbered year, at the meeting of the Corporation, excepting 
that additional Trustees may be elected to fill vacancies, and excepting that of 
the Trustees first elected after the adoption of this amendment, one third of 
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the membership of the Board shall be elected for a term of two years, one 
third for a term of four years, and one third for a term of six years. 

“Be It Further Resolved, That the following be added to the Articles of 
Incorporation of St. Olaf College as an amendment, and be entitled ‘Article 
VIII, Amendments’: 

“These Articles of Incorporation may be amended at a meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Corporation by a majority vote of those present and voting, provided 
that the amendment has been read at the last preceding meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Corporation, or has been approved by the Board of Trustees of St. 
Olaf College, and published in the official papers of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America at least three months in advance of such meeting. 

“Be It Finally Resolved, That the Chairman and the Secretary of the Cor- 
poration ‘be authorized and directed to cause the said Amendments to the 
Articles of Incorporation of St. Olaf College to be embodied in a proper 
certificate and filed and recorded as provided by law.”

To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, 
Minneapolis, Minnesota 
Gentlemen: 

I hereby respectfully submit my report covering the forty-second academic 
year of Concordia College, Moorhead, Minnesota. 

During the present college year the faculty and students have co-operated 
wholeheartedly in the various academic and spiritual activities on our campus. 
The faculty has willingly accepted added duties this year, owing to the elimina- 
tion of three instructors. The decreased income from the Church has been 
partially offset by an increased income from the endowment fund. By exercis- 
ing the strictest economy and by reducing salaries, the college was able to 
balance its budget for’the fiscal year ending June 30, 1933. The college enroll- 
ment has been maintained throughout the depression with an increase in attend- 
ance for the present college year. The attendance for 1933-34 was 434. Health 
conditions have been good. 

The various student organizations have done commendable work. Worthy 
of special mention is the distinction which was given the college band in repre- 
senting the Kingdom of Norway (under Kongen’s beskyttelse) at the Century 
of Progress Exposition in Chicago last summer. The forensic department was 
given special recognition this year when the National Pi Kappa Delta Forensic 
Fraternity voted Concordia College membership in this organization. 

On account of illness, Rev. Carl B. Ylvisaker was given a year’s leave of 
absence. His classes have been instructed by Rev. Clarence Hanson and Prof. 
C. E. Bale during the first semester and by Mr. Christian K. Preus during the 
second semester. 


In the fall of 1933, Mr. O. L. Jenson of Harvey, North Dakota, gave to 
Concordia College his splendid, well-improved farm consisting of 1,380 acres, 
located near Harvey. At about the same time, Mr. Martin Miller of Nome, 
North Dakota, presented the college with a gift of a $1,000 farm.morteage. 
We express our sincere appreciation to these friends for their splendid gifts to 
our institution. God bless the gifts and the givers. 

Several circuit organizations of the W. M. F. in North Dakota and Northern 
Minnesota districts have raised $75.00 scholarships to be presented to some 
freshman attending Concordia College. Other circuits are planning to follow 
this example for the next school year. We are eratefil to these organizations 
not only for this material support, but especially for the encouracement which 
they have given us. 

Commencement exercises will be held June 3 and 4. Dr. Carl M. Weswig 
will deliver the baccalaureate sermon and Dr. N. Astrup Larsen will deliver 
the commencement address. Seventy-four seniors will receive the Bachelor of 
Arts degree and three Bachelor of Music degrees will be granted. 

The Concordia Conservatory in Fareo, North Dakota, has enioyed a success- 
ful year. under the direction of Mrs. David Stoeve. The attendance has again 
increased this year and the institution continues to gain recognition in musical 
circles. The attention of our people should be called to this institution. where 
our young people may obtain a superior musical trainine at a reasonable cost. 
Three graduates will this year receive the Bachelor of Music degree. The 
enrollment is 493 this year. 


If the Church is to maintain its college in the Northwest the income for 
conducting the college must be increased. In 1928 the Church appronriated to 
Concordia $31,610.00. This year the appropriation was $16 933.00, yet the enroll- 
ment and expenses were practicallv the same as in 1928. The present economies 
jeopardize the accreditation of the college and place an unwarranted burden 
on the faculty and administration. If the appropriation from the Church for 
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the riext biennium is not sufficient to cover the most necessary expenses, the 
problem must be laid before the college corporation for its decision. 

As we look back upon the trying experiences of the past years, we do so 
with gratitude to God for His sustaining grace and loving kindnesses toward 
us as individuals and as an institution. Day by day “His grace has been suffi- 
ciefit unto us.” We, likewise, acknowledge with gratitude the interest of our 
many friénds in our institution, which has given us courage and encouragement 
to “carry on.” For the fruits which have crowned our labors we say, SOLI 
DEO GLORIA.

The year 1933-34 has been a successful year in spite of many adverse condi- 
tions. Our student enrollment tor the year very nearly approaches the high 
mark of the previous school year in spite ot the crop failures which confronted 
many areas. Ihe steady growth ot the college since its organization as a 
liberal arts college in 1921 has amply demonstrated the wisdom of establishing 
a four year liberal arts college in this territory. ln 1923 the college boasted ot 
its first graduate from the tour year college course. Today Augustana ranks 
as the largest denominational institution in the state. 

The year has been one of progress in many lines of student endeavor, 
particularly in the fields of forensics, journalism, athletics, and music. In sev- 
eral instances Augustana representatives have won national recognition. While 
the achievements in the extra-curricular endeavors are not the prime interest 
of the college, they nevertheless are indicative of a spirit of vigor and enthusi- 
asm which is worthy of commendation. 

An excellent spirit has prevailed in the faculty. Salary cuts and delayed 
payments have placed heavy financial burdens on many who have labored 
faithfully in the service of the Church. However, the faculty members have 
accepted these sacrifices with cheerfulness. This spirit of willingness to be 
identified with the trials and tribulations of our people has in a large measure 
made it possible for the college to carry on its work without any damaging 
curtailment of its program. 

In January of this year Augustana joined with the other denominational 
colleges of the state in making an appeal for financial help from the Homestake 
Mining Company of Lead, South Dakota. The Homestake Mining Company 
responded to this appeal by donating $10,000 to each of the five denominational 
colleges of the state with the condition attached that the colleges should match 
the gift by a subscription of equal amount. Up to date the college has received 
one-fourth of the amount offered. It is hoped that the friends of Augustana 
will respond to this challenge and thus enable the institution to secure the 
remainder of this proffered gift. 

A year ago the office of dean of the college was created. Prof. M. L. Cole 
was appointed to the office. The purpose of this new administrative set-up was 
to make possible a more vital contact between faculty and students. This year 
the work of the dean of the college has been considerably expanded. A definite 
personnel program has been attempted. The success of this program has been 
gratifying and is encouraging us to put more emphasis on this type of work. 

The immediate need of the institution is the completion of the gym-chapel. 
The steel work and stone trimmings necessary to complete the building have 
all been purchased at considerable saving. It is estimated that from ten to 
fifteen thousand dollars is all that is necessary to complete the building. In 
view of the fact that many temporary but expensive repairs must be made if 
the building cannot be completed this year, every effort should be made to at 
least complete the outer shell of the building. The gym-chapel is a dire need. 
No other room on the campus is large enough to take care of the general 
convocations and other student activities. 

The religious interest of the students has on the whole been very good. 
This year Prof. H. J. Stolee from the L. B. I. conducted a series of Bible 
conferences. Intense interest was manifested in the L. S. U. convention which 
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was held this winter at Augustana. We are cognizant of the challenge we face 
to make Christ more real to the young men and women with whom we come 


in contact. 


We return thanks to our heavenly father for His many blessings both tem- 


poral and spiritual. 


We have, in a remarkable degree, experienced His near- 


ness in the problems and possibilities which the present situation has placed 


before us.

REPORT FROM THE BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS AND CHURCH 
EXTENSION 


Our Lord and Master, on the Mount of Ascension, summed up the work 
that He commands us to do in the discipling of all nations. This command 
cannot be applied to one particular branch of the work of our Church. To make 
disciples in His name by means of baptizing and teaching is the work of the 
Church, of His disciples in every century and in every land where there are 
souls to be saved. This command is to be made effective in loving obedience in 
the distant lands where the foreign missions seek to carry out the mandate. It 
is to be applied here at home, in the pulpit, in the confessional, in the school, in 
the home, that disciples are to be made in His name and by means of His power 
and grace. Only in so far as we obey the command can we be assured of the 
promise that He will be with us. We have no right to call upon the Lord and 
trust to His gracious pesence unless we obediently and faithfully carry out the 
command upon which He has predicated His presence: His presence is in an 
obedient Church, a working Church, in a discipleship which looks at the work 
through His eyes and thinks of it with His thoughts. The promise should 
urge us on in Home Mission work, in making disciples, whether we do it on 
a passenger train saying to a man “What readest thou?” or we stand in the 
pulpit in a Mission Church and proclaim the Gospel, or we teach a class in 
Sunday school; all of it should be the carrying out of that divine mission that 
disciples shall be made for Him. This is what our Church has striven to do 
during the year 1933. This is the reason that money has been raised to the 
amount of $186,410.88 and that 224 Home Mission pastors have been kept in the 
different fields of labor. This was the motive that kept the different institu- 
tional activities operating. In our Home Mission was expressed the hope and 
prayer that by means of these efforts the multitude of His disciples might be 
increased and that which is lost might be saved. 
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DISTRICT HOME MISSIONS 


This activity should be placed first in our considerations. 


The Department 


of Home Missions has supported the home missionary work in the nine districts 
for 1933 to the total sum of $103,555.75. This amount of money has been 


divided as follows: 


EASTERN DISTRICT

When we compare the amount of money expended for this work today with 
that of some years back we may wonder whether we are able to do any mission 
work today. Strangely enough, from the different districts is reported that the 
work is being carried on as vigorously as during the days of greater District 
Home Mission incomes. True, many a Home Mission pastor has had to deny 
himself and his family in order that the work might go on, but the great com- 
mission is the thing. It must resound and if men are made of the stuff today 
that our pioneer fathers were 50 to 75 years ago, God will in His gracious way, 
bless these very men and women who today are taking the brunt of the battle 
on the Home Mission front. 

The Home Mission field today is no place for a weakling; it is no place to 
send someone that needs a call or that cannot get a call except by the authority 
of a committee. The army of the Lord of Hosts on the mission front needs 
men of the caliber and training who by His Spirit will rise to become captains 
of the host in Israel’s army. 

We thank God for our Home Mission pastors. They have seen the “coming of 
the Lord” in their scattered congregations as well as in the crowded city streets. 
Every District President, every true friend of Home Missions should never 
close his eyes in sleep before he has offered intercessory prayer for our host of 
Home Mission workers. We dare not forget them! We must lift up their arms 
before God! 

This year will not permit any expansion of the work., The amount expended 
for the various districts, with very little change, must be kept’ about the same. 
We know not what conditions we will face financially during the coming year. 
There is no need to indulge in fine words. Our Lord Himself said that “He 
who builds the tower first sits down and counts the cost.’ There has possibly 
been too much tower-building and too little cost-accounting in the days that 
have gone. It is better today to do a particular piece of mission work well, 
intensively, than to spread out over a lot of territory and then gradually recede 
again as we have done in different places. These times call upon every official, 
District, Mission Committee and Board for a serious and critical self-examina- 
tion of the responsibility that they are charged with. 


NEW POSSIBILITIES 


Government policies as being carried out through the Department of 
Interior may affect even our Home Mission work and policy. The removing of 
marginal lands from cultivation may mean that a number of our people may 
be forced to move from their land and turn it back to the Government and be 
given homes in other parts of the country. It means that there must be an 
intelligent and careful watch kept of this movement so that we may not lose, 
in these migrations, the results of years'of Home Mission work. 

One example—The Government is moving people by the hundreds of families 
from all over the United States to the Tennessee Valley project. A new area of 
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population will be created by Government regulation in that part of the country. 
It will draw from many sources and may mean a change of front as far as some 
of our mission work is concerned. 

A project in our own midst that will be gathering upwards of 5,000 people is 
the Fort Peck Dam, south of Glasgow, Montana. The Government project to 
dam up the Missouri River means the taking over of a great many farms in that 
valley. It also means the living together of 5,000 people for possibly five years. 
Many of these will be our people. Are we ready to meet such a challenge? Are 
we ready to go in with the right type of men and with the money needed to 
carry on church and Sunday school work—to keep the Christian morale at its 
best when such a high pressure project is being carried on? Even our city 
congregations may face changes in the movement to remove many families 
from the cities and put them back on the land. These are but a few of the 
straws that indicate where the wind is blowing. May God give us hearts and 
minds that will burn within us for our people and for His cause during these 
times. 


MISSION CONFERENCES 


Through Home Mission conferences, missionary appeals and personal con- 
tacts our self-supporting congregations must be made Home Mission minded. 
There is possibly not a single congregation in our Church that has not somewhat 
of a Home Mission field under the very shadow of its steeple. Our largest 
Home Mission field today is within striking distance of many of our large self- 
supporting city and rural churches. Possibly too much has been taken for 
granted. We have looked upon Home Mission work as the request from little 
new and struggling congregations in new territories. There must be an intense 
drive to gather that which we have in our own hand, otherwise the trunk and 
the roots of the tree will be wrecked. We are possibly suffering today from 
lack of Home Mission income because we have not done enough Home Mission 
work in our older territories in charging our Church with that spirit that will 
bring men out as witnesses who have been with Him, to bring in many to the 
banquet feast. 

Certain parts of our fields are entitled to a serious and honest study by the 
Board and others who are charged with the Home Mission responsibility. There 
are possibly places where it was hoped that self-supporting congregations would 
eventually be established. It has, however, in some such congregations become 
evident that there is not only a lack of growth but a gradual decrease in mem- 
bership. It makes no difference whether the cause is no crops or other calamities 
if this is repeated year after year and results in the removal of those who have 
been the stock and strength of these congregations. It calls for something more 
than simply commiseration and anxiety. We can hardly justify the use of Home 
Mission money where there are no possibilities for building permanent and 
lasting congregations. That must be carried on under a different heading. It 
may be charity to help some struggling settlements but it can scarcely be called 
Home Mission work, in the sense that we are used to it. Such territories will 
have to be visited by circuit riders and itinerant missionaries, but to continue 
resident pastors at starvation salaries in scattered quarters js hardly justifiable 
and will not build for the future. Home missions means the seeking of fields 
and the taking on of work that has a future and is expected to grow. 


CHURCH EXTENSION 


One of the activities that dovetail with the regular Home Mission work is 
the Church Extension activity. This should be a liquid and easily used fund. 
Money should be coming back each month on payments to be used in new 
places. When we consider that the interest charged (by resolution of the Church 
on recommendation of the Board) is only 1% a year for five years, it ought to 
be a sacred trust for any congregation to receive this kind of help. The finan- 
cial status shows that out of a fund of $362,970.00 which we are supposed to 
have had Dec. 31, 1932, 22 congregations have repaid loans to the amount of 
$4,264.93 during the year and the total amount of interest received was only 
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$1,256.76. There must be something wrong in the attitude of the congregations 
that keep Church Extension loans for years without repayment. 

There is no need of asking.our Church for more money for Church Exten- 
sion. $365,000.00 should be enough as a revolving fund. If one-fifth of that 
came back every year it would mean approximately $70,000.00 that could be 
put into new energies each year. The Board may feel compelled to present a 
complete report of these congregations at a later convention. The problem is 
not to ask for more money but that an attempt be made to help the congrega- 
tions who have had this money for years with a refinancing of their financial 
obligations so that they can begin a monthly. pay-off to the Church Extension 
Fund. 


The few small loans that have been granted since January first have been 
with the special provision that beginning with January first of the following. 
year, such loans should be paid back in monthly payments with interest at 1%. 
Last year the few loans granted did not exceed more than $1,000 each and 
most of them were $500.00 or less. This would give an amortization practically 
by the time the five years were up. 


BETHANY INDIAN MISSION 


The recommendations from the Home Mission Board are submitted to the 
Church for consideration and action. These, together with the complete report 
of the committee appointed by the Home Mission Board to consider this matter, 
are appended to this report. 


SEAMEN’S MISSIONS 


The work among the seamen has been carried on at Ketchikan, Vancouver, 
Seattle, San Francisco and East Boston. The reports from these institutions and 
activities are appended to this report. As to the future policy of the Seamen’s 
Missions, it should be our thought to gradually turn these missions over to the 
Norwegian Seamen’s Society as most of these men are citizens of Scandinavian 
countries. If we are to continue Seamen’s Missions as Home Mission work we 
should do that for the men in the navy, and merchant marines of our own 
nation and country. This, of course, cannot be accomplished i in a day. This is a 
matter of policy and should be definitely determined. 


At its last meeting the Home Mission Board passed the following resolution 
with regard to the Seamen’s Mission at San Francisco, California: “In view of 
the curtailed budget and the large number of students at our Seminary without 
calls, and the many unoccupied mission fields; and in view of the fact that there 
is no property to be taken into consideration, and also in view of the fact that 
the Norwegian Seamen’s Mission has no station on the West Coast, an attempt 
should be made to have the Norwegian Seamen’s Mission (Norway) take over 
the Mission. If this plan does not carry through, serious coisideration should 
be taken by the Home Mission Board for the discontinuation of the Mission. 
Under all circumstances, the Home Mission Board should be given authority to 
discontinue this Mission if in their judgment the cause of Home Missions is 
best served by such decision.” 


On the first of January this year, the Rev. E. B. Slettedah! discontinued his 
work as Superintendent of the Seamen’s Mission at Seattle. He has been in 
charge of this mission since its beginning in 1917 and has carried on a great 
work among the sea-faring men. Through his initiative, a building and reading- 
room have been secured where devotional meetings are constantly held for the 
sailors and sea-faring men. Many will remember Rey. Slettedahl and his work 
with gratitude to God for what he did for them, not only physically but also 
spiritually in leading them back to their Savior and their God. 

The Galveston Mission has been closed. The opening of the sea-going canal 
to Houston, Texas, has gradually diminished the importance of this particular 
place. The property has been taken over by Clifton College to realize what they 
can out of it because our Church people living in the Clifton College ter- 
ritory have been the largest supporters of this mission, 
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NORWAY HOUSE, IMMIGRANT MISSION 


The Norway House is an institution that has caused considerable worry and 
quite an expenditure of money. Rey. R. O. Aase, the last superintendent, died 
last year. The question then came as to how the work should be carried on. 
President Green met in conference with our church people there as to what 
procedure should be taken. At the beginning of this year the Board was com- 
pelled to send in a considerable amount of money to this institution to pay 
for interest, insurance and other bills that were past due, to the amount of 
$2,449.00. 

The Articles of Incorporation and the plan for conducting the mission has 
been considered by the Home Mission Board and the Board of Trustees and 
approved by them. The Women’s Missionary Federation of the Atlantic Circuit 
will conduct a Hospice in the building and at the same time the Immigrant 
Mission be carried on until the property is sold or other changes effected. 

The present expenses to the Church will approximately be the payment of 
the salary of the superintendent of the Immigrant Mission which is about $600.00 
a year and the interest on the second mortgage loan which the Church advanced 
the Home Mission Board when this property was purchased, which amounts 
‘to $1,705.52. The amount advanced by the Church on behalf of Home Missions 
in the Norway House is $35,149.12. The first mortgage held by the Bank in 
Brooklyn is $17,000.00. 

Of course, as owners of the property we must understand that in the last 
analysis any larger repairs or expenses made will be charged against us. It is 
necessary to have a corporation in the state of New York to hold the property 
on our behalf in order that we may be exempt from taxes. This committee 
consists of seven members, all of them from our congregations in the Manhattan 
area. They will make every effort to carry on the work. They are entitled to 
our hearty support and encouragement in their undertaking of this difficult task. 


ESKIMO MISSION 


A blessed and good work has been carried on at Teller, Igloo, and Shish- 
maref, Alaska. Mr. and Mrs. Jesse B. Olson are now coming home. The Board 
of Home Missions decided to call Rev. O. E. Skavlan as Mr. Olson’s successor 
with the understanding that his daughter who will be a graduate nurse and also 
his wife accompany him to the Teller mission. The customary salary of $500.00 
a year for the family, the necessary food and fuel will be given. In addition, 
traveling expenses to the station and return will be paid, provided the missionary 
stays approximately four years. 

Miss Helen C. Frost has signified her willingness to continue another year, 
although she carries on the work at Igloo alone. The Board is deeply grateful 
to her for her service and sacrifice. 

At Shishmaref we have placed one of last year’s graduates from the Seminary, 
Rev. Edson G. Hartje. He, together with his wife, has taken up this work. 
This station is being supported by the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation. 

While our thoughts are turned to the missionary work in Alaska, it would 
be well to remember that out of the total white population of 60,000 (Eskimo 
population of approximately 16,000) 24% of white population are of Norwegian 
extraction and another 14% or 15% of Swedish; in other words, at least one- 
third of the population is proportionately Scandinavian Lutheran. Sometime 
attention should be given to a visit and at least a general survey of the field as 
to the use of itinerant preachers and circuit riders with a possible station in Fair- 
banks and one or two other leading centers to take care of our people in Alaska. 

It might be a question if Alaska should be set off as a missionary circuit 
or conference with special arrangements as to its relation to the Board and 
future work. It should be remembered that our Church is carrying on work 
in Southern Alaska among the sailors and sea-faring men, through the work at 
the Ketchikan station. There is a pastor located there as well as at Petersburg. 
Statements are made from time to time that the Norwegian Lutheran Church is 
doing nothing for the sailors and seamen off the coast of Alaska. Records show 
that sizeable sums are spent from year to year for this mission work, 
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DEAF AND BLIND MISSION 


The Deaf and’ Blind Mission has been carried on by Rev. H. O. Bjorlie and 
this year they are concluding their 35th anniversary. The present pastor has 
been in that field for fifteen years. We wish to express to Rev. Bjorlie our deep 
appreciation for having made it possible for our Church to carry on the work 
of the Lord among those who are deaf, dumb, and blind. His brief report is 
appended to this message. 


EVANGELISTS 


Rey. T. Tjornhom and Mr. E. L. Scotvold have been in full time service 
under the direction of this office, while Rev. H. N. Rénning and Mr. K. O. 
Lokken have also done evangelistic work, depending upon incidental opportuni- 
ties given them for their expenses and living. There seems to be a kindly recep- 
tion and desire for this type of work among our people. Many are asking for 
the time of these men and we would do well in at least continuing two evan- 
gelists in the future. 

In addition, there is a field for Evangelistic work where pastors and lay-men 
might go out, two and two, for a short time in neighboring territories and assist 
those who invite them. Some may have the gift of song, others the gift of 
speech. If such could travel together they might do a blessed work in. these 
times of unrest and difficulty. The Evangelists’ reports are also submitted for 


your consideration. 
BOOK MISSION 


The Home Mission Board has also been a-partner in the work of the Book 
Mission, and this work has its lasting and blessed values. The Board decided at 
its last meeting, to use $135.00 to assist in publishing another 10,000 copies of 
Luther’s Catechism. 


AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


The Board of Home Missions heartily endorses the work of the American 
Bible Society and asks God’s blessing to rest upon the work of this Society in 
spreading the Scriptures among all people. The Board voted to continue its 
appropriation to the American Bible Society as a work which is necessary in 
the Home Mission cause. 


WILLS AND LEGACIES 


The Board remembers with deep gratitude the men and women who have 
remembered the cause of Home Missions in their last will and testament. Since 
the last General Convention, the following have willed different amounts to the 
work of Home Missions:

IN MEMORIAM 


Since the last General Convention, the Rev. A. O. Johnson, for many years 
chairman of the Board, passed away at his home in Spring Grove, Minnesota. 
He was an earnest and whole-hearted champion in the cause of Home Missions 
as well as all the work of our Church, and the Board remembers with gratitude 
to God, the contribution of his life and work to this cause. Rev. Otto Mostrom 
of Zumbrota, Minnesota, was elected to fill his place until the present Conven- 
tion. : 


Since the first of January the direction of the Home Mission office has been 
under the care of the General President. At that time, Dr. C. S. B. Hoel discon- 
tinued his work as Executive Secretary and took up the work as Superintendent 
of the Seamen’s Mission at Seattle. He will be missed by all the Home Mission 
friends and workers as a man who for sixteen years was the moving power in 
this Board. The Board remembers him with gratitude and asks God’s blessing 
to be with him in the years to come. iY 
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Beginning with the first of the year the District Home Mission CommMttees 
have been allocated a definite sum for use in their Districts and are responsible 
for the conduct of the work of Home Missions within their territory. The 
District Home Mission Committees will report to the Home Mission Board and 
the District Conventions from time to time. It is the intention of the Board to 
give the District Home Mission Committees full responsibility and free hands to 
conduct the work of Home Missions in their district as far as possible and 
that the Home Mission Board and the Home Mission office act to coordinate the 
activities of the different Districts and supervise the work so that the mandate 
of the Church may be carried out. 


In view of the present needs on the Mission fields in the various Districts 
and the limited amount of money received for Home Missions, it is the request 
of the Board that the General President continue to care for this office for the 
present as this arrangement will release additional funds for work in the re- 
spective fields. 


In submitting this report the Board of Home Missions gives humble and sin- 
cere thanks to Almighty God that He has used our efforts in the work of His 
Kingdom. It is our sincere hope and prayer that all the work done by our 
Home Mission may be carried out in such a way that the benediction and 
blessing of our Lord may ever rest upon it. The Board wishes to express to 
all the workers in our Home Mission activity, whether in mission congregations 
or in institutions, its deep and warm gratitude for the cooperation and under- 
standing it has received from all of them during the past year. To our people, 
congregations and pastors who have remembered this work in their giving and 
in their praying, we express our sincere thanks.

NORWEGIAN SEAMEN’S MISSION, E. BOSTON, MASS. 


Idet jeg idag sender rapport for aaret 1933 er det med tak til Gud for hans 
naade mot os i det henrundne aar, og med tak til Board of Home Missions som 
gjennem sin eksekutivsekreter, dr. Hoel, og biskop for det Qstre Distrikt, 
pastor J. M. Green, stdéttet og opmuntret os i denne gjerning og arbeide for det 
-norske sj¢folk. 

Det henrundne aar var et vanskelig aar for den sjdfarende ungdom som for 
vor mission idet der stilledes store krav til os og det netop i tider da vi saa 
litet kunde gjgre. Hittil har dog Herren hjulpet! 

7,247 sjégutter ngd godt av vor mission sidste aar, mens 3,610 var tilstede 
ved de forskjellige gudstjenester og tilstelninger. 83 skibe fik besdk av presten, 
som under sine bes¢k ombord utdelte kristelige blade og litteratur. I flere til- 
feelder fandt jeg at Christian Science hadde avlagt skibet bes¢k og efterlatt sig 
lesning i det norske sprog, saa mine besgk ombord blev som en motvegt. I 
aarets 1¢p avla jeg 215 sykebesgk hvorav flere var til sjdgutter paa hospitalene. 
Flere norske sjégutter som av immigrationen var tat til videre forsendelse til 
Norge blev i flere tilfeelder av autoritetene overlatt i min varetegt, for av mig 
senere at anbringes i arbeide paa skibene, og selvfglgelig var disse ungdommer 
presten meget taknemmelig .for dette Idft. Andre som skulde og maatte sendes 
fra landet blev git halvbrukte kler og sko saa de vilde se anstendige ut ved 
ankomsten til Norge. 
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Men det at vi anstrengte os at vere til hjelp hvor det trengtes, gjorde at 
sjgfolket paa skibene og iland samlet sig om vor mission med forstaaelse og 
velvilje, og gjorde arbeidet lettere ved indbyrdes disciplin sig imellem. 

Der holdtes 70 gudstjenester og festlige sammenkomster i aarets Ip ved 
siden av 80 ekstra sammenkomster i menigheten av foreninger hvor sjdéfolket 
tok del. I den varme sommertid hadde vi utflugter for mandskapet fra skibene, 
ut til “Camp Norge,” et litet stykke land ute i skogen 23 mil fra byen, ner en 
indsjg. Her samledes sj¢folket til andagt og hygge og glede baade ute paa 
vandet og i skogen. Slike utflugter satte de unge stor pris paa. Jeg fik ofte 
hgre at der var ogsaa et andet sted i verden, nemlig i Buenos Aires, S. Amerika, 
hvor presten gjorde det samme, hvor pastor Nilsen, nu i Sjanghai, altid tok 
mandskapene ut i den frie natur, og der samlet dem om Guds ord! 

Men nu i den kolde vinter er den koselige mission et kjert sted for de som 
séker arbeide. 225 sjgégutter har gjennem missionen faat arbeide ombord i 
skibene. De sidste 3 maaneder av sidste aar gav vi de sultne gutter litt mat 
en gang for dagen, men gj¢@r saa litet som mulig av dette, dels fordi missionen 
ikke er financielt sterk nok til slike utgifter som dog for det meste har gaat ut 
av min egen lille 1gn, dels gjaldt det at tvinge guttene ut i arbeide, at ta hvad 
de kunde faa i retning av jobs. 

Like under jul fik vi kirkens underetage, leseverelse og forsamlingslokale 
oppudset for uhyre billig pris, da vi anvendte sjégutter til dette arbeide, saa 
lokalene ser nu rene og pene ut, og alt gir et godt indtryk. Vi mottok 400 smaa- 
pakker til utdeling under julefesten. Disse pakker blev alle utdelte, og det blev 
ikke nok, 3 norske skib kom ind denne uke og guttene bad om pakker, men der 
var intet for dem. Det er merkelig hvor den unge sjégut setter pris paa en 
julepakke selv om det ikke er av saa megen verdi! Idet vi ser tilbake over det 
henrundne aar er det med tak til Gud for hans naade!

SEATTLE SEAMEN’S MISSION 
Report for 1933 


With thanks to the friends who have supported the Seamen’s Mission with 
tneir prayers and gifts, I wish to give the tollowing report of our work. 

It has been an especially busy and fruitful year of activity and God has 
been very present with His Spirit and Grace, both in the material as well as the 
Spiritual phase of our work. Souls have been won for God and Christian life 
nurtured. : 

We have had a very blessed Christmas season. Between three and four 
hundred seamen were present Christmas Eve, and after the singing of Christmas 
carols together with the reading of the Christmas Gospel, presents were 
distributed and refreshments served. On Christmas Day about the same number 
attended services at the Mission, after which they were served with turkey 
dinner provided by the Mission, at two of Seattle’s restaurants. In all, about. 
five hundred gifts have been distributed. 

Special thanks must be given the many friends who also this year so gener- 
ously supported the Mission with money and Christmas gifts; acknowledgment 
for which has been sent each individual donor. 

The past year 170,000 men have visited the Mission reading room. 16,446 
letters and packages have been received, out of which, 1,513 letters have been 
forwarded to various points. This does not include the office correspondence. 

Seventeen missing seamen have been located and brought in contact with 
their relatives. Many visits have been made aboard the ships and at the hospi- 
tals. 

For more than five months of the year free instruction in English was given, 
and classes conducted twice a week. 

Several thousand dollars have been spent to help sick and needy seamen. 
A full report, of which copies are sent both to the Seattle Community Fund and 
the Church Headquarters in Minneapolis, is verified by the auditor appointed by 
the local committee. 
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Two hundred fifty services have been held with a total attendance of 15,600, 
which is the greatest number in the history of the Mission. 

$42,881.94 has been received from the seamen for safe-keeping or for sending. 
$49,532.48 has been paid out to seamen. 

Since the handling of finances for seamen is of such importance, it is in its 
place now that I am retiring, to state that I have kept an accurate account of the 
three departments: the® Mission, Seamen’s Home and Seamen’s Money. All 
books are audited the first of every month by an expert accountant appointed 
by the local Board, after which, complete reports are sent to the Church Head- 
quarters at Minneapolis. The Church auditor likewise audits all books and 
accounts yearly. In connection with this, I wish to say that I have a clear 
conscience before God and the Church, and to my knowledge there has not 
been so much as five cents that has gone into my pocket of all the money en- 
trusted to me. I have performed my duty as before God, and with thanks to 
God. I can add that out of the three to four millions of dollars which I have 
handled for safekeeping and sending, not so much as a dollar has been lost. This 
fact can be verified by the auditor and the complete records which are on file. 
The Church auditor, Mr. C. L. Nasby, will audit all books and accounts for the 
past year and he will find, now as in previous years, that everything is in perfect 
order. 

The chief and most important thing is that many sea-faring men have been 
won to Christ and are now bearing witness of their Savior wherever they go 
throughout the world. To God alone belongs the praise and glory for it all. 

I wish both in behalf of the Seamen’s Mission and myself to thank the pub- 
lishers of your fine paper for the kindness you have shown in sending your 
splendid and valuable paper to the Seamen’s Mission these many years. Like- 
wise, I wish to extend my heartiest thanks to all the dear friends who in all these 
years have faithfully supported the Mission with intercessory prayer and gifts. 
May God, to whom the work belongs, richly bless you all. My desire and 
prayer is that you may show the same attitude and interest in the future. Do 
not forget that it is the Lord’s work that counts, and also that Dr. Hoel will 
need all the support that the friends can give him in the work. ; 

If God gives me health and grace I will not be idle, but hope to write a 
book that I have long been thinking about. Likewise, if opportunity is afforded, 
I hope to travel and help my fellow pastors in various congregations by con- 
ducting evangelistic meetings wherever it may be desired.

Aaret 1933 hgrer nu fortiden til. Naar vi nu skuer tilbake paa aaret som 
svandt, saa maa vi si at Gud har veret god mot os som individer og som sj¢- 
mandsmission. Vi kan med sangeren si: 


“Hitindtil Herren har hjulpet saa vel, indtil idag, til idag. 
Troligen s¢rget for legem og sjel, indtil idag, til idag. 
Skjgnt jeg har syndet i stort og i smaat. 

Jeg dog fra Herren har mottat alt godt. 
Han har beviset mig kjerlighet blot, indtil idag, til idag.” 


Det aar som svandt har naturligvis ogsaa hat sine vanskeligheter. Mange 
av vore sjégutter har gaat ledige i lengere eller kortere tid. Det har nesten 
veret en umulighet at faa hyre. Store krav har veret stillet til missionen. Vi 
har fors¢kt at hjelpe saa langt vi har kunnet. Vor store sorg har dog veret 
at vi ikke kunde gjgre mere for dem. Men, desverre, midlene strak ikke til. 

Men vi takker Gud for hvad vi har faat lov til at gjgre for vore skandinavi- 
ske sjégutter. Sidste aar serverte missionen 6,652 maaltider mat. Utdelte ca. 
6,000 brdd samt en hel del brukte sko og kler. 

Foruten de regelmessige opbyggelsesmgter har vi hat flere festlige sam- 
menkomster, saasom 17de mai fest, taksigelsesfest og ikke at forglemme vore 
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juletrefester. De er naturligvis glanspunktet av vore fester. Den bley avholdt 
juledags aften. Et udmerket program blev utfgrt. Den norsk lutherske me- 
nighets kvindeforening serverte. Sjémandspresten utdelte julegaver til alle sjd- 
euttene som overvar festen: Paa pakkene var somme indskrifter som skapte 
feststemning over forsamlingen. Her er en av dem: “Til den gut som er glad 
i musik, men ikke i rusdrik.” Sjgmandspresten utdelte ogsaa julegaver til mand- 
skapene paa fglgende baater: Sommerville, Granville, cer eey og Hoyanger. 
Alt i alt utdelte sjgmandspresten 340 juleklapper. 

Den store nedgang i pengeforsendelser og opbevaring av penger for sjdfolk 
belyser godt hvilket nédsaar 1933 har veret. I aarets gp har missionen mottat 
for opbevaring $17,040.75. Utbetalt til sjgguttene $12,531.69. Hjemsendt 
$6,618.78. Vi har desuten mottat 6,085 brev og 3,582 pakker og aviser. 8 per- 
soner er fundet. Flere av disse har ikke skrevet hjem til mor og far paa 
flere aar. Tenk hvilken glede der blev der hjemme i hytten, da de efter en 
lang ventetid fik brev fra gutten sin. 

Opbyggelige m¢ter har veret holdt hver tirsdags og torsdags aften og sgn- 
dags eftermiddag. M¢tene har veret svert godt besgkt. I aaréts ldp har 9,634 
mend oververet disse mgter. Det har veret gildt at erfare gang efter gang 
at naar det sterke, lyse evangelium om frelseren Jesus fik tone, da fulgte vel- 
signelse med. Da blev der gledestunder paa jord. Vi har i det svundne aar 
hat den store glede at se sjggutter forandre livssyn, at de har tat Gud med 
paa sin livsreise. Det takker vi Gud for. 

Hr. O. J. Klippen som har veret ansat i vor sjémandsmission som vakt- 
mester i ca. 10 aar, fratraadte denne stilling den 3lte august. Vi vil gjerne faa 
lov til at takke hr. Klippen for det gode og trofaste arbeide han i disse mange 
aar har nedlagt i sj#mandsmissionens tjeneste. Mr. Marcus Knutzen, elev fra 
den Lutherske Bibelskole i Minneapolis, Minn., blev ansat som assistent og 
tiltraadte stillingen den 15de september. En vakker velkomstfest blev avholdt 
for ham og hans unge hustru séndag den 17de september. Vi ¢nsker denne vor 
nye medarbeider hjertelig velkommen. Maa Herrens rike velsignelse hvile over 
ham i hans nye virke. 

Idet vi indregistrerer aaret 1933 som et meget godt arbeidsaar for den 
Skandinavisk Lutherske Sjgmandsmission, San Francisco, California, takker vi 
Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke, hjemmemissionskomiteen, alle vore menigheter 
samt alle vore venner av sjgmandsmissionen for al stgtte ydet os i 1933.

A. Mission Work. 

Seamen’s Mission work at this port consists in visiting Norwegian ships, 
distributing tracts and papers among the seamen and conveying them to and 
from church when in harbor over Sunday. 

B. The Mission Property. 

There is a mortgage of $18, 500.00 on the building; interest rate now reduced 
to five per cent. 

The Hotel, which used to rent for $218.00, yields now only $50.00 per month. 

The Mission Hall is rented for $25.00, but the occupants are not always able 
to pay the amount. 

C. Status. 

The total rent does not pay the taxes, much less the interest on the mortgage. 
D. Suggestion. 

To try to sell the property at this time is impossible. To let it go by default 
cannot, according to Canadian law, be done, as purchaser is liable for full face 
value of the mortgage, whether same is in property or not. 

By keeping up the payments, property values should come back.

SAILORS’ AND FISHERMEN’S HOME 
Ketchikan, Alaska 


It is with thanks to God and to our Church that I give the following report 
of the work done at our mission the past year. 

When two years ago I was requested by our Home Mission Board to take 
over the work as unsalaried superintendent of the Fishermen’s Home, I felt it 
my duty to do so. However, I knew it was to become a hard task on account of 
the difficult times among our people. Debts had been accumulated, besides taxes 
and interest on loans. 

I was very fortunate in getting Mr. O. Birkeland as assistant, and his wife 
as worker in the hotel. Thus with careful management hundreds of dollars 
have been paid out on back bills, besides repairing the building with very little 
expense. For years the home had been in need of a carpenter and since Mr. 
Birkeland arrived he has made good use of his trade. 

The fishermen have gone through two very strenuous years. Many did not 
even make expenses while fishing. So when the fishing season closed they came 
to our mission with little or no funds. We had: to turn our mission into a 
home-cooking place so the boys could get along. 

It naturally made it very hard for the Home when so little money came in. 
We have also taken care of several sick men giving them room, food and care. 
Some also were in danger of losing their minds but through good care and the 
Christian atmosphere of the Home, regained health and have started out anew. 
We surely have much to be thankful for that we as a Church can be of service 
to those who have struggled and failed, and who have lost all hope in life. By 
meeting people with understanding hearts and Christian love these are restored 
again and take hold anew. 

The boys who come to Alaska are not of the kind we find at many other 
places where they will fill up the reading rooms in a few minutes because they 
are given something to eat. Our men are hard-working people. They do not 
look for charity, but times have forced them to ask for credit. This year it looks 
brighter, however, and we expect that many will be able to pay on their bills. 

Services are conducted every week in our reading room. However, the Sea- 
men’s Home is but a ten-minute walk from our Church and the boys have good 
opportunity to attend our services at church. 

We are thankful to our Church for the aid given us the past year that the 
work among our Norwegian fishermen could be carried on. We pray that the 
God of grace will continue to bless this work at our Fishermen’s Home in 
Ketchikan, Alaska.

ESKIMO MISSION 
Teller, Alaska 


In 1933, at the request of Dr. Hoel, the orphanage for Eskimo children was 
discontinued as such, partly upon the recommendation of the management and 
Rev. Dahle who was then our field superintendent. About 30 children were 
cared for at the time. 

The missionaries instructed the children at the Home as well as the native 
children in the nearby village. Regular services were conducted for the natives 
in the school house or at the Home. Communion services were conducted by 
Rev. Dahle and Rev. Hartje. Baptismal services were conducted by the mis- 
sionary. ; 

During the past year services have been conducted in the-large room at the 
mission building. It is being remodeled into a chapel. With an increasing at- 
tendance it is inadequate for special occasions at which times the Government 
school building is used. 

As a whole the natives are very regular in their attendance at services. 
During certain seasons it is difficult for them to attend as their camps are so 
located that at such times traveling is almost humanly impossible. During the 
summer months when the natives are away from the village the missionary 
visits them in their camps from time to time, where several families will gather 
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in one tent or out in the open to hear the Word of God. Many are earnestly 
seeking to lead a Christian life. New voices are heard in public prayer which 
makes us rejoice and thank God. The Lord has blessed the Word and work 
in our midst. Praise His name.

IGLOO, ALASKA 


Our village has between 110 and 120 natives, varying at different times. All 
are fairly regular in attending our services. I cannot say that they are all true 
Christians, but I am praying that those who are indifferent to the precious 
Word of God, may in some way be reached and that at some time their eyes 
may be opened. I feel that because of their weakness many things must be 
overlooked hoping that continual guidance and the presenting of God’s Word 
will tend to make them stronger. 

On Sunday we have our morning and afternoon services. On Monday we 
have a Bible class for the boys and girls after confirmation age. The confirma- 
tion class has been meeting after school on Tuesdays. Two weeks ago this class 
of ten was confirmed by Rev. Hartje, who also conducted communion services 
the same day. On Wednesdays I have had women’s meetings, alternating with 
the big girls and little girls. Thursday after school I have met with the 
catechism class—nine in number. In the evening we have gathered in the 
chapel for meditation and prayer. Some of the older people take part but few 
young people have the courage to pray in public. The medical work has been 
very light this year but I am thankful for the privileges that have come to me in 
helping to care for their bodily diseases as well as their spiritual diseases. 

There are many discouraging moments but there are also mountain peaks. I 
do not ask for only sunshine throughout the coming year, but I pray for more 
courage and power from on High that I may be faithful even under trial.

DEAF AND BLIND MISSION 


Report for the year closing in June. The Ephphatha Church for Deaf and 
Blind, Faribault, Minnesota, Rev. H. O. Bjorlie, pastor. 


This is the 35th year since the beginning of work among the deaf and blind 
by our Church at Faribault. For 15 years we have had a church of our own 
dedicated and equipped for conducting full services every Sunday for deaf and 
blind of Minnesota attending the state schools here; about 300 deaf and blind 
annually come under the regular preaching and teaching of this mission in 
church on Sundays and at the schools on Saturdays every week. A thousand at 
the State School and Colony for Feeble-Minded gather during the summer on 
the Campus of that school for special out-door services every Sunday morning. 
They come cheerfully, and it is a wonderful sight to behold these many chil- 
dren and adults gather, in Sunday attire and in well-regulated order, from every 
cottage and hall, many in wheel chairs, and line up for services. Their singing 
is led by their own trained choirs, and the services attended by the superin- 
tendent and principal and the attendants, who all help and foster this work. Not 
much work can be done here in the busy school year. 


The work of our Mission among the deaf has also extended into the Schools 
for the Deaf in Iowa, South Dakota and North Dakota, and is also represented 
:n Wisconsin. These last years able workers at these schools have been employed 
to carry on the work regularly and in the absence of the visiting pastor, thus 
supplementing his work very much. 

The work during the school year about to close has been very successful. 
An arrangement was negotiated by the pastor with the Superintendent of the 
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School for the Blind, whereby double time was given to the blind at the religious 
classes on Saturday, and the blind are taken to the First Lutheran Church down 
town on Sunday mornings for regular Church worship. This enables the pastor 
to give double time to the deaf in church every Sunday, besides the deaf work 
on Saturdays. Two things are accomplished by. this:—The blind are not segre- 
gated from other hearing people in Sunday services, and the deaf, who cannot 
mix with other people in regular church services, are given all the time Sunday 
morning in Ephphatha Church for Sunday School, Bible Class and preaching 
from 10 a. m. to 12. Mr. Lauritsen is our able assistant, giving his services 
freely; Mrs. Bjorlie takes his hearing children to First Lutheran Sunday School 
every Sunday morning in exchange work. Confirmation and communion ser- 
vices are conducted for the blind at Ephphatha Church as usual. (160 com- 
municants.) 

A class of six blind and about nineteen deaf will be confirmed Sunday morn- 
ing, May 13, at Ephphatha Church. A class of about twelve deaf will be con- 
firmed at the East Side Lutheran Church in Sioux Falls, S. Dak., the following 
Sunday, in Rev. Malmin’s confirmation service, Rev. Bjorlie assisting. 

Twenty-eight Home Mission programs have been given by deaf and blind in 
Minnesota, North Dakota, Wisconsin and Iowa since last report, 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO CONSIDER FUTURE 
OF BETHANY INDIAN MISSION 


The superintendent of the Mission has spent forty-six years in the service 
of bringing the Indians to the faith in Jesus Christ. The Committee became 
convinced that he dearly loves the work to which he has dedicated the greater 
part of his life. 

Results of the Work: A Boarding School has been operated for nearly fifty 
years. Indian children from close to Wittenberg and from considerable distance 
away have attended, some years numbering 165, and 100 in the two last years 
the school was operated. Last year the school had to be closed on account of 
lack of means. 303 Indian boys and girls have been confirmed. 570 children 
and adults have been baptized. Children from the following tribes have attended 
the school: Winnebago, Oneida, Stockbridge, Brothertown, Chippewa and 
Menomonie. 

A very fine Chapel has been built two miles from Wittenberg, where a num- 
ber of Indian families live. The Mission bought forty acres of land at this place, 
the old stamping ground of the Indians from ancient times. Four cabins are 
built on this land for the old Indians by the Women’s Missionary Federation. 
A Ladies’ Aid has been organized, and by the information of some, also a con- 
gregation. Mr. Jacobson said there was no organized congregation. The Indians 
at this place are faithfully attending services and the Lord’s Supper. Most of 
these Indians understand English. Other results of the work could be pointed 
to, but we all realize that the great results of the blessed work is known to God 
and not to men. 

The Committee feels compelled to point out the serious failure of our Mission 
among the Indians in not organizing congregations where the spiritual work for 
the confirmed and baptized could be continued after leaving the Boarding School. 
Some of the Indians confirmed at our Mission have been taken care of by other 
denominations. Therefore, the Missouri Synod can show far greater results of 
their mission work, especially among the Oneidas, than we can point to even 
though we were the first to start the work. 

We have confirmed a great many at our School and then sent them home to 
live with their heathen parents and among heathen friends without following 
through with the necessary spiritual care. That other denominations came in, and 
in a certain sense, could harvest where we have sown can cause no surprise to 
the Board of Home Missions. We have failed in the follow-up work. We laid 
a good foundation and let others erect the building. The Missouri Synod, the 
Augustana Synod and the Episcopal Church can point to greater visible results 
than we in spite of the fact that we were the first on the ground. We began 
work in 1884. 
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Our Mission has not been able to develop any leader among the Indians. After 
fifty years of work we have no pastor of Indian parentage. We have no one 
that can serve efficiently as Sunday school. superintendent or as a real leader 
among the young people. ; 

The Committee is aware of the fact that there is a great temptation for the 
Indians to come to the Mission for the material benefits, food, clothing and 
training for their children, and unless Spiritual work is continued in the home 
surroundings the blessings of the School training will be lost. 

The members of the Committee conducted religious services in the Chapel at 
2 o'clock in the afternoon, and on very short notice there were thirty Indians in 
attendance. The main address, or sermon, was interpreted by Mr. Decorah in 
the Winnebago language for two or three old Indians who did not understand 
English. Mr. Decorah is a graduate of Carlisle College, but after graduation he 
returned home to his old surroundings and leads the life common among them. 
To us it was very interesting to observe his appearance, the sound of his voice, 
the expression of his face, as he gave the sermon in Winnebago. He spoke for 
nearly half an hour, and other Indians told us he had given every thought and 
idea of the sermon. It appeared to us that he as a Lutheran could be made good 
use of in the work of the Mission. After services a number of Indians, the 
president of the Ladies’ Aid, Mrs. Wabshagen, and her sister, Mrs. Whitewing, 
the secretary of the Aid, and many others, expressed their happiness in meeting 
the Committee and their gratefulness for the Word spoken. 

It-was a great pleasure to the Committee to meet these Indians, seemingly 
so hungry and thirsty for the Word of God. The attention of all of them to 
the words spoken seemed to be very profound. 


Recommendations: The Committee most seriously recommends the con- 
tinuance of the Indian Mission, but we recommend that the work in the future 
be conducted in a somewhat changed form that will insure the greatest possible 
Spiritual results. 


1. We recommend that the Boarding School be temporarily closed for the 
following reasons: 


(a) The cost of conducting the Boarding School is too great, out of propor- 
tion with the amount of money received for all our Mission work. 


(b) This is established by the fact that since 1919 we have spent $281,000.00 
not including the plant that was bought at a cost of $20,000.00; $7,000.00 
has been spent for repairs, and $6,000.00 for interest; $29,000.00 has been 
paid on the plant, the balance remains unpaid. In addition to this we 
learn from the testimony of Axel Jacobson that the Mission has annually 
received gifts “in natura” conservatively estimated at $1,500.00 to 
$2,000.00 annually. 


(c) The Missouri Synod has closed its Boarding School. The Episcopal 
Church has done the same. Missions are conducted in Minnesota at 
Cass Lake, Red Lake Agency and at White Earth without the opera- 
tion of a Boarding School. 


2. We recommend that one of this year’s graduates from our Seminary, who 
is educationally and otherwise especially qualified for the work as missionary 
to the Indians, be called. 


3. That he is to conduct Missionary work among the Indians at the following 
places: Wau-zee-kah, near Wittenberg; Wisconsin Rapids; Crandon; Tiger- 
ton; at places on the Menomonie Reservation, and such other places as he 
may find it necessary to take up the work. His work is to be the duties of 
a missionary, organize congregations, conduct services, Sunday schools, 
Bible classes, Week-day school, and such other work as he deems necessary. 
It should be his aim to train some of the Indians who are especially bright 
and intelligent to become leaders in the Christian work. As large a number 
as possible should be carefully selected from the confirmation classes, and 
a summer school for these workers be conducted at the Station for six or 
eight weeks. In that case the Board of Home Missions should make ap- 
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propriations to cover the cost. Possibly pastors could be found willing to 
offer their services gratis to teach at this school. 


The Missionary is to have complete and full charge of all religious work,’ 
under the direct supervision of the Home Mission Board and the local 
advisory Board. 


We recommend that the District President of the District in which the 
Bethany Indian Mission is located, is to have supervision of the Spiritual 
work of the Mission, and is to conduct visitations, and report regularly 
to the Board of Home Missions. 


We recommend that Mr. Axel Jacobson be continued as manager of the 
Mission in accordance with such instructions as the Board of Home Mission 
may adopt. 

The Committee desires to call the attention of the Board of Home Mission 
to the consecrated services of the Indians that Mr. Axel Jacobson for 
forty-six years has dedicated his life to. 


The Committee recommends that Mr. Jacobson continues the work of 
presenting the cause of the Indians to the officials of the Government, and 
of the State. We are convinced that the cause of the poor and destitute 
Indians can be presented by Mr. Jacobson better than by anyone else. We 
sincerely hope that he will continue this work as long as God gives him 
health and strength. 


In regard to the Mission Farm, consisting of 127 acres, we reccommend 
that the local Board take under consideration the most economic way in 
which it. can be operated, either by renting, leasing, for cash, or on share, or 
operated by hired help. 


We recommend that Mr. Axel Jacobson be asked to present the cause of 
the Indian Mission by articles in the Church papers, by speaking in various 
congregations, by correspondence with confirmed Indians scattered through- 
out the state of Wisconsin and other states. We recommend that he en- 
courages the basket-weaving industry among the Indians, supervises the 
purchase and sale of the baskets and keeps a full and correct account of 
same. If any profit on the transactions, the money is to be sent to the 
Treasurer of our Church. We recommend that Mr. Jacobson through cor- 
respondence and otherwise, secures new and used clothing for the Indians, 
and keeps a complete record of same. We further recommend that the 
distribution of the clothing be made by himself and the Missionary in order 
that worthy Indians alone shall be benefitted by such gifts. 


We recommend that the division of the work between the manager and the 
missionary be clearly defined in instructions by the Board of Home Missions. 
The reason for this is that all the burden and responsibility should not be 
placed on Mr. Jacobson in his advanced years. 

We recommend the following in regard to salaries. The manager be paid 
$700.00 annually and free use of the house; and that the missionary be paid 
a salary sufficient for a living wage and traveling expenses. 

As the Committee was unable to learn of any rules and regulations govern- 
ing the election and the work of the local advisory board, we recommend 
the following for adoption: 


That the local advisory board of three members be elected by the Board of 


Home Missions of the Norwegian Lutheran Church, to supervise the work of 
the Mission in accordance with such instructions as the Home Mission Board 
may adopt. One member to be elected for one year, one for two years, one for 
three years, and thereafter one member to be elected annually. 


REPORTS ON EVANGELISTIC WORKS 
The total number of meetings conducted, 298; out of these there were 58 


Norwegian meetings and 240 English. 


Thirty-nine pastors and fifty-eight congregations have been visited. The 


attendance at the meetings has been very good. As far as we have been able to 
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understand the situation, the work has been very well received and requests have 
been made for a return visit in every place we have been. We have not been 
able, by far, to respond to the many invitations received. We have hundreds of 
congregations on the waiting list. Many of them have never been visited.

Church.

BIENNIAL REPORT 


“God hath not given us the spirit of fear, but of power, and of love, and 
of a sound mind” (2 Tim. 1:7). 


The Christian Church is passing through a most serious crisis. A combina- 
tion of destructive forces have operated to produce a spiritual depression and a 
sense of failure almost unparalleled in the Church’s history. This is especially 
true of the Foreign Missions enterprise. Added to the financial difficulties which 
it had to share with all the other activities of our day, came a severe critical 
appraisal of its very right to exist. The attitude of those self-appointed judges 
was negative and their verdict was essentially negative. 

The result of all this has been a feeling of defeat, both in the ranks of the 
missionaries and at the Home base. Instead of forging ahead on the many 
battle-fronts, the policy of a number of Churches became one of retreat and sur- 
render. 

We gratefully recognize that our Church has suffered less than others in this 
respect. But we dare not say that we have escaped it altogether. 

When the number of our missionaries in China was reduced by more than 
half due to revolutionary upheavals in 1927, when hostile forces ravaged our 
field and destroyed much property, when the Rev. Bert Nelson was captured 
and—as it now appears—was put to death, who will deny that there were those 
among us who “yielded their heart to fear’? Perhaps the missionary cause is a 
lost cause, after all? If so, why support it any longer? Why continue to sacri- 
fice for it? 

At such times, when discouragement grips the heart, it is well to remember 
that it is not God that gave us the spirit of defeatism and fear. It is not Chris- 
tian to be cowardly. The spirit of fear emanates from the enemy of God, and 
he would retain his deadly hold on the hearts of men especially in the dark 
portions of the earth where his rule has been unchallenged through countless 
generations. 

The Spirit God has given us is a spirit of power. “He has shown strength 
with His arm.” 

Our Church at home has been given grace and power to carry on in the face 
of many obstacles. And the friends of Missions have rallied to the support of 
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the work by their gifts of love and by their prayers. This is surely the power 
of God manifest among us. His be the Glory! The power of God has been 
demonstrated most wonderfully on our mission fields. The statistics of the three 
fields are convincing proofs that the Lord has shown strength with His arm. 
The Spirit of the Lord has moved on the face of the stagnant waters of China 
with creative energy. Our missionaries are overjoyed, and well they may be. 
It has been the one outstanding theme in all the reports coming from the field. 
It has eclipsed all other news. And it appears from all our sources of informa- 
tion that this great spiritual awakening has touched and vitalized every branch of 
the work. 

The spirit of power has been accompanied by a spirit of sound mind and 
judgment. For this we are truly grateful. When unusual spiritual movements 
sweep like mighty waves over a people so much depends on sane and conserva- 
tive leadership. Our missionaries have worked incessantly to lead the revived 
Christians into the green pastures of God’s Word, confirming them more and 
more in the most holy faith, and the confessions of our Church. 

Our 27,000 Christians in China, Madagascar and South Africa need our 
loving sympathy and intercession. May the Spirit of Love which God has given 
us urge us to love them and pray that God may perfect them unto the day of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. We would suggest that this General Convention might 
see fit to set aside some time of a regular session for giving of thanks to God 
and devout intercession in their behalf. 

The peculiarities of the three fields and the dissimilarity of race and culture 
make it necessary to submit, not one report covering the fields, but rather a 
brief one for each. In this way it is possible to call attention to the more im- 
portant features peculiar to them. 


CHINA 


To Western people the political situation of China is more of a puzzle than 
ever. While Japan deprived her of a large portion of territory, she still remained 
officially at peace with her aggressor. To outsiders it looked very much like war, 
though no war was declared. And now there is comparative peace, though no 
treaty to that effect has been signed. Whether the present lull is more lasting 
than its many predecessors is all conjecture. The events of the past twenty 
years should teach the friends of China to regard these periodic upheavals and 
consequent tragedies with calm composure. It is just what may be expected in 
a land like China at the present time. The missionary circles of Europe have 
much more of that composure as regards China than we have in America. The 
storms of revolutions do not seem to deprive them of their courage, while some 
of the American Societies scurried to cover at the first dark cloud on the 
horizon. 

The Red menace has lost much of its importance for the time being. In 1931 
it looked as though God would permit the closing of our Eastern Field to all 
mission work, due to the anti-Christian propaganda of the Reds. But the danger 
passed, only to give place to the bandits. 1932 saw much destruction of life and 
Property caused by roving bands of robbers. Then came the soldiers to punish 
the bandits, and some of them proved to be but little better than those they 
were to punish. But the larger number really did help to insure quiet and 
personal safety. And in 1933 the conditions have improved steadily on the whole 
field. All the mission property which had been occupied by the troops and others 
has been evacuated and returned to the missionaries. This included several sta- 
tions, many churches and one hospital: 

The general attitude of the people has changed very much in favor of the 
missionary and his message. Not only are they friendly, but they are willing 
to listen to the Gospel. Even the coldest and most indifferent districts have 
become accessible and almost cordial. 

Referring to the outlook for Evangelistic work, Missionary Th. Lee says: 
“The masses have generally been friendly and receptive. But now, more and 
more, the higher and official classes: are seeing that there is something worth 
while in Christianity. The glory and. glamor of high positions are fading and 
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many are turning to the deeper things. During the year we have had many 
who have come seeking to know Christianity. Some of these have been saved; 
others are seeking.” 

Rev. Edward Sovik reports from Sinyang: “The work in the district at large 
has been much more favorable this year... . Opportunities for preaching the 
Gospel are greater than ever. Preaching houses have been offered by the natives 
in various places, if only someone could come and hold meetings.” 


The Schools 


A recent decree of the Ministry of Public Instruction sets aside a certain 
part of the daily schedule to be devoted to the inculcation of religious principles. 
The avowed purpose is “to further the National. welfare and to improve the 
educational standard.” 

Apparently this will permit the migsions to give religious instruction also in 
schools authorized by the government. Our missionaries are of the opinion, 
however, that there is no hurry in opening more schools before a fully qualified 
and consecrated teaching force may be found. The latest report has 52 primary 
schools with 1825 pupils: 

The Middle Schools at Fancheng and Sinyang have enjoyed a successful 
biennium. “A spiritual refreshing has been experienced in both institutions.” 


The Bible Schools. About these we quote the following: “Our Bible Schools 
have had a very good year (1932). There have been no external disturbances to 
upset the minds of the students. . .. The revival which has visited our field has 
also visited these institutions.” 

The American School. This union school for children of Lutheran mis 
sionaries is still conducted at Kuling, Kiangsi. It is however expected that the 
school can be reopened next fall on Kikungshan, as the Red bandits have been 
driven out of the province of Honan. 

The Union Lutheran Theological Seminary. In 1932 this Seminary celebrated 
its 20th anniversary. 107 students were graduated in these 20 years. Of these 
students eight have been ordained by our Church, others work as evangelists. 
By far the larger number are engaged in the work of the other missions who 
cooperate with us in this Seminary. The present enrollment is 42. Five of these 
are from our mission. 

Dr. Erik Sovik is our representative on*the Faculty. We quote a few sen- 
tences from his pen, with reference to the revival: 


“What is of special interest to relate this time is the fact that we have had 
a geason of spiritual awakening, or what is generally known as revival, right 
here at the Seminary. 

“Tt has been a wonderful time for us all, and we thank God for it. 


“Some of us have gone about with doubt in our hearts, not as to the truth 
of the Word of God, but as to whether we would ever see a real spiritual revival 
among the Chinese. With the few exceptions of true Christian characters, we 
have found plenty of both workers and Christians, doing those things not con- 
sistent with a Christian character and yet we have tried to excuse them by 
saying that they are just out of heathendom and so on. Nevertheless we have 
been burdened for them and now God has shown us that the Word of God, 
sown and watered during these many years by a number of honest workers, has 
now broken through the crust. May God give unto us wisdom and tact so that 
the harvest may be full—yea, sixty-fold or a hundred-fold. It is of the Lord and 
it is wonderful in our eyes. May He teach us to walk with care in God’s garden, 
so that the new sprouts shall not be hurt but that they may be nourished in 
-His love and brought to see the beauty of concentrated work for the Lord and 
His Church.” 

The Medical Work 


' Prior to the uprising of 1927 we were doing medical work in four hospitals. 
But in that year we were forced to close the hospitals at Kioshan and Kwang- 
chow. The Union Hospital at Sinyang was permitted to function, due no doubt 
in some degree to the fact that it is controlled by a native Board of Directors. 
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The conditions on the Western field were at that time quite normal, and the 
Bethesda Union Hospital at Siangyang was not disturbed. 

The hospital at Kioshan is still closed. Luther Hospital at Kwangchow is 
opened again, with Dr. Guldseth in charge. Our Mission Superintendent, Dr. 
Skinsnes, is at the head of the hospital in Sinyang. 

Referring once more to the hospital on the Western field, a word of explana- 
tion may not be amiss. It was started and operated by the Covenant Mission 
and the former Hauge Synod Mission, and no change was made in thig arrange- 
ment at the time of the union of 1917. Last year our Conference in China re- 
quested an abrogation of the agreement. This was amicably acceded to, and it 
went into effect July 1, 1933. 


Self Support 


On this important issue Dr. Skinsnes has the following statement: “I have a 
distinct feeling that the need of self-support is gradually gripping the people, 
and with a return to more peaceful conditions, which now seems to dawn be- 
fore us, it can hardly be questioned but the Church will assume more of its 
burden. With the spiritual awakening, if cultivated rightly should also come a 
greater sense of financial responsibility.” 


Statistics 


The statistics for 1933 are not yet at hand, but those covering the previous 
year show the membership of the Church to be 6,661, of which 1,133 are chil- 
dren. During that year 376 were baptized, of which 254 were adults. Cate- 
chumens reporting for regular instruction, 2,233, which would indicate a large 
accession to the membership of the Church during 1933. 


The Death of Reverend Bert Nelson 


The Board of Foreign Missions begs leave to submit the following resolu- 
tion, as a part of its Report to this General Convention: 

“As it now seems to be a recognized fact that Rev. Bert Nelson no longer 
is among the living, although the time and place and manner of his departure 
are clouded with uncertainty, the Board of Foreign Missions in meeting assem- 
bled July 11-13, 1933, wishes to express: 

“First, a deep and sincere sympathy with his nearest relatives, especially his 
peed puories who has lived for years in a heartrending suspense. God comfort 
them! 

“Secondly, the Board wishes to express its sincere regrets at having lost a 
good and faithful mission worker. Our loss is his gain. 

“Thirdly, the Board desires to call attention to the well-known fact, that 
Missionary Nelson was the first martyr of the workers of our Church. The 
early Church was rich in blood-witnesses which eventually redounded to her 
glory. May this martyrdom be of like precious value also to the Church of our 
age. 

“Finally, the Board wishes to remind the friends of missions of our Church, 
that He who has thus permitted our brother and worker to be removed from 
the field of conflict to the life of victory, has promised to hear the prayers of 
His children calling on God for laborers to take the place of those who depart.” 


Conclusion 

Dr. Skinsnes sums up the general situation in the field of China by the fol- 
lowing remarks: 

“We have as a mission much to thank God for when we look back on the 
year that hay passed. God has opened doors that seemed closed a short while 
ago. He has awakened and quickened that which formerly was dead. He has 
taken away political and other hindrances. He has filled us with the desire to 
see men saved—definitely and whole-heartedly brought over from darkness to 
light. God is visiting China. A new day is dawning. Opportunities are before 
us, and opportunity is power. What we ought to do we can do. When God puts 
the opportunities before us and telly us to enter the open door, He also promises 
to support us to the full extent of His resources. Oh, that we as a mission 
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may see the beckoning hand of God, hear His call, and in obedience to the 
heavenly vision, rise to higher levels, take up heavier burdens, achieve greater 
results, reap wider harvests for Christ. May He keep fear, selfishness, and 
diversions from us. May we remember that the great doors now open for our 
mission may not always be open, but that they may swing closed if unused.” 


MADAGASCAR 


The reports presented for 1932 indicate that it was one of the most successful 
years in the history of our mission. For the various details we would refer to 
the summary of the Superintendent on page 121 of the General Report of our 
Church 1933. 

(east year was a difficult year in several respects. Some curtailment of the 
work had been made necessary the previous years due to lack of funds, but the 
real impact of the depression was not experienced before this year. The salaries 
of all the workers both native and Americans were cut in common with those of 
the other mission fields and with employees of the Church here at home. Then 
came the extreme depreciation of the dollar. By that one stroke the working 
capital and salaries were reduced by more than one third of their face value. 
This is the present situation, and it is a very serious affair. 

Yet in spite of all difficulties with which natives and missionaries alike had to 
contend, the Gospel made steady and gratifying progress. Instead of discourage- 
ment, the reports from the various activities sound a strong note of courage and 
optimism. 

Statistics 

The general survey of the year’s work, presented by the Superintendent, 
Rev. Monson, appeared in “Lutheran Herald” April 17, 1934. In 1932 there were 
1,043 baptisms; this year the number was 927. The average church attendance 
was better this year, and the number of those who communed at the Lord’s 
table was much larger. The same is true of the attendance in the Sunday 
schools. There are 119 congregations connected with the eleven Main Stations, 
with a total membership of 9,303 souls—Yes, thank God, the Malagasy are 
turning to Christ. Forty-six years ago, there was not one Tanosy nor one 
Tandroy that knew Him. 

The total contribution toward self-help, though greatly reduced by lack of 
employment, still reached the respectable figures of $4,444.00. 


The Native Pastors 


The native pastors deserve much credit for their efficient work. The progress, 
especially along the lines of personal evangelism, is in no small measure due to 
them. It is the policy of the Mission to prepare these pastors more and more 
for the leadership that soon must be theirs. And it is apparent that there can 
be no serious effort at self-help until the leadership is transferred to the native 
pastor. 

The Educational Work 

The Union Theological Seminary which we share with the Norwegian Mis- 
sionary Society and the Lutheran Free Church was permitted to pursue its 
course without any serious handicap. In September last year a class of 19 was 
graduated. Rev. S. Nesdal, D.D. is our representative on the faculty. 

The Evangelists’ School. The main school of this kind is located at Fort 
Dauphin. Rev. Trygstad speaks of it as “an important link in our work of 
bringing our 300,000 Malagasy to Christ, or bringing Christ to them.” 

The Bible Schools. They are “our recruiting institutions” (Stavaas). “As 
there are no other schools for our adult men and women it is evident that they 
must be made to serve as many as have the necessary qualifications.” 

The Boys’ School at Manantantely. This most important institution suffered 
a rather serious set-back. The students which presented themselves at the 
Government examination failed to make the grade due to a sharp raise in the 
requirements for passing. But the lack of funds was a more gerious-~matter. 
“The unfavorable rate of exchange coming after last year’s reduction of the 
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budget, put us in a position where practically all income was used up by the 
end of October” (Hallanger). And as a consequence the school had to close 
one month earlier than usual. In. spite of this it is the opinion of the director, 
Rev. Hallanger, that it was a “good year of work.” 

The Girls’ School at Manafiafy. The number of girls was reduced somewhat 
due to a demand that parents pay a nominal sum of 35 cents a month for the 
care and instruction of their daughters. This seemed a big expense to the 
average Tanosy, and some refused to pay it. A very:serious accident occurred 
to Miss Stevenson, one of our lady teachers at the school. While some furniture 
was being cleaned by an inflammable liquid an explosion took place, and she 
was fearfully burned. She was not expected to live, but God heard the many 
prayers and she is now on the way to recovery. 

The Day Schools and the many smaller groups of girls cared for at the 
various stations, are all doing a blessed work. The “Rasmussen Memorial” con- 
ducted by Sister Mette Hagen at Behara deserves special mention. 

The American School at Fort Dauphin for missionaries’ children has a com- 
plete course through the Common school and High school branches. It has not 
had any official standing with the French until this year, when it was visited by 
a high official and given the proper status as school. In this connection we are 
happy to say that the French Government continues its friendly policy toward 
all our schools as well as in its dealings with the missionaries. 


Evangelistic Work 


This type of work is stressed more and more. It is being carried on without 
interruption at all the stations. Most of the workers have shown eagerness in 
bringing souls to Christ. 

Women’s Work 


In looking through the reports from the field we cannot but notice the very 
prominent part our Women Missionaries are taking in the work. They carry a 
considerable portion of the educational task as well as the moral and religious 
responsibility connected with the care of the children and adults. May God give 
them strength to carry on! 

Tn closing our survey of the Madagascar situation, we quote the following 
sentences from Superintendent Monson’s Report: “We wish to extend our sin- 
cerest thanks to the mother Church in America for her ever living interest in 
the Malagasy people. ... We continue to solicit your prayers. With this assur- 
ance and hope in our hearts and knowing that God will prosper His own work, 
we look confidently toward the new year.” 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Our missionaries in South Africa are emerging from a severe testing of their 
faith and courage. But God has also given them a spirit of power and love and 
of sound judgment. In 1932 “the burdens of a totally insufficient budget, disap- 
pointment and apparent retrogression made the future seem dark and full of 
distressing forebodings’ (Dr. Astrup). Still quoting him, we add: “The year 
was a year of much sorrow. The intense drought of the year before was follow- 
ed by a malaria epidemic unprecedented in extent, in virulence and destructive- 
ness,” 

“Ten thousands of natives perished. Often entire kraals were wiped out, 
occasionally leaving a little child or an old woman as a pathetic remnant of a 
kraal population of between 15 and 20 souls or more. Cattle without owners 
were running about the country and valleys formerly teeming with natives be- 
came desolate deserts. Our work among the people, therefore, received a severe 
check and some of our most promising outstationy were, regretfully to say, left 
alone for months. Native workers were affected and several deaths occurred in 
their ranks.” 

But these tragedies were used of God to further His cause. The report con- 
tinues: “Under the shadow of death the Zulus yearned for the life which is in 
Jesus Christ. Many hearts hitherto hardened by sin and barbarous practices 
were opened for the admission of Gospel truth and Gospel promises and districts 
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that heretofore seemed irresponsive to the call of the Holy Ghost now invited 
us to preach and teach concerning our Savior.” 

The Christian Zulus appear to grow much in grace and the knowledge of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. They are becoming a large factor in the development of 
Lutheran Christianity in South Africa. 


Statistics 


There is a very encouraging growth in all the branches of the work. In 
1932 there were 618 baptisms, in 1933 the number reached 747. The total number 
of church members is 10,287, an increase of circa 4,000 since 1927 when our 
Church assumed the responsibility for this Mission. The number being prepared 
for baptism is 456. There are five main stations, five substations and 130 out- 
stations and preaching places. 

A steady increase in the contributions obtained during the year is reported 
from the congregations. Last year (1932) the amount was £222; this year 
(1933) it reached the sum of £323. It shows that the native Church is on the 
right way toward self-support. 

(The regular statistical information has not at this writing been received 
from all the fields for 1933, but we hope to have all tabulated in time to be 
printed in. Part II of the Convention Report.) 


The Work in General 


Again we quote Superintendent Dr. Astrup: “Our work in the Biyela district 
has been firmly established and all our efforts at the other stations and outsta- 
tions have to be commended with gratitude to God for all His many blessings. 
Our Cooperative work at Umpumulo has shown wonderful results, and we 
rejoice to know that one of our members has been appointed head teacher with 
a representative of the Norwegian Mission as Principal of that important Train- 
ing School for Native Teachers,” 

A large and important district has been added to the station of Tshaneni. 
The Norwegian Mission has ceded to us two sites in the Somkele-Mtubatuba 
territory and the work at Ubombo, in exchange for which we gave up the field 
we had in the vicinity of one of the main stations of that Society. These sites 
have been legally transferred to our Mission. 


The Present Situation 


All recent reports from South Africa seem to indicate that the year just past 
was a good year in every respect. Crops have been sufficiently large to supply 
the need. No serious epidemics have threatened the people. Church attendance 
is quite satisfactory in most of the districts, which were not depopulated by 
famine and malaria. 

The Schools 


Our schools are holding their own. The Catholics are pursuing their cus 
tomary policy of encroaching on the field of others, but so far they have done 
very little damage. The Government remains as cordial and’ helpful as ever. 
Our schools get much of their financial support from the grants-in-aid which 
the Government generously votes every year. That this means very much for 
the prestige and usefulness of the schools, will be readily admitted. 

The Evangelist School at Untunjambili has been closed temporarily for lack 
of funds. If it can not be reopened soon, it will place the Mission in a very 
difficult position, owing to lack of new workers to fill vacancies and, to take 
up work at new preaching places. / 

Umpumulo Training Institutions. The Cooperative Lutheran Missions for 
the Umpumulo Training Institutions saw their concentrated ‘efforts of many 
years realized when the new buildings were dedicated February 1, 1933. Rev. 
W. O. Rindahl is our representative as head teacher in these institutions. 


Untunjambili Mission Farm 
“Under the able and faithful direction of Mr. J. Nelson the farm work has 
progressed satisfactorily” (Dr. Astrup). A net profit of £250 ($1,250.00) was 
made for the treasury of the Mission. 3 
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Conclusion 


The friends of our Mission will surely join with the Superintendent, Dr. 
Astrup, when he says: “The reports from the various stations show the earnest 
and able way in which problems have been faced and plans have been realized. 
Progress is) noticeable all over the field and greater opportunities than ever 
before have opened up a wide door to the hearts and minds of the Zulu people. 
The Word of God is daily performing its wonders and many precious souls have 


found their way to the throne of Grace. ... May God be praised now and 
forever for all His tender mercies and loving kindness.” 
THE BOARD 


At the General Convention in 1932 Rev. J. M. Wick was elected member of 
the Board and Rev. J. D. Runsvold re-elected, both for a term of six years. 

The members whose term of office now expires are Dr. S. O. Sigmond and 
Rev. J. Linnevold. 

The Board has complied with the resolution of the Church in 1932 (Report, 
page 137): “That the Board of Foreign Missions have only one Secretary.” 
This took effect April 1, 1933. 

During the biennium the Board has held eight meetings. In addition the 
Executive Committee and other subcommittees have considered many difficult 
problems. The financial situation in general and of late the depreciation of the 
U. S. dollar creating large losses on exchange, particularly in Madagascar, have 
caused many anxious hours. 

We have however been encouraged time and again by being permitted to 
see the power of God manifest among us in overcoming difficulties that to us 
seemed insurmountable. To God alone shall be praise and glory. 


Future Status of Foreign Missions 


This is undoubtedly the most important question pertaining to Foreign Mis- 
gions to be considered at this Convention. It has been before the Convention in 
some form or another several times during the last fifteen years, as will be seen 
from the preamble to the resolution on Foreign Missions by the Organization 
Committee. 

Referring to a resolution adopted by the General Convention in 1932, that the 
Board of Foreign Missions together ‘with the Finance Committee of the Church 
should carefully consider a definite plan for the future status of Foreign .Mis- 
sions, the Board reports that it has acted on this resolution and is herewith sub- 
mitting as its report a plan which the Organization Committee has embodied in 
its report to this Convention. The report follows: 

BE IT RESOLVED: 

1. The management and operation of the Foreign Mission work of The 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America shall be vested in a Board of Foreign 
Missions consisting of nine members elected at large at the General Conventions 
of the Church for a term of six years. 


2. The Board shall have power, under such rules and regulations as the 
Church may from time to time enact, 


a) to call missionaries, determine their field of labor, provide for the effec- 
tive administration of missions on the respective fields, pass upon acts 
and resolutions of mission conferences, with veto power, and take such 
other action as may be deemed necessary or advisable for the best inter- 
est of Foreign Missions at home and abroad; 


b) to raise the funds necessary for carrying on the work entrusted to its 
care in such manner and by such means as it may deem best and most 
effective, and to disburse such funds for the purpose of promoting, main- 
taining, and administering the work of Foreign Missions, provided, how- 
ever, that not to exceed 10% of the proposed budget for any one year 
shall be expended for administrative purposes and field work at home, 
exclusive of salaries and allowances paid to missionaries at home on 
furlough; 
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c) to administer all funds, legacies, and bequests now belonging to, or which 
hereafter may accrue to or be received by, the Church for the purpose 
of Foreign Missions, provided that until the Church shall otherwise deter- 
mine, the Board shall employ the present investment agency of the 
Church for the placing of its permanent funds; and 

d) to elect its own officers and employ such assistants as may be deemed 
necessary. 


3. The officers of said Board shall be a chairman, a vice-chairman, a record- 
ing secretary, an executive committee of five members, a mission secretary, 
and a mission treasurer. The mission secretary and mission treasurer shall not 
be members of the Board. The term of office of the chairman, vice-chairman, 
recording secretary and executive committee shall be two years. The term of 


offices of the mission secretary and mission treasurer shall be determined by 
the Board. 


4. The terms of office of the members of the Board shall be fixed in such 
a manner that the terms of one-third of the membership expire biennially in 
rotation. At the present convention, three shall be elected for six years, one 
for four years, and one for two years. 


5. The Board shall present to the Biennial Convention of the Church a 
detailed report of its activities with such recommendations and proposals as in 
the judgment of the Board the requirements of the work indicate. The Board 
shall also submit a budget for the next biennium for the approval of the Church. 
Such approval shall not, however, operate to give the approved budget the 
standing of appropriations guaranteed by the Church. 


6. In view of the fact that the Church has accumulated a considerable deficit 
during the past years, under the operation of a general guaranteed budget, con- 
tingent upon the adoption of a general liquidating plan in which all the activi- 
ties of the Church shall share, the Board shall turn over out of its receipts 
under the provisions of such plan, its fair share, as determined by the Church, 
for the purpose of liquidating this indebtedness. 

7. In order to enable the Board of Foreign Missions to carry out the pro- 
visions of Section 2c of these resolutions, without being invested with corporate 
powers, BE IT RESOLVED by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 
The Board of Trustees is hereby authorized and directed to handle the invest- 
ment of such funds as may be turned over to it by the said Mission Board, 
subject to the advice and consent of said Mission Board as to the type and 
disposition of such investments, and to cause to be paid into the treasury of said 
Mission Board all proceeds accruing from such investments, less only the actual 
expenses of handling the investments so made. 

8. The Foreign Mission Board may from time to time appoint such com- 
mittees in the Districts and Circuits for the promotion of the work as it finds 
advisable. 

9. The provisions of these resolutions shall take effect January 1, 1935. 


10. All resolutions or parts of resolutions in conflict with the provisions of 
these resolutions are hereby repealed. 

The Madagascar Missionary Conference adopted a resolution last January, 
which we quote: 

Resolution to the Board of Foreign Missions and the Committee on Or- 
ganization: 

“In view of the fact that the Committee on Organization and the Board of 
Foreign Missions will bring before the next Biennial Convention plans for re- 
leasing Foreign Missions from the Budget System, thereby hoping to create in 
the Mother Church a greater zeal for the carrying out of our Lord’s last com- 
mand, we, the Madagascar Missionaries of the N. L. C. A. in Conference assem- 
bled, wish to assure you of our hearty cooperation and support in this venture 
of faith.” 

A letter addressed to the Biennial Convention bearing on the same subject 
and signed by all the missionaries on the Madagascar field has also been re- 
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sired This will be brought to the attention of the Convention by Committee 
No. IV. 

The China Conference Executive Committee has adopted the following: 

“It has always occurred to us that mission offerings, at least, should be free 
offerings, neither tied nor encouraged by fixed budgets. Let God be trusted to 
encourage His people, through His Spirit, to provide what He needs for the 
extension of His Kingdom; neither let us tie His hands nor let us try, except 
through prayer and obedience to His forward command, to open them. 

“Voted: that we most seriously request that the Convention of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America be most earnestly approached by our _ 
Board to consider an early release of missions from the budget system and 
place it, where in our opinion and according to our understanding of the Word 
of God, it belongs, free for free offerings.” 

In the Annual Conference of our missionaries in South Africa they went on 
record in favor of the new plan instead of the present arrangement. 

In presenting the above plan, with recommendations from all our mission 
fields, the Board wishes to register its earnest plea that the Church would at 
this Convention see fit to give it its final sanction. 


The Board will meet June 4-5 and begs leave to submit a slippleraditay 
report. 


The Budget ; 

The budget requested for 1935 and 1936 with additions made by the Board 
of Trustees to cover amortization is barely sufficient to keep the already greatly 
reduced work going on our respective fields. We have already called attention 
to the depreciated dollar which for more than a year has caused a steadily in- 
creasing loss in exchange on our foreign fields. 

A large number of missionary furlos come due in 1935 and 1936, but several 
of these will be deferred for one year in order to reduce the current expenditures 
and distribute them over a longer period.

REPORT FROM THE BOARD OF CHARITIES 


“Be ye merciful even as your Father in heaven is merciful.” 

Our Lord and Savior calls on His disciples to give evidence in their daily 
life that they have received mercy from their Father in heaven. His prophet of 
old says, “What doth the Lord require of thee but to do justly and to love 
mercy and to walk humbly with thy God.” To love mercy is to be kind and 
merciful to those who are unfortunate. Christ has charged His Church with 
caring for those who are in need. This is the work that our church body has 
delegated to its Board of Charities on its behalf. To care for the widow and 
the fatherless, to be the staff and the comfort of the aged, and to visit the sick 
and the needy, is the work that God has called us to do. Through the different 
activities in the Department of Charities, this work is being done. The Board is 
deeply sensible of the fact that much more should be done. These times give 
great opportunities for the work of Christian serving love. 

The many men and women, who have served during the past biennium in 
the Department of Charities whether in institutions or as field workers and 
city missionaries, are entitled to the deep appreciation and gratitude of our 
Church. In spite of reduced salaries and increased demands, they have faithfully 
and loyally cooperated in every endeavor and have willingly given of themselves 
to the Lord and His work. May God in His time reward them for their faithful 
and loving service. 

Pursuant to the resolution of the General Convention of 1932, the executive 
office of the Department of Charities was consolidated with that of Home 
Missions. Rev. H. B. Kildahl accepted a position as Superintendent of the 
Coeur d’Alene Sunset Home on April 1, 1933. His retirement culminated six- 
teen years of service in the Department of Charities of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America. He organized this work in the new church body and has 
been the director and executive officer for these many years. Great credit must 
be given to him for the advances in child welfare and social service work. It 
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is fitting that the Church express its appreciation of these many years of service 
by him. 

Dr. C. S. B. Hoel, Executive Secretary of the Home Mission Board, acted 
also as secretary of the Board of Charities until January 1, 1934, when he 
retired. According to the resolutions of the Board of Home Missions and the 
Board of Charities, the office direction of these two departments was placed in 
the hands of the President of the Church. This action was taken because of 
the difficult financial situation in our territory and the stringent need for the use 
of all possible funds in the direct work of the institutions and the territory in 
which these two boards work. By resolution of the two boards, this arrange- 
ment will be continued for the present until there is an assurance of a stable 
and larger income than at present. 

The Board of Trustees and the Board of Charities took under advisement at 
its meeting in April 1934 the resolution adopted at the last General Convention 
as follows: “The Board of Trustees, together with the Board of Charities, take 
under consideration the matter of eliminating the Department of Charities from 
the budget and if the said board find such policy desirable, to prepare a working 
plan accordingly for the Department of Charities and submit the plan to the 
next biennial convention of the Church.” After serious consideration, it was 
voted by the Board of Trustees and the Board of Charities that the Department 
of Charities continue on the budget as heretofore. 

In regard to a residence for retired pastors, the resolution of the last General 
Convention has been considered by the Board of Trustees and the Board of 
Charities. It is the opinion of both boards that the amount of money needed 
to put the Hamline Seminary building in condition as a Home for retired pas- 
tors would require a sum too large to be considered at this time. A committee 
has been appointed by the Church Council to consider this matter and will 
undoubtedly report to this Convention. 

The Board again calls attention to the following resolution recommended by 
this Board to the last General Convention: “The condition of the times and 
the resources of the Church make it imperative for the Church to adjust its 
work so as to continue its full share of the service with the least possible 
expense, even to the extent of temporarily merging institutions or activities. 
The Church, therefore, requests its Board of Charities to take a survey of its 
work with a view of temporarily closing one or more of its institutions and 
placing the inmates in the other institutions. If the Board of Charities, in con- 
junction with the Board of Trustees, finds that such merging of institutions 
can be effected without injuring the service, the N. L. C. A. hereby authorizes 
and empowers its Board of Charities to effect such mergers, so that the ex- 
penditures be kept within the amounts received.” 

With the assistance of Mr. Nasby of the Audit Department of the Church, 
a study has been made of the financial statements of all the Sunset Homes and 
Children’s Homes. A careful analysis has been worked out as to days spent for 
each inmate and also day income in each particular case. This will be available 
for study by the managers and the boards of the respective institutions for 
comparison as to what is the average day expense and day income from each 
source in the respective fields. é 

This year the original agreement with the Lutheran Welfare Society of 
Minneapolis expires. During these years, this Society has served in the Twin 
Cities and in the State of Minnesota, and has taken care of our child welfare, 
family welfare, and city and institutional work. Through cooperation with 
other synods, it has meant a saving of a great deal of money for our church body, 
and the work has been done very effectively. The Board voted to continue the 
original agreement without the payment of any stipulated sum from the budget 
next year, but in turn recommends the Society to our pastors and congregations 
in Minnesota for their hearty and generous support. When we consider this 
method of handling our common problems as Lutherans with each Synod 
seeking to take its due share of responsibility, it is evident that the same policy 
should be followed in other states as soon as possible. It should be our aim, 
as soon as it can be consistently accomplished, to secure similar organizations in 
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North and South Dakota, Wisconsin and Iowa. In Illinois there is already an 
organizatinn and child welfare society which does this work. Such organizations 
will mean the husbanding of resources and at the same time presenting a com- 
mon front in juvenile courts, state organizations, and in community raising of 
funds for welfare work. 


OUR BUDGET

This balance of $20,000.00 was applied on the deficit of this Department for 
the previous year. As the amount to be allocated for pro-rated amounts in 1933 
had not been provided for in the planned budget of that year, the Board was 
compelled to withhold the appropriations to its institutions for November and 
December in order to keep within the amount agreed upon for the year. How- 
ever, these checks were sent out in January, and in addition the Board of 
Trustees in view of the fact that the Department raised $20,000.00 more than 
the actual amount spent in 1933, agreed to add $5,000.00 to our budget to take 
up this amount for 1934. Following out the recommendations of the last report 
to this Convention that our deficit can only be liquidated if our people contribute 
the usual amount plus something to be applied to the deficit, it has been pos- 
sible by cutting down our deficit by $20,000.00 to reduce the interest payment 
on our old deficit by nearly $1,000.00. If contributions continue during the 
coming year in a similar manner as last year and the current expenses be kept 
within the present set-up, it will be possible to eliminate nearly all of the new 
deficit which was acquired since 1926. 


WILLS AND LEGACIES 


During the year the Department of Charities and the different institutions 
within this field have received numerous smaller and larger sums through wills 
and bequests. The following members of our Church remembered the work of 
caring for the little children and the aged, the sick and the needy in their last 
testaments. Through this act, the influence of their lives will go on long after 
their death. They are no longer with us here on earth, but the blessings of 
their lives will continue. Blessed be their memory.

SUNSET HOMES 


The Board has attempted to make as careful use of the funds entrusted to 
it as possible. More money could legitimately be used at our children’s homes 
and homes for the aged. The superintendents and the local boards of directors 
have cooperated in seeking to conduct their affairs ax economically as possible. 
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The Sunset Homes have been compelled to make use of their reserves in order 
to make both ends meet and will have exhausted their reserve maintenance funds 
in another year. It will be necessary to make it possible for these homes to get 
additional gifts from interested friends in their own territory. 


According to the decision taken by the Board of Charities, no more inmates 
will be admitted to our Glenwood Sunset Home. This action was taken because 
of the present condition of the buildings, which would require thousands of 
dollars for repairs and then not be fireproof and also the fact that the main- 
tenance fund for the aged was used up for repairs and building by 1917 and 
has never been replaced.

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CITY AND INSTITUTIONAL MISSIONS 
Carl Dgving 

In January Dr. Carl D@ving retired as city missionary in Chicago. He has 
been in this work in Chicago since the union in 1917 and has served the Lord 
and his Church faithfully in visiting and caring for many who are sick and 
lonely in that large city. His work is remembered with gratitude by many and 
we pray that God will bless the seed that he has sown in the hearts of the people 
that he has cared for these many years. 

The Rev. Roy Olson, chaplain at the State Reformatory at St. Cloud and 
our prison missionary, has given a great deal of his time to the work of crime 
prevention among boys and young men. He has spoken in different parts of the 
country and received hearty endorsement for his presentation of this serious 
situation. At the present time he is giving his thought to the organization of a 
Prisoners’ Aid Society that will seek to help men to rehabilitate themselves when 
they are discharged from the penal institutions. Miss Clara Jones of Fargo, N. 
D., has carried on a similar work among girls and young women. Both of these 
representatives of our work are entitled to credit and loyal cooperation and sup- 
port from our congregations and pastors. 

The growing depression, coupled with unemployment, has made great de- 
mands upon all welfare and family service groups. Our workers have been no 
exception to this. Our city and hospital missionaries have given unstintingly 
of their time and their service. It may be stated here that during the past year 
our full time city missionaries received only $1,200.00 a year without house rent 
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and traveling expenses, all of them being located in larger cities where living 
expenses were comparatively high. The annual report for our 22 city and in- 
stitution missionaries follows:

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BETHESDA MISSION 


Bethesda Mission in Brooklyn, N. Y., under the supervision of Bernt Kolle- 
voll, had a very strenuous year in its work among single homeless men. As a 
rule all jobs available are given to men with families, and therefore the single 
man finds it almost impossible to obtain any kind of work. 

During the year the Mission conducted 259 services with an average at- 
tendance of 157 men, or a total of 40,925. At these gervices, food was served to 
all men present. 

The Norwegian Consul General has continued to help stranded Norwegian 
seamen by serving them one meal daily at the Mission, and has contributed to- 
ward the Mission maintenance. 13,294 such meals were served during the year. 

By cooperating with the New York Welfare Council, the Mission served 
14,679 meals to 25 men, as well as giving them lodging, and received $3,138.80 
from the Council. 

At the evening services, the Mission has served 7,610 warm meals and 33,230 
portions coffee and sandwiches, or a total of 40,840 meals. Others who occasion- 


ally came and asked for food received 5,653 meals. Total number of meals 
served—98,589. 
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In the sleeping quarters there are 60 beds, but the people also use the floor and 
seats in the chapel as beds. The Mission provided 18,816 nights lodging in the 
dormitory and 19,821 in the chapel. Total of 38,821 nights lodging. 

A total of 2,640 pieces of clothing and shoes distributed. 

Bethesda Annex has been used as a recreation center or reading room for 
the men who live in Tin Can City. This city consists of about 300 homeless men 
who have built huts of old trucks, old sheet iron, and other kinds of old material. 


THE DEACONESS WORK 


The Deaconess Home, under the supervision of Sister Ingeborg Sponland, 
has continued its work during the past year. Owing to insufficient funds, it 
has not been possible to expand this work as it should be. By the help of the 
Women’s Missionary Federation under the direction of Mrs. O. R. Sletten, 
sympathetic support has been given to the deaconess cause. Attempts are being 
made to present the cause constantly to our congregations and our people. It 
is recommended that Septuagesima Sunday be set aside for the presenting of 
the deaconess cause and that special prayers be made for it at that time.

_ Mr. J. R. Orvedahl, who for a number of years served faithfully at the Wild 
Rice Children’s Home, presented his resignation to the local board and to the 
Board of Charities last winter. Mr. Orvedahl proved to be an efficient and un- 
derstanding superintendent of the Wild Rice Children’s Home with a fine appre- 
ciation of the needs and the care of the children. He resigned in order to give 
the Board and the Church free hands as to their decision in the future and 
thereby make his contribution to lessen the expenses in this Department. The 
Board of Charities has expressed to Mr. Orvedahl and his wife their apprecia- 
tion of hig hearty and loyal cooperation and fine service given by them during 
the time he was employed as superintendent. 

The Board desires to call attention to the report of the Wild Rice-Lake 
Park Homes Special Committee which is appended to this report. This report, 
according to the resolution of the Church, was submitted to the Board of Trus- 
tees and the Board of Charities, and was unanimously approved by these two 
boards for consideration by the General Convention. (See appendix No. 1.) 

In our seven Children’s Homes there is a smaller number of children than 
for many years. This has been brought about by the growing appreciation of 
the work of child placing and home-finding which was initiated by this Depart- 
ent in our Church years ago. The report for these Homes for the year is as 
ollows:

The central office of the Department of Charities employs two full time 
case workers, namely Miss Clarisse Clementson and Miss Elvira Gullixson, and 
one part time worker, Mrs. Amalie Granrud. The work done by these investiga- 
tors places available information on each casein the hands of the superintendents 
of the Homes and their boards of directors. Their work has made possible added 
income for the Homes where responsible parties and counties ought to pay for 
the care of these children. They also investigate the homes in which children 
can be placed and give constant attention to the problems of such children as 
have been entrusted to the care of the Church. Individuals attempt at times to 
secure the admittance of children into our institutions without the necessary 
investigations. This is neither fair to the child nor to the Church. There is no 
particular virtue in not doing a thing right even if it takes a little more time. 
As soon as funds will permit, there should be one worker set aside for each of 
the States of North Dakota, South Dakota, Wisconsin, and lowa, but at the 
present time the condition of the budget will not warrant such an expansion. 
The report of our workers for the year is as follows: 

No. children’s cases 188, of which 130 were old cases involving 214 children. 
Of the 58 new cases, 25 cases with 55 children were accepted and 33 cases 
with 94 children were rejected. Total No. children—363. Total No. of 
contacts—823. 


Homes investigated for placement of children—59. Of these, 39 homes were 
approved and 20 rejected. Total No. contacts—250.

APPENDIX NO. 1 


The special committee, appointed by the 1932 Convention to make a further 
investigation of the Wild Rice-Lake Park Children’s Home matter, submits the 
following recommendations: 

1. “The committee endorses recommendations a. and c., made by the joint 
committee of the Board of Charities and Board of Trustees in 1931, as follows: 
(a) That the Wild Rice Children’s Home and Lake Park Children’s Home be 
consolidated. (c) That until the necessary building funds are available, the work 
of the consolidated Home be carried on at Lake Park. 

2. “The committee recommends that as soon as it is deemed advisable to 
erect a new building, or buildings, for the consolidated Home, that the Home be 
moved to Fargo, North Dakota. 

3. “The committee recommends that the property belonging to the Wild Rice 
Children’s Home near Twin Vally, Minnesota, be sold as soon as a reasonable 
price can be obtained and that the proceeds of the sale, together with the present 
building fund owned by the Wild Rice Home, be used for the construction of a 
building, or buildings, at Fargo. 

4. “That the new plant be developed along modern, fireproof lines, on a 
modified cottage plan. 

5. “That provision be made in the new plans for receiving home facilities for 
Lutheran Home Finding work of North Dakota. 

6. “That the farm and necessary portion of the present plant at Lake Park 
be maintained as an integral part of the consolidated institution for the use as 
the farming operation of the Home, as a summer Home or Camp for the chil- 
dren and for such other use in the operation of the institution as the Board of 
Charities shall find advisable or as the Board of Control of the State of Min- 
nesota may require.” 

The committee submits briefly its reasons for the above recommendations: 

“There can be no question as to the advisability of consolidating. At the 
time the committee made its investigation, there were only 53 children under 
care at Lake Park and the committee was told that no other children belonging 
to the two Homes were at any other institution. 
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“In view of this.and the growing tendency toward care for dependent chil- 
dren in family homes, rather than in institutions, there is no need for more than 
one Home.in this territory. 

“Tt is clearly evident that the‘only thing to do at present is to continue the 
work at Lake Park. This, however, should be considered only a temporary 
arrangement. The buildings at Lake Park are very old,.are crowded closely 
together and are very inflammable. The Church is not justified in continuing 
the housing of a large group of children in buildings of this kind any longer 
than is absolutely necessary. 

“In considering the permanent location of the consolidated Home, the com- 
mittee investigated several propositions. - 

“One proposition was to use the buildings and grounds of the Park Region 
Luther College at Fergus Falls, Minnesota. It appeared to the committee that 
no other reagon could be assigned for this proposition than that the buildings 
- are not being used for anything else. There is very little land and a large in- 
debtedness. The understanding of the committee is that a mortgage upon the 
property has been foreclosed and that, in addition, there is a large amount of 
outstanding unsecured indebtedness. The only possible way in which a proposi- 
tion of this kind could be considered would be if the property was offered to 
the Church free from debt. Even if that were done, the committee can see no 
advantage in moving from either the Wild Rice location or the Lake Park loca- 
tion to Fergus Falls. 

“The committee considered the two present locations and reached the con- 
clusion that one has very little advantage over the other. As the 1931 report 
states, ‘Where one seems to have an advantage in one particular, the other has 
some advantage to offset it.’ Since, however, the committee has reached the 
conclusion that the main plant should be located in a larger city, it is deemed 
unnecessary to discuss the advantages or disadvantages of either the Lake Park 
or the Wild Rice locations. 

“In reaching the decision that the main plant of the Home should be located 
at Fargo, the committee found itself in agreement with the statement made by 
Rev. H. B. Kildahl,-in a communication addressed to the members of the Board 
of Trustees, the Board of Charities and the special committee under date of 
March 22, 1933, to which reference is hereby made. The reasons there given for 
location in a larger city seemed to the committee to be conclusive, when a long 
time plan is under consideration. 

“Another consideration that seems convincing is that at the time the com- 
mittee made its investigation, it found that of the 53 children under care at Lake 
Park, 42 were from North Dakota and 11 from Minnesota. With state lines 
being more and more tightly drawn in the handling of dependent children, it 
is not only possible, but quite probable, that in the very near future Minnesota 
authorities will object to this arrangement. Since the Home is practically a 
North Dakota institution, it seems logical that it should be located within the 
state of North Dakota. 

“Tt is the hope of the committee that the Church, having this splendid oppor- 
tunity to develop a modern, fireproof children’s institution, will take advantage. 
of it and insure for the future the best possible program of child care under the 


auspices of our Church.

In spite of the unfavorable conditions and in a time of financial distress, the 
people of our Church heeded the call to support its activities by contributing the 
amount of $661,498.71, which is a manifestation of loyalty, consecration and sac- 
rifice. For this achievement the Board of Trustees desires to express its) most 
sincere gratitude to the people of our congregations, to the pastors, and to all 
who have been in charge of the ingathering in the congregations, circuits, and 
districts. Especially do we desire to express our hearty appreciation for the in- 
tense efforts put forth by our General Field Superintendent, Dr. A. J. Bergsaker, 
and to all who in any way have assisted him in the ingathering of these funds. 


Legacies, Bequests and Gifts 


During the past year, cash totaling $28,593.33 has been given to the Church 
through legacies, bequests and gifts. 

A number of bequests are in the form of mortgages and real estate, which 
are carried on the books of the treasurer at one dollar each, as the actual value 
can not be determined until they have been liquidated. 

The names of 55 persons have been added to the former list of those who 
have remembered the Lord’s work in their wills 

The Board is at the present time working with the administrators of several 
large estates, endeavoring to realize the best possible results for all concerned. 
Owing to the present low prices of real estate and other holdings, these estates 
would be greatly reduced if liquidated at the present time. It has been deemed 
advisable to defer the closing of some estates, as in the judgment of the Board 
the present values are far below actual values. 

Devoted men and women who during their life time were generous con- 
tributors toward the extension of Christ’s kingdom are in this way continuing 
their gifts after they have been called to rest from their labors here below and 
have in the form of these contributions erected lasting monuments to their love 
for the cause for which Christ gave Himself. 
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Living streams of water are flowing from the lives of those who kindly re- 
membered the Lord’s work in their last will and testament. The money designated 
for the Church at their departure has become the means in the hand of God to 
bring the living water to thirsty, yes, parched tongues of the many who are 
sitting in darkness outside of the fold. 

Endowing a chair in religion or any other branch at our schools may become 
the means of keeping one or many in the faith of their fathers and prepare them 
to continue the work for which the donor lived. A gift to our Church Extension 
Fund will help a small flock to erect a house of worship where the living water 
may flow to those who leave our older congregations to establish homes in 
new fields. Some prefer setting up a fund from which the interest pays the 
salary of some missionary on our home or foreign fields. In this way their 
day’s work will not end when they are called to their rest. 

Many a mother’s heart has been filled with anxiety when the last kiss was 
printed on the cheek of her little boys and girls, commending them to Him 
who said He will be the Father of the fatherless. Through bequests for this 
branch of the work of our Church, the fatherless and motherless are cared 
for and your greeting on the shores of eternity will be, “What ye have done 
for one of these the least of my brethren ye have done it unto me.” 

The Board recommends most earnestly that this practice become more gen- 
eral. 

The Board remembers with deep gratitude those who in their last testament 
designated the gifts that came to the Church during the past year. May the 
Lord bless their memory.

This does not mean that the Church and its institutions balanced their budgets 
for 1933. The advances and interest accumulated on advances to the institutions 
increased $34,856.76. The deficits accumulated at four of the colleges amount to 
$24,170.92, and the deficits incurred at charitable institutions amount to $14,235.68. 

The Board desires to impress upon the Church the absolute necessity not 
only of balancing the receipts and expenditures in the treasurer’s office but also 
to provide the sufficient fundy so that the institutions can also balance their 
budgets. 

If it is found that the aggregate amount required to operate the present 
number of institutions is too heavy a load, the Board submits for your considera- 
tion the advisability of reducing the number of institutions rather than operating 
all of them with unavoidable deficits, which will become disastrous to the 
Church and its activities. 


ADJUSTMENT OF EXPENSES IN KEEPING WITH RECEIPTS 


The Church adopted the folowing resolution in 1932: 

“Whereas it is desirable to maintain the credit of the Church by balancing 
the budget at the close of each fiscal year, 

“Resolved, that the Board of Trustees be hereby authorized to adjust the 
expenditures, if possible, in such a way as to safeguard the financial standing of 
the Church.” 

It thus became the painful duty of the Board to limit the allocations to the 
four major activities of the Church. 

The Board expresses its appreciation for the splendid cooperation and willing- 
ness of the budgeting boards to adjust the work in such a way that the estimated 
expenditures should not exceed the estimated income. While earnest efforts 
were made to balance the budget by reduction in the expenditures: for ad- 
ministrative purposes, it was however found inadequate and the result had to 
be achieved also by limiting the expenditures in the work by the various boards 
and activities. This is to be deeply regretted in view of the fact that the obtain- 
ing social and economic conditions lend greater opportunities and cause greater 
need for the extension of the kingdom of the Prince of Peace than perahaps at 
any other time in the history of our Church. It is unfortunate that deficits were 
incurred at several of our institutions on account of the reductions in their 
appropriations.

ADVANCES 


From time to time since 1917 loans and advances have been made to different 
institutions and activities. The Board of Trustees has therefore found it neces- 
sary to borrow this money. No funds have been provided for the payment of 
interest, which has necessitated adding the interest to the original loan at the 
end of each fiscal year. The Board suggests that each activity concerned should 
provide annually for at least the interest on the amount advanced, beginning 
with January 1, 1934. (See treasurer’s report.) 

The Board respectfully recommends that in the future special appropriations 
voted shall not be available until the Church has specifically provided funds 
covering such appropriations. 
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ENDOWMENT FUNDS 


One of the matters that has caused the Board much concern is the ad- 
ministration of the Endowment Funds belonging to the institutions and activities 
of the Church. 

During the last six months an amount of $136,580.12 has been liquidated 
through collection and refinancing loans. As of May 1, 1934 additional re- 
financing has been definitely approved on $236,500.00 in loans which are now 
in the process of being closed. In addition, applications have been filed on 
loans totaling $314,300.00 on which commitments have not been received. 

It is the present policy of the Loan and Investment Committee to advise 
borrowers who are in need of a lower rate of interest to avail themselves of 
present opportunities for refinancing. 

Everything within the power of the committee is being done to conserve the 
funds. There has been but little improvement in the interest collections. One 
of the reasons for this is that the crops have been poor and prices low. Another 
reason is the withholding of the payment of interest on loans that are being 
refinanced. 

We are glad to report that during the past year expenditures and income on 
real estate have practically balanced, in spite of the fact that crops were a total 
failure in several localities where these lands are located. 

The net income as shown by the Treasurer’s report for the several endow- 
ment funds may look disappointingly small. However the Board wishes to call 
to your attention the fact that the amount distributed is the net after deducting 
foreclosure costs, taxes on new foreclosures, and the necessary field and office 
expense of operating the Loan and Investment department. 

Since January 1, 1927 it has been the policy of the committee that taxes 
and foreclosure costs and any deficits in operating the real estate has been and 
is deducted from interest received instead of increasing the amount that is in- 
vested in the loan. 

With reference to the sale of real estate, special effort has been put forth to 
encourage and assist former owners to re-acquire their farms through refinancing. 

The Board has felt that it has not been advisable to stress the sales of the 
better class of farm lands during thigy period of low prices. However, advantage 
is at this time being taken of the opportunity to liquidate both loans and real 
estate. 


CHANGE OF THE FISCAL YEAR 


A large number of congregations find it difficult to complete the ingathering 
of funds for the general work of our Church by December 31 of each year 
and in many cases request that the treasurer’s accounts be kept open for weeks 
and months in the new year. The Board of Trustees, therefore, in order to 
facilitate the work in the congregations and in the treasurer’s office, recom- 
mends (1) that the present fiscal year close on January 31, 1935, and (2) that 
the fiscal year of the Church be hereafter reckoned from February 1 to Jan- 
uary 31. 


NEW PENSION PLAN 


For several years the Church has had under advisement the question of 
adopting a new pension plan. Such a plan was finally adopted by the Church at 
its last general convention and referred to the Church Council and Board of 
Trustees for further consideration. A joint meeting of the Church Council and 
the Board of Trustees was held on April 24, 1934. The Church Council will 
report in thiy matter. 


WILD RICE-LAKE PARK CHILDREN’S HOME 


At the last General Convention the following resolution was adopted: (See 
1932 Annual Report, page 314) 

“Be it Resolved, that a committee of three be elected to make further in- 
vestigation into the matter of the Wild Rice and Lake Park Children’s Homes 
and in conjunction with the Board of Charities and the Board of Trustees report 
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to our next biennial meeting, presenting a definite plan and recommendation.” 

In compliance with the above resolution, a joint meeting of the special com- 
mittee consisting of Judge Lewis Larson, Sioux Falls, South Dakota, Rev. C. M. 
Hallanger, Portland, North Dakota and Mr. J. A. Norstad, Red Wing, Minne- 
sota, the Board of Trustees and the Board of Charities was held at Augsburg 
Publishing House, Minneapolis on March 4, 1934, 

The actions taken in this matter at the joint meeting will be included in the 
report of the Board of Charities. 


HAMLINE SEMINARY 


In the matter of the Hamline Seminary property, the Church adopted the 
following resolution at the General Convention in 1932: (See 1932 Annual 
Report, pages 342-343) 

“Whereas, the Board of Trustees has been unable to dispose of the vacant 
Luther Seminary property in Hamline, St. Paul, as per resolution adopted, and 

“Whereas, there is an apparent need of a home for superannuated pastors, 
profegsors and others to whom the Church might be indebted, 

“Resolved, that the Board of Trustees be instructed to take this matter up for 
serious consideration, and authorized to put such a plan into effect, if it is 
deemed advisable.” 

On account of the abnormal conditions and in view of the fact that it would 
mean a large initial expense, the Board of Trustees has felt that it was not 
within its power to attempt to make the necessary alterations so as to make 
the Hamline Seminary property suitable for a Home for retired pastors. Further- 
more, even after this expenditure, it would not lend itself to the intended use on 
account of the high windows, high ceilings, etc. In addition to this, we would 
face the problem of providing the necessary monies for maintenance. 

From time to time negotiations for the disposal of the property have been 
carried on, but up to this time no acceptable offer has been received. 


IN MEMORIAM 


It was with a feeling of profound sorrow that the report of the deinise of our 
beloved Chairman, Mr. O. O. Erling, and Judge A. Grindeland was submitted 
to the district meetings of our Church last year. This year we come again with 
a message of deep sorrow in relating the death of Mr. P. B. Hong, Mr. Erling’s 
successor as Chairman of the Board. Mr. Hong died July 4, 1933. He was 
elected as a member of the Board of Trustees in 1928. 

In Mr. Hong’s death the Church and the Board of Trustees lost a faithful 
and efficient worker and member. Words formulated into resolutions are inade- 
quate to express the high esteem in which he was held by those who were 
privileged to serve with him as members of the same board, nor to express the 
heavy loss we as a Board have sustained. His many friends cherish his memory. 

Mr. Hong was calm in his deliberations, wise in counsel and sound in judg- 
ment. His term of service as chairman of our Board was untimely short but 
marked with the splendor of accomplishment. 

The Board has caused to be spread upon its minutes suitable tribute to Mr. 
Hong’s memory and a copy mailed to the bereaved family. May the Lord bless 
his memory. 


ELECTION OF BOARD MEMBERS 


Shortly after the death of Mr. Erling, the Board had under consideration 
the advisability of exercising the power given it by the Church in electing a 
successor. The Board concluded, however, that it would be advisable to leave 
the election to the Convention of the Church. 

The same opinion prevailed last July when Mr. Hong was taken away. The 
Board did not feel at all certain that they would be able to select the men that 
would meet with the approval of the Church. Consequently the Board has 
carried on to the best of its ability without filling these vacancies. 

In 1932 A. A. Halverson was elected to fill the vacancy caused by the res- 
ignation of Judge A. Grindeland and his term expires this year. Therefore 
three members are to be elected at this time for a term of six years.

IN CONCLUSION

have reason to strike a note of optimism and confidence. It is not a matter to be 
taken lightly that the Boards have had to discontinue work, leave stations un- 
manned, forego opportunities to advance, and cramp efforts on every hand as a 
necessary result of reduction in appropriations. Nevertheless, with the help of 
Him who is the Head of the Church and with the loyalty, consecration and 
sacrifice as manifested by our people in their response to the needs of the work, 
courage is given to carry on. The turn of the road may soon be reached and the 
period of retrenchment may soon be at an end. Adversity is of value and may 
become of permanent worth to our Church. 

Again we desire to express our gratitude to God and to praise the many 
loyal contributors for the accomplishment of having raised $12,484.31 more for 
the four major activities of our Church during 1933 than during the year of 
1932. This manifests an active participation of the individual member and a 
recognition of the privilege and duty of a member of a Christian congregation. 
May this mark a progress that may continue until every member of our Church 
and every congregation may have been given grace to contribute according as 
the Lord has caused us to prosper. It is a growing Church that always requires 
more. It has been well said, “One of the convincing evidences of the divine 
origin and guidance of the Church of Christ is the fact that it is supported by 
voluntary offerings, not an amusement or business on earth could run that way.” 

Laborers stand ready to go into the harvest. The Lord has heard the prayer 
for more laborers. Let us also pray Him to make us more willing to furnish the 
means to send them into the field so “ripe unto harvest.”

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Report from the Board of Trustees 


(FINANCE COMMITTEE) 
General Field Superintendent 


In my report of the work of the Finances of the Church, I should like to 
call your attention to a word of Jesus in St. John 4:34-35: “Jesus saith unto 
them, My meat is to do the will of Him that sent me and to finish His work. 
Say not ye, There are yet four months and then cometh harvest? Behold I 
say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields, for they are white 
already unto harvest.” Jesus had a great task to perform and He did it joy- 
fully. It was a pleasure to Him. It was like eating. “My meat is to do the 
will of Him that sent me.” Jesus was always busy. Time seemed to be very 
precious to Him. He went about in all the cities and villages, teaching in their 
synagogues and preaching the Gospel of the Kingdom and healing every sick- 
ness and every disease among the people. His greatest work was the work of 
redemption. “The Son of man came not to be ministered unto, but to minister, 
and to give His life as a ransom for many.” It was His joy, His meat and 
drink, His whole-souled and eager purpose to do His Father’s will and ac- 
complish it even unto the end, till He could say, “It is finished.” All this He 
did in order that we might live, and live to serve God and to take delight in 
the service. Even though He came to His own, and His own received Him 
not, ‘though thousands and hundreds of thousands perish in their sins, because 
they refuse to accept His grace and salvation, yet His work, His living and 
dying were not in vain. “He shall see of the travail of His soul and shall be 
satisfied” (Is. 53:11). 

We are His followers, and as such we have a great task to perform. We 
are called to serve. We are saved to serve. Salvation first, of course, and then 
service. “Go and work today in my vineyard.” “Ye shall be my witness.” “Go 
and make disciples of all the nations and preach the Gospel to every creature.” 
“For we are laborers together with God.” The purpose of this service is to 
bring the means of grace to our fellowmen, to bring men out of the sinful world 
into the Church of God, “Where faith cometh by hearing and hearing by the 
Word of God.” The purpose is salvation and eternal life for ourselves and 
our fellow men. “The Son of man came to seek and to save that which was 
lost.’ His purpose must be our purpose. This is also the purpose of the 
budget of the Church,—the only purpose of our contributions to the Church,— 
indeed a noble and a holy purpose that ought to inspire us all with interest, 
determination and will power to consecrated action for this cause. 

Now is the time. “Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields, for they are 
white already unto harvest.” He emphasizes the immediate need. When the 
fields are ripe, the grain must be gathered into the garner. If not, all will be 
wasted. There is no time to lose for the salvation of the children of men. 
Today, today, is His appeal to our benevolence, to our service and our consecra- 
tion. Immortal souls in great number are daily passing into eternity unsaved 
and many of them without the knowledge of a Redeemer. The field is large. 
It begins in your own heart and at your own door and extends to the uttermost 
parts of the earth. Our Church is in the midst of this harvest work. It is 
therefore that the most earnest appeals came to you all during 1933 to give of 
your self, your money, time and thought to the greatest work in the world. 
I wonder if we did it joyfully and if every one of us can say with Jesus, “My 
meat is to do the will of Him that sent me and to finish His work.” Now is 
the accepted time for every pastor, every congregation, and every organization 
to make every effort and work hard for the ingathering. 

1933 was a most trying year. Unemployment, total crop failure in large 
sections of the Middle West, low price on farm products and business stagna- 
tion have caused untold hardship and made it very difficult for our people not 
only to give to the general church body the needed support, but also to carry 
on the local work. We are glad to note that there are signs of improvement. 
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The Church has reason to express sincere gratitude to God who has given our 
people grace to contribute to His work in the face of difficult conditions the 
following amounts, besides what has been sent directly to the different in- 
stitutions:

It is very encouraging that $661,498.71 exceeds the amount raised for 1932. 
We are grateful to God that we were able to gather this amount. To this may 
be added $6,285.89, the interest from the General Church endowment, making 
the total sum $667,784.60. By the most careful economy and large reductions 
$602,745.74 was actually used for the maintenance of the four activities and the 
general work of the Church the past year, making it possible to make a pay- 
ment of approximately $65,038.86 on our indebtedness. This last year we have 
not only collected the amount that has been expended but we have been able, 
for the first time, to make a larger payment on our budget deficit. 

The many willing givers of these amounts deserve the sincere thanks of 
the Church. Much credit is due to the leadership and consecrated work of 
many of our pastors for the ingathering of these funds, and we remember with 
thanks all the people who have given freely of their prayers, money and time. 
We owe a debt of gratitude to the General President, District Presidents, Exe- 
cutive Secretaries, field emissaries of the Foreign Mission Department and 
Missionaries home on furlough, the District and Circuit financial secretaries, 
the Treasurer, Circuit presidents and finance committees, Professors at our 
schools, congregational contact men, and others for the wholehearted support 
and splendid service rendered in this work. We also wish to thank most 
heartily the many who during the last months of 1933 willingly and gladly 
accepted reductions. The sacrifices that some of these men and women have 
gone through will not be known by us, but we remember them, and we know 
that to them must also go a share of gratitude and thankfulness that we could 
close the year without a deficit. 


THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY FEDERATION 


This organization is rendering a splendid service to the Church from year 
to year. It is an educational force. Its members never tire of informing our 
people what our Church is doing. Much literature containing information about 
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the institutions and missions of our Church has been distributed also this year. 
The work of Christian Education, Home and Foreign Missions and Charities 
have truly had a helping hand in what the women of the Church are doing, 
including the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation. Through the efforts of 
the Federation, the Thank Offerings, Mission Boxes, Cradle Roll and Self- 
Denial contributions as well as what has been remitted by societies of the 
congregations, the following amounts have been received.

THE YOUNG PEOPLE’S LUTHER LEAGUE

their programs. We should make more of an effort to train our young people 
to give to the Kingdom of God. It should be inculcated from earliest youth 
that regular and systematic giving constitute an act of worship. It is our 
obligation to start early to give freelv because we have received freely. By 
the grace of God and through the efficient leadership this organization con- 
tributed the following amounts for the support of our Church this last year.

$956,785.00 is the budget approved and voted at the last biennial convention 
for the biennium 1933-34. $856,000.00 constitutes the working budget of the 
Church and the sum of $100,000.00 of the deficit already incurred was added to 
this working budget. The amount apportioned to each district for 1934 is the 
same as for 1933 and you will find these amounts on page 161. 


HOW THE BUDGET IS ALLOCATED 


There often seems to be a great deal of misunderstanding as to how the 
budget is allocated. In accordance with the rules adopted by the Church, the- 
budget voted by the General Convention is to be allocated in order that a 
district, a circuit and a congregation may know what it is reasonably expected 
to contribute, and in order that the whole amount needed may be raised. But 
it stands to reason that it is no easy matter to decide how much may be reason- 
ably expected from each of the nine districts with their ninety-seven circuits 
and two thousand seven hundred and twenty-four contributing congregations. 
Let us remember that judgment, experience and careful study must always play 
a prominent part in all allocations. 


DISTRICT APPORTIONMENT 


The Board of Trustees in conference with the General President, the Dis- 
trict Presidents, the District Financial Secretaries, the Executive Secretaries of 
the Budgeting Boards and the General Field Superintendent decide how much 
each of the nine districts should be asked to raise. The amounts apportioned 
to the districts should be based largely upon experience and judgment and 


membership. 
CIRCUIT APPORTIONMENT 


The Financial Secretaries of the Circuits within each district together with the 
District Financial Secretary, the District President, and the General Field Super- 
intendent, allocate the amount apportioned to the District to the circuits of the 
district. The apportionment should be based on experience, judgment and 
membership. 


CONGREGATIONAL APPORTIONMENT 


The Financial Secretary of the Circuit, the President of the Circuit, the 
Financial committee of the Circuit, in conference with the District Financial 
Secretary, the District President, the pastors and at least one representative 
from each congregation, allocate the circuit apportionment to the congregations. 
This apportionment is to be based on experience, judgment and membership. 

You will therefore understand that when the rules adopted by the Church 
are observed and followed, that the greatest and most conscientious care is 
exercised in all allocation of the Budget to the Districts, the Circuits and the 
congregations. 

$875,000.00 


The question now will be what can we do in the future, and what will be 
the result in 1934. These questions are of vital importance. The Board of 
Trustees in conference with the Executive Secretaries of the Budgeting Boards 
recommend for the biennium 1935-36, $875,000.00 to be voted by this convention. 
How shall we be able to meet our obligations to the Schools, the Home and 
Foreign Missions and the Institutions of Mercy, for this year and the coming 
two years? 

1. We will have to deny ourselves, sacrifice, pray, give and work as never 
before. A more powerful spiritual life is needed more than anything else. 
“Not by might, nor by power, but by my spirit saith the Lord of hosts” (Zech- 
ariah 4:6). “I am the vine, ye are the branches: He that abideth in me and 
I in him, the same bringeth forth much fruit: for without me ye can do noth- 
ing’ (John 15:5). Did you notice? “Without me ye can do nothing” says 
Jesus. We are absolutely dependent upon Him in our work. A _ godless, 
materialistic and worldly spirit is creeping into our Church life everywhere. 
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If we are to solve our problems and meet our obligations, we need life, power, 
and fire from heaven in large measures, a spiritual awakening. This is essential 
in the very life of the Church. 

2. A keener sense of responsibility and a deeper understanding of Chris- 
tian Stewardship is needed. We are stewards. Stewardship occupies a large 
place in the Bible. To have is to owe and not to own. Everything a person 
possesses has been entrusted to him. God is the owner. “True stewardship 
comprehends the responsibility of a Christian in all the relationship of life. 
It takes into account every phase of human living. It involves the responsi- 
bility of the individual to God in the matter of all his possessions,—time, talent, 
energy, money and life itself. All of life, in all its interests, ramifications, 
belongs to God and is without qualification to be placed in His service.” Our 
people should recognize this truth more clearly. It is therefore essential that 
Stewardship get a larger place in our preaching and in our teaching from the 
Sunday school to the Theological Seminary. This is needed. When people 
realize that they are stewards they will give more willingly of self, time, and 
money to the Kingdom of God. 

3. A more careful and thorough study of the field is of vital importance 
in order to. fulfill the purpose of the Church. 

A program of education must be emphasized. The lack of interest and 
support is often due to the general ignorance of the purpose of the work of 
the Kingdom. Let us never tire of informing our people what our Church is 
doing. Christ emphasized education. “Lift up your eyes and look on the 
fields, for they are white already unto harvest.” We have so many opportuni- 
ties in our Church and Sunday school papers and otherwise, from the pulpit | 
and in the class room. Let us make use of these opportunities. It has always 
been the aim of the Finance Department to spread knowledge and information. 
“Who Am I” is the last leaflet printed. It contains much information about 
our Church. Nearly 150,000 copies have been sent out upon request. Mav 
it get into every household of our Church to be studied carefully. It has always 
been our aim to spread knowledge and information. It is our aim to do more 
of it in the future. 


THE EVERY MEMBER CANVASS AND THE WEEKLY GIVING 


4. More regular and systematic giving is essential not only to the support 
of the Church but also to the growth of the Christian life. “Upon the first 
day of the week let every one of you lay by him in store, as God hath pros- 
pered him” (1 Cor, 16:2). St. Paul emphasizes a regular gift—from every 
member—conscientiously laid aside each week and a gift in proportion as 
God has prospered him. Many members and many congregations do not follow 
this rule laid down by the Apostle, and in many cases where they have started 
to follow it, the work is not done carefully and thoroughly. 

The Church adopted the following resolution at its last biennial convention. 

“Whereas, the every member canvass and weekly giving will not only bring 
a larger aggregate amount for the work of the Church but also a blessed in- 
fluence upon the Christian life, and 

“Whereas, there are many congregations that have not as yet introduced the 
every member canvass and the weekly giving, 

“Be it resolved that the Church recommends the month of November as the 
time when the entire Church should make the canvass for the following year.” 

November is the time set for our every member canvass. Every congrega- 
tion should make a real effort to follow this recommendation of the Church and 
make this resolution a reality. Let it become a uniform movement throughout 
the entire church body. The every member canvass, the weekly and monthly 
giving, the duplex envelope system is a work that demands a thorough prepara- 
tion and a long training. It will develop spiritual power in the congregation 
when properly conducted. Spiritualizing the canvass is of vital importance. Dr. 
H. C. Weber, director of the Every Member Canvass Department of the General 
Council of the Presbyterian Church says: 


166 


“The canvass rightly conceived, is a problem in human relations, and not a 
plan for raisng money. It is a major contact adventure in the task of personal- 
izing people in and toward yeligion. It is even more than this. It has great 
spiritual possibilities. It furnishes an expressional release for the religion in a 
man. 

“The canvass that has become or is drudgery is a handicap and not a help. 
The right sort of canvass will add very tangible Christian assets to a congrega- 
tion’s store. More consecration, more power and joy to sacrifice, more sympathy 
and understanding, larger ideals and ambitions. Instead of a weight to carry and 
offset in some way, the good canvass provides wings by which the congregation 
may rise to a higher level.” 

He says again, “Giving is a grace, not a grind. It is a grace around which 
the real canvass should be built and of course that means that its impact, its 
method, its content must be spiritualized. Graciousness, not grasping, a tonic, 
not a taxing, happiness and not snappiness, should be its atmosphere.” 


OUR CHILDREN 


For the purpose of training our children in the virtue of Christian giving to 
the local and general work of the Church, the last General Convention adopted 
the following: 

“Inasmuch as it is of great importance to train our children in the grace 
of Christian giving to the general work of the Church, and 


“Inasmuch as it is easier to cultivate interest in and enthusiasm for the work 
of the Church in the hearts of the children than it is to rouse a similar interest 
in adults, 


“Be it resolved, that the Church recommends that all Sunday schools in- 
troduce wherever possible the Sunday school duplex envelope system.” 


This is a decision of far-reaching importance. But decisions and resolutions 
are not of much value unless they are carried out. We should make more of 
an effort to train our children to give to the Kingdom of God. Let us introduce 
the Sunday school duplex envelope and send monthly or quarterly, the amount 
received through the red side of the envelope to the synodical treasurer of the 
Church and that where this is not possible, the school send to the same treasury 
the total income of the school on the first Sunday of each month. 


We know of one Sunday school in our Church contributing to the four 
activities 40 per cent of the congregation’s apportionment. If most Sunday 
schools would go and do likewise the conditions in our Church would not only 
be much more encouraging but her future membership would also receive a 
splendid training in the virtue of Christian giving. 

The question now will be, What can we do in the future and what will be 
the result of the ingathering for 1934. This is a very vital question. How can 
we meet our obligations to the schools, Home and Foreign Missions, and the 
Institutions of Mercy for this current year? 


In trying to answer this question it should be remembered that the congre- 
gation is the home base and the pastor is the leader in enlisting the members 
in this work. A careful observation in all Lutheran Synods has revealed that as 
the pastor is in his leadership, so will the response be in the congregation under 
normal circumstances. Therefore our success depends so much upon the pastor 
and the congregation. They hold the key to the situation to a great extent. As 
so many of the workers formerly directly in the service of the Church have 
been called into other fields of labor, the responsibility of the pastor and the 
congregation needs to be emphasized. The circuit unit is an important factor. 
The large part the circuit and its officers must play in this work, especially the 
circuit financial secretary, the circuit president and the circuit finance committee 
must be stressed as never before. They have a real program here and a great 
responsibility. In addition, the untiring efforts of the District President, the 
District Financial Secretary and the rest of the District officers are essential for 
this supreme cause. 
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MISSION CONFERENCES 


Mission Conferences and Educational Rallies of two or three day periods 
have always been a source of great blessing both spiritually and financially. 
Every congregation should have at least two a year. These conferences and 
these rallies should be prepared very carefully. They have always contributed 
much to the inspiration, information and edification of our people, and the 
Church recommends these conferences and these rallies most highly to our 
congregations. 

Congregations that plan to raise their amount or part of it for the four 
activities of the Church by mission offerings should remember the importance 
of a thorough and careful preparation for these offerings, by prayer, personal 
work, preaching and publicity. A message from the pastor and the officers with 
offering envelopes enclosed to every member a few days before the day of 
offering has always been of great value. 

The Church adopted at its last biennial convention the following resolution: 

‘Whereas, it is desirable to maintain the credit of the Church by balancing 
the budget at the close of each fiscal year, 

“Resolved, that the Board of Trustees be hereby authorized to adjust the 
expenditures, if possible, in such a way as to safeguard the financial standing of 
the Church.” 

The Board of Trustees interprets this resolution to mean that it will be 
obliged to reduce and adjust expenditures with estimated income as it may be 
found necessary in order to balance also the 1934 budget. The Board of Trustees 
considers it a duty to balance the budget. “Pay as you go” is a plan that we 
must follow. If not, large sums will be paid in interest which otherwise can be 
used directly in carrying forward the work of the Church. It is essential to re- 
duce the amount used for payment of interest. 

The Church has accumulated such a large deficit that it must not continue 
to borrow. Our experience has always been that most of the contributions for 
the work of the Church come in the last three months of the year. But what 
shall our Church do from January first to October, that its institutions and 
missions can continue their God given work. We have given our pledge of 
wholehearted support and cooperation, a pledge to our Church. “My Church, 
My Church, My dear old Church, My fathers and my own,” needs in a special 
sense grace and my help this time of the year. 


THE QUARTERLY INGATHERINGS 


The quarterly ingatherings have been emphasized. They must be emphasized 
more. We closed the first quarter this year with a larger amount in the treasury 
of the Church than a year ago at this time. Many pastors and congregations 
whether they contributed to the four activities of the Church through the 
weekly giving and envelope system, or they were using other methods such as 
mission offerings, solicitations etc., made a real effort for the first quarter and 
rendered a splendid service. Many did not contribute anything. An earnest 
attempt was made to get the 2,724 congregations in our Church to participate 
in this undertaking. Did yours? Or did you depend only upon others to do it? 


We have entered upon the second quarterly ingathering from April 1, until 
the close of the quarter, with May 20—June 30—a time for special effort and 
special concentration. This quarter which includes both Easter and Pentecost 
ought to witness the best Church work for the year. It should be a period of 
life, power and activity for the Kingdom, a real harvest-time for Christ. It 
should also be a period when the gifts and the money as fruits of the Christian 
life will reach the treasury of the Church in large amounts. One half of the 
expenditures must be gathered by June 30, the close of the second quarter. 

This effort of quarterly ingatherings will comply with and carry out the 
decision and the request of the Church as follows: 


“That the Budget Committee be, and hereby is, directed to divide the fiscal 
year into four parts of three calendar months each, and to arrange for the 
collection of the fair share due from the congregations belonging to this or- 
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ganization in quarterly installments, each quarterly installment to be due not 
later than the first day of the succeeding quarter.” 

The General Convention of 1932 added: 

“The Church calls special attention to the following: 

“(a) To the necessity of beginning early in the year. Thousands of dollars 
would be saved and thus increase the working budget. 

“(b) To the sound business principle of paying the budget in monthly and 
quarterly installments, in order that the Church may pay for its work without 
borrowing money.” 

These resolutions were unanimously adopted at the General Convention by 
pastors and delegates. It should be a matter of conscience for each and every 
one in the entire church to make every effort that they be carried out. Half of 
the apportionment of the congregation should accordingly be in by June 30. 

To make the contributions to the work of the Church at least four times a 
year makes it not only much easier and more convenient for the Congregation 
but it will also serve the interests of the Church much better both financially 
and otherwise. The reason many fall short in their giving to the Kingdom is 
that they postpone it until the end of the year, when time is short and the 
problems so numerous that they cannot do much. Why not start from the be- 
ginning of the year and contribute in monthly and quarterly installments? This 
is very essential because we must pay as we go. 


WORK SHOULD BE COMPLETED BY DECEMBER 31 


A late start for the ingathering of the funds always seems to bring the work 
of the budget two or three months into the following year. Many congregations 
find it impossible to finish their annual contributions to the Church by December 
31, for the reason that they do not start until the latter part of the year. 

Requests come then from all parts of the Church to keep the books open 
for a shorter or longer period into the New Year. While the Church is very 
grateful for every gift at any time, we all agree that such delay is not only 
expensive but also poor business. Can the work be finished by December 31? 
Yes, if we begin early and pay our allotment in monthly and quarterly install- 
ments. Yes, if every pastor and every congregation feels genuinely concerned 
about the duties and responsibilities the Lord has placed upon our Church. 


MISUNDERSTANDING 


For the reason that there seems to obtain some misunderstanding on the 
part of many of our congregations regarding the distribution of the contribu- 
tions made to the Church, we desire to call your attention to the following: 

1. All sums received by the Treasurer designated “for the budget” are 
prorated to the four activities of the Church. 

2. When the Treasurer receives money designated “to the general fund” such 
money will be held in the treasury to the end of the fiscal year and allocated by 
the Board of Trustees as they may find the various departments may need it. 

3. All money received by the Treasurer designated “to the Missions” is 
prorated to Home and Foreign Missions. 

4. When the Treasurer receives money designated “to Christian Education” 
or “Home Missions” or “Foreign Missions” or “Charities’—such money is 
credited to the department as designated absolutely. 

We urge upon every pastor, every congregation, every organization and 
every individual to make use of the contribution blanks and state plainly how 
every contribution is to be credited. 

The term “Budget” does not seem to inspire many people, and after all these 
years of explanation, we still have those who do not understand. Why not 
adopt another name more in keeping with churchly usage? Why not use the 
term “Church Missions” or the “Lord’s Treasury for World Wide Service,” or 
“Benevolences.” Many people seem to have some peculiar ideas about the 
budget, and it is not very attractive in some places. Apparently they have a 
feeling that it is some kind of a demand and taxation coming from the officials 
of the Church and that the Lord has not much to do with it. A more churchly 
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term to be used instead of the term “budget” would give our people a clearer 
understanding of the fact that the work of the Church is the work of the Lord. 


BENEVOLENCE BOARD OR STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 


Every congregation should have a separate Benevolence Board or Steward- 
ship Committee and a separate Benevolence or Stewardship Treasurer whose 
duty it would be in a special way to cultivate interest in and concern about 
the work of the Church. Its size to depend on the size of the congregation. 

But whereas there are several different financial systems in use throughout 
the congregations of-our Church, 

Be it resolved, that the specific duties of this Board or Committee shall be 
defined by the congregation itself. However, the Church makes the following 
recommendations: 

1. In congregations where separate treasuries are maintained for local ex- 
penses and general church report (which is in the opinion of the Church the 
preferable method) this Board or Committee shall have charge of the ingather- 
ings under the direction of the pastor and the congregation. 


2. In congregations where funds are gathered into one treasury this Board 
or Committee shall serve as a ways and means board or committee for synodical 
support as this is ordinarily defined and also see to it that the contributions 
made for the four activities be sent to the synodical treasurer when received. 


For reasons of publicity or other contacts the membership of this Board or 
Committee shall be reported to the General Field Superintendent. 


CONCLUSION 


It is true that the budget was balanced for 1933, but remember that it was 
the budget as reduced by the Board of Trustees,—a reduction that caused diffi- 
culties and hardships in many cases. 

What will be the result of our efforts for 1934? How shall we this year be 
able to give the needed help to our Schools, our Home and Foreign Missions 
and our Institutions of Mercy? Let us remember that we have to pay as we 
go and that this fiscal year must close with a balanced budget. We have a great 
task before us. “Jesus saith unto them, My meat is to do the will of Him that 
sent me and to finish His work. Say not ye, There are yet four months and 
then cometh the harvest? Behold, I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and look 
on the fields, for they are white already unto harvest.’ Jesus performed His 
task joyfully. It was like eating. “My meat is to do the will of Him that sent 
me.’ May the Lord give us a larger measure of the same spirit and joy, the 
same passion and determination, the same courage and interest for the work 
of our Church. How it would go forward and what a harvest it would be for 
Christ! Let us take hold of this work for 1934 prayerfully in the name of our 
Savior!

ADMINISTRATIVE SUMMARY 


A, 


Dy; 


The distribution of Christian literature is the chief purpose of Augsburg 
Publishing House. Also in 1933, the number of pieces of Christian lit- 
erature distributed passed the nine million mark. 


The N. L. C. of A. received $5,118.48 from Augsburg Publishing House 
in 1933. This amount is divided equally between the Pension Fund 
and the General Fund of the Church. The above mentioned amount rep- 
resents 80% of the total profits of Augsburg Publishing House: the re- 
maining 20% is retained by the publishing house for replacements of 
machinery; etc. 


Because of a reduction of $99,000 in sales during 1932 and more than 
$44,000 in 1933, it was necessary to further reduce expenses and per- 
sonnel in 1933 in order to so operate as to produce a profit. However, 
in August 1933 the President’s agreement (NRA) required an increase 
in the wages paid mechanical workers. 


At the last meeting of the Board of Publications, held on April 6, it was 
decided to reduce the rental charge for space used by the N. L. C. A. 
offices $3,000 per year during this emergency period. 


The reduction in subscription rates is highly commendable from the 
point of view of a greater circulation of our church papers, which is 
of course paramount. However it must be borne in mind that the reduc- 
tion in subscription rates, the reduction in rental charges, the increase 
in cost of labor and material, plus several other factors will combine 
to make it increasingly difficult to maintain a self-sustaining operating 
capacity and will result in an increase of indirect contributions to our 
Church with a consequent decrease of direct earnings paid to the

Election of Board members: The term of office of two members of the Board 
expires this year, namely that of K. A. Hofto, Grand Forks, N. D., and E. I. 
Strom, Watson, Minn. According to the Pension Fund Rules, amended in 1928, 
two members shall be elected this year and at every biennial convention here- 
after for a term of six years. i

The two years since last general convention have been the hardest in the 
experience of the Pension Fund. And this not only on account of the increasing 
number of pensioners, 341 at this writing, which number will continue to in- 
crease during the next decade or two, until it reaches its peak somewhere be- 
tween 500 and 600. But what has made it still harder is the declining income 
in the annuity account of the Fund, from which pensions are paid. 

The sources of income of this account are interest from the permanent fund, 
annual dues from members of the Fund, free-will contributions from congrega- 
tions, and two-fifths of the net profits of the publishing business of the Church. 

Most of the permanent fund of some 635 thousand dollars is invested in farm 
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mortgages. Due to the economic depression many of the farmers who have 
these loans, have been unable to pay interest, and many others have defaulted 
so completely that the Board of Trustees, in order to try to save the invest- 
ments, has been compelled to take over farms representing investments close to 
200 thousand dollars of the permanent fund. The farms thus taken over and 
operated by the Church, do not only not produce any revenue, but they have con- 
sumed besides much of the interest received from other mortgages, which 
otherwise could have been used for pensions. 

This policy on the part of the Board of Trustees, of using interest derived 
from farm mortgages for the operation of said farms is followed in order to 
keep intact the principal of the permanent fund. 

The income from annual dues is growing steadily smaller because no new 
members are joining the Fund, quite a few are withdrawing from it, many are 
being cancelled for non-payment of these dues, and on account of deaths and 
retirement on pension of fomer dues paying members. 

Contributions from congregations have also become smaller. Of the $70,000.00 
which the 1932 convention directed the Board of Trustees to apportion to the 
various congregations for pensions in 1933, $22,720.00 was received from about 
half the congregations. Inquiries made to numerous pastors of the congrega- 
tions which do not contribute to pensions, have brought out that these pastors 
do not ask their congregations for contributions to pensions because they need 
all they can get for the budget, and the convention resolution in 1932 states 
expressly that “apportionments for pensions shall not be appropriations, nor part 
of the budget” (See Convention Report for 1932, page 383). 

Of the $80,000.00, which the same convention asked the congregations to 
contribute to pensions in 1934, $6,544.67 has been received to date, and there is 
small reason to believe that- more will come in from congregations this year 
than came last year under the present system of apportionments without appro- 
priations. 

The result of this falling off in income from all sources has resulted in a 
pension reduced in 1932 to $235.00, in 1933 to $135.00. $30.00 for the first quarter 
of 1934, and a deficit in the annuity account of $13,150.16. 

The outlook for the rest of 1934 and for the future is not brighter unless 
the Church will come to the rescue with appropriations for pensions, at least 
until the general collection for this purpose can be taken in accordance with 
convention resolutions in 1930 and 1932. 

In anticipation of this state of affairs of the Fund, aggravated but not 
wholly caused by the depression, the Pension Board several years ago began to 
call the attention of the Church to the necessity of revising the Fund bv con- 
verting it into a reserve plan. For this experience of a steadily rising pension 
roll accompanied by a correspondingly falling pension. is not peculiar to our 
Pension Fund only; it is the common experience of all pension finds. which 
like ours are without reserves and therefore dependent for revenue for pensions 
on interest from a permanent fund, free-will contributions or apovropriations in 
a general budget. It is this experience which in later vears has led to the 
establishing of reserve pension plans in Church and state as the only kind of a 
plan that can insure a certain and adequate financing of pensions. As the name 
indicates, a reserve pension plan consists in setting aside during a person’s 
earning years a small part of his wage or salarv for his future pension. These 
sums, commonly added to bv the employer and augmented bv interest, are 
credited to the nerson’s individual account, and will at the time of his retirement 
furnish him with an annuity for the rest of his life. 

Such a reserve pension plan for the ministrv of our Church was finally 
adopted by the general convention in 1932, nroviding for contributions to the 
plan by minister and charge of 5% of the minister’s salarv. 

The Church Council and the Board of Trustees were jointly charged with the 
power and duty to “determine the manner in which and the time when said 
plan shall be put into effect” (See Convention Report for 1932. page 382). The 
said Boards have hitherto found it inadvisable to put the plan into operation on 
account of the economic depression.

The Pension Board has received applications for membership in the plan, 
but has been unable to do anything about it. 


The Pension Board being the constituted contact between the members of 
the Fund and the Church, ventures to call attention to the following considera- 
tions. 


When the Pension Fund was started, the Church requested all its ministers 
and other servants to join the Fund. This most of them did by paying the 200 
dollars entrance fee, or interest thereon, and annual dues, in expectation of 
receiving an annuity in their old age when their salary ceased. The Fund held 
out the hope of a maximum pension of 500 dollars per year, which was paid 
by the former United Church and Norwegian Synod, but this amount has never 
been paid by our Church. The largest amount paid by our Church, was $431.00 
the first two years after which it began to go down, to $400.00 the next two 
years, $360.00 the fifth year, $320.00 during the next nine years, and, as formerly 
stated, $235.00 in 1932 and $135.00 in 1933. 


It is true that our Church is not contractually responsible for any set amount, 
but even secular employers and institutions are considered responsible for the 
support of those who have been in their employ their whole life. And in the 
case of our pensioners, their pension is a question of daily bread for most of 
them, as only very few of them have had an income permitting them to save 
anything worth mentioning for their old age. It seems that they should be 
entitled at least to the same consideration which the Church through its annual 
appropriations rightfully is showing those of its ministers who retired before 
there was any Pension Fund and therefore not, as the members of the Pension 
Fund, have contributed to it, and to the same charity which the Church through 
its annual appropriations to Charities, is showing even strangers. 


Twice before, in 1930 and 1932, the Pension Board has petitioned the Church 
for this consideration towards its pensioners, but without avail. For the third 
time we come before you with the same appeal.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ELEMENTARY 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


When Jesus said to His disciples, “Suffer the little children to come unto 
Me,” He established for all time the importance of the children in the household 
of God. Jesus was more concerned than the disciples about the spiritual welfare 
of the children. He is more concerned today than the Church is about its little 
ones. He said the Kingdom of Heaven ig theirs, and He wants them to have it. 

In obedience to the will and purpose of the Master, the Board of Elementary 
Christian Education is endeavoring to promote throughout the Church a more 
thorough and persistent instruction of the children from the Kindergarten to 
the post confirmation period, in fact up to adult years. 

The Board of Elementary Christian Education is attacking its problem on 
several fronts. 

First, it is constantly seeking to supply our Sunday schools and other schools 
for the instruction in Christianity with better material—better text books, better 
song books, better Sunday school papers, leaflets, as well as other material 
needed in a standard Sunday school. 

At the present time Dr. Jacob Tanner is in the midst of a revision of the 
Graded System. It is expected that in about a year the revision of the lower 
grades will be ready for publication. 

At its last meeting the Board approved material for a two year Kindergarten 
course. This course has been prepared by Mrs. Arlene Anderson of Bethlehem 
Church, Minneapolis. It has been in use by several Sunday schools for a number 
of years. It is expected that it will be available in printed form by September 1. 

The Board is at work on a post confirmation or Bible class curriculum to 
extend over a period of years. The proposed course will place Bible study first, 
but will also include as subsidiary courses subjects with which every Christian 
church member ought to be familiar. 

Second, it is seeking to promote, wherever possible, the conducting of Sunday 
school teachers’ institutes and the establishment of a regular teacher training 
class in the local congregations. 

Though the reports are not altogether complete, it may be stated with fair 
accuracy that during the year 1933 there were held in the Church about eighty 
Sunday school institutes. Most of these were one day meetings. As quite a 
number of circuits had two or more institutes, it is safe to say that at least 
twenty-five circuits in the Church had no Sunday school institutes. It may 
likewise be stated with fair accuracy that about 220 congregations had regular 
teachers’ training classes, furthermore that approximately 500 congregations con- 
ducted regular teachers’ meetings. In many places these were made to serve in 
a measure the purpose of a teachers’ training class. This, however, cannot 
be regarded as an adequate substitute. There are only eight Sunday schools that 
report weekly teachers’ meetings over any length of period. A number indicate 
quarterly teacher meetings while most of the others vary from eight to eighteen 
meetings a year. The average number of teachers’ meetings per year would 
perhaps be about ten. There are still nearly 1,600 Sunday schools whose teachers 
should be organized into regular teachers’ training classes, while some 1,300 
Sunday schools still wait for the establishment of regular teachers’ meetings. 

The above figures indicate that there are at the present time in the neigh- 
borhood of 770, or less than one-third of all congregations, that carry on any 
systematic work for the training and improvement of their Sunday school 
teachers. 

In this connection it should also be noted that approximately 900 or one-half 
of all Sunday schools conduct one or more Bible classes. In many instances 
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these are a combination Bible class and teacher training class. This arrangement 
is not recommended as it changes too much the nature of the Bible class and 
yet is not really effective teacher training, and because it assumes that all members 
of the class should or may become Sunday school teachers. This arrangement 
naturally makes the class less attractive to many individuals and tends to keep 
down the enrolment. It should be borne in mind that wherever possible at least 
two years of general Bible class work should precede a course in teacher train- 
ing. In this field lies one of the greatest opportunities for the development and 
improvement in our Sunday schools. 


Third, it is constantly encouraging congregations and pastors not only to 
endeavor to maintain at a high standard the instruction in Sunday school, but 
to supplement this with Christian vacation school, with week-day religious in- 
struction with Saturday school or catechization at the Sunday services. The 
Board is convinced that no congregation instructs its children adequately in the 
Christian truth which confines its religious instruction to the Sunday school and 
the instruction preparatory to confirmation. 

The Board conceives it as its task to further as far as it is able to do so the 
establishment of 


a) Sunday school in every church; 

b) Christian vacation school in every congregation; 

c) Week-day religious instruction wherever the state laws make the arrange- 
ment possible; 

d) Two years instruction in preparation for confirmation; each year repre- 
sented by at least thirty-six meetings of not less than two hours each. 

The question naturally will arise, Are we making progress in this endeavor? 
The indications are not altogether encouraging. Unfortunately the reports for 
1933 are not as yet available. However, the reports for 1932 will show the 
general trend in this work of the Church. 


In submitting the following figures, attention is called to the fact that of 
the 2,717 congregations in the Church, 283 made no report. ,This means that the 
present report covers 2,434 congregations. Of these 1,825 conduct regular Sunday 
school. The records show that there was an increase of over forty-three over 
the preceding year. Evidently there still are within our Church from 600 to 900 
congregations that have no Sunday school. It should be noted that fifty-six 
congregations report the substitution of Saturday school for Sunday school. 
A few small congregations report that there are no children. 


One thousand ninety-eight congregations report Christian vacation or sum- 
mer school. There was a drop of fourteen from the previous year. Over one 
half of the congregations of the Church evidently have no summer school. This 
institution must not be permitted to decline. It is a very effective supplement 
to the work of the Sunday school. 


The plan of week-day religious instruction, or the Gary plan, so-called, has 
unfortunately not gained great popularity in our Church. It is true, there are 
difficulties in working out this system. These may, however, be overcome. There 
are only 169 congregations that report the adoption of this plan for the regular 
instruction of the children in the Christian faith. The preceding year there were 
177, indicating a drop of eight. Yet, this plan when carefully worked out will 
practically double the instruction given in Sunday school. 


The number of Saturday schools was reduced by ten from 1931 to 1932. 


There were 885 congregations that reported only one form of religious in- 
struction in 1932. Presumably this one form was Sunday school or Saturday 
school. It is perhaps reasonable to assume that confirmation instruction is given 
in addition to the “one form” referred to above. 


Perhaps the most distressing fact revealed by the report for 1932 is the state- 
ment that 540 congregations report no religious instruction. That number was 
an increase of seventy-nine over that of the preceding year. Even though we 
perhaps may assume that the children in these congregations are instructed to 
some extent for confirmation, what an insecure foundation is laid for an en- 
during Christian faith and for a Christian life in this world full of sin and 
temptation! 
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DEVELOPMENT OF ORGANIZATION 


Since the beginning of 1933 the Board of Elementary Christian Education has 
been sharing the services of one Executive Secretary with the general Board of 
Education. The secretary has endeavored to divide his time equitably between 
the two boards. He has traveled extensively and spoken in a great many places 
and on many occasions in the interest of Christian Education, elementary as well 
as higher; he has conducted many Sunday school institutes and addressed the 
young people at a number of Bible camps on Sunday school work. 

At the beginning of 1933, with the temporary assistance of Dr. J. N. Andersen, 
retiring secretary of the Board of Elementary Christian Education, it was possible 
to perfect a church-wide organization in the interest of Elementary Christian Edu- 
cation. In every circuit of the Church a contact man was appointed or caused to 
be elected. In some instances he was a member of the circuit committee on Ele- 
mentary Christian Education. In most instances he was neither, not because the 
Board or secretary desired to pass them by, but simply because in many instances 
there was no such circuit committee or perhaps for various reasons it was not 
functioning. The appointment or election of a single contact man for a circuit 
rather than the election of a committee of several members would seem to insure 
the most effective organization. A committee scattered over a large circuit is 
handicapped by the necessity of meeting and by the inconvenience and expense 
of getting together. In many instances this has proved to be a real handicap. 

The secretary has found the arrangement with a contact man, or secretary for 
Christian Education in each circuit, to be a very practical organization. He takes 
this occasion to express his appreciation of their fine cooperation. 

Perhaps it may be permissible to suggest that these contact men should be 
selected with an eye to their special interest and success in the field of Elemen- 
tary Christian Education. In many instances it would undoubtedly be most ef- 
fective if the secretary of the Board were permitted to nominate or appoint his 
man and the circuit endorse the selection. In any event, when the right man 
has been selected he should for obvious reasons be continued in the position for 
a period of years. An annual change in this office will largely destroy the effect- 
iveness of the organization. The kind cooperation of circuit officers and pastors 
is solicited in this effort to set up an effective Church-wide organization in the 
interest of Christian education. 


SCHOOL AID 


Through the School Aid Fund the Board of Elementary Christian Education 
was enabled to assist 85 congregations in carrying on Christian vacation school 
during the summer of 1933. A total of 1140 days of school were conducted, giv- 
ing instruction to 2291 children, at a cost of 90c per child. The total sum ex- 
pended was $2,079.50. The aid was distributed as follows: 

Rocky Mountain District, 45 congregations, $1,070.00; North Dakota District, 
10 congregations, $225.00; Northern Minnesota District, 21 congregations, 
$679.50; Iowa District, 3 congregations, $25.00; South Dakota, 4 congregations, 
$45.00; and Canada District, 2 congregations, $35.00. 

Contributed to the Norwegian Lutheran Teachers’ Association, $35.00. 

The Endowment Fund was increased by $150.00 and now totals $39,427.94. 

The missionary aspect of this work ought to make a strong appeal to many 
who love the Lord. Prayers for this work are solicited. Gifts will be a blessing.

This makes a total circulation of 104,046 as compared to a total of 108,799 on 
the same date a year ago. This represents a loss of 4,753. 

With an enrolment of nearly 145,000 children and over 15,000 teachers in our 
Sunday schools the total circulation of our Sunday school papers ought to be 
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much greater. The figures presented show that there are approximately two Sun- 
day school papers distributed for every three children enrolled. They also reveal 
that less than one half of our Sunday school teachers receive the ‘‘Lutheran 
Teacher,” a most splendid help to any conscientious teacher. 

The Inter-Synodical Conference on Elementary Christian Education met 
again last winter. Dr. J. N. Andersen has been requested to continue to serve as 
president of this Conference. Dr. Andersen and Dr. Jacob Tanner attended the 
last meeting of the Conference as representatives of our Church. There can be 
no doubt as to the value of this closer approach by representatives of practically 
all larger Lutheran bodies. It promotes a deeper understanding and appreciation 
of the principles adhered to and the work done by the various groups in the field 
of Elementary Christian Education. 

At its last meeting the Board of Elementary Christian Education decided that 
arrangements should be made for a general Sunday school teachers’ convention 
to be held next fall. It is recognized that the 15,000 Sunday school teachers and 
officers sefving in our Sunday schools constitute one of the most important and 
consecrated groups of workers in the Church. 

This work has never been publicly recognized by our Church, nor has it been 
generally appreciated. A great convention of this group of workers will be an 
inspiration and encouragement for many to continue in this service. It may also 
help a great many officers and teachers to solve their problems.

My only complaint is that there is insufficient time for 
the work that requires attention. That is the complaint of every consecrated 
pastor. The fields are ripe for the harvest. God give us faith, strength, wisdom, 
and courage to do our best while it is day.

PARISHES THAT HAVE BEEN DIVIDED 


Five of our large parishes have been divided during the year, thereby em- 
ploying two pastors where one worked before; other adjustments have been 
made in other parishes, such as two congregations uniting into one. These 
developments make for better work, and we would urge other large parishes 
to do likewise. We have in this district many parishes that are too large for 
satisfactory achievement, and as a consequence much is undone that the times 
require for the upbuilding of the congregations, especially in the field of child 
instruction and personal work. 


THOSE THAT ARE ASLEEP 


Many of our faithful Christian workers have gone to their heavenly rest 
during the year. The synodical meeting will give proper cognizance of these 
occasions; but we desire to hereby memorize their faithfulness and to attest 
our love and esteem for them, as we remember their loyalty to our Lord and 
their labors. May God rest the hearts that mourn, in the sweet hope of eternal 
life. 

DEDICATIONS 


Only one church has been dedicated in the district this year, Salem Norwe- 
gian Lutheran, Detroit, B. T. Gabrielson, pastor. It is an imposing structure, 
beautiful and churchly, and was consecrated by President Dr. Aasgaard, April 15.

OUR SOCIETIES 


Our auxiliary societies, the Women’s Missionary Federation, the Young 
People’s Luther League, and the Men’s Brotherhood, have given valuable serv- 
ice; and we are thankful to the officers of these bodies for splendid and loyal 
co-operation in the work in our district. 

In conclusion we wish to remind the district of the great responsibility that 
rests upon pastors and congregations and parents in the matter of religious 
instruction. Our Sunday schools must be improved, teachers must be better 
prepared to teach the Catechism, training classes for teachers must be held 
regularly to train in teaching the Catechism, parents must wake up to their 
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responsibilities if our growing generation shall become such men and women 
as can carry on in the future Church. This change for the better must begin 
and work up in and from the local congregation. Synodical and circuit com- 
mittees and institutes are helpful; but the reformation must take place in the 
local congregation, its Sunday school, its teachers and homes. 

We probably have no work on our program as a Christian Church, that is 
more fruitful in the Kingdom of God than the training of the child in the way 
it should walk, and no omission that more terribly punishes than the omission 
of this; and yet this work has been permitted to increasingly lag behind in our 
activities. To light the candle in distant parts, and let it flicker and die out in 
our own midst is to voluntarily remove the candlestick. God save us from such 
a calamity! 

There are some specific matters that require the attention of this meeting, 
but which need not be recorded in this message. They will be presented in 
separate documents. May divine benediction be upon our convention to lead us 
to such conclusions as glorify His name!

Dear Brethren in Christ Jesus, 
Grace and Peace: 


We read in the Gospél of John, the second chapter: ‘“Whatsoever He (Jesus) 
saith unto you do it.” The words were spoken by Mary, the mother of Jesus, 
to the servants at the wedding in Cana. She was concerned about the lack of 
wine. The servants were obedient. 

Jesus performed His first miracle. Wine was supplied. 

The shame of lacking what in those days was considered necessary was 
avoided. 

No disgrace came to this home on their festival day. 

Mary told Jesus of the need. Apparently He turns her away with these 
words: “Woman, what have I to do with thee? Mine hour is not yet come.” 
But in faith she told the servants to be obedient to Jesus. 

When the need is realized His hour is come. When all other help fails, 
then, and not till then is Christ’s “hour” come. 

We observe how beautifully and willingly the Lord yields Himself to supply 
not of wants merely, but of the abundance to others. The gracious Lord has 
sympathy with all needs, with the finer as well as the commoner of our life. 
For all the grace, and beauty and courtesy of life are taken account of in 
Christianity, as well as the sterner realities. We may contrast this readiness 
to aid others with the strictness with which He refused to help His own 
extremest needs. He who made wine of water, might have made bread out of 
stone. But He does nothing at the suggestion of Satan, though all at the 
suggestion of faith and love. 

Jesus “manifested forth His glory’ at the wedding in Cana. His first 
miracle was in the family circle. The family is the beginning of the Church and 
State. The Church is the bride of Jesus. In due time He brings help to His 
bride. In her needs and wants He brings perfect help. He turns her sorrow 
into joy, her disgrace into glory, but He demands obedience. 


THE BUDGET 


For some years our Church has had serious difficulties to overcome in 
maintaining the work God has given us to do. 

We ask why? Weare telling one another, “The days are evil.” True, they 
have always been since the Fall. But the history of the Church tells us there 
have been worse days than today for God’s people. 

We are pointing to the fact that millions would have starved to death in 
the midst of plenty if charity of the Church, State, organizations and individuals 
had not come to the rescue. 

We are pointing to the general dissatisfaction caused by social conditions. 
We see how this has affected also members of our Church. 

We point to the spirit of the times. It is revealed in art, literature, in 
so-called science and the worship of Mammon. The philosophies of ages have 
been antagonistic to the Church of God. But after all we must look to the 
fundamental cause nearer home. We will find that the deep underlying cause 
is that we have not fully lived up to the words: “Whatsoever He saith unto 
you, do it.” In Christ there is help to relieve all need. By faith in Him we 
become and are Christians. From Him comes all power to be and to do. He 
says: “Without Me ye can do nothing.” And again God tells us that Jesus 
Christ “Is made unto us wisdom, and righteousness, and sanctification, and 
redemption.” 

Pastors and congregations in Northern Minnesota have shown interest in 
supporting the work of our Church. A large number of congregations have 
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given their “fair share.” But some have failed. Complaints are heard. Offense 
has been given. The failure to pay the “fair share” caused by unwillingness 
threatens to slow up the willing ones. I have often had to meet such remarks 
as, “Why should we give the sum of when N. N. congregation is 
giving practically nothing?” But we must remember, we are not justified in 
disobeying God’s will, even if some are found doing so. We give not to be 
praised by man; but because God wants us to build and extend His Church. 
We give because love constrains us. We give to show our gratitude. Salvation 
is God’s gift to us. 

Salvation, in the fullest sense, involves both a receiving of grace and a 
response in service. Man is saved to serve. There must be an intake and also 
an outflow of spirit-life in salvation. The grace of God comes, the grace of 
service must follow. Salvation received must also be worked out, even with 
fear and trembling. Great are the responsibilities on the outflowing side of a 
saved life. “Freely ye have received, freely give,” is God’s exhortation to us 
to show the spiritual blessings of life in daily living. 

The saved life has two fundamental connections. There is on the receiving 
side of such a life a connection between God and the soul, which must be 
established by faith in the atonement of Jesus Christ. The other connection 
is by the saved with his fellowmen established by love. Without these connec- 
tions a person cannot be a Christian. 

“Whatsoever He saith unto you, do it.’ And Christ says: “This is My 
commandment, that ye love one another, as I have loved you.” 

Christ asks for an answering love in us that would be deep enough, and 
broad enough, to be worthy of the love which we have received from our 
Heavenly Father that gave His only begotten Son for our salvation. 

Our lives should exemplify a quality and measure of love worthy of our 
Father in Heaven, worthy of our Savior who died for us, and worthy of our- 
selves as redeemed children of God. 

Where such love is found, there is willingness to help the unfortunate in 
our Church. Where such love is found there is willingness to bring Christ to 
our fellow men, to support the Home Missions, Foreign’ Missions, Christian 
Education and other activities as we are oreanized for the work today. 

Such love unites the members of the Church. All else means opposition 
and separation. 

Such love for God and for men restrains and constrains, always for right- 
eousness, a love that is Christ-like, loving and giving self in service. There is 
no need of autocratic control. The curse of such control is that it is external, 
and kills the inner principles of the heart, from which arises what is true, and 
noble in life. Such a force we have not in our Church, nor do we want it. But 
a congregation that is able to support the work. but wnwilling, lacks what 
is vital in its life and chooses to part company with our Church. 

There is no need to point out that a congregation must organize for the 
inwathering of the Budget. Only this. our Church has repeatedly decided that 
four offerings should he lifted annually. Tf this is done. large sums of interest 
would be saved and the work will go on unhindered. 


HOME MISSION 


No new work, except in one place for a few months, was started last year. 
Opportunity for extension of the Home Mission work in the District is not 
lacking. We have the workers but lack the means to give aid in -supporting 
them. 

The Convention of 1932 voted $250,000 for Home Missions. This was 
reduced to $174,000. Our District had to take its share of the reduction. Your 
Home Mission Committee had to reduce the aid promised the Home Mission 
congregations several times during last year. Two calls that have had aid from 
Home Mission for an unreasonably long time were cut off at the last annual 
meeting of the Committee. 

Many calls became self-supporting during last year. 

The Home Mission pastors have done faithful work; calls are being built 
up to become self-supporting in the near future. 
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The number of Home Mission pastors has decreased every year on account 
of lack of means, and the request for extension of the work in our large 
Mission field has rather increased. 

This tells the story. May God open the hearts of our people that the gospel 
of Jesus Christ may be brought to all of our people.

CLOSING REMARKS 


Visitations have been conducted in a considerable number of congregations. 
I have used the greater part of the time from November to April for this work. 

I have attended all the meetings of Committees and Boards that I am a 
member of. 

I have attended a considerable number of meetings of which no public 
record is made, nor desired, on account of the nature of the meetings. 

As far as I have been able to form an opinion through all my travels, and 
by considerable correspondence and reports that come to mv office, I can say 
the pastors are not sparing themselves. They work hard. They have shown a 
spirit of sacrifice and willingness to suffer as their members have suffered during 
these times. I know of pastors that have had to walk to their churches for 
services, lacking money to buy gasoline. Only in a very few cases have the 
congregations demanded a reduction of the pastor’s salary. But many of the 
pastors have themselves taken care of the reduction, and some have not been 
paid in full. 

The Word of God speaks definitely about the manner in which the pastor 
should be supported. I sincerely hone Christian congregations will remember 
this in our day when so many established orders and customs break down. 

We live in a changing world. We are in .the midst of the transition. The 
old social order mav he a thine of the past. 

But in the Christian Church there must he stability. God does not chance. 
There is only one way to heaven. The way of salvation is the same. The Word 
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of God is the same. A change here is the road to destruction. A Christian 
wants no innovation in the care his soul needs. 

But the pastor must try to understand the day in which he lives and apply 
the old Gospel in a changed world. 

Not the least important is the proper instruction, the indoctrination of the 
children. A pastor that fails in this work will soon be ready to seek another 
field of work. The faithful pastor will be induced by the young to continue 
even if calls that look like promotion come to him. 

The most beautiful memories of his ministry are recalled by the old pastor 
in what God gave him to do for the children. 

Sunday schools are usually well organized. Training classes for the teachers 
are conducted in many congregations, circuit institutes are held. They are a 
help and an inspiration. 

But we will all admit that Sunday schools alone are not sufficient in order 
to live up to the words of Christ: “Teach them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you.” A number of pastors with assistants conduct 
week day school. Some have vacation schools. 

Let every pastor remember that the instruction for confirmation of the boys 
and girls is one of the most important works God has called him to do. He 
should be in no hurry to get through with his class. More time should be 
spent at each meeting of instruction than is general today. Two years’ instruc- 
tion should be required for confirmation of children. It would be well for us 
to recall the splendid work of instruction of the children by the pastors of the 
older generation. We have a Church today because of their faithful work. 

I am told that regular attendance at services as well as at the Lord’s Table 
has increased in the last year. 


Circuit meetings have been well attended. 


The organizations within the District, the Y. P. L. L. and the W. M. IP, 
are very active and doing fine work. Information about the work of our 
Church is brought by them to congregation and home. The members of these 
organizations are active in the local as well as the Synodical work. 


Concordia College has had a successful school year. The attendance has 
kept up even: during these jast years of depression. Hundreds of young people 
are receiving their Christian training at this school. It should mean a great 
deal for the future of our Church. The college should receive our loyal support. 
In addition to financial support there are many ways in which we can show 
our love and support. 


Book Mission. The Executive Secretary, Rev. Olaf Guldseth, writes: “At 
present it does not look very bright for this branch of our Mission work either. 
I have to empty the shelves faster than we are able to fill them. Sixteen of 
our publications are out. But ‘I will lift up mine eyes unto the hills, from 
whence cometh my help.’ Another well known word comes to my mind, 
‘Except the Lord build the house they labor in vain that build it’ This applies 
also to the Book Mission.” Those that have made use of the publications of 
the Book Mission have found in them great help in the work. Let us not forget 
this branch of our work. 


Elections. Two members on the Home Mission Committee, Rev. Daniel 
Halvorson’s and Mr. P. O. Onstad’s terms expire. District Financial Secretary, 
Rev. P. B. Trelstad’s term expires. 


Finally I desire to express my heartfelt thanks to pastors and congregations 
for the kindness and help shown me.

Pray for the outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon us. This is God’s way to victory 
for the Church.

We com- 
mend the splendid work of Dr. Bergsaker. Under his leadership the finances of 
the Church are being placed on a “pay as we go” basis. The quarterly ingath- 
ering plan must become a fixed institution among us. It has already meant 
much. We thank pastors and congregations for their work and for a willingness 
which, even in these times, has not waned, but rather increased. God bless our 
endeavors as we, in our giving, try to do His will. May His Holy Spirit day by 
day lead us deeper into the joy of true Christian Stewardship. 


HOME MISSIONS 


Southern Minnesota District contributed $47,058.83 in 1933. $12,570.85 was 
used in developing our own field. 
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There is an awakening interest in the Home Mission possibilities within 
the District. We have a definite program which we are trying to carry out. 
Large areas in certain circuits are ready to enter. Careful surveys have been 
made by Dr. C. C. A. Jensen. These surveys reveal fields of unchurched where 
there are many unbaptized and unconfirmed. It is a Home Mission situation de- 
manding immediate attention. 

The present District Committee consists of Rev. O. S. Reigstad, president; 
Mr. C. O. Teisberg, secretary; Mr. K. K. Berge, Rev. H. J. Rasmussen and Rev. 
Clarence Haugen. Rev. Otto Mostrom was appointed member of the General 
Home Mission Board from Southern Minnesota to temporarily fill the vacancy 
occasioned by the death of Rev. A. O. Johnson. A brief report on Home Mis- 
sion accomplishments—will be given this meeting by the secretary, Mr. C. O. 
Teisberg. 

An active Intersynodical Lutheran Home Mission Board has been function- 
ing during the year. This has worked toward a better understanding and the al- 
most complete elimination of the expensive and ineffective duplication of effort. 
A successful conference of these boards of the participating synods was recently 
held. Arrangements are under way for a conference—Retreat of Home Mission 
Pastors. It is the intention to hold this meeting the first part of September at 
Luther Seminary. It is also the hope that the members of the Home Mission 
Committee for Southern Minnesota, as well as the members of the General Home 
Mission Board, may be present and have a part in this session. 

Rey. H. O. Bjorlie’s work at Faribault is commendable indeed. God has called 
him to an important task and he is working unto great blessing. We have inade 
annual visits to our Faribault Mission. The inspection was conducted on April 
8, this year. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION—FOREIGN MISSIONS—CHARITIES 


We do not like to group these activities in this way. Each of them pulsates 
with the power of Jesus Christ. Our heart is filled with much we would like to 
say by way of gratitude and encouragement to the men and women who are un- 
selfishly giving themselves to these great tasks.

We submit for your consideration the appointment of a special com- 
mittee on Pastors’ Pensions and Relief for the District. 

May we also say that we heartily endorse the movement for the establishing 


of a Pastors’ Home.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


At the convention of our district in Decorah June 9-12, 1933, our venerable 
ipresident, the Rey. H. C. Holm, D.D., tendered his resignation. It was accepted 
with the understanding that it go into effect on the first of January, 1934. 


Holm and wishing him God’s richest blessing in his declining years. A gratuity 


of $500 per annum, said sum to be paid out of the Home Mission treasury, was 
also voted him. 


DOCTOR HOLM REPORTS 


For the months June to December, 1933, Doctor Holm has sent me a report 
from which I beg to quote. Basing his remarks upon Luke 10:17-20, Doctor 
Holm writes as follows: 

“Dear Brethren: 

“ “Rejoice because your names are written in heaven.’ 

“The Lord appointed and sent out 70 disciples to preach the Gospel in every 
city and place to whither He Himself would come. They were endowed with 
power from on high and their mission was greatly blessed. They returned with 
Joy, saying, ‘Lord, even the devils are subject to us through Thy name.’ 

“We have reason to rejoice when we observe how the work of the Lord is 
Prospering, but we must not build our joy on what we, by the grace of God, 
are permitted to carry on. We must build our joy exclusively upon the promises 
of God and the blessing of our Lord and Savior. 

“Jesus spoke a word of warning to those 70 disciples when they returned 
with the report concerning their accomplishments: ‘Rejoice not that the spirits 
are subject unto you, but rather rejoice, because your names are written in 
heaven.’ 

“For 16 years I have reported annually to the conventions. . . . It has not 
always been with joy and happiness. Personally, I deplore my shortcomings in 
many respects and I am sure you brethren will admit that we are far from 
measuring up to the expectations of the Lord.” . 

In the concluding paragraph of his report Doctor Holm writes: 

“I am grateful to God for being permitted to serve Him in the Church for 
52 years. Thirty years were spent as pastor of various congregations, six years 
as superintendent of Home Missions in the United States and Canada, and 16 
years as president of the Iowa District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America. 

““‘T am not worthy of the least of all these mercies, and of all the truth 
which Thou hast showed ahtiyaservant: 22 2 0y, 

The statistics and activities reported by Doctor Holm will be included with 
my own. 


THE VICE-PRESIDENT BECOMES ACTING PRESIDENT 


On the first of January the undersigned became the acting president of the 
district. 

Our set-up in the Iowa District at the present time is, of course, irregular 
and unconstitutional. We have resorted to an emergency measure. The prevail- 
ing unrest and uncertainty among us, particularly the much agitation for changes 
in the organizational set-up of our church body, made such an emergency mea- 
sure practically inevitable. There did not seem to be any other way than for 
the vice-president to step in and, without salary and without resigning from 
his congregation, carry on as acting president until this summer’s convention. 
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This I have tried to do. I have, however, not been able to meet all the 
demands of the district upon me. And my congregation has, for the sake of 
the district, been robbed of an undue amount of my time. We are convinced 
that it would not be wise to make the present temporary arrangement permanent. 

The proposal to amend the District Constitution so as to make the district 
president an unsalaried official, was based on the theory that most of the duties 
of his office could just as well be taken over by the circuit presidents, and that 
the president’s office under that arrangement would entail but a slight amount of 
work. 

I have not found it so. 

To mention only a matter like correspondence. Besides circular messages, 
three of which have gone out to all pastors of the district, I have in four months 
written and sent out 126 individual letters relating to the affairs of the district. 

February 4, I was in Badger, Iowa, for an ordination. Later in February, 
feeling I could not spend three Sundays in one month away from home, I had 
to authorize Rev. M. O. Sumstad to officiate at an ordination in Roland, Iowa. 

A visit to Texas, where I took part in a regular meeting of the Texas 
Circuit, delivered several sermons and addresses, and conducted visitations in 
five congregations, kept me away nearly two weeks. In April and May I was 
called upon to meet in Minneapolis with the Call Committee, the Church Coun- 
cil,.and the Home Mission Board. These meetings took nearly two weeks. Much 
work in my congregation had to be sacrificed. 

For reasons which need be no reflection on the circuit presidents, conditions 
arise which cause congregations to request the mediation of the district pres- 
ident. I have recently visited one parish to help unravel a tangle of this kind. 
In another case, where my mediation has been asked for, I have had to reply 
that I can not see my way clear to again leave home before the biennial con- 
vention, and therefore request the congregation in question to bide its time 
until after the convention, at which time I trust it may be visited by the partic- 
ular official to whose field it will then belong. 


THE CIRCUIT PRESIDENTS 


Replies to inquires sent them show that the circuit presidents have conducted 
no visitations. Nor have any of them been called upon, except in a very few 
cases, for such official acts as normally were taken care of by the district 
president. 


Most of the letters received from the circuit presidents indicate that condi- 
tions in the circuits are normal. Serious maladjustments are, however, reported 
as existing in certain places. But the mediation of the circuit presidents not 
having been requested, these have not felt authorized to step in of their own 
initiative.

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supposed that under our present temporary set-up the circuit presidents would 
have been asked to install, or make arrangements for installations. But I am 
informed that, in several cases, the circuit presidents knew nothing about the 
installations until afterward. 


OTHER CHANGES AMONG THE PASTORS 


1) Rev. V. T. Jordahl has left the district, having accepted a call to Cleve- 
land, Ohio. 

2) Rev. L. A. Pierson has moved to South Dakota, having accepted a call 
from Madison, that state. 

3) Dr. C. C. A. Jensen last fall resigned from the Burr Oak charge and 
moved to Southern Minnesota, where he is engaged in Home Mission work. 

4) Rev. M. A. Kvammen last fall resigned from the Springfield and North

CLIFTON COLLEGE AND THE TEXAS CIRCUIT 


On my recent visit in Texas it became very clear to me how much Clifton 
College has meant to our congregations in Texas. The college has been a rally- 
ing-point for them. It has given the churches a large number of intelligent and 
consecrated leaders, and has made a distinct impress upon the community of 
which it is a part. The school has also given our Church a surprisingly large 
number of able pastors. It would be most unfortunate if this school were forced 
to close. Our Texas congregations are intensely loyal to the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church. But since the grant to Clifton College was discontinued in 1932, they 
have felt justified in diverting their contributions from the budget to the sup- 
port of Clifton College. They did it reluctantly. They would much prefer to 
give as before toward our various benevolences and receive a grant from the 
Church for Clifton College. The Iowa District ought, in my opinion, to ask for 
a grant to Clifton College as an important home missionary institution. Even 
if the grant and the contributions received from Texas were practically to offset 
each other, there would still be much gained. The interchange would foster 
church solidarity and Christian fellowship, and would preserve our Texas con- 
gregations from the danger of a narrow sectionalism. 


NECROLOGY

extended to his bereaved family. 

2) Mrs. Otto E. Schmidt, a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. O. T. Helgerson, was 
born at Larchwood, Iowa, June 10, 1875. She passed away at Decorah on the 
2nd of October, 1933. Mrs. Schmidt was a graduate of Augustana College. In 
1897 she married Rev. Otto E. Schmidt. She is survived by her husband, two 
sons, one daughter, mother, brother, and sister, to all of whom our sincere 
sympathy is extended. 
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3) Mrs. Birgithe Rystad, widow of the late Rev. J. K. Rystad, died March 
3, 1934, at the home of a son in Dallas, Texas. Nobly and unselfishly she had 
stood by her husband during his long and fruitful pastorate in Texas. On the 
4th of March her body was laid at rest by the side of her husband in the 


cemetery at Norse, Texas. To the surviving members of the family our sincere 
sympathy is extended. 


THE FUTURE 


Whether they are pastors or lay members of Congregations, as many as are 
sincere in their desire to be followers of Jesus Christ, today feel themselves 
beset with many great and peculiar difficulties, But let us not wonder at, or 
bemoan, the fact that there are difficulties to face. Our difficulties are also our 
opportunities, It has always been the task of vital Christianity to oppose the 
massed forces of human selfishness and sin. We are called upon to willingly 
face hardships as good soldiers of Jesus Christ. Our task makes a demand 
upon all the resources of faith, courage, spiritual insight, devotion, and sympathy 
at our disposal. In a time of peculiar difficulty we realize best how little we 
can accomplish in our own strength, and we are thrown back upon the bound- 
less resources of God through Christ Jesus. Let us “look unto Jesus the author 
and perfector of our faith.” 

“Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you like men, be strong. Let all ye 
do be done in love.” 

This year’s convention may, or may not, decide to make radical changes in 
our organizational set-up. Should there be no merging of districts, and no 
changes materially affecting the president’s office, the Iowa District will have to 
elect a president and get back upon a constitutional basis. 

But let us be clear as to this, that the success of the work in the Lord’s 
vineyard is not primarily a matter of organization. The Organization Commit- 
tee’s report reminds us of certain facts and principles. Let us give particular 
heed to the following words from that report: 

“The first and most essential fact is that what the Church supremely needs 
is not so much a renovating of organization as renewing of the spirit. It is our 
conviction that the Church—and by the Church we mean both our ministry 
and the lay members of our congregations—has been more deeply influenced by 
the un-Christian tendencies of our day than is generally realized. In this connec- 
tion we would warn against two dangerous fallacies, the one, that of permitting 
the examination of our form of organization to take the place of that penitential 
searching of hearts which the Lord desires to find in us, and the second, that 
of expecting too much of such changes in our form of organization as may be 
found desirable.”

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
Dear Brethren in Christ: 

Grace be unto you and peace from God our Father and from our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

As I am penning this report the “Black Blizzard” is raging. The air is so. 
filled with dust from our parched prairies that the light of the sun is obscured 
and it becomes necessary to turn on the lights in order to see. These dust 
storms have become so frequent this spring and still they continue.— - 

Discouragement fills my heart.—‘“Lord, how are we to be able to continue 
the work in Thy Vineyard this year with continued financial difficulties staring 
us in the face?—And the doors were open to us as never before; the fields 
were ripe unto the harvest.” The answer comes: I see our resurrected Lord and 
Savior on the mountain with His disciples. I hear Him say: “All authority hath 
been given unto me in heaven and on earth. Go ye therefore, and make disciples 
of all the nations, baptizing them into the name of the Father and of the Son 
and of the Holy Spirit: teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I com- 
manded you: and lo, I am with you always, even unto the end of the world.” 

He who hag all authority who is the King of kings and the Lord of lords is 
with us. He has given us this church work. It is His—-Why should we be dis- 
couraged. 

In His days of humiliation He blessed the few loaves of bread and they 
became sufficient to feed the many thousands. So He blessed the reduced bud- 
get income of our church last year. The income became sufficient not only to 
pay our running expenses, but also to pay $60,000 on the deficit of last year. 

We have the promise of the Lord’s continued presence and support. There- 
fore let us continue our work with courage and energy, with joy in our hearts, 
because God has given us the privilege of working in His Vineyard. 


“Let us, then, be up and doing, 
With a heart for any fate; 

Still achieving, still pursuing, 
Learn to labor and to wait.” 


Wait for the blessings of the Lord. They shall not be found wanting. 

God has blessed us this last year. He has given courage to our pastors and 
congregations so that the work has been pursued with vigor along the whole 
line. The fruits of this work shall not be fully known till the Kingdom of Glory 
is ushered in, but some of the fruits are visible even now. Thus there seems to 
be a greater realization of the truth that, “Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceedeth out of the mouth of God.” Church attendance 
is on the increase. In many congregations there is an increased interest in the 
indoctrination of the young. Many pastors make it a rule to instruct their con- 
firmands two years before admitting them to confirmation. The work of ele- 
mentary Christian education cannot be stressed too much. 

The Luther Leagues are doing a good work in making and keeping the 
young people interested in the activities of the church as well as nurturing a 
Christian spirit among its members. 

The unchurched are not forgotten by our congregations and our pastors. 
Adult baptism and confirmation classes are common among us. The mission 
field at our door is and should be the most important. As our General President 
has reported fully on the different activities and institutions of our church, I 
feel that is not necessary to add anything in this report.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Dear Brethren in Christ Jesus, Grace and Peace: 

The time for this meeting is limited, and I shall, therefore, try to be very 
concise. First a word in general concerning the work in our District, With a 
few rare exceptions, peace and harmony have prevailed in the congregations. 
The pastors have been faithful, and have preached the Word in its truth with 
much zeal, and have administered the Sacraments according to their institution. 
The attendance at services has been generally good, and many pastors are con- 
scious of an increasing receptiveness for spiritual things on the part of their 
people. A calmer and more courageous spirit seems to have replaced the spirit 
of fear and panic, which in such a large measure have filled the hearts the last 
few years. We believe that we are approaching a better period spiritually and 
economically. God grant that all may be willing and obedient servants, so that 
He may attain His purpose in our District and many souls shall be saved. 


HOME MISSIONS 


The work on the Home Mission field of our District has been done at a 
great deal of sacrifice on the part of our Home Mission pastors. The appropria- 
tions have of necessity been reduced again and again the last three years, and 
in order to balance our Synodical Budget, it was necessary in addition to earlier 
reduction to withhold twenty percent of the last three months of 1933. This sum 
has not been refunded and will not be refunded. The Home Mission pastors 
have without any exception made no complaints, and have carried on the work 
with unabated zeal. They deserve our gratitude, our respect, and affection. At 
the present time there are twenty-one parishes receiving mission aid in our dis- 
trict. Three parishes voluntarily relinquished Mission support at the beginning 
of this year; namely, Alexander, Rey. O. R. Svore, pastor; Norma, Rey. J. M. 
Erickson, pastor; and Valley City, Rev. R. A. Oefstedal, pastor. We appreciate 
very highly that these pastors and parishes have ventured to take this step 
and thus become self-supporting. 


ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The District Sunday School Association met at Williston, Rev. E. B. Steen’s 
parish, September 30 and October 1, 1933. The convention was both instruc- 
tive and inspirational. Dr. G. M. Bruce was the. main speaker, and we owe him 
much for his splendid services. Special Sunday School Institutes have been held 
in some circuits, and have been of great help to the Sunday Schools. We urge 
that this become a general Practice in all the circuits. We also urge that the 
subject of Elementary Christian Education be given a place on the program 
at the regular circuit meetings. Finally in this connection we would enjoin the 
pastors to give much attention to this particular work in the parish, and to 
make the most diligent use of the golden opportunity afforded in the catechetical 
instruction for confirmation. 


HIGHER EDUCATION 


A large number of young people in our congregations desire and plan for 
an education beyond that of the High School. We urge that parents give due 
consideration to the advantages offered our young people at our Church Col- 
leges. We do well to remember the Christian atmosphere that prevails within 
the walls of these institutions. The College nearest to our door is Concordia 
College. This College has been assigned to our territory for our special atten- 
tion and support. May I quote a couple of extracts from Dr. J. N. Brown’s 
report to the Board of Education: “During the present college year the faculty 
and students have cooperated wholeheartedly in the various academic and spir- 
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itual activities on our campus. The faculty has willingly accepted added duties 
this year, owing to the elimination of three instructors. The decreased income 
from the Church has been partially offset by increased income from the endow- 
ment fund. By exercising the strictest economy and by reducing salaries, the 
college was able to balance its budget for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1933. 
The college enrollment has been maintained throughout the depression with 
an increase in attendance for the present college year. The attendance for 1933- 
34 was 434. Health conditions have been good.” 


CONCORDIA CONSERVATORY AT FARGO 

With reference to the Concordia Conservatory which is located within the 
geographic borders of our district, Dr. Brown reports as follows: “The Con- 
cordia Conservatory in Fargo, North Dakota, has enjoyed a successful year 
under the direction of Mrs. David Stoeve. The attendance has again increased 
this year and the institution continues to gain in musical circles. The attention 
of our people should be called to this institution, where our young people may 
obtain a superior musical training at a reasonable cost. Three graduates will 
this year receive Bachelor of Music degrees. The enrollment is 493 this year.” 


WOMEN’S MISSIONARY FEDERATION 

Under the able leadership of Mrs. H. A. Helsem this organization of our 
Christian women has also this year rendered splendid service in our district. 
An added activity in the past year has been the sponsoring of circuit scholar- 
ships to the amount of $75.00 to be presented to freshmen attending Concordia 
College. 

LUTHERAN DAUGHTERS OF REFORMATION 

Closely connected with the Women’s Missionary Federation is an organiza- 
tion of the young women of the district, called the Lutheran Daughters of Ref- 
ormation. This organization is under the leadership of Mrs. I. O. Jacobson of 
Cooperstown. We would encourage the young women to organize local socie- 
ties and to affiliate with the state organization. 


THE DISTRICT LUTHERAN BROTHERHOOD 


May I again call your attention to the District Lutheran Brotherhood. We 
urge local brotherhoods to join the state organization. Mr. Olaf Thormods- 
gaard, Chasely, North Dakota, is the district president. 


DISTRICT YOUNG PEOPLE’S LEAGUE AND CHORAL UNION 


Our District Young People’s League and Choral Union met in convention 
at Minot, May 4-6. A well arranged and well rendered program was carried out. 
The attendance was unusually large, and the meeting was instructive and in- 
spirational to a high degree. Much credit is due to the president, Rev. A. O. 
Nesset. 


THE NORTH DAKOTA HOUSE OF MERCY 


This worthy institution has also this year carried on its blessed work. The 
financial situation has necessitated much sacrifice on the part of its personnel. 
We urge that our pastors and our congregations remember this institution in 
their prayers and in their contributions. 


DR. C. J. FYLLING’S WORK AT THE STATE INSTITUTIONS 


We would also this year call your attention to the very necessary and very 
blessed work, which Dr. C. J. Fvlling is doing at our State Institutions. It is 
a difficult work and requires special qualifications. These Dr. Fylling possesses 
in a high degree, and we urge that you give this work generous support.

HOME MISSIONS 


aie work of Home Missions has progressed beyond expectations. Eleven 
mission charges have become self-sustaining during the last two years. Much 
credit is due to the self-sacrificing spirit of the pastors and their fine attitude 
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and spirit of cooperation in the mission work. The Home Mission work of today 
is greatly different trom the Horne Mission work in the past as it now embra- 
ces all nationalities. This makes the Home Mission work more complicated, 
and requires Home Mission pastors with a greater vision and ability for the 
task set before them. 

There are two great Government projects within our District where Home 
Mission work will have to be started soon. One is Fort Peck Dam, Montana, 
and the other is Coulee Dam, Washington. At both of these places a great num- 
ber of our people have secured work and moved there. ‘three new mission 
charges have been formed this year. The Nashua Charge, Nashua, Montana, 
consists of the congregations at Nashua, Grain and Frazer, Montana, and the 
mission field at the Fort Peck Dam. 

The Galata Charge consists of the congregations at Galata, Montana, Devon 
and Bethany and the St. Olaf Congregation. 

The Harlowton Charge, Harlowton, Montana, consists of the American Lu- 
theran Congregation at Harlowton and the mission fields at Barber, Martins- 
dale and Libo, Montana. 

We need considerable more mission funds for these new mission fields. May 
the Lord continue to bless our Home Mission work. 

Rey. H. Siqueland, Rev. O. R. A. Tollefson, Rev. J. L. Ranum, Rev. Olaf 
Engh, Rev. Earl Soiland, Rev. H. Engh and Rev. Martin Trygstad, all deserve 
thanks for the unselfish spirit shown and for the cooperation given to the Mis- 
sion Board in making possible the formation of the three new mission charges. 
They have all given up these congregations that they were serving to the forma- 
tion of these new charges, without asking to be reimbursed by the mission for 
so doing. In some of the cases this means a reduction of $600 in their salary. 
We feel that this is a worthy examnle for many others where the charges could 
be divided and thus make place for a greater number of workers in the Church 
and give opportunity for more intense and efficient work. This is not only true 
of a number of places in our own district but is true of a Egat number of 
places throughout our Church body. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


The reports that we receive from our Foreign Missionaries are indeed hope- 
ful and encouraging. The Foreign Mission work is as much a part of the 
Church’s working program as Home Mission, Christian Education and Charity. 
They are all on par. To all these activities of the Church we should offer our 
prayers and our means, as God has blest us. 


BUDGET 


Under the circumstances, our congregations, with a few exceptions, have 
done well in contributing to the General Budget of the Church. We collected 
and sent in about 90 percent of the 1933 budget allocation. A number of con- 
gregations sent in their full share, others failed to measure up to the expecta- 
tions. The pastors with a very few exceptions have taken a fine attitude in col- 
lecting the Budget. The plan of using the envelope system and the quarterly 
offerings is in our opinion very good. Let us try to collect our budget early this 
year and thereby save the interest money for the actual work of the Church. 


ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The responsibility for this work rests first of all with the parents of the chil- 
dren God has entrusted to them. The Christian congregation with its pastor 
has a divine call and responsibility in assisting the parents in the instruction 
and imparting of the saving knowledge of Jesus Christ unto salvation. The 
congregations and the homes of our congregations will be blest and grow spir- 
itually in proportion as we shall be found faithful to our high calling in Christ, 
to serve Him through faithful service to the children who have become mem- 
bers of His Kingdom through Holy Baptism and through service to bring others 
who are yet outside into His Kingdom. 

In this field I believe is found the greatest opportunity for service by the 
faithful pastor. Greater efficiency in our Sunday schools and Parochial schools 
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during the summer months will prove to be of“inestimable value in the train- 
ing of the young. I am pleased to report that there is a growing interest for 
this work among our pastors and congregations in our district.

It is with deep sorrow we record the death of Dr. M. E. Waldeland and Dr. 
N. J. Lghre, both of whom served the Church in official capacities. Dr. Walde- 
land was chairman of the Transportation Bureau of our Church where he ren- 
dered valuable and efficient service for many years. Dr. Lghre had served the 
Church as Secretary and Statistician since the Union in 1917 and served well 
and faithfully. :

COEUR D’ALENE HOMES 


The Coeur d’Alene Sunset Home, Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, is the only Lutheran 
charitable institution in our District and the type of work that is being done de- 
serves the wholehearted support and prayers of all the pastors and congrega- 
tions in our District, 

Rev. H. B. Kildahl, the new manager of the Homes, who formerly was the 
Executive Secretary of the Board of Charities of the N. C. L. A., has done a 
most excellent work to create interest among our people for this Home and for 
the work of charity in general. Both Rev. and Mrs. Kildahl deserve thanks for 
the good work that they have done. May the Lord continue to bless their efforts 
in the upbuilding of the Kingdom of God among us. Rev. Kildahl is publishing 
a paper called “The Coeur d’Alene Homes Messenger,” published monthly, and 
costs only 25 cents a year. A very good little paper. I would urge as many as 
possible to subscribe for this paper, and also request that the pastors send Rev. 
Kildahl news items from time to time from their respective congregations. 

Last year at our District annual meeting a resolution was passed by the 
convention to the effect that one Sunday each year should be set aside as a Coeur 
pens Homes Sunday when an offering would be lifted for the support of the 

omes. 

The convention however neglected to designate what Sunday should be set 
aside. I suggest that the fourth Sunday after Easter, each year, be set aside 
as a Coeur d’Alene Homes Sunday. I have also this year inspected the Homes 
and found everything very satisfactory except that they are in great need of 
more funds. A great many valuable improvements have been made this last 
year. The residents of the Homes appear to be happy and satisfied and well 
cared for. The property is in good condition. ~ 

The number of men at the Home January 1, 1933 was 31 and the number of 
women, 16, a total of 47 inmates. During the year 4 men and 2 women were ad- 
mitted to the Home. One man left the Home during the year. Seven men and 
two women died during the year. The total number of inmates at the Home 
December 31, 1933 was 43. During the year 9 of the inmates have been sick. 
There were 8 vacant places and one application on hand.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


‘Dear Brethren in Christ:

it is written in the 127th Psalm, the first verse: “Except the Lord build the 
house, they labor in vain that build it: except the Lord keep the city, the watch- 
man waketh but in vain.” hese words are traught with intense meaning and, 
may we say, particularly so as they strike directly into our consciousness while 
yet we remember the chaos and ruin ot the past tew years. 

Men waxed bold in their own conceits, built their temples of gold and 
placed themselves on the pinnacles of these temples and cried to the world, 
“Behold what WE have built.” Today we behold what MAN built. All about 
us lie the ruins of once mighty institutions and systems; marked deep are the 
scars and wounds received in the crash of the house that was built on sand. 

‘Vowering high above the ruins,—monuments to the ingenuity of a God- 
forgetting people,—stands the Church of Jesus Christ, the bearer of the Means 
of Grace whose Foundation, the Rock of Ages, stands immovable forever, the 
light pointing heavenward, the salt in the earth. This is the house which God 
built. This is the house which the Lord, by Grace, is building day by day, 
fashioning from hearts of stone the temple of living stones by water and tha 
Word.

We have been requested to be briet. We shall therefore attempt but a very 
brief outline of the work within the District. 

The past year has been one of many trials for our people, our pastors and 
our church. The scarcity of employment made living conditions extremely 
difficult for many of our faithful people. The repeated salary cuts of our Home 
Mission pastors and other workers receiving salary from the church worked 
hardship in many cases. Pastors serving independent charges have also worked 
under the added burden of greatly reduced salaries. In some cases such pastors 
have had less to do with financially than have the Home Mission pastors. 
Despite the difficult conditions the morale of the District clergy has been of 
the highest order, and the loyalty and love of our pastors and people for the 
Lord and His church has been evidenced in their work throughout the year. 


HOME MISSIONS © 


While we are not able to point to any great forward strides on our Home 
Mission field, we are indeed happy to point to the fact that some progress has 
been made. 

In July of last year, Rev. A. O. Odegaard took over the work at Glendale, 
Calif. The progress of this congregation has been rapid and already a once- 
enlarged bungalow church has been razed to make way for a new temporary 
church. Ours is the only American Lutheran Conference synod doing work 
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in this city of approximately 70,000 and indications are that we have every 
reason to look forward to a large and flourishing congregation. 

In April of this year, Rev. O. J. Edwards began work at San Pedro, Calif. 
This is also a virtually new field. Already a vigorous work is being done and 
prospects are bright also in this field. 

The congregation at Matsqui, B. C., has been added to the New Westminster 
charge, which is self-sustaining, and the Lawrence charge will henceforth 
include also the Ferndale and Custer congregations. It is the intention to 
make this charge self sustaining by the first of next year. 

Bethel congregation of Sacramento, Calif., served by the Rev. O. K. David- 
son, has been self-sustaining since last July. We commend the congregation 
and pastor for voluntarily taking this step. 

Zion congregation of near Kent, Wash., has been independent of Mission 
aid since last February. The congregations at Bend, Ore., and Orland, Calif., 
have been dropped from the list of congregations receiving Mission aid. 

Reports from several fields indicate progress. Much more work should be 
done. It is only as the congregations, now receiving aid, take over a larger 
share of the financial burden that we can hope to enter new fields and expand 
the work. 

Synodical resolution insists that congregations receiving financial assistance 
from the Home Mission shall, from year to year, reduce the assistance given 
by increasing their local contributions. No longer will it be possible for con- 
gregations to remain indefinitely on the list of Home Mission congregations. 
If the field will not, within a reasonable time, produce results indicative of 
progress, then other arrangements must be made to serve such congregations 
in connection with some other charge, thus releasing funds for work in places 
that give greater promise of development—or else dropped altogether. The 
day of perpetual Home Mission aid is past. We render our Home Mission 
congregations a real service by requiring them to assume an increasing share 
of financial responsibility from year to year. 

In a general way it can be said of all our congregations that they are Home 
Mission congregations. The Home Mission problem of the Pacific District is 
not alone one of expansion of the work by entering new fields, but also one of 
intensity of work in already well established parishes. 

We look forward with optimism and courage. May the Lord grant us grace 
to be wise in our administration, courageous and faithful in our undertakings. 


PACIFIC LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


Pacific Lutheran College has had another successful year. As a school our 
institution ranks high and the Christian spirit is pronounced. The faculty and 
administration have labored faithfully under most trying financial conditions, 
The District President and Financial Secretary agreed to the suggestion of Dr. 
Bergsaker that a “Pacific Lutheran College Special,” aggregating twenty per 
cent of the congregational apportionment, be specified on the apportionment 
slips sent to the congregations. This agreement was made subject to approval 
of the District at this meeting. 


Dr. O. A. Tingelstad 


We thank our Heavenly Father that He has restored to health and vigor 
our college President, Dr. O. A. Tingelstad. We covet in prayer for him and 
the school a long and blessed service. 


PACIFIC LUTHERAN HERALD 


The District has placed upon the College Board of Trustees the responsi- 
bility of conducting the affairs of the Herald. Matters pertaining to the Herald 
properly come under this Board and therefore will be considered by the College 
corporation. We do wish, however, to emphasize the continued need for such 
a paper. The Herald is a splendid paper and is rendering our District a real 
service. It is well edited and deserves the whole-hearted support of the District. 
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ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The work of Elementary Christian Education lies at the very foundation of 
our church. Without a thorough Christian training of the children we have no 
reason to look forward with any confidence to the future. Sunday School Insti- 
tutes have been conducted within the District but much more work should be 
done. The responsibility for this work will have to rest with the Circuits, and 
the men who have been appointed by the Board of Elementary Christian 
Education for this work. 


ORGANIZATIONS AND INSTITUTIONS 


The Y. P. L. L. work is progressing within the District. We are happy to 
state that, in many congregations, our young people are, more and more, com- 
ing to sense the opportunity and responsibility that is theirs within the Church, 
and are placing a definite spiritual stamp on their endeavors that is bearing 
fruit in more spiritual and progressive congregations. Young People’s Bibie 
Camps will be conducted this summer at Des Moines, Wash.; Colton, Ore., and 
Mt. Hermon, Calif. We urge as large an attendance as possible at these 
institutes. 

The Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation and the Women’s Missionary 
Federation have done much to create interest in the various activities of the 
synod. The W. M. F. has been instrumental in gathering a considerable amount 
for the Budget. 

Within our District we have the Fisherman’s Home at Ketchikan, the Seattle 
and San Francisco Seamen’s Missions, the Josephine Old People’s Home and 
the Parkland Children’s Home. All these institutions have faithfully carried 
on the work assigned to them. We would, in this connection, particularly 
remind our people that they can help greatly in the work of these institutions 
by sending food-stuffs, clothing, etc. We are made aware of the fact that, in 
this respect, the Josephine Old People’s Home has not been so generously 
remembered as have some of the other institutions and missions. Let us not 
forget the aged while remembering the young. 

We have a city missionary at Seattle, Portland, San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles. The work of these pastors perhaps passes somewhat unnoticed by 
the Church-at-large. They are doing a blessed work, under most trying con- 
ditions, by bringing the light of the Gospel into the darkness of poverty, spirit- 
pine and despair. Let us remember them and their work before the Throne 
of Grace. 


THE BUDGET 


Pacific District contributed to the Synodical Budget during 1933 the sum of 
$18,452.83 or 74.1 per cent of the amount asked for. The two California Circuits 
contributed more than was apportioned, Southern California Circuit having 
raised 107.6 per cent of the apportionment, and Northern California Circuit 105.6 
per cent. We commend these circuits for their splendid work. 

By April 23rd, this year, our District had contributed 18.3 per cent. We urge 
every pastor and congregation to follow out the plan of quarterly ingathering 
unless some other plan is followed which has proven more productive of results. 

Of the amount asked for Pensions last year we regret to state that but 6.5 
per cent was contributed. We must remind our people of the need for remem- 
bering also this responsibility and see to it that monies are raised for this 
purpose.

Our venerable 
school teacher, Mr. Oscar Berg, has been kept busy teaching parochial school 
up to the present time. May every congregation come to consider this work as 
their most important duty.

Yes, that is needful for many do not read, thus to be set 
aflame. Is it for spiritual communion? Oh, how much that means! But the aim 
of all these is to arouse and inspire every woman of the church to do her part in 
conquering souls for Christ. 

From a convention radiates new plans, new enthusiasm, new faces with which to 
reach remote places at home and abroad. The convention which we have looked 
forward to, is now here, the work well organized and everything in running order. 
What more is needed to insure a good convention? What more? Everything, if 
this be all. “Without me ye can do nothing.” Not by numbers, nor organization, 
but by His spirit, says the Lord of Hosts. And so,-we have asked in our opening 
service, that God in His mercy will be with us during these convention days and 
bless us. 

Curist1AN STEWARDSHIP 


The period of the late war was one great sermon on stewardship. “You are not 
your own during war times.” Under this call our boys by the million pledged their 
all, and citizens conserved and distributed their resources. Will a Christian do less? 
For a Christian it is but a step to say that all that we have, strength, time, talents, 
money, all belong to God. 

Edison, gazing on the rolling billows, from an ocean liner, said, “It makes me 
perfectly wild to see all this force going to waste.” This wizard longed for control 
over wasted force. How much more does not our Creator long for unhindered 
supremacy over the wasted forces in the daily living of His children. “What do the 
Americans do with all the time they save?” asked a Japanese girl. 

Looking from a platform upon a sea of faces, Dr. Gutherie said, “What power 
is here! What immense moral power! It is impossible to estimate the power that 
lies latent in our churches. Why latent? Because neither men nor women fully 
appreciate their individual influence or estimate rightly their individual respon- 
sibility.” 

Meet till I come,” should be the label on our pocketbook. “Then it would 
open more easily when the Master comes for His own,” someone said. Jean Ingelow 
said, “Let us have enough giving while we can, and enjoy the best part of posses- 
sions.” Can in any sense that which is wrested from us by the hand of death, be 
called giving? 

“It is the riches that you give, that you will always have,” said a Roman poet. 
Let not lack of funds become an excuse for inactivity, but rather a challenge for 
ingenuity and resourcefulness. Only half of the year remains, and we note that our 
Church may face arrears. Now is the time, before our societies scatter for the 
summer, to gather up our forces, take new courage, warm our hearts and strike 
before our enthusiasm has chance to cool. 

A trust has been committed us. What is this trust? The work is the trust. 
What is meant by the work? Bringing Christ to the millions in our own lands and 
in foreign fields. 

Forricn Missions 
“Why am I a missionary? Because Christ has gripped me.” 


The trite saying, “We can’t all be missionaries,” is only partially true. We can 
be missionaries and are expected to be missionaries. Many of us are disqualified to 
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actually do work abroad, but we can go with our prayers, sympathies and gifts. 
How much “Grandma Johnson” of Beresford was able to do! Work at home must 
be done with vigor, for we are equally responsible with our representatives on the 
foreign fields. ‘hey have assumed dangers, hardship and weariness. Are we exert- 
ing proportionate effort, so that their work may be as successful as possible? 

We are saddened whenever we detect a disinterested attitude towards foreign 
missions, and find that some even doubt the wisdom of the movement. But how 
encouraging are not the reports from the foreign fields! We thank God for the 
Spiritual awakening in China, and for the sober, intelligent, devoted leadership that 
comes from some of her Christians. The stimulating news from the religiously 
responsive Malagasy and Zulus, should spur us on to added efforts, thus encour- 
aging them to hold fast. The growth we have prayed for, has come. Christ’s work 
needs increased gifts. Is-it not sad that money needed, so often has to be coaxed 
from us? May our Heavenly Father who has given us this wonderful work to do, 
awaken in us a greater sense of Christian stewardship. At this convention we 
welcome several missionaries. May their words strengthen our faith and rekindle 
our enthusiasm. Though far apart, we work together. 

Behold a missionary and his wife, laboring faithfully! Mrs. Carl Otte of Africa 
writes, “We thank the people at home for their kindness to us, we endeavor not 
to disappoint them nor our God, in whose cause we live and labor.” Dear members 
of the Federation, let us not by lukewarmness disappoint them and our God. How 
much we should appreciate the missionary’s wife. By maintaining a Christian home, 
she doubles the efficiency of the missionary himself. 

One missionary said, “How I wish every society would feel that it were working 
here,” Another said, “Think of us by day, and when you are awake by night, think 
of us.” Let us also remember the native workers without whose help the mission- 
aries would be handicapped, and the people among whom they work. May their 
hearts be opened to receive the message also intended for them! 

The convention of our Church opens today, and many are the problems that 
confront this body of earnest, serious-minded men of the Church. The time is here 
for us to ask Jesus to guide safely. The policy of supporting Foreign Missions 
independently of the budget, is an important issue. We do not know what the 
next step will be, but let us be ready for the opportunities when God opens them, 
loyally abiding by the decision of the Church, remembering that we are a “Sister- 
hood in the Church, working for the Church, at the bidding of the Church.”

The extensive work at home must not be overlooked. It would be sad to contem- 
plate that the very important work on the foreign fields should be done at the 
expense of the work among the Indian, Eskimo, sailor, blind, deaf, mute and the 
vast army of unchurched on the home field. “Do the one, leave not the other 
undone,” was once the convention motto of the Eastern district, A good farmer 
does not work hard on his neighbor’s farm, and, neglecting his own, raise only weeds. 

The winds howling about the empty Wittenberg buildings, once filled with happy 
Indian children, have a mournful sound. As children we sang the round, “John 
Brown had a little Indian, one little, two little, three little Indians,” until ten was 
reached. Now, as in the old round, we go down until we are sadly near the 
starting point. If the Indian ever needed a friend, it is now. Emerging from old 
habits, the Indian young man and woman stand at the door of a new life. It is 
easy to fall back into the old ways. It is the easy way and therefore not an un- 
common way. Many go back because there is no other way open to them, They 
do not differ so much from us, except in their opportunities. Had we been better 
stewards, had we remembered our Mission Boxes more faithfully and systematic- 
ally, would the work among the Indian and the unchurched of our prairies and 
large cities been so seriously crippled?

THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT TO THE LUTHERAN 
DAUGHTERS OF THE REFORMATION 


at this fourth Biennial Convention assembled at the Lutheran Bible Institute, 
June 8 and 9. 


For the L. D. R. these years have been spent in pioneering—preparing a frame- 
work, as it were, on which to build. Now keywomen are active in every district, 
with an almost complete corps of Circuit Helpers. Organizations are being intormed, 
and new ones begun. The printed programs of the W. M. F. and L. D. R. are being 
‘used as far as they satisfy the needs. The mailing list of the News Letter, the 
‘monthly communication, has been almost doubled. 

The. outstanding changes during the biennium have been first, the growth in 
numbers and in interest of the circuit and sectional meetings of the L. D. R.; second, 
the demand for suitable and for helpful literature for both older and younger L. D. R. 
groups; third, the recognition of the fact that new problems must be met with the 
needs of new L. D. R’s particularly of juniors and of nurses; fourth, a facing of 
the fact that now since the organizing process is well begun, time needs to be spent 
in order that we may keep and gather the young womanhood of our Church in active 
service for their Savior, Jesus Christ. The individual is of concern. 


“The Spirit calls! He urges all to share 
In saving youth and childhood everywhere.” 


In June, 1933, the Reverend and Mrs. Hartje sailed for Shishmaref, Alaska, to 
take the place of the Reverend and Mrs. Elmer Dahle who had resigned as_ the 
missionaries at the Anna Huseth Memorial Station. Since September, however, Rev. 
Dahle has been in the work under the auspices of the L. D. R. here in the United 
States, lecturing and showing pictures of Alaska. But the work of the organization 
has been blessed as you will see by the financial report. Besides paying the salaries 
of the two workers mentioned and the maintenance of the Shishmaref station, our 
records show a substantial balance at the end of the year. The L. D. R. organiza- 
tions also gave financial support to the Church budget and to other needs. 

In August, 1933, we had one of our most helpful General Board meetings. With 
the exception of the Canada key woman, we had perfect attendance, showing the 
growth in interest and in responsibility. 

As we have often said this organization, as one of the general organizations of 
our Church is not a new one. Uniting all these groups or societies in congregations, 
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school, and communities has been merely “lengthening our ropes,’ as it were. The 
time has come when we must emphasize the tact that we must “strengthen our 
stakes.” At the outset of an enterprise, 1t seems that enthusiasm is more spontaneous, 
support is more active, and prayer is depended on more. in the case of the Lutheran 
Daughters ot the Reformation, our first project is launched, but we need to remember 
always to work and to pray tor our Alaska Mission. 

At first, too, numbers are an attraction. We are encouraged by response from 
many new organizations, trom large delegations to our meetings and convention, 
trom many requests for intormation. ‘Lhe time has come when the cause oi the 
individual is at stake. Some one girl in the congregation may need your help—a 
friend or an acquaintance may learn to know Jesus Christ as her Savior by a little 
encouragement trom you. in your community you may befriend a young woman 
released from some penal institution—and help her so that she may live a Christian 
life. Or better still, you may, by your influence in one way or another, keep some 
young person from sin and crime. We do not need to go to Alaska, or China, or 
Madagascar to be missionaries—the statement is as true now as it ever was. “What 
is necessary is to first surrender our lives to Jesus Christ and then to be instrumental 
in helping others.” 

Our L. D. R. needs to develop the feeling of being a large union of young women 
working together. That the little group in an isolated congregation is a part of a 
larger group comprising our nine districts, is a new thought to many. A group 
consciousness and a Lutheran loyalty intensifies with the growth of the organization. 
Hand in hand with that idea is the thought of individual support, also. More active 
support is needed from everyone as far as suggestions, ideas, and response are 
concerned. As Anna Huseth said, “We must go forward with Christ, But not ahead 
of Him.” But this progress must be as a united organization within our Church. 

The Women’s Missionary Federation, this biennium, too, has been of great assist- 
ance to their daughter organization. Particularly the officers of the W. M. F. have 
given freely of their time, and energy. We covet this support, both in prayer and 
in counseling. We thank them for all their past helpfulness in considering our 
younger organization. The officers of the L. D. R. as a whole have been more 
active than ever before. Due to the efforts of many of the district officers the work 
of the L. D. R. has progressed, as never before, in the districts. Through the faithful 
efforts of Rev. Dahle, who has traveled, showing his Eskimo pictures and lecturing, 
our Lutheran people have a much more definite conception of the work in Alaska. 
Our new missionaries are active at Shishmaref. Already we have had reports that 
es are continuing the work of bringing the message of salvation through Jesus 

hrist. 

As to what is required is answered in Micah—we need “to do justice, to love 
mercy and to walk humbly before God.” May our young women become stronger 
in faith; and in service, dependable, far-seeing, full of loyalty and love, practicing 
“the presence of God.” Then truly “our daughters shall be as cornerstones,” 
Ps. 144:12,

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Young People’s Luther League

In making our annual report to the Church, we feel constrained at the very 
outset to say that our young people’s work has made splendid progress in the 
last biennium. Even the depresssion does not seem to dampen the enthusiasm of 
our youth for this cause which has become so dear to their hearts. An enumera- 
tion of some of the encouragements we have experienced will, we hope, make 
the progress gained quite evident. 


Our 1933 International Convention at Fargo, N. Dak., became by official 
count the largest convention ever held in our Church, 3,242 being the figure 
officially tabulated by the registration committee. Between 4-5,000 individuals 
attended each session, making a total combined attendance, session by session, 
of approximately 50,000. 


In 1933 twenty major Bible Camps were in operation with an estimated full- 
time attendance for the week of 4,000 and an estimated part-time attendance of 
an additional 15,000 individuals. In 1934 arrangements have been completed for 
approximately forty Bible Camps, besides a number of local parish camps. A 
record breaking attendance is expected, because our young people everywhere 
have become intensely interested in this type of a summer vacation. 


The Pocket Testament Movement, inaugurated in 1932, has made great 
progress. By March 1, 1934, the membership had increased to 12,000 and since 
then the increase is approximately one thousand each month. More than 13,000 
young people have therefore, by May 1, enlisted in this great Bible carrying and - 
Bible studying Crusade. 


District, Circuit, and Student Conventions have increased their popularity, 
and have become strong spiritual forces in the program of our Church through 
their inspirational programs and through their record attendance. 


Financially, the year 1933 was our best year, with one exception. $14,415.52 
was received in voluntary contributions from our leagues in support of our 
young people’s work. As our disbursements had by a strenuous economy program 
been reduced about $7,000.00, or to a total of $9,373.71, the treasurer was able to 
reduce the accumulated deficit by about $5,000.00. Our accumulated deficit as of 
January 1, 1934, was therefore only $738.85. The growing interest in our pro- 
gram financially has been made manifest by the rapid growth in number of con- 
tributing leagues: 645 in 1930, 1,105 in 1933. The Young People’s Luther League 
contributed to the budget of the Church during 1933 the sum of $10,255.57 over 
and above the amount contributed in support of their own work. 


The Young People’s Luther League is cooperating with the Youth Commis- 
sion of the American Lutheran Conference in establishing permanently annual 
conferences and rallies for the youth of the Conference throughout the country, 
in promoting joint Bible Camps, a joint Topic study system, and in other ways 
helping to establish a better understanding between these cooperating synods. 

It is quite evident from these and other factors, too numerous to mention 
here, that our young people are taking a new and more intelligent and con- 
secrated interest in the work of their Church, an interest which under the con- 
tinued blessings of God should prove to be a great asset in tomorrow’s plans for 
the Kingdom.

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The Brotherhood 


There is a growing interest in the Brotherhood idea. Some Brotherhoods have 
practically reorganized; others are eager for improvement. New Brotherhoods are 
being started. 

The seriousness of the times makes earnest men ask, “Is there not something 
bigger and better we can do to meet the problems of church and state?” 

A survey of Brotherhoods in our own Church and in other Lutheran Church 
bodies leads to the following observations: 

Brotherhoods or Men’s Societies have gone to pieces because the worldly element 
tried to make the Brotherhood a copy of secular organizations, and have thus lost 
the interest of the more churchly element. 

The most successful Brotherhoods present well-planned programs, with oppor- 
tunity for the discussion of topics of a devotional and educational character. Occa- 
sionally outside speakers are invited. They do not invite politicians who are looking 
for votes. 

Such Brotherhoods do not neglect social features, but make them a means onand 
an end; namely, to develop Christian fellowship and co- operation. 

It must be remembered that no two Brotherhoods are alike in leadership, number, 
and quality of membership. 

Some may fear that their men will not attend meetings where topics are discussed. 

What sort of men have we anyway? Do they have to be coddled like babes? 
Do we have to appeal to their sense of humor only? Let us not underestimate the 
interest and intelligence of the men of today. They will lose respect for a Church 
that tries only to entertain them. They can find better. entertainment outside the 
Church. 

In selecting topics for programs the determining factor should be: What will 
make the men better informed, more active, and more consecrated church members 
and more alert and effective citizens ? 

The deepest need is more interest in the great Guide Book in which shows us 
God’s will and ways. We Lutherans say that we are the Church with the open Bible. 
To most Lutheran laymen the Bible is a closed book. The Word of God is called a 
sword, but few know how to use the sword. It is called a lamp, but many men walk 
in darkness. 

It was this situation which led to the inauguration of the Bible Reading Move- 
ment by the Brotherhood Convention of our Church at Sioux Falls, S. Dak., in 
October, 1931. A Bible Reading Committee, which was appointed, recommended to 
the Brotherhood men that they read as individuals and study as a society a book of 
the Bible at a time. The Acts of the Apostles was the first book recommended. Two 
pamphlets are now ready: Pamphlet I covers the Book of Acts up to the appearance 
of Saul; Part II deals with the life and labor of Paul. Each pamphlet costs four 
cents or 100 for $4.00. 

It is a real pleasure to announce that the Bible Reading Movement is on the way 
of becoming a general movement throughout our Church. The two large organiza- 
tions, the Women’s Missionary Movement and the Young People’s Luther League, 
both of which have stressed Bible reading and Bible study for many years, are now 
co-operating with the Brotherhood in this important matter. 

The ultimate aim of these three organizations is to have a Bible Reading Com- 
muttee im every congregation of our Church, and that all who know how to read 
will read the Bible daily. 

Brotherhoods should encourage all men in the congregation to read the Bible 
daily; they should devote part of each program or at times the whole program to 
Bible study. 

The second need is to know our own Church better. Many men think of the 
Church as a collection agency. About the only thing they know about it is that it 
needs a lot of money to carry on its work, but they are not familiar with the work. 

Our Church is composed of about 500,000 souls, and ministers to perhaps 300,000 
non-church members. Fifteen thousand teachers teach 143,000 children the way of 
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salvation. Thousands of young men and women receive a Christian training at our 
Church schools. Hundreds of orphans are being cared for. The Gospel is preached 
at home to the unchurched and abroad among the heathen. What a pity that so 
many men know so little about the great work of their own Church. Surely the 
Brotherhoods should be enlightened through literature, addresses, and study and 
discussion of topics relating to the work of our Church. 

There is one field of study that is practically left untouched by our men, and 
that ‘is the contribution which Christianity has made to civilization. This leads to 
the consideration of a very important question: What should be the attitude of the 
Church toward social services? We cannot dismiss the question by saying that we 
do not pneach the Social Gospel, we preach the Gospel of Jesus Christ. There is a 
good deal in the Gospel of Jesus Christ about social service. There is much in the 
economic and social life of today that keeps men and women and little children down 
in abject slavery and hinders the growth of the Kingdom of Christ. 

Brotherhoods should discuss some of the problems of today. One pastor said: 
“We agree that it is Christian to help the needy; is it not also Christian to ask 
what made them needy?” What are some of the conditions which make for poverty, 
crime, and irreligion? 

The following themes will furnish interesting, profitable and timely topics : 

1. How may we have part in the Bible Reading Movement? 

2. How may we learn to know our Church better? 

3. What contribution has Christianity made to civilization, and how may we as 
church_men meet the economic and social problems of our day? 

A Bureau of Information should be established. One of its duties should be to 
suggest topics for Brotherhood meetings, beginning this fall. Suggestions should be 
submitted by all who are interested. 

As to work for the different Brotherhoods, it seems that the most urgent need 
is a greater interest in the boys and young men in the congregation and the neigh- 
borhood of the Church. Many Brotherhoods are doing fine work along this line. 

There is much to discuss, and there is much to do for earnest Christian men. Let 
us co-operate ‘and make the Brotherhood a big thing in our Church! The opportunity 
is here.

Fedre og br¢dre! 


Naade og fred vere med eder i vor herres og frelsers, Jesu Kristi navn! 
Amen. 


I de to forlgpne aar siden sidste fellesm¢gte har mange forandringer fundet 
sted rundtom i verden, j vort land og inden kirken. I nogen land i Europa har 
den kristne kirkes stilling inden nationene vzret meget diskutert og gjort til 
gjenstand for strid. Iser i Tyskland paagaar en alvorlig kamp med hensyn 
til kirken og dens bekjendelsestro stilling. Ingen kan endnu forutsi utfaldet av 
striden. .Mange trofaste vidner blandt vore troesbrdédre fastholder en skrift- 
mezssig og bekjendelsestro basis for forholdet mellem kirke og stat. 

I vort eget elskede land har en administrationsforandring fundet sted siden 
vort sidste mgte. Dette har frembragt mange forandringer i vort lands ¢kono- 
miske og sociale fremtidsplaner. Stats- og fdderalstyret har fors¢kt at avhjelpe 
arbeidslgsheten ved at gjgre bruk av offentlige pengemidler til midlertidig ndd- 
hjelpsarbeide. Forsdék har ogsaa veret gjort paa at rette paa den vanskelige 
stilling vort jordbruk befinder sig i. Uroligheter og tildels voldsomme optdgier 
har fundet sted inden visse kredser, altsammen bare symptomer paa den almin- 
delige uro og utilfredshet med de herskende tilstande. 

Naar vi tar i betragtning at vor kirkes st¢rste styrke hovedsakelig maa sékes 
i meliemvesten, og har sit langt overveiende medlemsantal i lands- og jordbruks- 
distriktene, vil vi skjgnne hvor saart netop vor kirke maa fgle sig bergrt herav. 

Idet vi skuer tilbake paa aaret 1933 vil dette aar forekomme os som det 
mest vanskelige aar vi har gjennemlevet inden det sidste ti-aarstidsrum. Det er 
yderst vanskelig at danne sig en mening, endsi vaage at uttale nogen profeti 
eller engang en gisning med hensyn til fremtidens gkonomiske og sociale utvik- 
ling. Saa altfor mange ting spiller her ind, at man kun kan indta en aarvaaken 
forventende, forhaabningens samarbeidsstilling til det altsammen. En saadan 
forhaabningsfuld aand og stilling bér dog ikke hensxtte os i en uberettiget 
optimisme hverken med hensyn til arbeidets utvidelse eller nogen nedszttelse 
av de besparelser som har veret gjort inden vor kirkeorganisation. 

Aaret 1933 har veret et vanskelig aar for vore arbeidere paa alle felter. L¢n- 
ninger, som i saa mange tilfelder bare saavidt strak til, maatte nedsxttes, og de 
indsvindende indtegter fra andre kilder bragte yderligere gjenvordighet, ja, for 
nogens vedkommende endog virkelig ngd. Endnu hverken tr eller kan vi gi 
Igfter eller paata os forpligtelser, som vi ikke paa forhaand er saa nogenlunde 
forvisset om kan gjennemf¢res. 

De mange mend og kvinder som gir hele sin tid til kirkens arbeide paa mis- 
sionsmarkene ute og hjemme eller til barmhjertighetsarbeidet eller ved vore 
skoler, har krav paa vor taknemmelighet og fuld forstaaelse fra det kirkesam- 
fund de tjener. Disse mend og kvinder har elsket vor kirke, og har vist sig 
villige til at bringe stadige opofrelser for at arbeidet kunde holdes gaaende. 
Det bgr vere vor bestrebelse at lette de byrder vi har maattet paalegge dem 
saasnart som dette kan gjgres. 

Fremfor alt andet er vi dypt taknemmelige mot Gud og vor herres Jesu 
Kristi fader, som har forundt os at fremme hans arbeide i det svundne ti-aars- 
tidsrum. Hans velsignelse har hvilet over os, og alt vi har utfgrt gjennem per- 
sonlige opofrelser fra vore arbeideres side, eller ved offervillighet inden menig- 
hetene, er skedd i kraft av den naade og styrke han har forlenet os med til 
arbeidet i hans vingaard. Idet vi kommer dette i hu kan vi med tillid og for- 
trgstning holde vort m¢gte ogsaa i disse trykkende tider, fuldt forvisset om at 
han vil fortsette at velsigne vort arbeide. Hans ldfte staar fast, at om vi end 
saar med graat skal vi h¢ste med frydesang. Alt vi er og alt vi venter at kunne 
utrette maa bero paa hans naade alene og hans gode Aands hjelp. Vor herres 
og frelsers utsagn: “Uten mig kan I slet intet gjgre” er fremdeles fuld sandhet. 
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Men netop her slaar os en alvorstanke. Det er denne at der hvor vi er 
kommet tilkort skyldes dette den omstendighet at vi har prdvet at gjgre noget 
uten Herrens aand og kraft. Dette maner os til i dyp ydmyghet og anger at 
bekjende vore synder, og da ikke mindst netop den synd at vi har glemt at vi 
altid skal vende os til ham for at faa kraft og styrke i alt vort arbeide. De 
tilstande vi har gjennemlevet gir enhver av os en alvorlig paamindelse om at 
vende os til Herren for at be ham om tilgivelse for vore mange synder mot 
ham og vore medmennesker. Og maatte nu saasandt forvissningen om ny til- 
givelse og ny naade bringe os til at tiene ham med st¢rre oprigtighet og alvor. 
Vores alles arbeidsdag er kort. Nogen faa svindende dage, og andre vil indta 
vore pladser. Gi Gud at vi, den stund vi endnu har tilbake at arbeide maatte 
fyldes med dyp bekymring for vort folks frelse og opbyggelsen av hans rike. 

Vore prester og menigheter har veret alvorlig bekymret for vor kirkes tarv 
og trang i det svundne aar. Det arbeide dr. Bergsaker har drevet er blit m¢tt 
med opmuntring, trofast st¢tte og samvirke fra embedsmend, komitemedlem- 
mer, prester og menigheter. La os dog i vore bénner mindes ham og den 
gjerning vi har betrodd ham. 

Almindelig deltagelse i kvartalofrene og forsigtig ¢gkonomi har gjort det 
mulig at slutte aaret 1933 med avbetaling av $60,000 til dekkelse av under- 
balancer fra aaret fér. Dette er en hgist merkverdig prestation. Jeg betviler 
hgilig om mange av de andre kirkesamfund, eller for den saks skyld mange 
forretninger, kan opvise et slikt resultat ved sidste aarsopgjgr. Dette har git 
os nyt haab, nyt mod og nye forsetter inden kirken. Brey og uttalelser fra 
prester og medlemmer av vore menigheter leverer bevis for at en ny aand raader. 
Vi er dypt taknemmelige mot Gud, den almegtige, at dette er blit os mulig. Vi 
skylder dem tak, som har bidrat efter en maalestok, som har muliggjort avslut- 
telsen av regnskapsaaret uten underbalance. 

Der er jo altid den fare ved denne bekymring for det rent materielle, at de 
ting som h¢rer Aanden og vort himmelske borgerskap til saa let glemmes. 
De daglige materielle krav er saa presserende, at vor aandelige tarv og trang 
saa let gaar os avsyne. Derfor pligter vort kirkesamfund alvorlig at betone 
at vi dog bare er fremmede og utlendinger her i verden. Dog, la os ikke her 
bli misforstaat; som gode og tro borgere av vort land maa vi trolig samvirke 
i alle fors¢k paa at lette al menneskelig néd og smerte; men maa vi aldrig bli 
saa optat av forséket paa at ldse alle vore materielle problemer og vanskelig- 
heter at ikke vore tanker stadig og altid vender tilbake til de ting som hérer 
Kristus og hans rike til. For at kunne fastholde denne aand og holdning i disse 
tider, kreves av enhver oprigtig kristen og hvert sandt gudsbarn stadig aar- 
vaaken eftertanke, flittig bdn og bruk av Guds ord og alterens sakramente. 
Naademidlene vil altid fdére os tilbake til mindet om ham som lerte os at vi 
for at finde vort liv maatte tape det. 


DEN KRISTELIGE OPDRAGELSE 


Om vi nu end gleder os over at vort kirkesamfund har magtet at utvise et 
balancert budget i det forlépne aar, maa vi ikke glemme at netop dette har 
hraet trengsler og vanskelige forhold for vore opdragelsesanstalter. Lerere 
og bestyrere ved vore skoler har fors¢kt at gjennemfdére de dem betrodde 
hverv under store vanskeligheter og hindringer. Vi kommer idag disse mend 
og kyinder i hu med taknemmelighet mot dem for den loyale aand, den sympati 
og forstaaelse hvormed de har tat del i ldsningen av de problemer som forelaa 
for deres og vor kirke. En detaljert beretning med hensyn til vort opdragelses- 
orbeide er utelatt her da den vil foreligge i den rapport som vort skole- 
styre vil fremlegge. Det maa dog vere klart for enhver at vor kirke staar foran 
en krise i sit opdragelsesprogram. Der maa altsaa gives baade tid og alvorlig 
-ftertanke til hvad der i fremtiden skal bli programmet for vor kirkes opdragel- 
sesarbeide. 


LUTHER TEOLOGISKE SEMINARIUM 


I 1épet av de to sidste aar er antallet av studenter blit reducert paa grund ay 
mangel paa kald til den graduerende klasse. Hvis ikke en omordning kan finde 
sted inden mange kald og en stgrre tilvekst i bidragene til hjemmemissionen kan 
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ventes, er der ingen utsigt til noget voksende antal studerende ved vort seminar. 
Dersom kald som nu bestaar av tre eller fire menigheten kunde vindes for en 
omordning, vilde det kanske bli mulig at faa istand nye kald hvortil da de unge 
mend kunde kaldes. Det er dog vanskelig at rére ved disse bestaaende forhold 
i tider som disse, og dog b¢r vi stadig ha denne sak i sigte. vor der er store 
menigheter er jo idealet det at hver prest har en i hgiden to menigheter. Fakul- 
tetet, kirkeraadet og skolestyret har hat under alvorsfuld overveielse et forslag 
om at hver to-aarsstudent ved slutningen av to-aaret blev henvist til et aars tid 
at arbeide i en eller anden menighet under dennes prests veiledning for at faa 
den praktiske erfaring i arbeidet inden kirken. Efter avslutningen av et saadant 
prgveaar skulde han saa vende tilbake til seminariet for at fuldende sit kursus. 
Dette vilde da vere som et slags prdéveaar som underprest, som burde tjene til 
at utvide studentens praktiske kundskaper i arbeidet og muligens ogsaa tjene 
som fingerpek for den del av arbeidet han er bedst skikket for. I henhold til 
denne ordning blev nedenstaaende beslutning av seminariets fakultet tilstemt av 
skolestyret og kirkeraadet og foreligger nu til behandling ved aarsm¢tet. 

“Da det har vist sig at det stadig blir vanskeligere under det regulere ophold 
ved seminariet at faa anledning til den ngdvendige ¢velse i at preke og i det 
kirkelige arbeide ellers, vere det herved besluttet at seminariets studenter efterat 
ha gjennemgaat sit andet-aarskursus anvender et aar hos dertil anviste prester 
som assistenter i det kirkelige arbeide. De tre kollegier, som har i opdrag at 
tilse seminariet, valgte ogsaa en komite som skulde forberede saken om utdan- 
nelse av fremtidige lerere ved seminariet. Dette er en sak som fortjener alvor- 
lig overveielse da vi aldrig kan vite naar det vil foreligge for os at velge en 
eller flere laerere ved denne vor vigtigste, ansvarsfuldeste undervisningsanstalt.” 

Studentene ved vort seminarium fortjener tak for den loylalitet de har ut- 
vist ved at anta og finde sig i resolutionen om ophevelse av regelen angaaende 
godtgjgrelse for sit ophold ved colleget, en sum som har veret utbetalt til dem 
like til nu sidste aar. Det var en virkelig prévelse for mange av dem, men de 
elsket sin kirke og fandt sig i avgjgrelsen uten at mukke. 


DEN KRISTELIGE BARNEOPDRAGELSE 


I tilslutning til opdragelsesprogrammet i almindelighet er det ogsaa nédven- 
dig at henlede opmerksomheten paa at dr. J. C. K. Preus i Idpet av avvigte 
aar ogsaa har fungert som sekreter for bestyrelsen av den kristelige opdragelse. 
Han har veret meget virksom i dette arbeide. Han har jo i mange aar veret 
prest baade i lands- og bymenigheter og kjender altsaa gjennem indvunden 
praktisk erfaring meget vel til denne arbeidsgren. Han har anvendt stor 
energi og tid paa dette virkefelt, og har s#kt at finde nye bergringspunkter og 
ordne fortsettelsen av det arbeide som blev saa vel begyndt av dr. J. N. Ander- 
sen. Dette har veret en tillegsbyrde for ham, men dog et hverv som han 
villig og med glede har paatat sig netop paa grund av dets vigtighet for kirken. 


HJEMMEMISSIONEN 


Vore distriktsformend indberetter om et levende og trofast samvirke av vore 
missionsprester inden denne gren av vor kirkes arbeide. Vore missionspresters 
indtegter er blit meget betydelig reducert, men dette har ikke forringet deres 
iver eller hengivelse i arbeidet. Der er missionsanledninger baade i byene og 
paa landet den dag idag. Folket treenger kirken og trenger Kristus, og ve os 
om vi ikke preker hans evangelium. 


BARMHJERTIGHETSARBEIDET 


Tidens tryk fdles iser med hensyn til dette arbeide. Der er et stérre 
krav paa familievelferdsarbeidets omraade. Et stgrre antal barn, gamle og 
nédlidende trenger tilsyn. Omend stats- og fgderalstyret séker at lette byrden 
i almindelighet, maa dog kirken altid opfylde sin pligt i at vareta de ulykkeliges 
tary og trang. Vor Herres opfordring til os om at vere barmhjertige likesom 
vor fader i himlene er barmhijertig, burde bevege os til at ha medynk med alle 
som lider og har det ondt. 
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Vore “solefaldshjem” staar foran behovet til gkede indtegter. Den stgtte 
de faar av kirken og fra andre kilder maa suppleres ved gaver fra dem 
som har serlig interesse for arheidet med at sgrge for de gamle. 

Den vigtigste del av rapporten fra barmhjertighetsstyret er anbefalingen av 
den specielle komite som var nedsat med henblik paa Wild Rice og Lake Park 
barnehjemmene. Komiteen har grundig overveiet denne sak og fremlegger sin 
beretning i tilleg til indberetningen fra barmhjertighetsstyret. 


DIAKONISSEGJERNINGEN 


Sidste aar og ogsaa iaar blev en s¢@ndag sat tilside til speciel behandling av 
diakonissesaken. Det er isandhet av vigtighet at vort folk faar stgrre kjendskap 
til og mere forstaaelse for denne vigtige del av vort arbeide. Der er altid 
trang inden kirken til netop den slags kristelig arbeide som sfstrene represen- 
terer. 

Paa grund av mangel paa indtegter har diakonissehusets virksomhet veret 
meget indskrenket. Det har veret holdt gaaende for et mindre antal kvinder un- 
der oversdster Ingeborg Sponlands tilsyn. Kvindenes Missionsforbund under le- 
delse av Mrs. O. R. Sletten, Lake Mills, Iowa, har samvirket med sgstrene i at 
fremholde saken og dens utsigter for vort folk. ‘ 

Det anbefales atter at en uke settes tilside i Idpet av kirkeaaret som speciel 
diakonisseuke, og at i den tid prekener, taler og programmer som kan fremme 
dette arbeide avholdes. Maatte Gud velsigne moder Ingeborg og den gruppe 
hengivne s¢stre som omgir hende og sgker at fremme dette arbeide. 


EKSEKUTIVSEKRETZR 


Efter mandat fra vor sidste generalforsamling er de to eksekutivembeder i 
barmhjertighets- og hjemmemissionen slaat sammen. Den Iste april blev past. 
H. B. Kildahl bestyrer av Coeur d’Alene gamlehjem. Han avsluttet da et 
femten aars virke som eksekutivsekretzeer for barmhjertighetsstyret. Det grund- 
leggende arbeide han nedla paa dette felt som var ungt da han begyndte, er 
bevis for hans kjerlighet til og hans forstaaelse av de ulykkeliges tarv og trang. 

Dr. C. S. B. Hoel, som hadde fungert som eksekutivsekreter for hjemme- 
missionen i et lignende tidsrum, overtok stillingen som bestyrer av sjdmands- 
missionen i Seattle den Iste januar. Paa dette, hans egentlige felt, har han sat 
fart i og git inspiration til arbeidet for hjemmemissionen. 

Paa grund av de knappe pengemidler bevilget for disse gjgremaal har de 
to bestyrelser anmodet fellesformanden om at lede dette arbeide fra sit 
kontor, saa penger som ellers vilde trenges i sekreterkontoret kunde utldses 
for arbeidet. Grundet forstaaelse og velvillig samarbeide fra distriktenes mis- 
sionskomiteer og lokalbestyrelsene ved de forskjellige anstalter inden barmhjer- 
tighetsgjerningen, har byrden ikke veret saa tung som det kunde synes. Jeg 
énsker herved at uttale min inderlige tak til alle som paa denne vis har sam- 
virket med mig for at muliggjgre disse besparelser til hjelp for vore barm- 
hjertighets- og hjemmemissionsarbeidere. 


HEDNINGEMISSIONEN 


I henhold til beslutningen fra sidste fellesmgte har arbeidet i hedningemis- 
sionsdepartementet veret utfgrt av bare en sekreter i det forlépne aar. Pastor 
Helge Héverstad avsluttet sit arbeide som hedningemissionssekreter den Iste 
april 1933. Helt fra sin indtreedelse i prestegjerningen har han veret en varm 
ven av og en st¢tte for hedningemissionssaken. Han har altid fremtraadt som 
en kraftig talsmand for vort hedningemissionsarbeide. 

Fra alle felter kommer der opmuntrende beretninger om at der er mange 
som er begjerlige efter at h¢gre Guds ord. Hvorledes paa bedste vis de ind- 
fddte arbeidere og de talenter de eier kan utnyttes er altid et problem for mis- 
sioneren. Under den tiltagende nationalfglelse indser vore missionerer at det 
stadig er ngdvendig at vere opmerksom paa mulige forandringer og omord- 
ninger av arbeidet. Der trenges taalmodighet, visdom og indsigt for at kunne 
mé¢te de forhold som foreligger paa de forskjellige steder. Vi takker Gud for 
de mange alvorlige, trofaste og dygtige arbeidere som er gaat ut i vor kirkes 
navn. Vi tilénsker de missionerer, som skal vende tilbake til sit arbeide, Guds 
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velsignelse i hans hellige navn. Til de hjemvendte arbeidere uttaler vi vort 
hjertelige velkommen og gleder os over at de atter er hos os. 

Den vigtigste sak som iaar foreligger med hensyn til hedningemissionen er 
forslaget om at utskille pengeindsamlingen til hedningemissionen fra kirkens 
regulere budget. Forslaget gaar ut paa at sextte frivillige bidrag fra vore me- 
nigheter istedetfor de ellers paa reguler vis utlignede summer. Dette indbe- 
fatter en omordning ikke blot i vort hedningemissionsarbeide, men ogsaa finan- 
sielle forandringer med hensyn til andre av vor kirkes arbeidsgrene. Denne 
anbefaling fra omorganisationskomiteen begrundet 1 en henvendelse fra hed- 
ningemissionsbestyrelsen fortjener alvorlig overveielse under bgn til Gud. Vi 
maa séke at fatte en bestemmelse som vil vere den bedste saavel for hedninge- 
missionen som for kirken idetheletat. Maatte Gud ved sin Helligaand saaledes 
lede os at den endelig fattede avgjgrelse maa bli til hans ere og hans rikes 
opbyggelse. 


PRESTENES PENSION 


Et av de s¢@rgeligste forhold som m¢gter vor kirke for gieblikket er den 
kjendsgjerning at vore gamle prester og prestefamilier bare har faat $135.00 
fra pensionsfondet. Gjentagne henvendelser og opfordringer synes at vere blit 
mgtt med déve ¢grer. Bare et litet offer eller en kollekt fra en eller anden 
organisation inden hver menighet vilde ¢gke den saa aldeles utilstrekkelige sum. 
Vi maa ikke under alle dagens sorger og vanskeligheter glemme dem som en- 
gang var virksomme arbeidere i vingaarden, og paa hvis arbeide vi nu bygger 
videre. Board of Trustees og kirkeraadet er av den mening at tiden endnu 
ikke er inde til at iverkseette den nye pensionsplan som blev antat av felles- 
m¢gtet i 1932. 


AUXILIARIES 


Young People’s Luther League, Kvindernes Missionsforbund, De Lutherske 
D¢gtre av Reformationen og den lutherske studenterforening har alle kraftig 
fortsat sit arbeide i det forldpne toaarstidsrum. I ungdomsforbundets arbeide 
som i kvindernes inden kirken blir vi vidne til en dyp og alvorlig loyalitet like- 
overfor kirken, og forefinder oprigtige bestrebelser for at styrke og inspirere 
medlemmene til stadig fremgang i at tjene Kristus og fremme hans sak. 

Det lutherske broderskap eller mandsforbundet er i opkomst. En av de 
saker som dette forbund har for gie er at opmuntre til at legge vegt paa at 
fremme indsamlingen av budgettet inden de enkelte menigheter. 

Det norske ungdomsforbund, det saakaldte “Norsk Landsforbund” har og- 
saa holdt m¢ter, i hvilke kirkens arbeide og Guds rikes tarv har veret tilrette- 
lagt. Vi er dypt taknemmelige mot alle disse foreninger for deres utrettelige 
arbeide for kirkens velferd. 


AUGSBURG PUBLISHING HOUSE 


En fuldstendig rapport fra vor forlagsforretning fremlegges av bestyreren 
og direktgrene for samme. Omend Augsburg Publishing House for nerve- 
rende ikke kan utvise store finansielle resultater hvad fortjenesten angaar, bé¢r 
det dog vere til adskillig opmuntring for os at forretningen har veret holdt 
gaaende uten tap i de forlépne aar. Inden hver gren av forretningen har den 
mest forsigtige sparsommelighet veret gjeldende. Kirken skylder bestyreren 
og de i forretningen arbeidende at uttale paaskjgnnelse av deres tro hushol- 
dergjerning. 


KIRKEBLADENE 


Vigtigheten av vore kirkeblade maa ikke glemmes. De er prestens med- 
hjelpere i hans arbeide. Disse sendebud kommer hver uke ind i hjemmene 
med sit evangeliebudskap og sine beretninger om kirkens arbeide. Den offent- 
lige mening i vor tid paavirkes i hgi_grad gjennem den offentlige presse, 
“movie” teatrene og kringkastningen. Den kristelige presse er naturligvis et 
av den kristne kirkes stérre foretagender, som der iser bgr legges stgrst vegt 
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paa. Den kan tjene som inspirerende og bevegende kraft 4 i behandlingen av 
sociale og ¢gkonomiske problemer, og kan oplere folket til at se det religidse 
livs bestemte stilling likeoverfor. deres pligt.som borgere. Midt i denne na- 
tionale krises tid inden kirken har kirkebladene anledning til en enestaaende 
-vidtreekkende indflydelse. 


BOKMISSIONEN 


Bokmissionen lar iaar optrykke 10,000 eksemplarer av Luthers katekisme 
paa -engelsk. Fra tid til anden kommer der anmodninger om denne og lig- 
nende smaaskrifter. I visse tilfeelder er ikke bokmissionen istand til at efter- 
komme disse krayv, fordi oplaget er opbrukt, og ingen penger mottat til hjelp 
med at trykke nye oplag. Prester og menigheter som benytter sig av denne 
‘verdifulde mission paalegges at stétte den med bidrag, ofre og: kollekter. 


DET AMERIKANSKE BIBELSELSKAP 


* Det Amerikanske Bibelselskap har atter fuldendt et aar med utbredelsen 
av bibelen. I aaret 1933 blev bibler, testamenter og enkelte: dele av bibelen. i 
et hundrede og femogfemti sprog og dialekter utbredt. I Japan var omsetningen 
st¢rre end i noget aar siden organisationens oprettelse i 1876. I Kina er flere 
fuldsteendige eksemplarer av bibelen blit omsat end i noget,aar efter missionens 
oprettelse i dette land. I De forenede stater-var der mere end, femti’procent 
forgkelse av bibelen end i 1932. En som virker i en av de vestlige stater fandt 
en familie som medgav ati fire generationer hadde familien ikke eiet en bibel. 
De sidste statistiske opgaver viser at bibelen eller en eller anden del av den 
nu er oversat paa ni hundrede og enogfirti sprog og dialekter. Kravet til “penny”’ 
dele av den hellige skrift er saa stort at en million eksemplarer maa trykkes 
ad gangen. Til den specielle pris av femogtyve cents per bind blev to tusen 
ni hundrede og niogseksti eksemplarer utdelt til de blinde det~ sidste aar. 
Dette er bare nogen faa tal som burde ildne vore hjertér ved tanken paa at 
“‘seeden er Guds ord.” Vort samfund har ogsaa sékt at ta, en liten del. i ar- 
beidet med en aarlig bevilgning til saken. ; 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES OG FINANSSEKRETER 


Ved' hjelp av Board of Trustees i Igpet'-av sidste aar og ved samvirke 
av de forskjellige bestyrelser ellers, blev ordninger truffet saa at budgettet blev 
holdt inden aarets kontante indte eter. Det blev ‘ngdvendig at: betale mindst 
$60,000 paa det underskud som i form av banklaan- laa over fra: aaret - “4. for- 
veien. fi 
~~ Ved forsigtig paapasselighet fra Board of Trustees Jide: blév “dette gjort 
mulig. Ved de besparelser som saaledes gjordes og de: ordninger som blev 
gjort av Board of Trustees og andre bestyrelser, er antallet av fuld tids em- 
bedsmend og arbeidere blit reducert. Denne reduktion har veret nddvendig, 
da.vi ikke hadde nogen anden maate at; spare paa-end ved_at korte av. paa den 
mandehjelp vi hadde.: Dette betyr ikke at disse mzends arbeide ikke | ‘trenges 
eller ikke var vigtig nok, men vi stod likeoverfor, det faktum at maatte hjzlpe 
os med mindst mulig antal mend nédvendig for at holde.arbeidet: gaaende under 
disse kriseforhold. Den strengeste kontrol med alle utgiftsposter har. veret 
dvet av hver eneste. bestyrelse og komite., Sidste aar blev intet mgte av kirke- 
raadet holdt paa grund av de forholdsyis store utgifter forbundet med ‘det. 

Transportationskontorets arbeide er blit tat over av’ formandens Kontor 
og har veret utfgrt ved hjelp av kontorsekretzrer. 

Board of Trustees avholdt sig fra at fylde vakanser sidste aar for at iene 
reducere, Boardets reiseutgifter, som ogsaa for at. gi kirken frie hender til 
at velge dem den helst vilde ha til disse stillinger. Det bgr merkes at i mange 
tilfelder hvor der er gjort indskrenkninger har dette: bragt- trengsler til 
enkeltmzend. Vi bér. vise os hensynsfulde likeoverfor disse ‘mend saasnart” cd 
er mulighet for at benytte dem til andet arbeide eller. stiflinger. 

Det: er min faste’ overbevisning at .kirkens “arbeide paa grund- ay ‘sdead av 
Board of Trustees utviste klokskap' har veret utfgrt' saa ‘sparsomimélig ‘og 
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forsigtig som menneskelig imulig. Vore mange arbeidere, baade i kirkens kon- 
torer og i Augsburg Publishing House, saavel som ute paa arbeidsmarken, 
har git os hel og fuld hjelp i altsammen. 

At budgettet var balanseret for 1933 og at der var en st¢grre kontantindtegt 
end aaret fgr, er upaatvilelig begrundet for stérstedelen ialfald i indf¢relsen 
av kvartalsofrene til kirkens budgetter. Prester og menigheter har i bemerk- 
elsesverdig grad vist sig villige til at fdlge denne plan, saa at om vi end sidste 
aar stod ansigt til ansigt med et bank moratorium og mange andre ting som 
kunde gjgre os modlgse, blev allerede ved fgrste forsdk $40,000 mere samlet ind 
end aaret fgr. Hemmeligheten i heldet med budgetindsamlingen ligger i at 
hver menighet sgker at sende ind, idetmindste hvert kvartal sin del av den 
sum den er bedt om. Dette betyr undgaaelse av at betale en hel del Idpende 
renter, og reducerer den sum som maa indsendes ved aarets slutning. Brédre, 
la os gi vor “field superintendent” vor fuldeste stdtte og opmuntring i denne 
hans kvartalofferplan. La os naar vi forlater dette mgte ved Guds naade gijgre 
alt vi kan for at se til at $300,000 kan skaffes inden Iste juli. Disse tal betyr 
ikke bare dollars og cents. Bak disse ligger den levende Guds kirkes arbeide. 
I dens talrekker er representert vor kirkes utstrakte hedningemissionsfelt; 
de store missionestrekninger inden vort eget land; de smaa barn og de gamle, 
som maa lite paa vor kirke som sin beskytter og velgjgrer; og sidst men ikke 
mindst lererne ved vore skoler med det store antal unge mennesker som skal 
bli vort folks ledere i fremtiden. Denne sum betyr ikke kolde kontanter. Den 
staar for tuseners og tituseners evige velfeerd. Brddre, la os love at vi ikke 
vil vere sene i at bringe ofrene til hans tempel. 


ORGANISATIONSKOMITEEN 


Denne komite fremlegger en stgrre forskjelligartet rapport med hensyn 
til forskjellige grener av vort arbeide. Den har i Igpet av toaaret holdt mange 
mgter og har anvendt megen tid, og har hat under overveielse de spgrsmaal 
som fra tid til anden har veret diskutert inden vort samfund. De vigtigste 
dele av denne rapport, som b@r tages under behandling og indgaaende behandles, 
er anbefalingen med hensyn til distriktsordningen og forholdet mellem hed- 
ningemissionen og vor kirkes almindelige budget. Om der vil bli tid til at 
behandle de ¢gvrige avy komiteen foreslaatte saker er vanskelig at forutsi, men 
disse to saker b@r alvorlig overveies og endelig avgjgres ved dette m¢gte. Det 
er av vigtighet for kirken’ og dens arbeide at en bestemt avgj¢relse finder sted 
med hensyn til disse to meget diskuterte spgrsmaal saa tid og anledning til at 
ta fat paa det virkelige arbeide kan opnaaes. 


DEN NORSK LUTHERSKE KIRKES HUNDREDAARSFEST 


Som antydet for to aar siden kan vort kirkesamfund i 1934 feire hundred- 
aarsfest for grundleggelsen av vor kirke i dette land. I det aar blev to mend 
ordinert til at arbeide blandt vort folk her, nemlig C. L. Clausen og Elling 
Eielsen. Aaret er merkeaar for utstedelsen av et formelt kaldsbrev til C. L. 
Clausen fra menigheten i Muskego. Dette er det férste retmessig utstedte 
kaldsbrev og den f@rste organisation avy en menighet som historien vet at 
berette om blandt norske lutheranere i dette land. Av alle aarsdage kan ingen 
sies at ha stérre betydning og vigtighet end denne for vort folk. Hvis ikke 
kirken var blit grundlagt blandt os og naadens midler ikke hadde veret bragt 
vort folk, vilde alle andre jordiske fordele og velsignelser ha nyttet os litet. 
Det er derfor hgist passende at vi forbereder os til denne fest i den aand og 
med den erefrygt og taknemmelighet vi skylder Gud som ledet de f¢rste ryd- 
ningsmzend til fgrst at séke Gud da de kom ind i et fremmed og ukjendt land. 
Spgrsmaalet blir nu hvilken maate maa ansees at vere den mest passende paa 
hvilken vi bedst kan feire utgangen av de f¢rste hundrede aar av vor kirkes 
historie 1 Amerika. Der kan ikke teenkes nogen bedre maate end at forene os 
i en indsamling av penge til at avbetale Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerikas 
gjeld. Som tilleg hertil bgr vi séke at ta vare paa den gjeld vi har paadrat 
os ved at gi forskud til visse institutioner saavel som de subsidiere korpora- 
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tioners og institutioners gjzld som de er kommet ‘i ved at holde vor kirkes 
og vort folks arbeide gaaende. Vort maal burde vere at samles i Muskego i 
1943 for at feire denne hundredaarsfest i taknemmelig erindring med vor kirkes 
gjeld fuldt betalt. ; : 

Dernest bgr der som tilleg til indsamlingen for gjelden gjgres et alvorlig 
forsgk paa at gke det oprindelige pensionsfond for at muliggjgre en rimelig 
pension for dem der er blandt de eldste prester i vor kirke. 

Det kan vel synes at dette projekt vilde vere itemmelig stort og forekomme 
‘mange som .uopnaaelig. Med Guds hjelp .og hvis nok tid tages til gjennem- 
fgrelse.av dette program vil:det vere mulig at naa maalet. Dette ventes naadd 
wed at fremlegge for fellesm¢tet i 1936 en fuldt ferdig plan for en saadan 
indsamling, idet indbetalingene fordeles paa et femaarstidsrum, og et forsigtig 
-Studium .anvendes med hensyn til hvad der maatte findes at vere den bedste 
‘maate at forelegge saken for kirken paa. Det burde iszr appellere til dem 
‘blandt os, hvis aar i arbeidet snart er forbi, at vi séker at overgi til den neste 
‘generation kirkens arbeide og dens institutioner ubeheftet med gjeld og under- 
skud. Vort folk er et erlig folk og vil gjerne efterkomme sine forpligtelser 
baade likeoverfor Gud og mennesker. Brgdre, la os allerede nu fatte en fore- 
Igbig resolution og anbefale en saadan plan og opfordre den kommission som 
dere har git formanden fuldmagt til at utnevne, til at ta for sig denne plan 
til behandling og fremlegge dens nermere detaljer for mgtet i 1936. 


ZIONSFORENINGEN FOR ISRAEL 


Denne forening har hat det trangt gjennem de sidste to aar paa grund av 
avtagende stgtte, ofre, kollekter og gaver. Mens vi sgker at holde gaaende det 
serlige missionsarbeide vor kirke har paatat sig som officiel pligt, bdr arbeidet 
for at bringe Kristus til hans eget folk ikke glemmes. Evangeliet maa prekes 
for jédene. Zionsforeningen er mediet for alle lutherske grupper som har 
ansvaret for dette. Det er min bén at den maa bli omfattet med sympati og 
samvirke naarsomhelst den vender sig til os om hjelp. 


SANTALMISSIONEN 


Et andet missionsselskap som er blit oprettet ved felles anstrengelse av Iu- 
theranere, er santalmissionsselskapet hvis begyndelse skyldes de to missionerer 
Skrefsrud og Bgrresens opofrende gjerning. Denne forening driver arbeide 
blandt santalene i Indien, og har altid hat en plads i mange av vort folks 
hjerter. Maatte Gud velsigne den, og maatte han ogsaa oplukke vort folks 
hjerter og sind til at yde ogsaa til dette arbeide efter hans ledelse. 


AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


American Lutheran Conference holdt sit to-aarige mgte i Milwaukee sidste 
hgst. Det neste mgte skal holdes i Des Moines, Iowa, h¢sten 1934. Kon- 
ferencen har sgkt at holde sig strengt inden de grenser dens konstitution frem- 
satte, nemlig at handle og optre blot som raadgivende i saker som angaar de 
enkelte samfund. Der har veret nedsat kommissioner til at overveie spérs- 
maalet om gjensidige forhold, og nogen ay disse har anvendt en hel del tid 
og krefter med at analysere vore eksisterende tilstande. Over hele territoriet 
har feelles prestekonferanser veret avholdt og i offentlige fellesm¢ter ellers har 
referater og taler veret levert over emner som angik hjemmemissionen, alter 
og prekestol og over andre h¢ist vigtige emner. Konferensen og dens ekseku- 
tivkomite har hittil avholdt sig fra vedtagelsen av beslutninger som vedrgrer 
disse saker, men eksekutivkomiteen vil upaatvilelig fremlegge nogen av disse 
saker ved konferensens nzste mgte, naar disse imidlertid har antat fast form. 


NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


National Lutheran Council tjener den hensigt at representere os for vort 
land ialmindelighet. I dr. Long, eksekutivdirektgren, har vi en kreditabel re- 
presentant naarsomhelst han opfordres til at forfegte den lutherske kirkes sak. 
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Der indtreffer stadig tilfeelder hvor det er nédvendig at nogen representerer 
vor kirke utadtil. Sp¢grsmaalet om ansettelse av kapellaner i armeen eller ma- 
rinen, eller ved leirarbeide, ting som har med censusarbeidet at gjgre, retmes- 
sig anerkjendelse av vor kirke i utdelingen av regjeringsbidrag til lindring av 
ngd, og mange lignende ting krever eksekutivdirektgrens stadige opmerksom- 
het. I alle disse saker har han vist sig som en vaaken og energisk personlighet, 
Og paa samme tid vist sig at vere en mand med konservative sympatier og 
forstaaelsesfuld hver gang vesentlige og principspgrsmaal forelaa. Council 
fortjener vor fuldeste interesse og st¢tte ikke blot for sin egen skyld, men for 
det arbeides skyld som det utfdgrer for os og for de enkelte samfund ellers. 


DET LUTHERSKE VERDENSKONVENT 


Eksekutivkomiteen for det lutherske verdenskonvent séker at ta vare paa 
saa mange av vore lidende troesbrgdre som det kan naa i andre dele ay verden. 
Dette er tider i hvilke vi trenger til at staa i bergring med alle vore brgdre saa 
vore hjerter kan ildnes i kjerlighet og sympati og bli opmuniret til at holde 
fast det de har faat. Rusland med dets over en million lutherske tilhzengere 
og bare 70—80 prester, de fleste av dem allerede oppe i aarene, og med den 
opgave at holde gaaende det teologiske seminar derborte, fortjener vore bén- 
ner, vore gaver og erlig samvirke fra vor side. Da revolutionen begyndte var 
der ialt 191 lutherske prester i Rusland. Av disse er nu kun 14 i virksom pre- 
stetjeneste, fire er i feengsel, 173 er enten blit forviste, har utvandret eller er 
dgde. Det lutherske seminar i Leningrad har utdannet 78 nye prester. 29 av 
disse er i prestetjenesten, fem i militertjenesten og fem i fengsel. 39 er enten 
utvandret, er forviste eller er déde. Der skulde saaledes nu vere 43 prester 
i tjenesten i Rusland. 

Dr. Olaf Moe sier at han har h¢rt at i den forlgpne vinter er 19 lutherske 
prester enten blit feengslet eller forvist. Flere prester fik ikke tilladelse til at 
bli boende hvor de var og maatte saaledes forlate sine menigheter, hvilket jo 
er det samme som forvisning. 

L¢rdag den 28de april fik dr. John A. Morehead et telegram fra Mrs. Eugenie 
Meyer i Moskva saalydende: “Biskop Meyer dgde idag.” Han blev valgt til 
biskop ved den fgrste synodalforsamling av de lutherske kirker i Rusland i juli 
1924. Han var i mange aar f¢gr han blev biskop prest ved St. Peter og St. Pauls 
evangelisk lutherske kirke i Moskva. Dr. Morehead uttaler: “Han var en 
sterk helteskikkelse inden den lidende kirke i Rusland, og maa sies at tilhgre 
alle landes lutheranere. Nu da en av de store i denne kirke er borte, trenger 
Rusland specielt den almindelige kirkes deltagende forbgn.” 

Konventet saa sig istand til at overta og gjennemf¢gre flytningen av et stort 
antal familier som var flygtet fra Rusisk Sibirien og nu befandt sig aldeles hjzl- 
pelése i Harbin, Manchuriet, og bringe disse stakkars mennesker sikkert over 
havet og anbringe dem i en koloni i Brasilien under luthersk styre. 

Stillingen i Tyskland har krav paa alle lutheraneres forbgn og interesse. 
Vi har den dag idag ingen bedre forbindelse end det lutherske verdenskonvents 
eksekutivkomite, om det skulde bli mulig at gi vore brddre i Tyskland nogen 
hjelp. 

Der kan naturligvis ofte bli spgrsmaal om det virkelig ldnner sig at vise in- 
teresse for eller gi av vore midler til disse stgrre og vidtreekkende projekter. Det 
er dog virkelig av vigtighet at vi holder fast paa disse bergringspunkter, og 
har dette bredere utsyn over marken og vore brédre hvis vi ikke skal hen- 
synke i krass provincialisme med hensyn til alt hvad der angaar Kristi kirke. 
De er vore egne troesfeller. 


ORGANISK ENHET 


Under betragtningen av vort forhold til andre lutherske kirker, baade her 
i landet og ellers i verden, vil det kanske vere bra at bergre et sp¢rsmaal som 
ofte diskuteres. Der er mange som er bekymret med hensyn til muligheten av 
at vor kirke kan indtre i organisk enhet med andre lutherske samfund. Avvikte 
aar var fglgende uttalelse indtat i formandens indberetning til distriktene: 
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“Der synes at vere adskillig frygt for at American Lutheran Conference bare 
er en sprengkile i et fors¢k paa at faa istand organisk enhet mellem de samfund 
som er interesserte i denne konferens. Jeg kjender ikke til noget saadant for- 
sk, som er blit gjort avy dem som har ansvaret inden de respektive synoder. 
Tvertom er det min mening at de respektive samfund fdler at de har hver sine 
serproblemer som ingen kan hjelpe dem med at lgse, men som de selv maa 
ta ansvaret for. Idet jeg taler for vort eget kirkesamfund kan jeg forsikre vore 
medlemmer om at de mend som I har betrodd det officielle ansvar slet ikke 
hverken har tenkt paa eller lagt planer for en organisk sammenslutning med 
nogetsomhelst kirkesamfund. Dette sies forat gjgre det av med en hel del 
spgrsmaal som er stillet fra visse hold. Gud har git vort kirkesamfund arbeide 
at gjgre, og efter min ringe formening kan vi gjgre dette arbeide bedst inden 
vor egen kirkeorganisation netop nu uten at befatte os med yderligere problemer 
og vanskeligheter som vilde mgte os under et forsék paa at faa istand en 
forening med andre samfundsgrupper. Dette skal dog ikke forstaaes derhen 
at vi ikke vil samvirke i broderlig sympati og forstaaelse med vore lutherske 
medbrgédre i at fremme Guds rikes sak hvorsomhelst det maatte vise sig at 
en saadan handlemaate er til bedste for Guds rike og kirke. La os komme 
American Lutheran Conference i hu i vore bénner saavelsom ogsaa den hele 
lutherske kirke ellers, og be at Gud vil styre og lede os, ikke som vi vil, men 
som han vil. Han gj@r alle ting vel.” 


VERDENS S@NDAGSSKOLEKONGRES 


I ldépet av sommeren 1936 vil der i Oslo, Norge, bli avholdt en kongres av 
séndagsskolearbeidere efter indbydelse fra dette land. Biskop Lunde er for- 
mand og past. Sverre Norborg er sekreter for kirkens séndagsskoleorganisa- 
tioner i Norge. De er meget interesserte i at ha vort kirkesamfund reprzsen- 
tert ved dette m¢@te paa en eller anden vis. Personlig fdler jeg at dette er en 
anledning for vor kirke til at klargjgre den lutherske kirkes stilling med hensyn 
til barnet i gudsriket. Det er nemlig klart at vor kirke paa grund av dens 
fundamentale forskjel i synet paa daaben ikke har en felles basis med den 
reformerte kirke med hensyn til barnets kristelige opdragelse. Dette medf¢rer 
ikke ndédvendigvis at vi ikke kan delta paa en saadan maate som vor stilling 
og bekjendelse tillater for- at styrke vor lutherske kirkes stilling til dette 
vigtige arbeide. 

Vort kirkesamfund har ikke raad til at bevilge penger til en saadan repre- 
sentation, men der har aitid veret mend blandt os som serlig har veret 
interesserte i s@ndagsskolearbeidet, og som har veret tilstede ved mange av 
disse m¢ter i forlgépne aar. Det antydes derfor, dersom det vinder mé@tets bi- 
fald, at formanden bemyndiges til at utnevne saadanne mend som delegater 
som kunde forutsettes at vere istand til a reise, og at disse faar fuldmagt til at 
delta paa saadan vis som vore principper og konfessionelle loyalitet maatte tillate. 


RESIGNATIONER 


Ved Iowa Distrikts sidste mgte fratraadte dr. H. C. Holm, som hadde veret 
distriktsformand siden foreningen i 1917. Hans faderlige og kristelige stilling 
til alle vor kirkes lemmer, saavelsom hans varme hjerte for alle kirkens gjére- 
maal har gjort ham avholdt som en broder og fader inden kirken. Vi vil savne 
hans kraftige figur og hans iginefaldende personlighet ved vore m¢@ter. 

Ved Canada Distrikts sidste m¢te tillyste past. J. J. Akre sin resignation 
som distriktsformand. Han blev overtalt til at vedbli indtil iaar. Naar vor 
kirke samles igjen om to aar venter ikke past. Akre at staa i spidsen for di- 
striktet. Jeg tillater mig at uttale til ham vor paaskjgnnelse og tak for hvad 
han har git vor kirke i de aar han har fungert som distriktsformand. Velsignet 
med en klar forstaaelse av vor kirkes principper parret med en dyp f¢lelse av 
ydmyghet og troskap i utfgrelsen av det embede han har indehat, har han paa 
mange maater veret et eksempel for og en opmuntring for sine brgdre. Maatte 
Gud velsigne ham og hans familie og gi ham sin rike naade i de aar som 
kommer.

IN MEMORIAM, NEKROLOGI 


Det sgmmer sig at vi, f¢r vi gaar over til det virkelige arbeide ved dette 
mgte, anvender en liten stund til ihukommelsen av dem som er gaat forut for os. 
En saadan ihukommelse maa bli baade en inspiration og maning for 0s som er 
samlet her. Det store antal fedre og brddre som er gaat over fra den stridende 
til den triumferende kirke minder os om at vi er omgit av en sky av vidner. 
Aldrig mere vil vi finde deres navn paa vor presteliste. Aldrig mere vil deres 
rést bli hgrt ved vore m¢ter og konferanser. Deres arbeidsdag er forbi. I det 
svundne to-aarstidsrum har dgden pludselig overrasket nogen av vore elskede 
brgdre. Den kom ikke ved livets aften, men midt i middagstiden i deres travle 
liv. For to aar siden var mange av dem ivrige i arbeidet ved vort m¢te da. 
Idag sitter andre i deres sted, og de hviler fra sit arbeide. Deres navn vil 
neppe paa officiel maate bli nevnt blandt os, men der vil vere mange i vor 
kirke og vore menigheter som vil komme dem i hu som tro og loyale i sit 
arbeide. Til nogen avy dem blev betrodd mere vigtige stillinger; til andre stil- 
linger som ikke netop bragte dem frem for offentligheten; og dog spérres der 
ikke efter zre og offentlig bifald. Vor herre sier: “Tdvrig krazves ay hushol- 
dere at de findes tro.” Vi kan ikke uttale stérre lovord over dem end at vi 
har fundet dem tro eftersom vi bedgmte deres handlinger, tro mot Gud og hans 
sgn Jesus Kristus, tro mot kirken og ‘tro i deres pligter som familielemmer 
og som borgere. 

Fire av disse mend, omend mange andre kunde tages med, bér nevnes paa 
grund av de stillinger de indehadde. Past. dr. N. J. Lohre, som fungerte som 
sekreteer for vort kirkesamfund helt siden foreningen i 1917. Han var den sidste 
av de dengang valgte embedsmend, som endnu var tilbake. Past. dr. M. E. 
Waldeland, som siden foreningen har fungert som transportationssekretzr i vor 
kirke og som bestyrer av nyhetsbyraaet; Mr. O. O. Erling, formand for board 
of trustees indtil sin dgd i mars 1933; Mr. P. B. Hong, som en kort stund bley 
formand for samme efter Mr. Erlings déd og som forlot dette liv den fgrste 
uke i juli 1933. 

Hertil kommer saa to andre medlemmer av board of trustees, nemlig dommer 
Andrew Grindeland fra Warren, Minn., og Mr. Gilbert Knutson fra Jewell, 
lowa, som ogsaa er vandret bort. De to sidstnevnte har j over en generation 
veret ledere i kirkens arbeide. 

Fglgende medlemmer av vort presteskap har forlatt dette liv siden dette 
mgte avsluttedes for to aar siden: R. O. Aase, Hans Allen, T. M. Bakke, 
Hj. berg, L.A...

Maatte Gud velsigne vore mange tro, alvorlige prester, som i tide og utide har 
arbeidet med at bringe Guds ords budskap til de flokker som er dem anbetrodd. 
Kjere brddre, naar I er modl¢gse og tung om hjertet, maatte da det gamle, gode 
Igite: “Se jeg er med eder,” bli mere levende for eder. Det er min inderlige 
b@én at nerverelsen av den levende Kristus under alle omskiftelser maatte gi 
styrke, mod og troskap til hver eneste arbeider i prestegjerningen som er en 
oprigtig, ydmyg discipel av ham. 

Mange medlemmer av vore menigheter har gjennem det forlépne aar baaret 
sine byrder i tillid til Gud, og til disse vil jeg si at Herrens arm ikke er for- 
kortet og at hans miskundhet altid er ny. Gud gi at disse hjems¢gkelsens aar 
maa aapne anledningen til frelse for vort folk. Gud gi at hver eneste prest 
og hvert eneste trofast menighetslem maatte vidne om ham til sine medmen- 
nesker. Han har sat en aapen dgr for os, mine brgdre. I disse tider er kanske 
dgrene mere vidtaapne end paa mange aar. Maatte disse trengsler bringe hans 
tro efterfglgere til selvprdvelse og bod, og ogsaa vekst i sand kristendom og 
helliggjgrelse. Der maa jo vere vekst i kristenlivet. Hvis vi ber Herren op- 
rigtig og i ydmyghet, med den bekjendelse paa vore leber: “At av naade er vi 
hvad vi er” vil han gjére til sandhet for os hvad der uttales i den gamle salme: 
“Og hellige for dem den dypeste smerte.” Maatte Gud velsigne arbeidet i vore 
menigheter for de smaa barn, séndagsskolene, ferieskolene og konfirmantklas- 
sene. Maatte hans velsignelse hvile over hver eneste preken som holdes, saa 
den ved hans Helligaands. hjelp maa bli et kraftens ord. Gud gi at naar trdst 
av vore prester bringes til de syke og dgende, det da maa vere det ord og det 
budskap som gir troesvisshet og skaper levende tro, saa vi naar livet er slut 
trygt kan hvile i Jesu arme. Menighetens arbeide er at retlede og fére men- 
nesket fra vuggen til graven. Naar dette gjgres ved den Helligaands veiledning 
gjennem naadens midler, vil der vise sig rik frugt i Guds egen time.

Jeg skjénner saa inderlig 
vel at jeg i mange stykker ikke har magtet at utfgre det jeg burde ha gijort, 
at jeg kun altfor ofte har tat feil i mit omdgmme baade i ord og gjerning. For 
alt som jeg har tat feil i ber jeg om tilgivelse og broderlig overbzrenhet. 
Og det som har veret til nytte i mit arbeide maatte Gud selv ta i haand og 
velsigne det, saa det kan bli en velsignelse. Til de mange prester og menigheter

som har uttalt til mig sin stadige stgtte og sympati vil jeg faa sagt at dette har 
vere mig til hjelp og opmuntring i disse prévelsens maaneder. Den villighet 
som distriktene utviste i at gaa med paa en seks ukers feriereise for mig sidste 
aar, mindes jeg herved med tak. Reisen blev muliggjort ved en av vore frem- 
staaende legmends hjelp, Mr. Peter Berge, den Norsk Amerikalinjes direktér 
i New York. Denne korte utflugt gjorde mig det mulig at vere tilstede ved 
bispekonferansen av alle vore lutherske brgdre, avholdt i Finland; den har 
styrket mig paa sjel og legeme for de opgaver som forelaa. For al venlighet, 
kjerlighet og godhet jeg blev mgtt med av bgdrene, kan jeg kun uttale min 
ydmyge taknemmelighet og si at jeg er ringere end alle disse ting som er blit 
mig tildel. Maatte Gud med sin Helligaand skape magt og heliggjd¢rende naa- 
des kraft over denne forsamling og komme ind i hvert eneste hjerte blandt os, 
saa vore hjerter maa brende i os ved fd¢lelsen av at den opstandne Kristus er 
os ner med sin Helligaands dragende kraft. Da vil, hvad end utfaldet av vore 
raadslagninger blir, eller hvilke beslutninger der fattes, de beslutninger som 
vedtages og de som ikke blir behandlet, altsammen bli til den treenige Guds, 
Fader, Sgn og Helligaands ere, hvis navn vere lovet og priset i al evighet. 
Amen.

The second biennial convention of the American Lutheran Conference will 
be held in the First Lutheran Church of Des Moines, Iowa, November 14, 15, 
and 16, 1934. At this convention each constituent body is entitled to representa- 
tion by five (5) delegates at large, namely its general president, two (2) pastors, 
and two (2) laymen, and to an additional representation of one for every ten 
thousand communicants or major fraction thereof. This representation shall 
consist of an equal number of pastors and laymen. 

Resolved, that the number of delegates provided for in the constitution, be 
elected at this convention to attend the next meeting of the American Lutheran 
Conference to be held at Des Moines, Iowa, November 14, 15, and 16, 1934. 

At the first biennial convention of the Conference held in Milwaukee, Wis., 
November 16-18, 1932, the following amendments to the constitution and by- 
laws were unanimously adopted: 

Article VII of the constitution was amended by adding the following words 
to Sec. 1: “The members of the executive committee shall also be voting mem- 
bers of the Convention.” 
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Resolved, that this amendment to the constitution be adopted. 

Article IV of the by-laws was amended by inserting the words “the officers 
of the Conference and” after the words “consist of” in Sec. 1. This amend- 
ment adds the officers of the Conference to the personnel of the preliminary 
committee. 

Resolved, that this amendment to the by-laws be adopted. 

At the meeting in Milwaukee, the Conference adopted the following resolu- 
tions: 

“That these regional Home Mission committees are to foster the spirit of 
cooperation in Home Mission work, make surveys and obtain information which 
shall be submitted to the executive committee and be made available to partici- 
pating bodies, prevent friction and duplication in Home Mission work, and assist 
in adjustment of controversies which may arise between synodical missions in 
regard to fields. These committees are also to make surveys, not only of fields 
in which the constituent bodies are working, but also of those states and dis- 
tricts which heretofore have been indifferently cared for or neglected, and that 
special attention is to be paid to establishing more missions in our large cities. 

“That economy and conservation of both men and means be effected through 
merging of small and weak missions. Synodical affiliations should by no means 
stand in the way of this. Our people are clamoring for amelioration of such 
conditions and wastefulness, which, now that most of our congregations use the 
English language, can be interpreted only as poor stewardship. 

“In this we are thinking not in terms of financial economy alone, but also 
in terms of the salvation of souls and of larger Lutheran work. Men and means 
released by merging are thus made available for work elsewhere in the mission 
field, with good will and the spirit of sacrifice for the welfare of the Church. 
This end can be attained if prayerfully pursued.” 

Resolved, that the foregoing resolutions be approved. 

The Conference also made the proposal: 

That nine Home Mission regions be established, as follows: 

1. Atlantic (New England States, New York, New Jersey, Delaware, Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland, West Virginia, District of Columbia, Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Georgia and Florida). 

2. Lakes to Gulf (Wisconsin, Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, and Alabama). 

3. Central (Minnesota, North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, Wyoming, 
Iowa, Nebraska, Missouri, Kansas, and Colorado). 

Southern (Arkansas, Oklahoma, Louisiana, Texas, and New Mexico). 
-Northern Pacific (Washington, Oregon, and Idaho). 

Southern Pacific (California, Nevada, Utah, and Arizona). 

Eastern Canada (Ontario and Quebec). 

. Central Canada (Manitoba, Alberta, and Saskatchewan). 

. Western Canada (British Columbia and Alaska). 

a) Resolved, that the foregoing proposal be approved. 

b) Resolved, that the representatives of each general body on the executive. 
committee be authorized to appoint the representative of their church body to 
serve on each of these regional Home Mission committees. 

c) Resolved, that the participation of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America in the American Lutheran Conference be without financial obligation 
to the Church.

Not less than three nor more than five 
Trustees shall be elected every even numbered year, at the meeting of the Corpora- 
tion, excepting that additional Trustees may be elected to fill vacancies, and except- 
ing that of the Trustees first elected after the adoption of this amendment, one 
third of the membership of the Board shall be elected for a term of two years, one 
third for a term of four years, and one third for a term of six years. 

“Be It Further Resolved, That the following be added to the Articles of Incor- 
poration of St. Olaf College as an amendment, and be entitled ‘Article VIII, Amend- 
ments’: 

“These Articles of Incorporation may be amended at a meeting of the members

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Report from the Special Committee on 
Educational Problems 


The special committee on educational problems, appointed by this convention and 
consisting of the Board of Education, the Board of Trustees and ten additional 
elected members, with the Seminary and Senior College presidents as advisory mem- 
bers, after thorough discussion and deliberation desires to make the following state- 
ments and to submit the following information, on the basis of which the committee 
submits certain definite questions, the answers to which the convention itself must 
make in order that a solution to our educational problems may be found. 


STATEMENTS 


Your committee believes that the situation confronting the Church today within 
the educational field is due not only to the present economic depression which has 
made the problem acute, but to certain factors in the history and development of our 
Church, among which factors the committee would mention: Our failure to seek 
and understand God’s will and guidance at all times, our failure to view our problems 
in their true perspective and in relation to the whole program of the Church, and our 
unwillingness as individuals and as groups to submit to the will of God and to do 
our part in the full discharge of our God-given responsibility. 

We must ask God for forgiveness and now with courage and faith proceed to 
make such decisions as shall lead us to a correct solution of our problems.

“Be It Further Resolved, that the President of the Church together with 
the Board of Education and the Board of Trustees, be ordered to present to 
the next General Convention held in 1936 their proposal as to the arrange- 
ment of our educational situation and institutions. such plan to he printed 
and circulated at least ninety days prior to the convention. 


“Further, Be Tt Resolved. in view of the serious needs of our institutions. 
that Dr. A. J. Bergsaker, Field Superintendent. be authorized to select and 
appoint such district financial secretaries and circuit financial secretaries. by 
and with the advice of the proper constituencies, for assisting him in the organ- 
ization of the budget collection. 

“Be It Further Resolved, that he be authorized to make use of such addi- 
tional workers as he may select and secure. It is the definite understanding 
that no paid or salaried field men or collectors are to be used, but that all work 
is to be requested on a free will basis, with the understanding that expenses for 
meetings, travel and literature are to be met out of the budget.” 


It was moved and duly seconded that these resolutions be adopted, which 
motion unanimously passed.

The Luther College Corporation, Decorah, Iowa, met at the Central Lu- 
theran Church, Minneapolis, Minnesota, on Friday, June 8, 1934, at 10:00 a. m., 
pursuant to legal notice duly given.

“Whereas, the 1926 Endowment Fund of Luther College amounts to the 
sum of $343,000.00, of which the sum of $250,000.00 was raised for the specific 
purpose of preserving the accredited standing of the College with the North 
Central Association of Colleges, and the balance of $93,000.00 of said fund is a 
surplus which was raised in addition to the said requirement of $250,000.00. 

“Now, therefore, Be It Resolved, that the Investment Committee of the 
College is hereby authorized and directed to deliver to the Board of Trustees of 
Luther College cash, mortgages, or other securities or property in an amount 
not exceeding the surplus portion of the said endowment fund, and that the 
Board of Trustees of Luther College be authorized and directed to use the 
same or so much of it as may be necessary for the purpose of liquidating the 
indebtedness of the College. 

“Be It Further Resolved, that the funds so withdrawn shall be considered 
a loan from said endowment fund to the College. and that the same shall be 
repaid by Luther College at the earliest possible opportunity.” 

Upon motion the Corporation postponed action on this resolution until the 
adjourned meeting on the following Tuesday forenoon.

MEETING OF THE MEMBERS OF ST. OLAF COLLEGE 
Central Lutheran Church, Minneapolis, Minn., June 12, 1934 


Pursuant to due notice of the biennial meeting of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America, the ministers, delegates and others entitled to vote at the reeular biennial 
session of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, convened at Central Luther- 
an Church, in the city of Minneapolis, Minnesota. on the 12th day of June, 1934, at 
eleven a. m., as a membership meeting of St. Olaf College, at which tinie there were 
present at said meeting more than a majority of the voting members of St. Olaf 
College, in accordance with the custom, usages and discipline of said church and 
of said college. 

In accordance with the Articles of Incorporation, Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, president 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. presided. The president of the 
college submitted his annual report printed and included among the reports of the 
biennial meeting of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. On motion it was 
placed on file. In the renort was submitted the changes recommended bv the Board 
of Trustees of St. Olaf College in the Articles of Incorporation of St. Olaf College. 
They were taken up for consideration and on motion duly made, and seconded. the 
following resolutions amending the Articles of Incorporation of St. Olaf College, 
were adopted bv unanimous vote: 

“Be It Resolved, That the Articles of Incorporation of St. Olaf College as now 
in force and effect be amended as follows: By striking out the first five sentences 
of Article V, entitled ‘Management,’ and by inserting in lieu thereof the following; 
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“The management of the business and affairs of the corporation and the super- 
vision of the curriculum and instruction of the college shall be vested in a Board 
of Trustees. The board shall consist of not less than nine nor more than fifteen 
members, including the president and the director of finances of the college, who 
shall be ex-officio members. The number of trustees shall be determined from time 
to time by resolution adopted by the members of the corporation at a_ biennial 
meeting. The members of the Board of Trustees shall be pastors of The Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America or members of congregations belonging to The Norwe- 
gian Lutheran Church of America, and shall be elected by the members of the 
corporation for a term of six years. Each trustee shall hold office until his successor 
trustee has been duly elected and has qualified. Not less than three nor more than 
five trustees shall be elected every even numbered year, at the meeting of the corpor- 
ation, excepting that additional trustees may be elected to fill vacancies, and excepting 
that of the trustees first elected after the adoption of this amendment, one-third of 
the membership of the board shall be elected for a term of two years, one-third for 
a term of four years, and one-third for a term of six years. 

“Be It Further Resolved, That the following be added to the Articles of Incor- 
poration of St. Olaf College as an amendment, and be entitled ‘Article VIII, Amend- 
ments’ : 

“These Articles of Incorporation may be amended at a meeting of the members 
of the corporation by a majority vote of those present and voting, provided that the 
amendment has been read at the last preceding meeting of the members of the 
corporation, or has been approved by the Board of Trustees of St. Olaf College, and 
published in the official papers of The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America at 
least three months in advance of such meeting. 

“Be It Finally Resolved, That the chairman and the secretary of the corporation 
be authorized and directed to cause the said amendments to the Articles of Incorpora- 
tion of St. Olaf College to be embodied in a proper certificate and filed and recorded 
as provided by law.” 

In order to make it possible to elect trustees according to the amended articles 
the present elected trustees of St. Olaf College submitted their resignations as 
follows: 

“The undersigned, constituting all the elected members of the Board of Trustees 
of St. Olaf College, in order to make it possible to elect a whole new board in 
accordance with the changes made in the Articles of Incorporation of St. Olaf 
College, hereby tender their resignations to take effect when the new members of 
the board have been elected and have qualified: Asher Nasby, Jackson, Minn.; Jos. 
G. Norby, Minneapolis, Minn.; J. A. Aasgaard, Minneapolis, Minn.; O. E. Gunder- 
son, Forest City, Iowa; L. I. Roe, Stanley, Wis.; S. C. Eastvold, Eau Claire, Wis.; 
William Ingvoldstad, Decorah, Iowa.” 

On motion duly made and seconded the resignations were accepted to take effect 
when the new trustees have been elected and have qualified. It was decided to 
proceed to the election of trustees.

The above resolution is made with the hope that from time to time younger 
men may bring their contribution to the Theological Seminary and vet by the 
continuance of the older professors the conservative and theological tradition of 
our Seminary shall not be lost through a too sudden or a too large change in 
our theological faculty at any one time.

Lars Christianson, North Dakota District; Rev. T. P. Neste, Rocky Mt. Dis- 
trict; Rev. O. L. Haavik, Pacific District: and Prof. K. Bergsagel, Canada District, 
convened on Thursday morning, June 7th, and organized by electing Rev. Martin 
Norstad chairman, Rev. M. B. Quill, vice-chairman, and Rev. Alfred O. Storvick, 
secretary and reporting member. : 

This committee wishes to submit the following report: 


Whereas, it has been possible, by the grace of God, to continue the important 
work of Home Missions during the past biennium, by keeping 224 Home Mission 
pastors in the field, whereby souls have been saved, and the Kingdom of Christ 
extended in our midst; 

Be It Resolved: That, in all humility, and with prayer for the forgiveness of 
our sins of omission as well as sins of commission, that we thank God for His 
manifold blessings upon this fruitful field of activity and that we earnestly pray 
that He will continue to give grace and strength to all faithful workers as well as 
to all our congregations in order that the work may be carried on to the Glory of 
Jesus Christ, our Savior.

Whereas, it has appeared expedient to discontinue the office of Executive Secretary, 
and 

Whereas, Dr. C. S. B. Hoel has faithfully served our Church in directing the 
affairs of this office for fifteen years;

Whereas, the present depression has had a tendency to weaken, if not wholly 
cripple the work in many localities, not* only making retrenchment necessary, thus 
making it difficult to secure the services of the most capable workers in this important 
field ; 

Be It Resolved: That pastors and congregations be urgently requested to place 
this activity where it rightly belongs both in their prayers and their contributions; 
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Be It Further Resolved : That the Home Mission Board as well as the District 
Boards, be urged, in every case, to place the best qualified workers in this important 
field, who can and will render aggressive and consecrated service.

New PossIBILiries 


Whereas, the drought and consequent Government Policies may make a change 
of front necessary in many localities by removing marginal land from cultivation 
and by moving the people to other localities ;

Committees be called to the opportunities presented by such government pro- 
jects as may be started within their respective districts.

A More INTENSIVE PROGRAM 


Whereas, there is abundant need and possibility of effective Home Mission work 
at the very doorsteps of many of our older and well-established congregations, as 
well as on the far-flung frontiers: 

And, Whereas, the Church’s available means are inadequate to meet these oppor- 
tunities and demands; 

Be It Resolved; That pastors and congregations be urged to carry on an aggressive 
and systematic survey in their respective communities for the purpose of gathering 
in the unchurched and especially to regain the many who have been lost to the 
Church through mixed marriages, or because of former language barrier, or for other 
causes. That in addition to a well organized and effective Sunday school program, 
particular attention be paid to adult catechetical instruction preparing for baptism and 
confirmation. 

Be It Further Resolved: That Boards and others who are charged with the re- 
sponsibility of administering the Home Mission Funds first make a serious and 
thorough study of all fields where Home Mission aid is requested and that such aid 
be not given unless there is a reasonable assurance that congregations thus aided 
will, in due time, become permanently established and self-supporting. 

Be It Further Resolved: That in territories where the ministry of the Word 
and Sacraments is needed, but where there is little assurance that the work will re- 
sult in permanently established congregations, that efforts be made to supply the 
need by means of qualified itinerant Mission pastors.

CHURCH EXTENSION 


Whereas, the seriousness of keeping the funds borrowed by various congregations 
from the Church Extension Fund too long, has, in many cases, been overlooked ; 
and 

Whereas, The moral as well as the legal obligation assumed by the borrower has 
been neglected by many of the congregations who have received loans from the 
Church Extension Fund, and 

Whereas, They, by their negligence, are withholding from other needy congre- 
gations the aid they themselves once asked for, and 

Whereas, in many cases the loan from this fund is apparently being treated as a 
gift rather than a loan to be repaid, and 

Whereas, if this responsibility were properly recognized and regular payments, 
no matter how small, were made, it would automatically restore a revolving fund 
large enough to take care of the needs of many worthy congregations now seeking 
aid, and 

Whereas, this fund was created for this purpose and is large enough to carry 
out this necessary work when used in accordance with the rules of the fund; 

Be It Resolved: That all congregations who have made loans from the Church 
Extension Fund be urged to make every effort to make regular payments to the 
“und according to the agreement made at the time of making the loan; 

Be It Further Resolved: That the administrators of the Church Extension Fund 
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make every effort to revive it and make it a live asset, and that a closer adherence 
to the rules of the Fund be insisted on; 

Be It Further Resolved: That a complete financial statement of this Fund be 
printed in the report of the next*biennial convention, 

Be It Also Resolved: That we thank such congregations as have faithfully done 
their best to meet their obligations to the Fund. There can be no doubt but what 
such action has brought greater blessings to them as well as to others.

BETHANY INDIAN MISSION 


A large percentage of the membership of our Church now occupies territory where 
once the Red Man roamed and was monarch of all he surveyed, and it should be 
a matter to be viewed with keen regret and deep humiliation, that comparatively little 
has been done to win this original American for Christ and His Kingdom. 

Owing to the present shortage of Funds it has_been found necessary to seriously 
curtail the work at our only Indian Mission which is located at Wittenberg, Wis. 

The Board of Home Missions, through a special committee appointed for that 
purpose, has recently made a thorough survey of the field and work of the Bethany 
Indian Mission and has presented to this convention a report with important rec- 
ommendations ; 

Be It Therefore Resolved: That the recommendations of the Committee be taken 
up for serious consideration at this convention. (See Part I, pages 75-77.)

SEAMEN’S MISSIONS 


Whereas, it appears that the need for operating Seamen’s Missions is gradually 
becoming less as the nature of seamen’s work is gradually changing ;

J. N. Jacobson, Rev. A. M. Mannes, Rey. M. O. Sumstad, who read a letter 
from Rev. J. D. Runsvold, chairman of the Board of Foreign Missions, and 
Rev. Hj. S. Froiland. 

Motion was passed to take at this time an informal ballot. The result of 
this ballot showed that the sense of the Convention was against the committee’s 
recommendation.

1. It is with thanksgiving to God that we read the cheering report from the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. We 
urge the delegates of this convention and the membership of the entire Church body to 
read this report as well as detailed reports from our mission fields as they appear 
weekly in our church papers. We note that in spite of difficulties and opposition the 
work has, by the grace of God, made splendid progress. This indeed gives renewed 
courage and zeal in the propagation of the Gospel among the people of China, Mada- 
gascar and South Africa. Especially so is true when we remember the negative and 
skeptical report of the Appraisal Commission in regard to methods and success of 
foreign missionaries. We thank God for the divine stamp of approval that is clearly 
indicated in the wide-spread spiritual awakening in our foreign fields. As we rejoice 
and give thanks to our Father in Heaven we also feel that our Savior calls us to 
reconsecrate ourselves to the great work of bringing the Gospel to people who know 
not the Christ. As we remember the 27,000 Christians in China, Madagascar, South 
Africa, we most heartily endorse the suggestion of the Board of Foreign Missions 
that this general convention set aside some time of a regular session for giving 
thanks to God, and that intercession be made on behalf of these Christians and also 
that intercession be made for our faithful missionaries.

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2. CHINA. 


We note with gratitude the diminishing degree of the Red menace in China, 
thus opening doors to fields that otherwise were closed to the Gospel; the regaining 
of confiscated mission property; and most of all that the general attitude of the 
people has changed so favorably for the reception of the Gospel. The committee de- 
sires to call the attention of this convention to the words of Rev. Edward S¢vik: 
“Opportunities for preaching the Gospel are greater than ever,” and to the words 
of Dr. Skinsness: “God is visiting China. A new day is dawning. Opportunities are 
before us, and opportunity is power. What we ought to do we can do. May we re- 
member that the great doors now opened for our mission may not always be open, 
but that they may swing closed if unused.” 


Medical Missions. 

We regret to read that the hospital at Kiosham is still closed. We hope and 
pray that some medical student or young doctor will feel called to the China mission 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of our beloved Dr. Braafladt.

3. MADAGASCAR. 


‘The work in Madagascar seems to have felt the severity of the depression per- 
haps more than the other fields. Not only were the appropriations “cut to the bone” 
but these were again reduced by more than oné-third due to the depreciation of the 
dollar. May we be mindful of this difficulty both in our prayers and our giving. 

We are glad to note improvement in church attendance and the increase in the 
number of those who communed at the Lord’s Table. When we remember that 
forty-six years ago there was not one Tanosy nor one Tandroy that knew the Lord, 
we are indeed thankful when we learn that the membership of the Church in Mada- 
gascar totals 9,303 souls, and that the Malagasy.are turning to Christ. We also sin- 
cerely appreciate the interest which is shown by the natives in this important work 
by their giving the sum of $4,444.00 the last. biennium.

4. SoutH AFRICA. 


Reduced budgets, intense drought and a subsequent malaria epidemic which took 
a toll of 10,000 natives, have cast their pall of sorrow upon this field. Yes, God 
has also used these tragedies to further His cause. In the presence of death the 
Zulus have turned to Him who alone can give life eternal, even Jesus Christ. Hearts 
have been opened to the Gospel and the Christian Zulus have grown in grace and 
knowledge of our Lord and Savior. These will become better witnesses for the Gos- 
pel in South Africa. The statistics show a healthy growth. Since 1927, 4,000 souls 
have been added to the membership of the church. The interest of the natives in 
becoming self-sustaining is highly gratifying. New fields have been added which 
carry promise for a rich harvest of souls. We rejoice that conditions have now 
improved. 

From Dr. Astrup’s report we quote: “Progress is noticeable all over the field 
and greater opportunities than ever before have opened up a wide door to the hearts 
and minds of the Zulu people. The Word of God is daily performing its wonders 
and many precious souls have found their way to the throne of grace. May God 
be praised now and forever for all His tender mercies and loving kindnesses.”

STATUS AND FUNCTIONS OF COMMITTEE NO. 6 


1. Committee No. 6 was decided upon as a definite part of our Church organization 
at the time of the Union in 1917. It has been assigned certain duties as a contact 
unit between the congregations and the officials of the Church and boards. From 
time to time its charge has been fixed by special resolutions of which the following 
are noted:

The second of these resolutions adopted in 1926, provides that committee No. 6 
shall be officially notified sixty days prior to its assembling and shall be convened at 
least one week prior to the National Convention, to organize itself and to enter upon 
its duties, and be it further resolved that all Boards’ and Church business related to 
finances be placed before this committee in detailed reports at the opening of its 
sessions. 

Because of the fact that your committee this year was not called to assemble before 
Monday morning this week—two days before the convention—it became well nigh 
impossible to cover the assigned duty of scrutinizing with any degree of thorough- 
ness any report laid before it and yet it has striven in utmost faithfulness to dis- 
charge its duties and to bring this report before the convention of the Church.

RESOLUTION OF THANKS 


2. Whereas we gather in biennial convention this year, we are informed that not 
only has our Church, with its various institutions, been able to carry on, but that 
through careful planning and frugal use of funds it has even been possible to dimin- 
ish its deficit to the extent of $65,000.00. This is an indication of how the Lord has 
multiplied the loaves in our midst. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the Church in the spirit of deep humility recognize 
the blessings of Almighty God and praise Him for His goodness. That we return 
to our homes with this song in our hearts: “Great things the Lord hath done, there- 
fore are we glad.” 

3. Be it further resolved, that the Church in all sincerity commend the loyal ef- 
forts put forth by the various congregations that have made great sacrifices in order 
that the work of the Lord should not suffer. That it expresses its deep gratitude to 
all who in faithfulness have labored for the success of the Lord’s cause so that even 
the present period of economic stress has not hindered the growth of the Kingdom 
of Jesus Christ. 

4. To those pastors throughout the Church who in so many instances uncom- 
plainingly have endured hardships and grave privations, but have nevertheless con- 
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tinued faithfully in their respective fields of labor; to the President of the Church, 
Dr. J. A. Aasgaard; to the General Field Secretary, Dr. A. J. Bergsaker; to the 
Treasurer, Dr. H. O. Shurson, to the Board of Trustees, and all boards, and to all 
officers and individuals who have self-sacrificingly cooperated towards the attain- 
ment of a balanced budget, it expresses sincere thanks and appreciation.

BUDGET 


The budget is simply setting before us a goal as to what we want to do and what 
we hope to do for the cause of the Kingdom of God, through the year. This is the 
Lord’s work and we use the Lord’s gifts, hence we are dependent upon the Lord. 
Much prayer and faith are necessary. “Not by might nor by power, but by my Spirit 
saith the Lord” (Zech. 4:6). The Lord has often put our weak faith to shame. We 
have often taken things too much into our own hands without counselling with the 
Lord. The present times and conditions contribute towards making this an experience 
of testing. 1933 has come and gone and we rejoice in the accomplishment. What will 
the next biennium bring forth?

Be It Resolved that the Church request all departments to ascertain the financial 
status of their respective institutions and that the Board concerned be given full 
power to prevent further accumulation of debt even if it should mean the closing 
of institutions.

20. Resolved, that the Church disclaim all liability for indebtedness incurred 
by any institution not directly owned by the Church.

Lutheran Normal School, Madison, Minn. 

21. Whereas the Lutheran Normal School, Madison, Minn., has ceased to operate 
and the question of its re-opening or disposal of its property is a matter which can- 
not be settled at this convention, and 

Whereas, no authorization has been granted without special resolution, therefore 

Be it resolved, that the final disposition of this school and its property be left in 
the hands of the Board of Trustees with full authority to act as it may see fit. 

Re-referred—Session 4—Thursday, June 7. 


21. (a) Whereas, the Lutheran Normal School, Madison, Minn., has ceased 
to operate and the question of its reopening is at present uncertain, therefore 

Be It Resolved that the future policy of this school or the final disposition of its 
property be left in the hands of the Board of Education and the Board of Trustees 
with full power to act. 

(b) Be It Resolved that the Board of Trustees of The Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America, acting upon recommendation of the Board of Education of said 
Church, is hereby authorized and empowered to sell the real estate of other proper- 
ty of Spokane College, Red Wing Seminary, and Madison Normal School to such 
persons, firms, or corporations as it may deem advisable, and upon such terms as it 
may consider proper, and the officers of said Board are authorized to execute any 
and all contracts of sale, deeds, or other instruments of conveyance.

Student Work at State Schools 

22. Whereas, two years ago the Board of Education assumed responsibility for 
the supervision of the religious work among the Lutheran Students at state schools 
in this section of the country, but omitted to appropriate money to cover the expenses, 

Be it resolved, that $1000.00 of the educational budget be set aside to carry on 
Christian work among students who are attending state schools. 

Amendment adopted to strike “in this section of the country.” 

Adopted as amended—Session 4—Thursday, June 7. 


Endowments 


23. Whereas, in reviewing the report of the Board of Trustees on the matter of 
endowments, we recognize the efforts put forth by the Loan Committee in refinancing 
and liquidating loans thus trying to conserve the Endowment Funds, 
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Be it therefore resolved, that the Church approve this procedure and recommend 
that the Board of Trustees continue to superintend the conservation of these 
funds according to their best judgment. 

Adopted—Session 4—Thursday, June 7. 


HOME MISSION 


24. Whereas the officials of our Church succeeded in disposing of the Sea- 
men’s Mission at Galveston, Texas, thus carrying out the instructions given at 
the last general convention, therefore. 

Be it resolved that the Church thank the Board for diligent administration 
put forth in the successful consummation of the sale of the Galveston property 
and that the Church reassert and urge the officers to dispose of other such in- 
stitutions as speedily as possible when in the judgment of the administration 
such institutions fail to fill a particular need, and when such disposals can be 
carried out without too great sacrifice to the Church.

STEWARDSHIP 


29. A keener sense of responsibility and a deeper understanding of Christian 
Stewardship is needed. To have is to owe and not to own. Our people should 
recognize this truth more clearly. It is therefore essential that Stewardship be 
given a larger place in our preaching and in our teaching from the Sunday 
School to the Theological Seminary. 

Every congregation should have a separate Benevolence Board or Steward- 
ship Committee and a separate Benevolence or Stewardship Treasurer whose 
duty it shall be to cultivate interest in and concern for the work of the Church 
at large. The members of such Board to be fixed according to the size of the 
congregation. Its duties to be defined by the local congregation.

The Committee on Publications, consisting of the pastors: Dr. A. H. Rholl, Del.

P. Rindahl, Rev. O. Bergeland, Rev. H. J. Thorpe, Rev. K. O. Kandal, organized 
by electing Dr. A. H. Rholl president and Rev. K. B. Vaaler, secretary. 


The Committee begs to submit the following: 


1. In spite of the decrease in sales back in 1932 and 1933 the committee notes 
with gratitude that our Publishing House distributed over 9,000,000 pieces of religious 
literature during the year 1933. Furthermore, the Church recognizes the fact that this 
wide distribution of this literature is a very definite contributing agency off-setting the 
degrading influence of the present day irreligious literature. It therefore urges strong- 
ly upon all its members to support the Publishing House by its patronage. 


2. The additional new titles to our Lutheran literature as well as reprints issued the 
past year is noted with appreciation, we commend the Board of Publications for its 
wise selections and express our appreciation to those whose labors have given us these 
literary and scholarly contributions. 


CHURCH PAPERS 


3. In the matter of church papers, the committee calls attention to the Presi- 
dent’s message: “The importance of our church papers must not be overlooked. They 
assist the pastor in his work. These messengers enter the home every week with 
their Gospel message and information about the Church. Public opinion today is 
greatly influenced by the public press, the movies and the radio. These agencies are 
shaping the destiny of our nation. Certainly the religious press is one of the major 
enterprises of the Christian Church which should be given a greater emphasis than 
ever. It can serve as an inspiring and motivating force in dealing with social and 
economic problems and instruct the people to see the definite relation of the re- 
ligious life to their duty as citizens. In this national crisis the church paper has an 
opportunity for a unique and far-reaching influence.” 

The large increase in circulation of our church papers through the special offers 
made by the Publishing House during the past year, leads us to recommend that 
the Publishing House continue this policy and that the membership of our Church 
cooperate with the Publishing House in its effort to place one of our church papers 
in every home in the Church. 


4. Book Mission. The Book Mission has proved an invaluable aid to the pastors 
in their work. We therefore urge pastors and congregations to support it with con- 
tributions, offerings and collections. 


5. Frnances. The Church commends the efficient management of the Publishing 
House and notes with special interest the fact that the ratio of current assets to cur- 
rent liabilities is now fifteen to one as compared to 4.5 to one in 1929,

Because of the adoption of a new constitution omitting the Articles of 
Confession that invariably designate a Lutheran and Christian Church and 
expressing principles and practices contrary to those of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America, the Emmanuel Lutheran Church of Bronx, N. Y. and pastor 
stand suspended from membership in the N. L. C. A. until the congregation 
complies in principle and practice with the views held by the above mentioned 
church body. 

“II. A committee, consisting of the President of the Eastern District of 
the N. L. C. A., the President of the Atlantic Circuit of the N. L. C. A., Dr. 
L. P. Qualben of New York and two laymen from New York or Brooklyn to 
be appointed by the above mentioned three members be elected by this meeting 
to confer with the above mentioned congregation with the aim of inducing the 
congregation to comply with requirements as stipulated in Par. I. of this report. 

“TIT. This suspension shall become permanent if the Emmanuel Lutheran 
Church shall not comply with these requirements before the meeting of the 
Eastern District of the N. L. C. A. to be held in 1935. 

“TV. Provided the Emmanuel Congregation refuses to comply with the above 
mentioned requirements and the Rev. E. L. Jenson shall then continue to serve 
this congregation as pastor, he will thereby have excluded himself from the 
ministry of the N. L. C. A.” 

After some discussion, motion was made and carried that Par. III. of the 
Committee’s report be amended so as to read: 

“This suspension shall become permanent if the Emmanuel Lutheran Church 
shall not comply with these requirements before the close of the meeting of 
the Eastern District of the N. L. C. A. to be held in 1935.”

NORTHERN MINNESOTA 


The Sixteenth Annual meeting of the Northern Minnesota District of The 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America convened in Bethlehem Lutheran 
Church, Minneapolis, Saturday, June 9, 1934, at 2:00 p. m. in conjunction with 
the Tenth General Convention of The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America.
